CHAPTER  822. 

AN    ACT  CREATING   THE    OFFICE    OF  FIRE    MARSHALS  IN  Passed  May  27, 

THE  SEVERAL  TOWNS  AND  PRESCRIBING  THEIR  POWERS  '^-    . 

AND  DUTIES. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows  : 

Section  1.     There  may   be  elected  by  the  town  howe"cted*ind 
GOUDcils  of  the  several  towns  an  oflScer  to  be  known  tera  o^^i)fflct 
as  fire  marshal,  who  shall  reside  in  the  said  town  and  ^^ 
be  qualified  by  taking  the  oath  prescribed  in  the  con- 
stitution, and  that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  the 
duties  of  his  office  to  the  best  of  his  ability  during 
the  continuance  thereof,  and  shall  hold  such  office  dur- 
ing the  pleasure  of  the  town  council  and  until  a  suc- 
cessor shall  be  appointed  and  duly  qualified  by  taking 
the  oath  aforesaid.

The  said  corporation  for  carrying  into  effect 
the  objects  of  this  act,  and  of  charities  to  be  applied  in 
connexion  with  the  said  society,  may  take  and  hold 
real  and  personal  estate  in  any  amount  not  exceeding 
twenty  thousand  dollars. 


AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  PAWTUCKET  BAND.  Passed  June  9. 

1880. 


It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Americus  D.  Harlow,  William  H. 
Jenks,  Henry  Fish,  George  A.  Rounds,  their  associates 
and  successors  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the 
name  of  the  Pawtucket  Band,  for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing, keeping  up  and  maintaining  a  brass  and  reed 
band  in  the  town  of  Pawtucket,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  improving  themselves  in  the  art  of  music,  with  all 
the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties 
and  liabilities  set  forth  in  chapter  139  of  the  General 
Statutes,  and  in  any  acts  in  amendment  thereof  or  in 
addition  thereto. 

Sec.  2.  Said  corporation  may  take,  hold,  transmit 
and  convey  real  and  personal  estate  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage. 


AN  ACT   IN   AMENDMENT  OP  AN  ACT  ENTITLED  "AN  ACT  Passed  June  9,

"  Section  I.  Thomas  L.  Spencer,  Daniel  Burdick, 
Daniel  G.  Allen,  S.  L.  Tillinghast,  Francis  D.  Blakes- 
lee,  Samuel  A.  Edmond,  and  Samuel  E.  Crompton, 
with  such  others  as  may  hereafter,  according  to  the 
constitution,  doctrines  and  discipline  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  be- 
come members  of  the  corporation,  are  hereby  created  a 
corporation  by  the  name  of  the  *•  Trustees  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church  in  East  Greenwich,  Rhode 
Island,*'  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  supporting 
public  worship  in  the  village  of  East  Greenwich  ac- 
cording to  the  rites,  usages  and  discipline  of  said 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  with  all  the  powers  and 
privileges  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities 
set  forth  in  chapter  139  of  the  General  Statutes,  and 
in  any  acts  in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition  thereto. 

Sec.  2.  Said  corporation  may  take,  hold,  transmit 
and  convey  real  and  personal  estate  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  Said  corporation,  at  any  meeting  thereof, 
is  hereby  empowered  to  assess  and  levy  upon  the  pews 
in  any  meeting-house  owned  and  occupied  by  it,  in  a 
ratable  proportion  to  the  fixed  valuation  of  such  pews, 
and  to  collect  from  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  all 
sums  of  money  it  may  vote  to  be  necessary  and  requi- 
site, for  all  repairs,  improvements  and  insurance  of 
said  meeting-house,  and  for  the  improvement  of  the 
lot  on  which  it  stands,  and  on  failure  or  neglect  of  the 
owners  of  said  pews  to  pay  such  tax,  said  corporation 
may  sell  at  public  auction,  such  pew  or  pews  at  any 
time,  after  giving  thirty  days  notice  to  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof,  or  leaving  a  notice  at  his  or  their  last 
and  usual  place  of  abode ;  and  after  paying  said  taxes, 
and  all  legal  charges  in  consequence  of  such  failure,  the 
balance,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners 
of  such  pew  or  pews. 

Sec.  4.  All  act  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  e£Fect 
from  and  after  its  passage.**

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IN  REFERENCE  TO  THE  *' FUTURE  AND   PERMANENT  MANAGE- 
MENT AND  NEEDS"  OF  THE 

State  Reform  School, 
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REPORT. 


The  subject  referred  to  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Correc- 
tioDS;  at  the  late  session  of  your  Honorable  Body,  with  the  request 
that  they  should  inquire  into,  and  report  upon  the  same,  as  early  as 
practicable,  naturally  divides  itself  into  several  distinct  parts. 

First.  The  description  of  children  and  youth,  for  whose  support, 
education  and  training,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Shite  to  make  provision. 

Second.  The  extent  to  which  such  education  and  training  should 
be  carried. 

Third.  The  kind  of  institution  best  suited  to  this  purpose;  whether 
the  close  and  congregate  system  is  preferable,  or  the  open  and  cottage 
plan. 

Fourth.  The  location  commanding  the  greatest  advantages  for  such 
an  institution. 

Fifth.     Its  management. 

First.     The  description  of  children  and  youth  for  whose  support, 
education  and  training,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  make  provision. 
This  includes  two  different,  though  more  or  less  affiliated  classes. 

Ist  Juvenile  offenders  and  delinquents,  such  as  under  the  existing 
legislation  of  the  state  have  hitherto  been  sent  to  the  Providence  Re- 
form School. 

2d.  Destitute  and  dependent  children,  such  as  are  now  in  the  State 
Almshouse,  and  in  the  city  and  town  poorhouses. 

There  is  a  third,  and  most  important  class, — the  neglected  and  ex- 
posed children  of  the  street,  who  though  not  yet  vicious  or  criminal, 
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are  in  imminent  danger  of  becoming  so,  if  left  to  their  own  w«jwai-d 
tendeociea,  and  the  baneful  inflnences  around  them.     The  children 
belonging  to  this  claaa,  though  constituting  a  dangerous  element  in 
the  community,   with   the  necessary  legislation  for  reaching  them, 
might  be  properly  and  safely  entrnsted  to  the  catc  of  Institutions  origi- 
nating in  private  charity,  and  managed  by  private  coiporations.     Sev- 
eral sQch  institutions  already  exist  within  the  limits  of  the  State,  and 
others  of  adequate  capacity  and  suitable  character  would  soon  spring 
up,  were  the  way  prepared  for  them,  by  enabling  legislative  enact- 
ments.    It  is  not  well  for  the  Stat«,  by  putting  itself  in  the  way,  to 
obstruct  the  flow  of  benevolence  from  its  more  favored  citizens.     For 
their  good  as  well  as  for  the  good  of  society,  all  fitting  channels  should 
be  ojiened  and  remain  ojien  for  its  wise  and  useful  direction.     Institu- 
tions founded  in  private  wealth  and  maintained  by  private  charity, 
may  give  to  the  recipients  of  their  bounty  advantages  which  the  gov- 
ernment has  no  right  to  bestow,  at  the  i:ost  of  a  heavier  tux  levy  u)H>n 
all  classes  of  citizens.    In  every  free  and  well  ordered  State — esiiecially  is 
this  characteristic  of  onr  own  State — many  of  the  noblest  and  most 
important  charities,  instead  of  being  assumed  by  the  government  and 
becoming  a  burden  upon  the  community,  are  left  to  be  provided   for 
by  the  large  hearted  and  open  handed  among  its  more  opulent  citizens. 
Our  colleges  and  our  hospitals,  our  homes  for  children  and  our  homes 
for  the  aged, — all  the  creations  of  private  wealth, — far  exceed  in  value 
of  maintenance,  the  Institutions  founded  and  supported  by 
,  whether  educational,  correctional,  penal  or  charitable.     In  a 
lity  so  wenltliy,  and  so  ready  for  enterprises  of  benevolence 
anthropy,  homes  and  schools  will  be  provided  for  these  waifs 
reet,  whenever  your  Honorable  Body  shall  supply  the  necessary 
m. 

:ated  by  the  late  Dr.  Wines,  in  his  very  able  and  valuable  work 
IS  and  child-saving  institutions,  that  all  the  Juvenile  Rcform- 
f  England,  two  only  excepted,  have  started  as  private  chari- 
fter  Ihey  have  been  established,  if  found  to  be  properly  organ- 
I  judiciously  managed,  they  receive  aid  as  well  as  supervision 
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from  the  Government.  He  believes  such  institutions,  combining 
private  initiative  and  management  with  State  aid  and  supervision,  to 
be  greatly  preferable  to  purely  State  schools. 

Second,  To  what  extent  should  the  education  and  industrial  train- 
ing of  the  inmates  of  the  Reforai  School  be  carried? 

Ist  They  should  be  well  instructed  in  reading,  writing  and  arith- 
metic, and  should  be  taught  enough  of  geography  and  history  to  give 
them  a  respectable  knowledge  of  their  own  country,  and  an  intelligent 
conception  of  the  world  in  which  they  live.  Careful  attention  should 
be  giveu  to  their  moral  and  religious  instruction,  and  to  the  cultiva- 
tion of  an  ear  and  taste  for  music.  Those  who  are  to  be  made  farmers 
and  gardeners,  might  very  properly  be  instructed  in  the  rudiments  of 
chemistry. 

2d.  The  industrial  employments  of  the  school  should  be  such  as 
not  only  to  train  the  pupils  to  habits  of  active  and  continuous  labor, 
but  to  furnish  them  as  far  as  possible,  after  leaving  the  school,  with 
the  means  of  a  livelihood.  They  may,  and  should,  vary  with  individ- 
Qal  tastes  and  aptitudes,  so  far  as  these  manifest  themselves.  A  large 
nomber  will  be  attracted  by  mechanical  employments,  especially  those 
in  which  machinery  and  power  are  used.  Others  will  prefer  the  sun- 
shine and  open  air,  and  find  a  congenial  occupation  in  the  cultivation 
of  flowers  and  fruits,  and  in  tilling  the  soil.  These  latter  tastes  should 
be  encouraged,  as  out-of-door  employments  are  both  physically  and 
morally  more  healthful  than  work  in  crowded  shops.  Besides,  a  good 
fanner  or  a  skillful  gardener  will  never  lack  the  means  of  earning 
a  good  living.  The  monotonous  work  of  cane-seating  chairs,  so  gen- 
eral in  our  prisons  and  reformatories,  should  be  resorted  to  only  where 
DO  other  employment  can  be  found.  Bright  and  intelligent  lads  soon 
come  to  hate  it. 

It  should  be  remembered,  in  this  connection,  that  many  of  the 

younger  members  of  the  school  may  be  expected  so  to  improve  in 

character  as  to  justify  their  return  home,  or  their  putting  out  in 

families,  by  the  time  they  are  old  enough  to  learn  trades.     The  latter 

difpoeition  of  the  smaller  girls  will  not,  probably,  be  difficult.     Boys 
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are  in  less  demand  than  girls,  and  in  less  demand  now  than  they  were 
formerly. 

Third*  The  kind  of  institution  best  suited  to  a  juvenile  Reforma- 
tory; whether  the  close  and  congregate  system  is  preferable,  or  the 
open  and  cottage  plan. 

A  committee  of  the  Board  have  visited  seven  different  reform  schools 
in  New  England  and  the  Middle  States.  Some  of  these  were  on  the 
close  and  congregate  system,  and  were  neither  more  nor  less  than 
prisons.  During  the  day  the  inmatx^s  worked  in  shops  with  grated 
windows,  and  took  their  exercise  in  yards  surrounded  by  high  walls. 
At  night  they  slept  in  ciirefully  secured  dormitories,  or  were  locked 
up  in  either  brick  or  wooden  cells.  Even  as  they  sat  in  the  school- 
room and  the  chapel,  their  eyes  fell  upon  bolts  and  bars  on  every  side. 

Other  Reformatories  visited  by  the  committee  were  on  the  open, 
cottage  plan,  without  locks  or  bars^  or  walled  yards.  The  boys  were 
gathered  into  families  of  about  fifty  each,  at  the  head  of  which  were 
a  man  and  his  wife,  who  had  immediate  charge  of  them.  They  went 
in  families  to  their  meals,  to  their  work,  to  their  schools  and  to  their 
play,  with  only  the  restraint  imposed  by  the  eye  of  their  overseer. 
Thep  slept  in  open  dormitories,  or  in  small  chambers  withont  locks. 

Still  other  Juvenile  Reformatories  visited  by  the  committee  were  of 
a  mixed  character,  including  features  of  both  the  close  and  the  open 
system,  or  rather  they  were  institutions  originally  on  the  congregate 
plan,  to  which  cottages  have  more  recently  been  added,  preparatory 
to  the  introduction  of  the  cottage  system.  One  of  these  is  at  West- 
boro,  Mass.  The  main  buildings  have  prison  cells,  barred  windows, 
and  walled  yards.  Near  these  are  several  houses  occupied  by  the 
better  class  of  boys,  with  a  man  and  his  wife  at  the  head  of  each. 
The  superintendent.  Rev.  L.  H.  Sheldon,  is  strongly  in  favor  of 
the  open,  cottage  plan,  and  urges  the  erection  of  more  detached 
buildings,  and  the  gradual  transfer  of  the  imprisoned  boys  to  them. 

The  Reform  School  at  West  Meriden,  Conn.,  is  on  the  old,  congre- 
gate system.  There  is  a  farm  connected  with  it  of  one  hundred  and 
ninety-five  acres  lying  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town.     Mr.  George  E. 
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Howe,  the  present  superintendent,  a  staanch  advocate  of  the  new  sys- 
tem^ and  the  father  of  it  in  this  country,  has  been  trying  to  induce 
the  legislature  and  the  tinistees  to  dispose  of  the  entire  property  and 
build  anew,  farther  back  from  the  town,  on  the  open  cottage  system. 
The  boys  in  this  school,  268  in  number,  attend  church  in  the  town 
every  Sunday  morning.  The  trustees  endorse  the  recommendation  of 
Mr.  Howe  to  the  legislature  for  an  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  a 
family  house  during  the  coming  year. 

The  New  York  House  of  Refuge,  on  Randall's  Island,  is  strictly  on 
the  old  and  close  system.  Its  well-known  superintendent,'Mr.  Israel 
C.  Jones,  is  one  of  the  stoutest  defenders  of  that  system.  His  large 
experience  in  dealing  with  juvenile  offenders  justly  gives  weight  to 
his  opinions.  While  he  believes  the  gathering  of  these  into  commu- 
nities of  considerable  size  can  hardly  be  avoided  in  the  neighborhood 
of  large  cities,  he  thinks  their  division  into  groups  or  families  is 'more 
favorable  to  good  results,  and  is  therefore  in  itself  to  be  preferred. 
He  is  now  urging  the  board  of  managers  of  the  House  of  Refuge  to 
purchase  a  large  tract  of  waste  lands  on  Long  Island,  and  cut  it 
up  into  small  farms.  To  these,  under  the  proper  supervision,  he 
he  would  send  the  boys  of  the  institution  as  soon  as  they  are  suffi- 
ciently disciplined  to  be  fit  for  it.  He  expressed  the  'opinion  to 
the  committee  that  in  this  way  seventy  per  cent,  of  them  might  be 
made  into  good  citizens,  and  these  children  from  the  streets  of  the 
city  of  New  York. 

After  a  careful  and  somewhat  extended  examination,  and  as  full 
enquiry  as  they  could  make,  the  committee  are  unanimously  of  the 
opinion  that  for  the  purposes  of  a  Reform  School,  the  cottage  plan, 
with  all  physical  restraints  removed,  is  greatly  preferable  to  the  con- 
gregate system  with  its  locks  and  bars  and  walled  yards.  That  a 
school  on  the  former  plan,  with  the  right  men  for  officers,  can  be  suc- 
cessfully conducted,  they  have  no  doubt.  That  it  is  more  favorable  to 
that  self-respect  and  tliat  desire  for  the  love  and  approbation  of  others, 
which  lie  at  the  foundation  of  all  right  and  manly  character,  they  are 
efjualiy  satisfied.  Locks,  bars  and  walled  yards  may  restrain  from 
crime,  but  they  have  no  power  to  inspire  virtue  or  quicken  benevo- 
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Icrioe.     Thfv  bt-nefit    udther  the  L-ou^ience  nor  ihe  heart.      It  is  to 
the  oversight,  gaJdauce  and  iD^ciRiciuti  of  wife,  earnest,  hnmane  and 
Christian   men,  —  men  who  beliei-e  in  the  hovs  and  trnst  them,  that 
we  iDDft  chieflv  look  for  the  growth  and  improTement  in  character   . 
which  the  Rtlorm  School  ia  intended  to  foster. 

The  FDCce^ful  management  of  a  juvenile  Reformatory,  on  the  cot- 
tage jfUn,  will  deiierid  largely  upon  the  following  four  things: 
]>t.     The  pk-a^a ninths  of  the  home  mude  for  the  bojs. 
2d.     The  iritluence  and  peraonal  ascendancy  of  the  officers  placed 
'^i*r  llicm, 

•>].  The  □%  of  all  legitimate  means  for  .juiclcening  their  aspira- 
tion and  Btimnlating  a  desire  for  honorable  distinction;  and  lastly, 
what  is  of  Tery  great  importance,  and  with  the  right  men  for  officers 
and  teachers  is  entirely  possible,  the  creation  of  a  pablic  sentiment, 
nnder  whose  influence  the  good  boys  will  assist  in  restraining  and  con- 
trolling the  bad. 

The  most  perfect  illnstration  of  all  this  which  the  committee  wit- 
nessed, was  in  the  State  Reform  School  for  boys,  at  Jamesburg,  N.  J., 
nnder  the  able  superintendence  of  Mr.  James  H.  Eastman,  aseiated  by 
an  excellent  coi-ps  of  subordinate  officers.     The  buildings  and  grounds 
were  as  attractive  and  us  free  from  all  suggestion  of  restraint  as  those 
of  an  ordinary  boarding  school.     The  boys,  with  the  exception  of  such 
as  worked  on  the  farm,  were  employed  seven  hours  a  day  in  manufac- 
turing and   laundering  shirts,  with  the  aid  of  machinery  moved  by 
jr.     Each  boy  had  a  task  adjusted  to  his  ability.     For  all 
■.r  his  tiLjk,  he  received  comj>ensation.     Arms,  hands  and 
ved  with  an  alucrity  and  swiftness  which  the  committee 
iurpassed.     During  the  month  immediately  preceding  this 
et  earnings  of  '200  boys,  the  Suj>eriiitendent  informed  them, 
iiousand  dollars.     As  he  wont  through  the  different  npart- 
le  manufactory,  he  was  everywhere  greeted  by  bright  faces, 
I,  confiding  smiles.     Boys  were  at  work  on  the  grounds 
buildings,  bringing  them  to  grade,  aud  layiug  out  beds  for 
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flowers.  A  word  from  the  Superintendent  to  one  of  them^  sent  him 
with  a  joyons  bound  to  obey  the  direction.  Never  were  they  so  im- 
pressed, as  in  their  visit  to  this  school,  with  the  fact  that  boys  are 
to  a  great  extent  —  much  greater  than  is  generally  supposed  —  what 
they  are  made  by  surrounding  influences  ;  that  they  are  good  or  bad, 
behave  well  or  ill,  according  to  the  hands  they  fall  into.  The 
school  has  been  in  existence  fifteen  years.  Escapes  from  it  have  been 
of  comparatively  rare  occurrence.  The  better  care  taken  of  the 
boys,  the  more  generous  table  spread  for  them,  and  the  homelike  in- 
flaences  by  which  they  are  surrounded,  undoubtedly  have  much  to 
do  witli  this.  The  only  punishments  resorted  to  are  a  birch  or  apple- 
tree  twig  for  the  smaller  boys,  and  the  locked  room,  either  light  or 
dark,  for  the  larger  ones. 

So  far  as  the  committee  have  been  able  to  learn,  no  Reform  School 
has  been  constructed  on  the  old  plan,  by  any  State,  for  the  last  ten  or 
fifteen  years;  while  witliin  that  time,  several  originally  close  schools, 
have  been  either  partially  or  wholly  opened.  We  have  the  most  strik- 
ing instance  of  the  latter,  in  the  Juvenile  Reformatory  at  Lansing, 
Michigan.  Here  all  physical  barriers  and  restraints  have  been  re- 
moved; and  the  change,  it  is  said,  has  been  attended  by  a  great  im- 
provement in  the  character  and  conduct  of  the  boys. 

The  following  is  from  one  of  our  most  eminent  superintendents, 
who  has  been  at  the  head  of  institutions  on  both  plans,  and  is  there- 
fore able  to  judge  of  their  comparative  merits  from  actual  trial: 

'Mn  the  one  plan  the  boys  are  classified,  and  a  limited  number 
placed  in  a  modest,  but  well  built  cottage,  furnished  with  all  needed 
home  comforts,  free  from  all  prison  appliances,  open  for  the  admis- 
sion of  air  and  the  blessed  sun  light,  supervised  by  a  gentleman  and 
his  wife,  to  whom  the  boys  sustain  the  relation  of  adopted  chil- 
dren, and  from  whom  they  receive  parental  care  and  protection;  while 
in  the  other  plan,  we  have  a  congregation  of  boys,  large  in  numbers, 
Iq  one  large  house,  with  bolted  doors,  barred  windows  and  a  walled 
yard  for  a  play-ground,  with  but  little  contact  with  nature  or  its  ele- 
ments—a condition  so  poorly  calculated  to  fill  a  boy's  idea  of  true  life 
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— and  sapervificd  not  unfrequently  by  persoas  that  assume  merely  the 
character  of  guards  and  care-takers,  with  a  total  absence  of  all  pater- 
nal feeling,  or  interest.  The  one  system  makes  a  natural  home  with 
all  its  corresponding  influences  and  attachments,  while  the  other  is  a 
place  of  detention,  or  an  untialural  home,  from  wliich  any  boy  will 
go  away  if  opportunity  is  given  him." 

The  Board  trust  the  time  is  past  for  building  juvenile  prisons,  and 
calling  them  Reform  Schools. 

For  the  accommodation  of  the  boys  of  the  Providence  lieform 
School,  in  families  of  fifty  each,  three  cottages  will  certainly  be  re- 
quired, and  a  fourth  may  be  found  necessary.  They  should  be  two 
stories  high,  with  basement  and  attic.  The  basement  should  contain 
a  dining  room  for  the  boys,  a  play  room  for  them,  in  wet  weather, 
and  a  wash  room  and  other  conveniences.  The  main  floor,  with  one 
or  two  chambers,  will  furnish  accommodations  for  the  man  and 
woman  having  charge  of  the  family.  The  greater  part  of  the  second 
floor  and  the  whole  attic  will  be  occupied  at  night  by  the  boys.  One 
of  the  cottages  should  be  provided  with  ample  and  well-ventilated 
dormitories  for  boys  under  twelve  years  of  age.  The  other  two 
should  be  fitted  with  separate  sleeping  rooms,  necessarily  of  limited 
dimensions,  for  the  boys  above  that  ago.  The  rooms  in  one  of  the 
houses  might  be  of  larger  size  and  contain  a  chair,  table  and  small 
chest  of  drawers,  to  be  occupied  by  the  best  boys.  This  would  be  an 
encouragement  to  them  and  a  stimulus  to  all  the  rest.  Each  house 
should  contain  a  couple  of  punishment  rooms  in  some  I'emote  and 
unoccupied  part  of  the  building.  If  in  the  transition  from  the  old 
to  the  new  system,  any  of  the  boys  should  prove  refractory  and  un- 
manageable, or  should  make  attempts  to  escape,  they  might  be  put 
upon  their  alternative  sentences,  and  transferred,  temporarily  at  least, 
to  the  Providence  County  Jail,  or  to  the  State  Workhouse,  where  with 
the  present  reduced  numbers,  suitable  accommodations  in  all  respects 
could  be  provided  for  them  quite  separate  from  the  other  inmates  of 
those  institutions.    . 

Houses  of  the  character  indicated,  about  48  feet  in  length  and  30 
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feet  in  breadth,  with  projections  in  front  and  rear  12  by  28  feet,  are 
found  to  be  of  convenient  and  available  form,  and  of  adequate  size. 
They  shoald  be  so  constracted  and  grouped,  and  the  grounds  around 
them  should  be  so  laid  out,  as  to  present  a  pleasing  and  attractive  ap- 
pearance. 

Mr.  Eastman,  whose  admirably  managed  school  has  been  already 
spoken  of,  has,  with  great  kindness  and  liberality,  offered  to  have 
tracings  made  of  plans,  elevations,  &c.,  of  the  house  last  erected  by 
him,  and  to  send  them  as  soon  as  completed.  Should  they  reach. us 
in  season,  they  will  accompany  this  report;  if  not,  they  may  be  for- 
warded afterwards.  The  house  is  of  brick,  and  was  built  at  the  re- 
markable  low  cost  of  six  thousand  dollars.  It  was  put  up,  however, 
at  a  time  when  building  materials  were  cheaper  than  they  are  at 
present,  and  the  bricks  were  made  from  clay  on  the  premises,  by  the 
boys  of  the  school. 

Besides  these  cottages  a  suitable  residence  must  be  provided  for  the 
superintendent  and  his  family.  This  should  have  a  central  position 
with  reference  to  the  other  buildings  of  the  group,  and  should  contain 
the  administrative  offices,  and  in  the  upper  part  of  it,  a  pleasant  and 
sonny  room,  where  boys  suffering  from  illness  might  be  nursed  and 
attended. 

There  must  also  be  another  building  with  a  workshop  in  the  lower 
story,  and  school  rooms  above.  These  latter,  if  separated  from  one 
another  by  light,  folding  partitions,  could  readily  be  converted  into  a 
chapel. 

These  would  be  all  the  requirements  for  a  boy's  reformatory,  if 
onder  the  same  management  as  the  other  State  institutions  in  Grans- 
ton.  If  away  from  these  institutions,  in  some  other  town,  additional 
boildings,  with  carts,  wagons,  teams  and  all  kinds  of  farming  imple- 
ments will  be  necessary. 

For  the  girls  of  the  Providence  Reform  School,  only  one  cottage  will 
be  required.  This  should  furnish  accommodations  for  a  lady  superin- 
tendent and  her  assistant,  and  for  a  housekeeper  and  one  teacher.  The 
cooking  and  washing  should  be  done  by  the  girls,  in  turn,  in  the  ordi- 
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,t  on  leaving  the  scliool  they  may  be  ({Uftlilied  to  take 
iee,  or  to  preside  over  families  of  their  owd.  There 
ag  room  and  a  school  room,  and  it  would  be  rery  de-

I  nrlioolfl  be  built  on  these  sites,  and  be  placed  under 
ni«ut  nil  the  other  State  institutions,  so  that  the  labor 
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andsnpplies  of  the  farm,  as  well  as  the  advaiitageof  purchases  made  on 
a  large  scale^  coold  be  made  available  to  them,  the  cost  of  their  main- 
tenance,as  the  Board  believe,  would  be  reduced,  at  least,  thirty-three  and 
a  third  per  cent.  There  would  also  be  a  large  saving  in  the  preparation 
of  grounds  and  the  erection  of  buildings.  Such  are  the  material  and 
economical  advantages  that  would  be  realized  from  the  location  of  the 
two  proposed  Reformatories  on  sites  owned  by  the  State  in  Cranston. 
Nor  do  the  Board  feel  the  objections  entertained  by  some  to  this 
location.  The  prejudice  against  it,  they  believe  to  originate  mainly 
in  the  imagination.  They  have  found  it  strongest  in  the  minds  of 
those  who  have  never  seen  or  been  near  the  place.  A  visit  to  the  pro- 
posed sites  would,  they  think,  do  much  towards  its  removal.  It  is  not 
for  the  Board,  however,  to  say  where  the  State  Reformatories  shall  be 
erected.  The  i-espousibility  of  determining  their  location  rests  with 
your  Honorable  Body,  If,  in  view  of  all  the  facts,  you  decide  that 
lands  now  owned  by  the  State  offer  proper  sites  for  them,  the  Board 
will  do  what  they  can  to  vindicate  the  wisdom  of  the  decision. 
They  will  be  ready  to  begin  the  work  of  preparing  the  ground  and 
erecting  the  buildings,  as  soon  as  authorized  and  directed  to  do  so. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  you  arrive  at  the  conclusion  that  some  other 
location  for  them  is,  all  things  considered,  preferable,  it  will  be  a 
relief,  personally,  to  every  member  of  the  Board. 

Fifth.     The  management  of  the  State  Reformatories. 

The  boys'  school,  if  in  Cranston,  should  be  under  the  same  man- 
agement as  the  other  State  institutions  gathered  there.  Without 
this,  it  would  lose  the  material  and  economical  advantages  of  the  loca- 
tion. If  a  site  in  some  other  town  near  Providence  be  chosen,  the 
OTersight  and  control  of  the  school  should  be  given  to  a  special  board 
of  wise  and  good  men,  possessing  the  requisite  qualifications  for  the 
service. 

The  girls'  reformatory  should,  it  is  believed,  be  under  the  imme- 
diate supervision  and  control  of  a  board  of  women.  If  it  be  in  Crans- 
ton, the  management  should  have  authority  to  make  requisition 
upon  the  Boaid  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  for  supplies.     In 
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connection  with  the  Agent  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  it 
should  bo  charged  with  pntting  out  the  children  as  fast  as  they  arrive 
at  the  proper  age,  and  suitable  places  can  be  found  for  them,  and  with 
maintaining,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  subsequent  knowledge  and  over- 
sight of  them. 

Should  your  Honorable  Body  decide  to  establish  a  home  for  the 
children  in  the  almshouses  of  the  State,  which  the  public  welfare  de- 
mands, it  might  very  properly  be  built  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
girls'  school,  and  be  placed  under  the  same  management. 

In  concluding  this  part  of  their  report,  the  Board  would  venture  to 
suggest  for  the  different  and  really  distinct  institutions  here  considered, 
the  names  of  *^ State  Industrial  School  for  Boys,"  "State  Industrial 
School  for  Girls,"  and  "  State  Home  for  Children." 

NEGOTIATIONS   WITH  THE  CITY  OP  PROVIDENCE. 

The  negotiations  with  the  city  of  Providence  entrusted  to  the  Board 
by  your  Honorable  Body,  they  have  not  been  able  to  conduct  to  a  suc- 
cessful issue.  Immediately  after  they  were  clothed  with  authority  to 
act,  the  following  commuuication,  which  explains  itself,  was  sent  to 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  city:

Dear  Sir: — The  General  Assembly,  at  the  January  session,  1880,  authorized 
the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  *'to  purchase,  or  hire,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, for  the  State,  from  the  city  of  Providence,  for  the  use  of  the  State  Re- 
form School,  the  personal  property  owned  by  said  cit}',  and  now  used  in  connection 
with  the  Providence  Reform  School."  The  joint  special  committee  of  the  City 
Council,  of  which  you  are  Chairman,  were  authorized,  we  understand,  only  to 
sell  the  personal  property  of  the  Reform  School.  This  restriction  of  the  author- 
ity of  your  committee  would  prevent  the  exercise  by  our  Board  of  the  discretion- 
ary power  vested  in  them  by  act  of  the  General  Assembly  in  any  negotiation 
entered  into  with  the  committee.  I  am  therefore  requested  to  suggest  to  you  to 
bri  ng  the  matter  before  the  City  Council  with  a  view  of  obtaining  such  an  en- 
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largemcnt  of  the  authority  of  the  committee  as  will  prepare  the  way  for  negotia- 
tioDs  between  the  committee  and  our  Board.

This  commuDication  was  laid  before  both  branches  of  tlie  City 
Council,  and  led  to  the  adoption  by  that  body,  on  April  26,  of  the 
following  resolution: 

Besalced,  That  inasmuch  as  by  a  resolution  of  the  City  Council,  approved  May 
7th,  1879,  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  was  given  the  free  use  of  the  entire  real  and 
personal  property  of  the  Providence  Reform  School  until  July  1st,  1880;  and 
inasmuch  as  the  committee  appointed  by  a  resolution  approved  March  2d,  1880, 
has  offered  the  use  of  the  buildings  and  grounds  now  occupied  by  the  school  to 
the  State  for  a  further  term,  at  a  moderate  annual  rent,  provided  the  State  will 
purchase  the  personal  property  used  in  connection  therewith,  and  which  is  detailed 
in  the  inventories  thereof,  heretofore  taken  from  time  to  time  under  the  direction 
of' the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  School;  therefore,  in  the  opinion  of  the  (Mty 
Council,  it  is  inexpedient  for  the  city  to  retain  the  control  of  said  personal  prop- 
erty after  said  July  1st,  1880,  and  that  any  offer  by  the  State  to  lease  the  same  for 
a  longer  or  shorter  period  thereafter  be  respectfully  declined. 

A  committee  of  the  Board,  consisting  of  Hon.  James  M.  Pendleton, 
Hon.  Lewis  B.  Smith  and  Dr.  Job  Kenyon,  was  appointed  to  make  a 
careful  examination  of  the  furniture  and  other  personal  property  of 
the  ProYidence  Reform  School,  form  an  estimate  of  its  value  to  the 
State,  and  negotiate  with  the  city  on  the  basis  of  such  estimate  for  its 
purchase. 

On  the  10th  inst.,  the  two  committees  held  a  meeting  at  the  office 
of  the  Board,  with  no  other  result  than  an  offer  on  the  part  of  the  city 
to  sell  the  personal  property  for  $10,000,  which  offer,  after  being  put 
in  writing,  was  withdrawn. 

On  the  next  day.  May  1 1th,  the  Chairman  of  the  City  Committee 
called  at  the  office  of  the  Board  and  informed  the  Secretary  that  they 
would  do  nothing  further  until  they  had  received  a  proposition  from 
the  Board.  This  information,  the  Secretary  communicated  to  Mr. 
Pendleton,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Board.     A  meeting  of 
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the  committee  was  held  May  14th,  at  which  it  was  decided  to  submit 
the  following  proposition  to  the  City  Committee: 

J.  W,  Orooker,  Esq.,  Chairman,  &e.: 

Dear  Sir: — The  Committee  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  CorrectioDs, 
authorized  to  negotiate  with  the  city  of  Providence  in  relation  to  the  Providence 
Reform  School,  offer  to  take  a  lease  of  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  said  school, 
for  the  use  of  the  State,  for  one  year,  from  July  Ist,  1880,  at  five  thousand  dol- 
lars, less  the  sum — not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars — which,  as  the  committee 
believe,  should  be  expended  upon  alterations  and  repairs  needed  for  the  l>ctter 
temporary  protection  of  the  children  of  said  school  from  loss  of  life  in  case  of 
fire  in  the  buildings  occupied  by  them  at  night;  with  the  privilege  of  extending 
said  lease  from  year  to  year,  not  exceeding  two  years,  at  an  annual  rental  of  five 
thousand  dollars. 

The  Committee  furthermore  offer  to  purchase  the  furniture  and  personal  prop- 
erty now  in  said  school,  for  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars. 

The  Committee  would  prefer  to  hire  the  furniture  and  personal  property,  but 
the  action  of  the  City  Council,  at  their  meeting  of  April  26th,  has  precluded  the 
making  of  an  offer  to  hire. 

Tiie  above  named  offers  are  made  conjointly,  as  one  proposition.

Dear  Sir:— The  Joint  Special  Committee  of  the  City  Council  authorized  and 
empowered  to  lease  the  real  estate  now  used  by  the  Providence  Reform  School, 
and  to  sell  the  personal  property  contained  therein,  to  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
have  carefully  considered  your  communication,  dated  May  15, 1880,  and  I  am  in- 
structed to  say  that,  inasmuch  as  the  committee  has  already  offered  to  lease  the 
real  estate  to  the  State  at  a  very  low  annual  rental,  the  offer  of  your  committee  is 
respectfully  declined. 

The  Committee  of  the  City  Council  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  inexpedient  for 
the  city  to  retain  possession  of  the  personal  property  after  July  1,  1880,  and  it  is 
induced  therefore  to  make  to  your  committee  the  following  offer. 

The  city  of  Providence  will  lease  to  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  the  real  estate 
now  occupied  by  the  Providence  Reform  School  for  the  term  of  one  year,  with 
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the  priTilege  of  one  or  two  years,  at  a  rent  of  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum, 
subject  to  the  following  condition,  viz. :  that  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  shall  pur- 
chase the  personal  property  belonging  to  the  Providence  Reform  School  for  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  at  such  price  as  may  be  fixed  by  an  appraisal,  to 
be  made  by  one  person  chosen  by  your  committee  and  one  by  the  committee  of 
the  City  Council,  and  they,  if  necessary,  to  choose  a  third,  your  committee  to 
elect  as  to  the  price  so  fixed,  or  as  to  the  appraisal.

Ou  May  20th,  the  Committee  of  the  Board  again  met,  and  unani- 
mously voted  to  decline  the  offer  of  the  city.  Their  actiou  was  com- 
municated to  the  City  Committee  in  the  following  note: 

Providkncb,  R.  L,  May  30,  1880. 
/.  W,  Crooker,  Esq.,  CTiairman,  dtc.: 

Drar  Sir: — Your  favor  of  May  10th,  is  at  hand,  declining  our  offer,  in  behalf 
of  the  State,  of  May  15th,  to  lease  the  real  estate  and  to  purchase  the  personal 
property  now  used  by  the  Providence  Reform  School.  You  also  offer  to  lease  to 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island  the  real  estate  as  it  now  is,  at  an  annual  rent  of  five 
thoosand  dollars,  upon  condition  that  the  State  will  pay  ten  thousand  dollars  for 
the  personal  property,  &c. 

I  am  instructed  by  our  Committee  to  respectfully  decline  this  offer,  as  we  do 
not  think  it  will  be  for  the  interest  of  the  State  to  take  a  lease  of  this  property 
upon  such  conditions,  and  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  will  so 
Import  to  the  General  Assembly.

As  the  Board  believed  the  buildings  of  the  Providence  Reform 
School,  without  additional  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  seriously 
to  jeopardize  life,  and  as  the  lease  of  them  in  their  present  unsafe 
condition  was  made  by  the  city  dependent  upon  the  purchase  by  the 
State  of  personal  property,  standing  on  the  books  of  the  institution 
>t  an  appraisal  of  $17,591.23,  they  instructed  the  same  committee, 
Mewrs.  Pendleton,  Smith  and  Kenyon,  in  whose  judgment  they  have 
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great  coufidence,  to  examine  buildJDgs  owned  by  the  State  on  Gaspee 
street,  in  Providence,  and  to  see  whether  by  any  changes  they  coald 
be  fitted  for  the  temporal^  occupation  of  the  school;  and  if  so,  what 
would  be  the  probable  cost  of  making  these  changes.  The  following 
is  the  report  of  the  Committee: 

To  the  Board  of  StaUi  Charities  and  Corrections. 

GBMTLEiiEN: — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  wc  examined  on  May  5th, 
tlie  unoccupied  buildings  owned  by  the  State  on  Gaspee  street,  in  Providence,  and 
found  them  to  be  in  better  condition  than  we  expected.  A  portion  of  the  roof 
will  need  to  be  re-covered,  and  the  heating  apparatus,  which  has  suifered  from 
disuse,  will  require  attention.  Rooms  must  be  painted  and  papered,  the  ceil- 
ing in  some  places  must  be  repaired,  and  all  the  buildings  thoroughly  cleansed. 
Certain  interior  changes  must  also  be  made. 

We  believe  that  after  the  buildings  have  been  thus  renovated  and  the  necessary 
alterations  made,  they  will  furnish  as  ample  and  as  good  accommodations  for 
both  the  boys'  and  the  girls*  departments  of  the  Reform  School,  as  the  buildings 
now  occupied  by  them,  without  danger  from  fire. 

The  cost  of  making  these  alterations  and  repairs,  as  estimated  by  an  expert, 
will  be  from  three  to  five  thousand  dollars.  We  have  also  made  careful  inquiry 
as  to  the  probable  cost  of  providing  the  buildings  throughout  with  new  furniture, 
which  would  be  suitable  for  the  use  of  the  school  when  permanently  located. 
This,  we  believe,  would  not  exceed  seven  thousand  dollars,  and  might  be  less. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  outside  cost  of  preparing  and  furnishing  these 
buildings  owned  by  the  State,  for  the  temporary  use  of  the  State  Reform  School, 
will  be  less  by  several  thousand  dollars,  than  the  sum  asked  by  the  city  for  the 
furniture,  materially  lessened  in  value  by  use,  and  the  rent  for  a  single  year,  with- 
out reckoning  the  expenditure  which  would  be  required  to  place  the  Providence 
Reform  School  in  a  safe  condition,  should  the  State,  take  a  lease  of  it. 

The  work,  if  commenced  at  once,  could,  we  believe,  be  nearly,  if  not  quite, 
completed  by  July  Ist,  1880.

ed important.

If  the  securities  held  by  the  Commissioners  of  Sinking 
Funds  should  be  converted  into  cash  at  their  market  value 
to-day,  the  amount  so  realized,  together  with  the  cash  on 
hand  January  1st,  and  the  sum  of  $100,000  paid  January 
15th  as  required  by  law  into  the  sinking  fund,  would  be 
more  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  $954,500  of  State  bonds  fall- 
ing due  October  1,  1881,  and  September  1,  1882. 

For  some  years  past  there  appears,  to  have  been  a  gradual 
increase  in  our  current  expenses,  while  the  revenue  proper  has 
somewhat  fallen  oflF.  There  have  been,  as  you  are  well  aware, 
large  payments  for  what  might  be  termed  extraordinary  ex- 
penses, prominent  among  them  being  the  large  appropria- 
tions for  public  buildings,  the  want  of  which  had  long  been 
felt.  These,  with  the  exception  of  the  State  Reform  School 
buildings,  being  now  completed,  no  large  expenditures  on 
their  account  need  be  anticipated.  Among  the  causes  of  in- 
crease in  what  may  be  deemed  our  current  expenses  may  be 
cited,  aj3  illustrations,  the  payments  to'^the  sinking  fund  and 
the  addition  of  new  salaried  ofiBcers  and  of  boards  whose 
expenses  must  be  provided  for.  Among  the  causes  for  the 
decrease  of  revenue,  the  reduction  in  the  rate  of  the  State  tax 
will  readily  occur  as  the  most  prominent ;   while  the  shrink- 
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age  in  the  receipts  from  savings  banks  and  in  the  dividends 
paid  on  some  of  our  investments,  and  the  loss  of  fees  for- 
merly paid  to  the  State  by  suitors  in  our  courts  are  among 
the  minor  causes. 

After  some  consideration  of  the  subject  I  am  not  pre- 
pared to  suggest  any  way  in  which  the  rate  of  expenditure 
can  well  be  reduced.  I  think  that  the  several  departments 
of  the  State  are  generally  conducted  with  prudence  and 
economy.  But  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  income  of  the 
State  may  be  increased  from  sources,  which  in  other  States 
are  made  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  government, 
and  do  not  press  heavily  upon  the  people.  This  subject,  I 
have  no  doubt,  will  receive  your  careful  consideration. 
Permit  me  at  the  same  time  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  the  strictest  scrutiny  of  all  expenditures,  and  of 
economy  in  all  your  appropriations. 

PUBLIC    SCHOOLS. 

From  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Schools  I 
have  made  the  following  summary  of  the  work  of  our  pub- 
lic schools  for  the  past  school  year.  These  figures  are  full 
of  suggestion,  and  they  are  commended  to  your  thought- 
ful consideration.

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The  policy  of  this  State  with  reference  to  the  subject  of 
popular  education  is  well  defined.  From  the  establishment 
of  the  present  system  of  free  public  schools  in  1845,  down 
to  the  present  time,  the  people  have  shown  by  their  con- 
tinued and  constantly  increasing  provision  for  its  support, 
their  confidence  in  the  value  of  the  system,  and  their  par- 
pose  to  make  it  as  efficient  as  possible. 

But  in  two  directions,  it  seems  to  me,  we  can  change 
our  policy  for  the  better.  At  present  in  the  greater  portion 
of  the  State,  the  schools  are  under  a  two-fold  management, 
the  care  and  responsibility  being  divided  between  two  en- 
tirely distinct  and  independent  bodies  of  officers,  having,  it 
is  true,  separate  duties,  but  still  so  related  to  each  other, 
that  it  is  often  difficult  to  distinguish  between  them. 

In  order  to  prepare  our  schools  to  accomplish  the  best  re- 
sults, should  we  not  give  them  the  opportunity  to  secure  the 
same  unity  of  management  which  is  so  successful  in  all  other 
directions?  It  is  perhaps  doubtful  whether  one  uniform 
plan  of  organization  will  be  found  best  adapted  to  all  sec- 
tions of  the  State ;  but  whatever  the  plan  there  should  be 
'  in  it  no  place  for  a  conflict  of  authority,  or  for  the  shifting 
of  responsibility. 

In  connection  with  the  question  of  organization  is  that  of 
supervision.  To-day  the  law  requires,  and,  with  few  ex- 
ceptions, the  schools  receive  the  same  kind  and  amount  of 
supervision  as  at  the  time  the  present  system  was  established. 
While  the  length  of  the  school  year  has  increased  very  ma- 
terially, the  amount  expended  has  nearly  trebled,  and  the 
demands  upon  the  schools  have  greatly  multiplied,  we  have 
made  virtually  no  provision  for  that  increase  of  supervision 
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^hich  is  ctl^solutely  necessary  to  the  most  economical  use 
the  time  £tn.d  money  expended,  or  to  the  accomplishment 
the  desired  resiilts. 

Since  tVio   establishment  of  the  present  system  the  amou 

of-  money   contributed  directly  by  the  State  to  the  suppc 

^r  public     scbools  has  been  increased  nearly  fourfold,  ai 

//lasmvLcb    as  in    many  towns  it  now  constitutes  nearly  on 

half  of  tbe  -wbole  amount  expended,  it  is  evident  that  i 

State,  as  sncli,  bas  a  direct  interest  that  the  money  shall 

so  spent  as  to  produce  the  greatest  good  possible ;  and  tl 

is  but  anotber  way  of  saying  that  the  State  is  directly  int( 

ested  in  secnring  competent  and  efficient  supervision  of  t 

scbools  tbronghout  her  entire  territory. 

Anotber  consideration  to  which  I  invite  your  attention 

tbat  tbe    great  importance  of  the  manufacturing  industri 

in  our  State  seems  to  demand  that  in  our  system  of  edu( 

tion  we    sbould  aim  to  contribute  to  the  future  growth  ai 

success  of  tbose  industries.     The  work  of  our  public  schoc 

sbould    be,  as  it  seems  to  me,  largely  directed  to  the  ei 

that    tbey    may  send  forth,  for  employment  in  our  vari< 

mecbanieal   and  manufacturing  interests,  those  whose  fii 

lessons    sball  have  been  of  the  law  of  labor  and  the  digni 

tbereof ;    whose  second  shall  have  been  to  arouse  their  p( 

ceptions  and  bring  them  into  living  contact  with  the  wor 

at>out  them,  and  who  shall  then  have  been  trained  in  su< 

use  of  their  faculties  as  shall  render  them  capable  thereaft 

of  constantly  adding  to  and  properly  using  such  knowledj 

a^s    tbeir    circumstances  or  opportunities  may  place  with 

tbeir  reach.      Knowledge  of  all  kinds  will  thus  become  val 
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able  for  what  it  does  for  the  possessor,  and  those  branches  of 
study  will  be  pursued  which  are  found  to  develop  most  suc- 
cessfully the  observing  eye,  the  thoughtful  mind,  and  the 
skillful  hand. 

The  School  for  the  Deaf,  which  was  begun  some  four 
years  ago,  partly  as  an  experiment,  has  been  constantly 
growing  in  favor  and  usefulness  until  it  now  numbers 
some  twenty-five  pupils.  From  the  report  of  the  principal, 
Mr.  J.  W.  Homer,  which  will  be  printed  with  the  report  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  a  full  account  of  its  work  may  be 
obtained,  and  also  quite  a  complete  idea  of  the  whole 
scheme  of  education,  which  the  school  aims  to  impart. 

The  appropriations  for  free  public  libraries  and  evening 
schools  have  been  carefully  expended  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  and  a  full  account  thereof  will  be  found  in  their 
forthcoming  report. 

For  further  information  and  suggestions  relating  to  our 
school  system,  you  are  referred  to  the  report  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Schools,  an  officer  who  has  so  long  been 
identified  with  the  cause  of  education,  and  who  has  shown 
so  much  zeal  and  ability  in  the  discharge  of  his  official 
duties,  that  I  take  especial  pleasure  in  urging  what  recom- 
mendations he  may  make  upon  your  most  careful  considera- 
tion. 

THE    NOKMAL    SCHOOL. 

The  influence  of  this  school,  in  securing  better  methods 
of  instruction  and  in  awakening  a  deeper  interest  in  the 
work  of  our  public  schools,  may  be  traced  in  every  section 
of  the  State.     By  sending  pupils  to  the  Normal  School,  and 


r 
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employing  them  after  graduation,  every  town  may  receive 
the  advantages  arising  from  schools  taught  by  trained 
teachers.  Economy  in  every  department  of  public  service 
demands  the  employment  of  those  who  have  been  trained 
to  perform  the  duties  required.  All  other  agencies  belong- 
t  ing  to  our  public  school  system,  whether  good  school  build- 
ings, wisely  arranged  courses  of  study,  and  a  generous  ex- 
f  penditure  of  money,  are  of  little  service  unless  good  teachers 
I   are  employed. 

The  Normal  School  trains  to  the  use  of  correct  methods 
of  teaching ;  it  enables  those  who  are  to  teach  to  put  their 
knowledge  in  such  practical  form  that  it  can  be  used  in  the 
schoolroom ;  it  furnishes  an  opportunity  to  gain  thorough 
(   knowledge  of  that  which  is  to  be  taught  in  the  common 
{   schools;  it  enables  those  who  are  to  teach  to  form  some 
proper  ideal  of  what  a  teacher  should  be,   and   what  he 
should  accomplish;  it  leads  to  a  just  appreciation  of  the 
importance  of  our  common  schools  as  a  means  of  moral  cul- 
ture, and  deepens  the  teacher's  sense  of  moral  responsibility. 
The  success  of  the  school  hitherto  is  an  honor  to  those 
^    who  founded  it,  and  to  those  who  have  since  cared  for  its 
I    interests,  and  an  assurance  that  its  usefulness  is  destined  to 
^    increase.     For  a  full  statement  of  the  work  of  the  school 
during  the  last  year,  I  refer  you  to  the  several  reports  of 
the  Board  of   Trustees,  the  Board  of  Examiners,  and  the 
Principal. 

THE  PERMANENT  SCHOOL  FUND. 

The  permanent  school  fund  was  originally  instituted  by 
the  school  law  of  1828.     The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
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then  appropriated  as  a  beginning,  has  increased  from  various 
sources  until  now  the  invested  fund  appears  on  the  books  of 
the  General  Treasurer  as  $240,376.37,  and  the  fund  await- 
ing investment  as  $26,573.64.     Of  this  amount  $101,008.19 
was  invested  in  two  thousand  shares  of  the  Globe  National 
Bank  of  Providence.     The  first  investment  by  the  State,  in 
stock  of  the  original  Globe  Bank,  was  made   as  early  as 
1831,  when  one  hundred  shares  were  purchased,  and  subse- 
quent investments  increased  the  amount  to  the  above  named 
two  thousand  shares.      On  account  of  losses  by  investment 
in  ''  Sprague  paper,"  so  called,  the  capital  stock  of  the  bank 
was,  in  April,  1877,  reduced  one-half,  and  the  number  of 
shares  held  by  the  State  was  consequently  reduced  to  one 
thousand.     In  the  reduced  capital  of  the  bank  the  Sprague 
indebtedness  was  allowed  to  count  as  worth  twenty -five  per 
cent;  but  in  compliance  with  a  recent  order  of  the  Comp- 
troller of  the  currency,  the  entire  Sprague  paper  has  been 
charged  off",  and  to  meet  the  deficiency  an  assessment  of 
fifteen   dollars   per  share    has  been  ordered,  making    the 
amount  due  from  the  State  fifteen  thousand  dollars.     This 
still  remains  unpaid,  there  being  no  authority  for  its  payment 
from  the  treasury,  and  the  Commissioners  of  Sinking  Funds 
deeming  it  advisable  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  General  As- 
sembly before  ordering  a  sale  of  any  of  the  stock  to  meet 
the  assessment. 

The  statute  provides  that  the  General  Treasurer,  with  the 
advice  of  the  Governor,  shall  have  full  power  to  regulate 
the  custody  and  safe-keeping  of  the  permanent  school  fund, 
and  to  keep  the  same  securely  invested  in  the  capital  stock 
of  some  safe  and  responsible  bank  or  banks  within  the  State. 
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He  is  also  required  to  invest  the  accumulations  of  the  fund 
in  a  similar  manner.  By  a  resolution  passed  at  the  January 
Session,  1876,  the  Commissioners  of  Sinking  Funds  were 
authorized  in  their  discretion,  from  time  to  time,  to  sell  the 
national  bank  stocks,  in  which  the  school  fund  was  then  in- 
vested, and  to  invest  the  proceeds  in  bonds  of  the  United 
States  or  of  any  New  England  State,  or  in  interest  bearing 
notes  or  bonds  of  any  city  or  town  in  the  State.  The  Com- 
missioners have  not  exercised  this  authority,  which  applied 
to  the  fund  as  it  then  was,  but  not  to  the  accumulations 
awaiting  investment. 

If^  however,  the  Commissioners  should  exercise  the  an- 

« 

thority  given  by  the  above  named  resolution  to  re-invest  the 
school  fund  as  therein  indicated,  it  may  be  a  question 
whether,  under  the  statute,  the  General  Treasurer  could  be 
required  or  whether  he  would  even  be  authorized  to  con- 
tinue the  investment  in  that  mode.  The  Constitution  re- 
quires that  the  fund  shall  be  securely  invested  and  remain  a 
perpetual  fund  for  that  purpose.  Aside  from  the  resolution 
of  January  Session,  1876,  which  imposed  no  duty  but  con- 
ferred only  a  discretionary  authority,  the  General  Treasurer 
is  permitted  to  invest  in  bank  stock  alone.  In  banks  incor- 
porated by  the  General  Assembly,  where  the  State  is  a  stock- 
holder, the  General  Treasurer,  by  virtue  of  his  ofl&ce,  rep- 
resents the  State  in  the  board  of  directors,  whereas  in  na- 
tional banks  the  State  has  no  official  representative.  What 
therefore  might  have  been  a  judicious  form  of  investment 
in  view  of  the  control  which  the  State  had  over  banks  of  its 
own  creation,  may  well  cease  to  be  so  in  the  general  change 
of  those  banks  to  the  National  banking  system.     The  strin- 
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gent  provisions  of  the  Constitution  against  diverting  this 
fund  from  its  proper  use  and  against  borrowing,  appropriat- 
ing or  using  it  for  any  other  purpose,  under  any  pretence 
whatsoever,  indicate  the  sacredness  with  which  it  is  regarded, 
and  I  think  justify  me  in  thus  fully  presenting  the  matter 
for  your  early  and  careful  consideration.  I  would  suggest 
that  when  the  statute  comes  up  for  discussion  on  the  report 
of  the  Commissioners  to  revise  the  laws  may  be  a  suitable 
time  to  make  such  changes  as  may  be  deemed  advisable.

THE    STATE    INSTITUTIONS    IN    CRANSTON. 

The  number  of  penal,  correctional  and  charitable  institu- 
tions of  the  State  has  been  increased,  the  past  yeai',  by  add- 
ing thereto  a  reform  school.  On  the  first  of  July  the  Prov- 
idence Reform  School,  which  for  several  years  had  been  sup- 
ported largely  by  the  State,  became  through  legislation  at 
the  last  January  and  May  sessions  a  State  institution.     The

care  of  the  school  was  given  to  the  Board  of  State  Charities 
and  Corrections. 

At  the  same  time  authority  was  granted  to  build  upon  the 
land  of  the  State,  in  Cranston,  a  new  reform  school,  to 
be  constructed  upon  what  is  known  as  the  cottage  plan. 
This  plan  has  been  tried  in  several  states  for  a  number  of 
years,  and  with  much  success,  as  is  believed  by  the  Board 
of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  who  carefully  examined 
into  the  system.  It  certainly  promises  greater  benefit  for 
the  children  than  the  old  system  of  close  confinement. 

The  work  of  constructing  buildings  for  the  school  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  board,  who  have  selected  lots  well  adapted 
for  the  purpose,  removed  from  the  other  institutions  a  half 
mile  or  more,  and  pleasantly  located.  The  situation  of  the 
girls'  school  is  excellent  -  it  is  upon  the  western  slope  of  the 
hill  upon  which  lies  the  greater  part  of  the  State  land,  and 
overlooks  a  wide  and  picturesque  valley.  From  the  school 
the  buildings  of  the  other  institutions  cannot  be  seen. 

The  school  for  boys  is  placed  on  the  extreme  northern 
portion  of  the  Brayton  farm,  so  called,  about  one  mile  from 
the  girls'  school  and  nearly  three-quarters  of  a  mile  north- 
ward from  the  prison.  It  is  on  high  ground  commanding 
an  extensive  and  beautiful  view. 

The  girls'  school,  which  will  consist  of  a  single  building, 
will  probably  be  finished  early  next  summer.  When  com- 
pleted, I  recommend  that  the  general  management  of  this 
school,  except  so  much  as  relates  to  the  financial  interests 
thereof,  be  committed  to  the  Board  of  Female  Visitors  to  in- 
stitutions where  women  are  imprisoned. 
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The  boys'  school  was  begun  late  in  the  autumn  and  less 
progress  has  been  made.  The  contracts  have  been  given 
out  for  the  main  building,  which  will  contain  workshops, 
school  rooms  and  a  chapel,  but  as  jet  only  the  foundations 
and  a  portion  of  the  basement  have  been  built 

The  board,  in  determining  upon  the  style  of  construction 
to  be  adopted,  have  had  in  view  durability  and  good  taste 
as  well  as  economy.  The  buildings  will  have  basements  of 
faced  stone,  obtained  from  the  farm,  like  that  used  in  the 
prison.  Above  the  basements  the  walls  will  be  of  stone 
rough  cast,  like  those  of  the  workhouse  and  the  newer 
buildings  of  the  asylum.  The  style  will  be  more  pleasing  to 
the  eye  than  that  of  the  workhouse,  from  the  larger  amount 
of  granite  trimmings  used.  The  plans  of  the  other  buildings 
of  the  school  for  boys,  comprising  a  house  for  the  superin- 
tendent and,  probably,  two  cottages  for  sixty  boys  each,  are 
not  quite  completed,  so  that  at  this  time  no  definite  estimate 
of  the  entire  cost  of  the  group  of  buildings  can  be  given. 
Judging  from  the  contracts  already  made,  the  board  place 
the  cost  of  the  whole  institution,  including  the  buildings  for 
both  boys  and  girls,  at  not  far  from  one  hundred  thousand 

dollars,  of  which  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  were  appropri- 

» 

ated  at  the  last  May  session.  The  contracts  for  all  the  mason's 
work  and  carpenter's  work,  including  slating,  of  the  girls' 
school  amount  to  about  $15,500.  To  this  must  be  added 
the  cost  of  the  plumbing  and  of  the  heating  apparatus, 
which  have  not  yet  been  contracted  for.  The  building  is 
48x86  feet,  with  three  floors  above  the  basement. 

At  the  asylum  for  the  insane  some  improvements  have 
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been  made  during  the  year.  A  hospital  for  the  sick  of  both 
sexes,  36x72  feet,  one  and  one-half  stories  in  height,  has 
been  bailt.  The  style  of  construction  is  the  same  as  that  of 
the  two  stone  pavilions  erected  in  1878  and  1879.  The  insti- 
tution had  become  so  large  and  the  cases  of  illness  so  frequent, 
that  a  building  of  this  character,  where  proper  treatment 
could  be  given  to  the  sick  at  all  times,  was  much  needed. 
The  other  improvement  is  a  small  addition  to  the  cottage  for 
excited  patients.  The  cost  of  these  improvements  was 
about  six  thousand  dollars.  ' 

The  number  of  inmates  at  the  institutions,  except  the 
prison  and  jail,  varied  but  slightly  in  1880  from  that  of  the 
previous  year.  The  average  in  the  workhouse,  asylum  and 
almshouse  together,  was  603 ;  the  average  in  1879  was  598. 
In  the  prison  and  jail  together,  the  average  in  1880  was 
about  209  ;  in  1879,  224.  This  institution  contains  252 
cells. 

The  expenses  of  the  prison  and  jail  have  been  more  near- 
ly met  by  the  earnings  than  was  anticipated.  Besides  the 
labor  performed  on  contract  work,  a  large  amount  of  grad- 
ing has  been  done  by  inmates  of  the  jail  committed  for  short 
terms  of  sentence.  During  the  coming  season  the  work  of 
laying  out  the  prison  grounds  will,  doubtless,  be  completed 
and  the  appearance  of  the  institution  thereby  greatly  im- 
proved. 

Full  details  of  the  earnings  and  expenditures  of  all  the  in- 
stitutions will  be  given  by  the  board  in  their  annual  report. 
From  this,  I  am  informed,  it  will  appear  that  the  cost  of  the 
support  of  inmates  will  be  somewhat  larger  than  in  1879  on 
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account  of  the  increased  cost  of  supplies.  The  board  have, 
however,  so  ably  conducted  their  department  that  of  the  ap- 
propriation made  at  the  last  January  session,  upwards  of  five 
thousand  dollars  remained  undrawn  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year. 

THE    MILITIA. 

Our  revised  militia  system  has  during  the  past  year  still 
further  demonstrated,  in  my  judgment,  the  wisdom  of  its 
adoption. 

The  organization  of  the  militia  remains  the  same  as  a  year 
ago.  The  numbers  are  somewhat  nearer  the  maximum  al- 
lowed by  law  than  at  that  time,  there  having  been  a  gain  of 
nearly  one  hundred  men  during  the  year. 

In  July  last,  the  brigade  was  furnished  throughout  with 
new  uniforms,  including  overcoats,  at  an  expense  of  $27,- 
230.16.  Additional  woolen  and  rubber  blankets  and  other 
needed  equipage  were  purchased  to  the  amount  of  $1,503.05, 
and  after  deducting  sundry  expenses  paid  there  still  remain 
of  the  $30,000  appropriated  by  the  last  General  Assembly, 
upwards  of  $1,000.  This  amount  will  be  sufficient  to  uni- 
form such  new  recruits  as  may  be  enlisted  up  to  the  total 
number  allowed  by  law. 

These  supplies  were  all  contracted  for  by  the  Uniform 
Board,  appointed  by  ray  predecessor,  and  consisting  of  Ad- 
jutant-General C.  H.  Barney,  Quartermaster-General  Charles 
R.  Dennis,  Hon.  P.  E.  Tillinghast,  of  the  Senate,  (also  Judge 
Advocate-General),  Col.  John  Hare  Powel  and  Hon.  J.  M. 
Pendleton,  of  the  House  of  Representativea  The  board 
has  devoted  much  time  and  attention  to  its  duties,  and  by 
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its  careful  and  judicious  contracts  has  secured  for  the  State 
a  large  amount  of  property  at  a  very  reasonable  cost. 

The  infantry  of  the  brigade  has  also  been  supplied  with 
knapsacks  and  modern  equipments  throughout,  and  the 
cavalry  battalion  with  breech-loading  carbines  and  some 
needed  eq[uipments.  All  of  these  articles  have  been  ob- 
tained from  the  share  of  the  State  in  the  appropriation 
annually  made  by  Congress  for  arming  and  equipping  the 
militia,  and,  notwithstanding  the  large  amount  of  prop- 
erty (S6,822.94)  received  this  year,  our  account  with  the 
general  government  was  overdrawn  only  $80. 

The  next  appropriation,  when  credited,  will  not  only  can- 
cel the  small  balance  against  the  State,  but  will  enable  us  to 
procure  canteens  and  haversacks  for^our  militia,  which  will 
then  be  fully  equipped  for  service. 

The  annual  encampment  was  held  at  Oakland  Beach,  in 
July  last,  for  the  five  days  now  allowed  by  law.  Having 
been  present  in  camp  two  days  and  one  night,  and  having 
accompanied  the  brigade  on  its  return  to  Providence,  I  am 
able  to  say,  from  personal  observation,  that  the  duties  were 
well  performed,  and  that  much  actual  improvement  in  drill 
and  discipline  was  the  result  While  it  would  be  unjust  to 
expect  of  our  soldiers,  with  only  two  seasons'  experience, 
the  proficiency  in  camp  duty,  that  has  been  attained  by 
those  of  neighboring  states  after  many  years'  instruction  in 
annaal  encampments,  it  is  my  opinion  that  even  now,  Rhode 
Island  need  not  be  ashamed  of  her  militia,  as  compared  with 
that  of  any  other  state. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  provid- 
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ing  some  simpler  method  for  the  trial  and  punishment  of 
military  offences.  The  only  tribunal  at  present  is  a  general 
court-martial,  which  is  slow  and  expensive  in  its  operation. 
In  order  to  render  more  complete  the  discipline  of  the  mil- 
itia, I  recommend  that  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  provide 
for  battalion  courts-martial,  similar  to  those  authorized  in 
other  states. 

There  are  several  recommendations  made  by  the  Adju- 
tant-General in  his  report,  such  as  providing  accommoda- 
tions for  Brigade  Headquarters,  for  the  appointment  of  a 
Provost  Marshal  and  of  a  Signal  Corps.  These  would  not 
materially  increase  the  expenses  of  the  militia,  and  meet  with 
my  approval. 

For  details  regarding  the  militia,  and  the  expenses  there- 
of, I  refer  you  to  the  annual  reports  of  the  Adjutant- General 
and  Quartermaster-General,  which  will  be  transmitted  to  the 
General  Assembly. 

THE   REVISION   OF   THE   LAWS. 

Under  the  resolution  of  the  last  May  Session,  authorizing 
the  Governor  to  appoint  a  commission  to  revise  and  digest 
the  public  laws  of  the  State,  after  mature  deliberation  I  ap- 
pointed Messrs.  John  F.  Tobey,  Joshua  M.  Addeman  and 
George  M.  Carpenter,  Jr.,  for  that  purpose.  They  immedi- 
ately began  the  work  assigned  them,  and  have  proceeded 
with  such  diligence  that  their  report  is  now  printed  and 
ready  for  your  consideration.  In  the  brief  time  allowed 
them  to  prepare  their  revision  and  to  have  it  printed,  no 
general  changes  could  have  been  satisfactorily  made,  nor  do 
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I  nnderstand  that  any  such  were  contemplated  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  Acting  on  this  understanding,  the  Commis- 
sioners have  endeavored  to  present  a  harmonious  digest  of 
the  public  statute  laws  now  in  force,  making  generally  only 
such  changes  as  were  required  by  the  language  and  a  fair 
construction  of  the  amendatory  laws  passed  since  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes  of  1872,  and  such  clerical  changes  as  would, 
without  aifecting  the  sense,  secure  a  more  general  uniformity 
of  expression.  In  accordance  with  a  suggestion  made  by 
me  at  the  outset  to  the  Commissioners  they  have  noted  a 
namber  of  additional  changes  that  seemed  desirable,  but 

which  they  did  not  feel  authorized  to  make.  These  will  be 
submitted  to  you  as  the  consideration  of  their  report  pro- 
gresses. In  view  of  the  importance  to  the  State  of  an  early 
re-publication  of  its  statutes,  I  earnestly  hope  that  the  report 
of  the  Commissioners  will  not  only  receive  early  attention, 
but  that  as  much  time  as  may  be  practicable  will  be  daily 
given  to  its  consideration. 

HARBOR    COMMISSION. 

The  scheme  of  improvement  for  Providence  River  and 
Narragansett  Bay,  projected  by  the  Harbor  Commissioners 
ia  1877,  and  carried  on  by  the  United  States  Government 
under  direction  of  the  Engineer  Department,  has  made  very 
satisfactory  progress  during  the  past  year. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  special  work  proposed  by  the 
Commissioners  was  $500,000,  of  which  the  sums  heretofore 
appropriated  amount  to  $170,000,  including  $60,000  appro- 
priated by  act  of  Congress,  approved  June  14,  1880. 
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The  work  already  executed  under  these  appropriations 
has  secured  a  ship  channel  across  the  long  bar  of  Provi- 
dence harbor  at  least  twenty  feet  deep  at  low  water  and 
three  hundred  to  four  hundred  feet  wide.  The  length  of 
cut  across  this  bar  is  about  seven  thousand  six  hundred  feet 
or  nearly  one  and  one-half  miles.  The  least  depth  of  water 
on  the  bar,  before  the  improvement,  was  about  fourteen  feet, 
but  even  this  depth  was  not  found  over  a  spaqe  of  sufficient 
width  to  be  available  for  the  safe  passage  of  vessels. 

A  channel  across  the  Pawtuxet  bar,  about  four  thousand 
feet  long,  twenty-three  feet  deep  at  low  water,  and  two  hun- 
dred feet  or  more  in  width,  has  been  made.  Formerly  the 
least  depth  here  was  about  eighteen  feet. 

The  work  yet  to  be  done  will  consist  mainly  in  widening 
these  channels  and  in  deepening  the  channel  across  the 
Providence  harbor  bar. 

The  dangerous  Bulkhead  Rock,  in  the  channel  between 
Pomham  and  Fuller's  lights,  has  been  removed  during  the 
past  season. 

Surveys  have  beep  made  during  the  year  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  certain  harbor  lines,  and  copies  have  been 
taken  of  several  valuable  plans  made  by  the  Coast  Survey 
Department  for  the  City  of  Providence.  Notice  has  been 
given  of  the  proposed  establishment  of  harbor  lines  from 
near  Field's  Point  to  Rock  Island  and  including  the  mouth 
of  Pawtuxet  River.  Informal  hearings  have  been  already 
had  upon  this  matter  and  the  lines  will  probably  be  submit- 
ted for  approval  during  the  present  session. 

A  number  of  licenses  for  the  construction  of  wharves 
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have  been  issued  by  the  Commissioners,  and  will  be  fully 
set  forth  in  their  report. 

Suitable  dumping  grounds  for  dredged  material  have, 
from  time  to  time,  been  designated  and  care  has  been  exer- 
cised to  prevent  unauthorized  dumping. 

Attention  has  been  called  to  various  encroachments  upon 
and  obstructions  in  the  public  tide  waters  and  action  taken 
to  prevent  injurious  results.  The  Commissioners  inform  me 
that  constant  care  and  attention  are  required  on  their  part 
to  prevent  serious  injury  in  the  harbors  and  channels  by  act 
or  neglect  of  parties  to  whom  the  public  interest  is  of  less 
consequence  than  their  own. 

In  view  of  the  appropriations  already  made  by  Congress 
for  the  improvement  of  our  harbors  and  Narragansett  Bay, 
one  result  of  which  is  that  ocean  vessels  can  now  come  up 
to  Fox  Point  in  Providence  harbor,  and  in  view  of  the  great 
advantage  to  our  commercial  interests  of  these  and  other 
contemplated  facilities,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  every  needful 
measure  will  be  taken  to  prevent  all  unlawful  obstructions 
to  their  safe  and  convenient  use. 

I  THE    SAVINGS    BANKS. 

The  savings  banks  show  an  increase  during  the  past  year 
\  of  $1,660,091.68  in  the  aggregate  amount  of  their  deposits 
on  the  first  day  of  December  last.  This  increase  is  owing  in 
part  to  the  general  improvement  in  business.  I  believe 
these  institutions  are  generally  conducted  with  skill  and 
fidelity,  for  which  great  credit  should  be  given  to  their 
boards  of  trustees,  composed  as  they  are  of  prominent  citi- 
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zens,  who  gratuitously  give  much  valuable  time  and  ser- 
vice to  the  execution  of  their  trusts. 

The  recent  legislation,  under  which  the  trustees  axe  au- 
thorized in  certain  cases  to  divide  the  assets  of  an  institu- 
tion for  savings  into  two  classes,  to  be  known  respectively 
as  the  quick  assets  and  the  reserved  assets,  has  in  those 
cases,  which  have  come  to  my  knowledge,  worked  very 
satisfactorily.  I  recommend  that  the  banks  which  avail 
themselves  of  this  legislation  be  required  to  make  to  the 
State  Auditor,  in  the  annual  statement  of  their  condition, 
separate  returns  of  their  quick  assets  and  reserved  asseta 

BTATE   BOARD    OF    HEALTH. 

The  work  of  this  board  has  been  carried  forward  on  the 
same  general  plan  as  in  former  years.  Special  efforts  have 
been  made  to  secure,  as  far  as  possible,  complete  returns  of 
the  vital  statistics  of  the  State.  Increased  attention  has  been 
given  to  ascertaining  the  influence  of  locality  and  other  cir- 
cumstances upon  the  public  health,  especially  as  connected 
with  some  forms  of  epidemic  disease.  It  is  hoped  that  from 
the  monthly  reports  of  diseases  prevalent  in  the  towns,  more 
accurate  knowledge  of  the  causes  of  local  diseases,  and  of 
the  laws  governing  epidemics,  may  be  gained. 

In  the  investigation  of  diseases  among  domestic  animals 
the  services  of  the  board  have  been  much  in  demand.  Ex- 
tended efforts  have  been  made  to  detect  and  prevent  glan- 
ders, and  the  State  has  fortunately  been  exempt  from  any 
wide-spread  epidemic  among  domestic  animals,  except  a 
mild  form  of  epizootic  among  horses  during  the  early  fall  of 
the  past  year. 
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Prom  the  numerous  inquiries  on  various  sanitary  questions 
addressed  to  the  board,  it  is  evident  to  them  that  an  increas- 
ing interest  is  felt  in  whatever  concerns  public  and  private 
health. 

NAVAL   TRAINING   SCHOOL. 

The  city  of  Newport,  with  great  liberality,  has  voted  to 
cede  Coaster's  Harbor  Island  as  a  location  for  the  naval 
training  school  of  the  United  States.  This  site  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  proper  g6vernment  officials,  and  only  awaits 
the  favorable  action  of  Congress  to  secure  permanently  the 
establishment  of  the  school  within  the  limits  of  the  State. 
The  advantages  which  will  accrue,  more  particularly  to  the 
citizens  of  Newport  and  its  vicinity,  if  the  school  should 
be  located  there,  have  not  been  over-estimated.  I  believe 
that  the  State  at  large  will  be  benefited  thereby,  and  hope 
that  the  measure  pending  before  Congress  will  soon  be 
adopted. 

SEEKONK   RIVER   COMMISSION. 

The  Seekonk  River  Commission,  appointed  at  the  last 
January  Session  to  take  into  consideration  the  obstructions 
to  navigation  in  Seekonk  River,  have  examined  the  subject 
with  some  care,  giving  opportunity  to  interested  parties  to 
state  their  views  at  a  public  hearing,  and  find  that  the  ob- 
structions are  serious  and  greatly  injurious  to  the  proper  use 
of  the  river  for  navigation.  A  plan,  for  remedying  the 
principal  causes  for  complaint,  is  in  preparation  by  the  com- 
mission and  will  be  presented  to  the  General  Assembly  for 
action  at  an  early  date. 
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STATE   BENEFICIARIES. 

Accompanied  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  I  visited  the 
Perkins'  Institution  for  the  blind,  at  South  Boston,  and  the 
American  Asylum  for  the  deaf  and  dumb,  at  Hartford.  At 
the  former  institution  the  State  has  eleven  beneficiaries,  and 
at  the  latter,  six.  I  was  gratified  to  note  the  facilities  af- 
forded by  these  excellent  institutions  for  the  instruction  and 
training  of  the  youth  committed  to  their  charge,  and  that 
our  beneficiaries  were  generally  making  good  use  of  their 
privileges.  Of  the  satisfactory  work  accomplished  by  Mr. 
J.  W.  Homer  at  the  State  school  for  the  deaf,  in  Providence, 
to  which  the  Governor  is  also  authorized  to  appoint  benefi- 
ciaries, full  mention  will  be  made  in  the  report  of  the  State 
board  of  education. 

RAILROADS. 

In  December  last  I  reappointed  as  Railroad  Commissioner, 
Col.  Henry  Staples,  of  Barrington,  who  has  held  this  ofi&ce 
by  annual  appointment  for  the  past  eight  years. 

I  need  not  dwell  on  the  importance  of  the  railroad  inter- 
ests. It  is  estimated  that  during  the  past  year  nearly  seven- 
ty-five hundred  miles  of  track  have  been  laid  in  this  country, 
and  that  the  railroad  business  has  very  largely  increased. 
The  statistics  for  the  past  year  will  show  a  decided  increase 
in  the  railroad  business  of  this  State  over  the  previous  year. 
Returns  from  all  the  corporations  have  not  been  received  by 
the  commissioner,  but  assuming  that  the  returns  not  received 
will  show  no  falling  off"  from  the  previous  year,  the  aggre- 
gate for  the  past  year  will  probably  show  an  increase  of 
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►800,000  in     tlie     total  receipts  and  of  $200,000  in  tt 
^^^iftmings  ;    a.lso^  ctn   increase  of  300,000  tons  in  the  carri 
fVeight,  and  of    3,000,000  in  the  number  of  passengei 

The  number*     of   corporations  will  be  reduced  by  o 
the  New  Yox*lc,   I*rovidence  &  Boston  Railroad  Compai 
purchased    tlie     "W^arwick  Railroad,  and  a  petition  is 
presented  at  tlie  present  session,  legalizing  the  consolic 
Tlie  commissioner  suggests  that  the  general  railroa 
needs  sevex-al  amendments.

The  commissioner's  report  will  give  in  detail  the  bi 
of  the  several  -railroad  corporations  in  the  State,  and  y 
forth,  the  accidents  to  person  and  property  on  our  rai 
during  the  year,  and  the  action  taken  by  him  in  each  < 

THE  INSOLVENCY  LAWS. 

The  insolvency  laws  of  the  State  still  remain  in  an 
isfactory  condition.  The  demands  of  business  are  no 
\^y  their  provisions,  and  recent  decisions  of  the  Su; 
Court  in  important  matters  arising  under  the  law  si 
the  necessity  of  further  legislation.  The  subject  is  ei 
^l^fy  early  consideration  on  your  part. 

THE    YORKTOWN    CENTENNIAL. 

On  the  nineteenth  of  October  next  will  be  celebrate 
centennial    anniversary  of   the  surrender  of   Cornwa 
ortto^wn.      This  event  being  of  national  interest  an 
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portance,  Cougress  has  made  liberal  appropriations  for  the 
erection  of  a  monument  and  a  suitable  observance  of  the  oc- 
casion. It  has  an  especial  interest  to  the  people  of  this 
State,  because  of  the  gallant  conduct  of  Rhode  Island 
troops  at  the  memorable  storming  of  the  works  which  com- 
pelled the  surrender.  On  the  tenth  of  December  last,  in 
company  with  General  Horatio  Rogers,  the  Commissioner  on 
the  part  of  this  State,  I  attended  a  meeting  at  Washington 
of  official  representatives  of.  the  several  states  and  of  Con- 
gress for  conference  on  the  subject.  The  details  of  the  eel- 
ebration  are  left  in  the  hands  of  able  committees,  of  some 
of  which  citizens  of  this  State  are  memberSj  and  they  will 
undoubtedly  keep  us  duly  advised  of  all  matters  of  import- 
ance connected  with  their  trust. 

The  committee  of  Congress  having  this  matter  in  charge 
inform  me  that  it  is  particularly  desired  that  at  least  the  ori- 
ginal thirteen  states  should  provide  for  as  imposing  a  repres- 
entation as  possible,  by  the  presence  of  their  civil  officers 
and  military  organizations. 

I  have  received  a  number  of  communications  relative  to 
this  celebration  which  I  will  duly  lay  before  you. 

WOMAN   SUFFRAGE   ON   SCHOOL   QUESTIONS. 

I  approve  the  recommendation  of  my  predecessor  that 
the  necessary  steps  be  taken  to  secure  to  the  women  of  the 
State  the  right  to  vote  on  all  school  questions  under  the 
same  conditions  as  men  now  exercise  that  privilege,  and  I 
desire  that  the  subject  shall  receive  your  early  and  favor- 
able consideration. 
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THE   OLD   PRISON    ESTATE. 

The  valuable  estate  in  the  city  of  Providence,  formerly 
used  for  state  prison  purposes,  is  still  unimproved.  In 
my  judgment  this  property  should  be  sold,  and  I  recom- 
mend the  appointment  of  a  suitable  committee  with  full 
power  to  sell  the  same.  The  proceeds  of  such  sale  might 
be  available  to  make  good  the  cost  of  constructing  the  build- 
ings for  the  State  Reform  School,  which  have  been  begun 
under  the  law  passed  at  the  last  May  Session  and  for  which 
the  sum  of  only  $25,000  was  appropriated. 

COMMISSIONERS    OF    INLAND    FISHERIES. 

The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Fisheries  continued  their 
supervision  over  the  traps  and  heart  nets  in  Narragansett 
Bay  during  the  past  season  of  closetime  from  May  1st  to 
Angust  7th,  1880.  They  employed  deputies,  as  before,  and 
report  that  on  the  whole  the  law  was  comparatively  well 
observed.  They  made  one  arrest  as  a  test  case,  the  partic- 
ulars of  which  will  appear  in  their  forthcoming  report. 
They  find  that  the  law  providing  for  a  weekly  closetime  in 
the  bay  fisheries  is  entirely  inadequate,  and,  in  parts,  un- 
just, and  in  their  report  will  recommend  several  amendments 
to  the  law,  which  they  hope  will  be  acted  on  at  once. 

They  have  accumulated  and  will  present  many  valuable 
statistics  showing  the  importance  of  the  bay  fisheries.  One 
important  matter,  which  they  feel  sure  will  meet  the  appro- 
bation of  all  our  people,  is  the  protection  of  the  lobster  fish- 
eries.    They  will  show  the  value  of  these,  and  point  out  the 
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remedy  to  prevent  the  wholesale  destruction  now  going  on 
in  our  waters. 

THE    NORTHERN    BOUNDARY    LINE. 

The  commissioners  appointed  at  the  January  se&sion,  1880, 
to  cause  to  be  removed  the  stone  monuments  erected  to 
mark  the  conventional  line  on  the  northern  boundary  of  the 
State,  and  to  cause  suitable  monuments  to  be  erected  on  the 
true  jurisdictional  line,  duly  organized  under  their  appoint- 
ment. It  seemed  desirable  to  them,  as  it  did  also  to  me, 
that  before  proceeding  ex  parte^  a  commission  with  corres- 
ponding powers  should  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts.  The  copy  of  the  resolutions 
of  the  General  Assembly  in  relation  to  the  northern  bound- 
ary line,  which  were  ^ent  to  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts 
were  by  him  referred  to  the  General  Court,  on  the  19th  day 
of  March  last,  but  that  body  adjourned  without  taking 
action  thereon,  except  a  reference  to  one  of  its  committees. 
At  the  request  of  our  commissionera  I  corresponded  with 
the  Governor  of  Massachusetts  with  the  view,  if  possible,  of 
having  some  action  taken  by  him  and  his  Council.  The 
question  whether  a  commission  should  be  appointed  was  re- 
ferred to  one  of  the  Governor's  Council,  and  I  have  had 
several  interviews  with  him  on  the  subject.  No  fiirther 
action,  however,  so  far  as  T  am  informed,  has  been  taken ; 
but  I  trust  the  matter  will  receive  the  early  attention  of  the 
General  Court  of  Massachusetts,  in  order  that  the  line  may 
be  marked  definitely,  and  with  the  assent  of  both  statea 
Francis  B.   Peckham,  Jr.   Esq.,  one  of  the  commissioners, 
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resigned    his    oflBce  to  me  on  the  first  of  January  inst.     I 
shall,  at  an  early  day,  nominate  to  the  Senate  a  successor. 

THE    NARRAGANSETT    INDIAN    LANDS. 

The    commissioners   appointed   under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  800,    of  the  Public  Laws,  duly  negotiated  for  and 
purchased,  in  behalf  the  State,  the  common  tribal  lands,  con- 
tained within  the  Indian  reservation,  so  called ;  and  on  the 
fifteenth  of  May,  1880,  took  from  the  council  of  the  tribe  a 
quit-claim    deed  to  the  State  of  all  the  lands,  rights  and 
claims  of  the  Narragansett  Tribe  of  Indians.     The  commis- 
sioners after  numerous  hearings  have  prepared  a  list  of  all 
persons,  members  of  the  tribe,  who  in  their  judgment  are 
entitled    to    receive  portions  of  the  purchase  money.     This 
list,  together  with  the  plat  of  the  lands,  as  surveyed  under 
their  direction,  will  be  submitted  to  the  supreme  court  at  its 
term  to  be  held  in  Washington  County,  on  the  third  Mon- 
day in  February  next,  for  confirmation,  amendment  or  other- 
wise, as  the  court  may  determine. 

The  tract  comprises  about  twelve  hundred  acres  of  land, 
and  about  five  hundred  and  seventy-five  acres  of  water  area, 
the  latter  including  Watchaug  pond,  estimated  at  four  hun- 
dred fifty  acres ;  School-house  pond,  one  hundred  acres,  and 
Deep  pond,  twenty-five  acres. 

The  commissioners  will  report  in  detail  their  proceedings 
under  tbeir  appointment,  but  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  men- 
tion the  diligence,  patience  and  discrimination  with  which 
they  have  discharged  their  duties,  and  to  express  the  grati- 
fication which  all  will  feel,  that  the  vexed  questions,  so  long 
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involved  in  the  relations,  rights  and  claims  of  the  Narragan- 
sett  Tribe,  are  in  a  fair  way  of  settlement  in  a  manner  hon- 
orable to  the  State,  and  satisfactory  to  the  representatives  of 
this  ancient  organization. 

Senators  and  Representatives: 

Returning  to  the  discharge  of  your  official  duties,  I 
welcome  you  to  these  halls,  which  under  the  direction  of 
your  committee  have  been  made  so  comfortable,  conven- 
ient and  attractive.  In  the  many  changes  which  this  vener- 
able structure  has  undergone  during  the  one  hundred  and 
twenty  years  of  its  existence,  I  doubt  if,  in  any  of  them, 
more  special  regard  has  been  had  to  the  health  of  its  occu- 
pants and  to  giving  its  interior,  so  far  as  practicable,  an  art- 
istic and  agreeable  eflFect.  These  improvements,  which  have 
been  made  at  a  reasonable  cost,  will  adapt  the  State  House 
more  conveniently  to  its  proper  uses,  and  will  postpone  for 
a  considerable  period  the  necessity  for  erecting  a  new  State 
House,  which  by  some  has  been  urged  with  much  force. 
Let  us  devote  ourselves  with  all  reasonable  diligence  to  the 
faithful  execution  of  the  trusts  devolved  on  us  by  our  fellow 
citizens  and  thereby  contribute  to  the  advancement  and  pros- 
perity of  the  State.

His  Excellency  Alfred  H.  Littlbfield,  Oovernor  and  Commander- 
in-Chief: 

Ootebnob:  In  accordaDce  with  the  requirements  of  the  Militia 
LiaWy  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  this  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1880. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the 

ORGANIZATION   OF  THE   MILITIA 

during  the  past  year,  the  several  battalions  and  companies  remaining 

as  mentioned  in  my  last  report.     All  of  the  companies,  however,  have 

recruited  their  ranks  during  the  year,  under  the  inspiration  of  new 

uniforms  and  new  equipments,  until  the  number  of  the  militia  is  much 

nearer  the  maximum  allowed  by  law  than  it  was  a  year  ago.     An 

excellent  step  was  taken  in  the  few  months  next  preceding  the  last 

annual  encampment  by  the  weeding  out  of  much  poor  material  and 

the  replacing  of  it  by  that  which  is  better.     In  other  words,  there 

were  discharged  many  men  who  were  unwilling  to  properly  perform 

the   duties   of  a  soldier,  but  who  had  been  retained  upon  the  rolls 

because  they  were  the  owners  of  a  uniform  and  were  willing  to  parade 

on  extraordinary  occasions.     In  their  places  have  been  enlisted  better 

men    who  are  taking  more  interest  in  their  duties  from  the  fact  that 
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the  State  has  evioced  more  interest  in  its  militia  by  newly  uniforming 
and  equipping  it  and  providing  for  an  annual  encampment  of  instruc- 
tion. Especially  is  this  true  of  the  companies  located  in  the  smaller 
towns  of  the  State. 

The  militia  at  present  consists  of  one  brigade,  compnsing  five  bat- 
talions of  infantry,  one  of  cavalry,  and  a  battery  of  light  artillery. 
In  addition  to  this  are  the  three  independent  or  unattached  organiza- 
tions of  heavy  artillery,  armed  and  acting  as  infantry.  The  militia 
now  numbers  167  oiiQcers  and  1,350  men,  as  against  166  officers  and 
1,258  men  a  year  ago. 

UKIPORMS. 

The  recommendation  in  regard  to  providing  a  State  uniform  for  the 
militia,  which  was  made  in  my  report  of  last  year,  and  which  was 
endorsed  by  your  Excellency's  predecessor  in  his  annual  message,  was 
favorably  considered  .by  the  General  Assembly,  which  appropriated 
830,000  for  that  purpose.  This  appropriation  was  expended  by  the 
same  Uniform  Board  as  last  year,  which  was  reappointed  for  the  pur- 
pose. This  Board  consiEted  of  the  Adjutant-General,  the  Quarter- 
master-General, Col.  P.  E.  Tillinghast,  Judge  Advocate-General,  ex- 
Col.  John  Hare  Powel,  of  Newport,  and  Hon.  James  M.  Pendleton, 
of  Westerly. 

The  entire  brigade,  with  the  exception  of  one  company  of  infantry 
at  Pawtucket  previously  supplied,  has  been  furnished  with  the  service- 
able uniform  described  in  my  report  of  last  year,  and  the  improvement 
in  the  appearance  of  the  troops  in  consequence  thereof  has  been  most 
marked.  To  repeat  what  was  said  last  year  in  reference  to  this  subject: 
**The  uniform  adopted  has  commended  itself  to  the  officers  of  the 
militia  generally,  as  well  as  to  military  men  from  abroad  who  have 
examined  it,  and  is  believed  to  be  well  adapted  for  the  purpose  for 
which  it  is  designed." 

The  brigade  has  also  been  supplied  with  serviceable  overcoats  of  the 
(old)  United  States  pattern,  which  were,  in  fact,  purchased  of  the  United 
States  Government.  These  overcoats,"  while  not  intended  particularly 
for  show  on  parade,  are  exactly  adapted  for  use  in  camp,  and  on  all 
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occasions  when  real  service  would  be  demanded.  Daring  the  rainy 
days  of  the  last  encampment  they  prevented  much  discomfort^  and^ 
'probably^  considerable  sickness. 

As  yon  will  observe  by  the  detailed  report  of  the  Board,  the  uniform- 
ing of  the  troops  was  accomplished  at  an  expenditure  considerably 
within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation.  Under  authority  of  a  resolution 
of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  at  its  May  session,  a  considerable 
amount  of  blankets  and  other  needed  camp  equipage  was  purchased 
with  the  balance  saved  from  the  appropriation  of  130,000,  which  was 
originally  designed  for  uniforms  alone. 

The  cost  of  the  several  articles,  composing  the  uniform,  was  as 
follows:

The  helmets  of  the  cavalry  and  artillery  cost  somewhat  more  than 
the  hats  of  the  infantry. 

The  hats  were  purchased  of  Hartley  &  Graham,  New  York;  the  caps 
of  Bent  &  Bush,  Boston;  the  uniform  coats  and  trowsers  of  Boylan  & 
Co.,  Xew  York;  the  flannel  blouses  of  B.  F.  Haley,  Newmarket,  N. 
H.;  and  the  great-coats,  as  previously  stated,  of  the  United  States 
Government. 

Every  article  of  clothing,  before  being  accepted  by  the  State,  was 
carefully  inspected  by  Lieut.  Col.  William  H.  Turner,  Assistant  Adju- 
tant-General, who  is  entitled  to  much  credit  for  his  faithful  perform- 
ance of  this  extra  duty.

CAMP   AND    GARRISON    EQUIPAGE. 

As  referred  to  above,  the  Uniform  Board  found  that  the  appropria- 
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tion  of  $30,000  would  not  all  be  required  for  the  purchase  of  clothing, 
and  consequently,  under  authority  of  the  General  Assembly,  diverted 
a  portion  to  the  purchase  of  sufScient  blankets  to  complete  the  far- 
nishing  of  the  brigade,  together  with  a  few  other  needed  articles, 
among  them  colors  for  such  battalions  as  were  not  nlready  supplied. 

As  regards  camp  equipage,  the  State  is  now  well  supplied  for  sevend 
years'  ordinary  service. 

ARMS  AND   EQUIPMENTS. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  arms  of  the  infantry  during  the 
past  year,  but  the  cavalry  battalion  has  been  supplied  with  carbines  of 
the  United  States-Springfield  pattern— caliber  .45.  The  whole  brigade 
has  been  furnished  with  new  style  equipments — waist  belts^  cartridge 
boxes  and  bayonet  scabbards — and  the  infantry  with  new  knapsacks. 
The  latter  arc  of  a  pattern  designed  in  this  office,  aided  by  saggestionB 
from  officers  of  the  militia,  and  are  believed  to  be  the  best  yet  con- 
structed for  militia  service. 

All  of  these  equipments  were  manufactured  for  the  State  at  the 
(United  States)  Watervliet  Arsenal,  under  the  supervision  of  Quarter- 
master-Gen. Dennis. 

With  the  addition  of  haversacks  and  canteens,  which  it  is  expected 
to  provide  before  another  encampment,  the  "brigade  will  be  thoroughly 
equipped  for  any  duty. 

ENCAMPMENT. 

The  annual  encampment  required  by  law — wisely  extended  to  five 
days  by  the  last  General  Assembly — was  held  at  Oakland  Beach — upon 
the  same  grounds  as  last  year — commencing  Tuesday,  July  13th,  and 
terminating  on  Saturday,  July  17th. 

The  camp,  named  by  the  brigade  commander  "Camp  Littlefield," 
was  laid  out  in  a  similar  manner  to  that  of  last  year.  The  plan  fonnd 
to  work  so  well  the  year  before  was  again  adopted,  viz. :  the  sending 
of  a  detail,  or  camping  party,  one  day  in  advance  of  the  rest  of  the 
brigade  to  set  up  the  tents  and  prepare  them  for  occupancy  by  the 
main  body  of  the  troops  immediately  upon  arrival. 
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Owing  to  a  combination  of  circnmstances^  certainly  not  the  fault  of 
any  officer  of  the  State,  the  railroad  bridge,  oyer  which  the  baggage 
train  should  have  run  directly  into  canip,  was  not  finished  in  time, 
and,  consequently,  all  the  tents  and  supplies  had  to  be  unloaded  from 
the  cars  and  transported  across  the  river  to  camp  by  a  ferry  improvised 
for  the  occasion.  By  almost  superhuman  exertions,  however,  it  was 
finally  accomplished,  and  the  camp  set  up  on  time.  It  was  a'  feat 
worthy  of  veteran  soldiers,  and  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  oflScers 
and  men  engaged. 

Being,  with  my  assistant,  present  in  camp  day  and  night  during  its 
oontinnance,  I  was  enabled  to  observe  quite  closely  the  manner  in 
which  duty  was  performed,  although  the  rainy  weather  interfered  with 
the  leview  and  a  detailed  inspection  which  had  been  ordered. 

The  general  management  of  the  camp  was  excellei!it,  and  a  great 
improyement  over  last  year  was  noticeable  in  the  manner  of  performing 
pard  duty.  Some  errors,  of  course,  were  to  be  observed,  but,  con- 
sidering the  large  number  of  new  recruits  admitted  by  most  of  the 
companies  in  the  few  weeks  preceding  the  encampment,  it  is  surprising 
that  these  errors  were  not  more  numerous. 

Evidently  the  majority  of  both  oflBcers  and  men  were  thoroughly 
interested  to  obtain  the  greatest  possible  benefit  from  the  five  days' 
experience  under  canvas.  It  was  also  evident  that  a  few  ofiQcers  had 
not  yet  thoroughly  av^akened  to  the  responsibilities  of  their  position, 
&nd  had  not  discovered  that  the  new  rigime  demands  of  an  ofScer 
»niething  more  than  the  ability  to  wear  a  shoulder-knotted  uniform. 
The  sooner  that  such  officers  arouse  to  a  sense  of  their  duty,  or  else 
retire  to  give  place  to  more  efficient  successors,  the  better  will  it  be 
for  themselves,  for  the  men  over  whom  they  now  exercise  authority, 
and  for  the  State  whose  uniform  they  wear. 

The  attendance  in  camp  was  even  better  than  last  year,  the  percent- 
age throughout  the  brigade  averaging  88.2  per  cent.,  and  the  total 
number  on  the  rolls  being  greater  than  the  year  before.  There  were 
109  more  officers  and  men  present  in  1880  than  in  1879.

The  policing  of  the  camp  was  good,  and  an  improvement  even  over 
that  of  last  year.  Some  of  the  companies,  however,  should  cultivate 
greater  pride  in  the  interior  appearance  of  their  quarters.  The  flooring 
of  the  tents,  which  might  be  done  by  the  men  themselves  at  a  small 
expense,  would  add  much  to  their  neatness,  and,  in  case  of  stormy 
weather,  to  their  healthfulness  as  well.  The  tents  of  the  First  Battal- 
ion of  Infantry  were  so  floored,  as  last  year. 

Company,  battalion  and  brigade  drills  were  held  at  different  times 
during  the  week,  and  the  improvement  from  the  beginning  to  the 
close  of  the  encampment  was,  as  might  properly  be  expected,  most 
marked.  The  appearance  and  marching  of  the  troops  at  the  review 
by  your  Excellency,  on  Friday,  was  highly  complimented  by  military 
men  present  from  other  States  and  from  the  regular  army,  and  the 
parade  of  the  brigade  through  the  streets  of  Providence,  in  heavy 
marching  order,  on  their  return  from  camp,  Saturday  afternoon,  was 
the  finest  military  sight  witnessed  in  this  city  since  the  close  of  the  war. 

The  complaints  regarding  r^tions^  last  year,  wt^  mainly  attributed 
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to  the  facfc  that  one  caterer  was  engaged  to  atfcend  to  the  wants 
of  the  entire  brigade.  This  year,  to  guard  against  the  recurrence 
of  a'  similar  trouble,  the  several  battalions  were  notified  of  the 
amount  of  ration  money  allowed  them  by  the  State,  and  directed  to 
engage  ea^li  a  caterer  for  itself.  By  a  singular  fatality  each  battalion 
made  a  separate  contract  with  the  same  caterer,  and,  consequently, 
at  the  l>eginning  of  camp,  the  dissatisfaction  was  equal  to  that  of  last 
year,  except  that  each  organization  was  served  in  a  tent  by  itself. 

Daring  the  last  three  days  of  camp  the  rations  were  of  a  better 
quality  and  better  served,  and,  it  is  believed,  that  on  these  days,  all 
were  satisfied.  It  is  not  probable,  that  any  one  caterer  can  success- 
fully supply  the  demands  of  a  brigade  of  hungry  soldiers,  during  the 
opening  days  of  an  encampment,  with  the  inexperienced  and  undis- 
ciplined corps  of  assistants,  which  he  must  necessarily  employ  for  the 
purpose.  The  only  remedy,  and  one  that  experience  will  probably 
suggest  to  the  battalion  commissaries  another  year,  is  to  contract 
with  caterers  who  will  undertake  to  provide  for  only  one  or  two 
hattalions. 

Xhe  general  health  of  the  camp  was  as  good  as  can  ever  be  expected, 
when  so  large  a  number  of  men  are  brought  together,  and  subjected  to 
each  a  sadden  change  in  their  food  and  habits  of  life.  Very  few 
serions  cases  of  illness  occurred. 

In  the  states  of  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut,  during  the  past  year 
the  militia  encampments  have  been  visited  by  officers  of  the  United 
States  army,  detailed  by  the  Secretary  of  War, — upon  application  of  the 
Governors  of  those  states, — to  inspect  the  state  troops.  Such  visits 
have  proved  of  great  benefit,  as  the  army  officer  is  able,  from  the  re- 
sults of  his  experience,  to  make  many  valuable  suggestions  and  impart 
much  nsefnl  information  to  the  officers  of  the  militia. 

I  wonld  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  your  applying  for  the 
detail  of  an  army  officer  to  visit  and  inspect  our  next  annual  encamp- 


SPECIAL  DUTY. 

Xhe  only  service  rendered  ^^der  special  orders  of  the  Commander- 
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in-Chief,  daring  the  year,  was  the  firing  of  a  salute,  July  5tfa,  in 
honor  of  the  Anniversary  of  American  Independence  by  a  detach- 
ment of  Battery  A,  Light  Artillery. 


VOLUNTARY    DUTY. 

In  addition  to  the  services  required  by  law  and  by  the  orders  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  all  the  organizations  of  the  militia  have  per- 
formed more  or  less  voluntary  duty  during  the  year. 

Two  instances  of  such  vuluntary  service  are  worthy  of  mention. 

The  Newport  Artillery  Company,  our  oldest  independent  organiza- 
tion, passed  four  days, —  commencing  September  14th, —  in  camp,  on 
grounds  near  the  Stone  Bridge,  in  Tiverton.  They  were  sux>plied  with 
camp  equipage  by  the  State,  but  received  no  pay  or  other  allowances. 
The  camp  was  properly  laid  out,  well  managed,  and  musfc  have  been 
productive  of  much  benefit,  as  well  as  considerable  enjoynieot,  to 
the  members  of  the  organization. 

By  invitation  of  Col.  Fearing,  I  reviewed  his  command  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  second  day  in  camp,  and  subsequently,  by  the  cour- 
tesy of  Brevet-Major  J.  P.  Sanger,  the  commanding  officer,  I  paid 
a  visit  to  the  camp,  in  an  adjoining  field,  of  Light  Battery  K,  First 
Artillery,  U.  S.  A.,  from  Fort  Adams.  Major  Sanger  showed  to 
me  and  the  otficers  accompanying  me  every  possible  courtesy,  paraded 
his  battery  for  our  inspection,  and  I  received  from  his  pieces  a  briga- 
dier-general's salute  of  eleven  guns. 

The  six  companies  composing  the  Second  Battalion  of  Infantry, 
Lieut-Colonel  B.  B.  Martin,  assembled  for  a  *•  field  day"  at  Warren, 
on  the  12th  of  October.  The  day  was  devoted  to  battalion  drill,  a 
review  and  inspection  by  Brigadier-General  Rhodes,  and  a  parade 
through  the  streets  of  the  town,  the  latter  part  of  the  programme, 
however,  being  cut  short  by  a  sudden  and  heavy  shower  of  rain.  The 
afternoon  exercises  were  witnessed  by  a  large  assemblage  of  spectators, 
including  your  Excellency  and  staff.  A  most  generous  dinner,  for 
the  visiting  military,  was  provided  by  the  citizens  of  Warren. 

This  voluntary  supplement  to  the  duty  required  of  them   by  the 
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State  was  highly  creditable  to  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Second 
Battalion^  and  the  example  thus  set  is  worthy  of  being  followed  by 
other  organizations. 

INSPECTIONS. 

The  publication  of  my  last  annual  report  was  delayed  to  incorporate 
therein  the  resnlt  of  the  State  annnal  armory  inspections,  which  were 
not  completed,  until  nearly  the  middle  of  February.  As  they  will 
(M:car  this  season  at  a  still  later  period,  no  attempt  will  be  made  to 
incorporate  them  in  this  report,  but  the  result  of  those  made  during 
the  next  three  months,  and  iti  camp,  will  appear  in  next  year's  report. 

ENROLLED   MILITIA. 

By  the  returns  made  to  this  office  from  the  clerks  of  the  several 
cities  and  towns  of  the  State,  it  appears  that  the  whole  number  of 
the  enrolled  militia,  or  of  persons  liable  to  be  called  upon  for  the 
performance  of  military  duty,  is  39,540,  a  loss  of  3,429  from  the 
previoas  returns. 

OFFICE   BUSINESS. 

The  business  of  the  office  has  not  varied  greatly  from  that  of  the 
two  previouH  years.  During  the  year,  557  letters  have  been  received, 
and  488  have  been  written,  besides  many  letters  not  copied,  and  postal 
cards  of  which  no  record  has  been  attempted  ;  9  General  Orders  and 
48  Special  Orders  have  been  issued,  the  distribution  of  the  same  be- 
ing about  2y400  copies  ;  38  commissions  have  been  issued  to  officers 
of  the  militia;  26  diplomas  have  been  issued  to  Rhode  Island  soldiers 
and  sailors  who  had  not  previously  received  them,  and  169  certificates 
of  service  have  been  given,  (to  be  used  as  evidence  in  pension  and 
bounty  claims,  in  cases  where  the  original  discharges  have  been  lost 
or  destroyed);  11  applications  for  admission  to  the  Soldier's  Home 
have  been  attended  to  during  the  year. 

Xo  provision  has  yet  been  made  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  valua- 
ble Rolls   and  Reports  of    the. Rhode  Island  Regiments  that  served 
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during  the  last  war.  These  records  furnish  information  which  our 
discharged  soldiers^  having  claims  against  the  United  States  citnnot 
obtain  elsewhere,  and  in  case  of  their  destruction  by  fire,  would  be 
impossible  to  replace  or  duplicate.

The  amount  originally  estimated  as  necessary  for  the  running  ex- 
peases  of  the  militia  for  the  present  year  was  125,000.  Subsequently, 
after  a  careful  examination  by  members  of  the  Finance  Committee 
and  myself,  it  was  thought  that  $24,000  might  be  made  to  cover  the 
year's  expenses,  and  that  amount  was  appropriated.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  expenses  have  exceeded  the  appropriation  by  11,788.82. 
There  remains,  at  this  date,  $1,800  for  armory  rents  unpaid,  all  other 
bills  being  settled. 
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At  your  request — as  well  as  for  my  own  satisfaction — I  have  care- 
folly  examined  the  items  of  the  above  expenses,  with  a  view  of  ascer- 
taining in  what  particulars  the  increase  has  occurred.  The  estimates 
for  this  year  were  based  on  the  actual  expenses  of  last  year,  adding  an 
amount  sufficient  to  cover  pay  and  rations  for  the  two  additional  days 
and  increased  attendance  in  camp,  but  with  the  expectation  that  all 
otlier  expenses  of  1880  would  be  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

Comparing  the  expenses  of  this  year  with  the  corresponding  ones  of 
laBt  year,  I  find  that  the  following,  which  were  expected  to  be  the 
in  1879,  have  vicreased,  viz. :

Qitartennaster-Generara  expenses  have  increased 949  137 

(It  is  proper  to  say  that  the  great  increase  in  this  item  is  caused, 
largely,  by  the  expenses  of  receiving,  marking  and  distributing  the 
new  knai>sacks  and  equipments  received  from  the  United  States.) 

The  following  expenses  are  new  this  year,  and  were  not  contemplated 
at  the  time  the  annual  appropriation  was  made:

Both  the  increased  and  new  expenditures  were  undoubtedly  proper 
and  necessary,  and  authorized  by  law,  but  were  not  contemplated  when 
the  estimate  was  made.  Their  sum  total,  $2,184.48,  gives  an  amount 
greater  th&n  that  by  which  the  appropriation  has  been  exceeded,  show- 
ing that  but  for  such  demands,  as  could  not  reasonably  have  been  an- 
ticipated at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  expenses  of  the  militia  for 
1880  would  have  been  less  than  the  |;24,000  appropriated. 

As  explained,  many  of  the  items  of  the  increased  cost  were  **  ex- 
traordinary" expenses,  which  need  not  be  duplicated  in  1881.     Still  1 
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am  of  the  opinion  that,  in  order  to  provide  for  contingencies,  the 
annual  appropriation  for  our  militia  ought  not  to  be  less  than  $25,000. 
The  sum  of  t30,  collected  during  the  year  for  fines  for  non-attend- 
ance at  camp,  etc.,  has  been  turned  over  to  the  General  Treasurer,  as 
required  by  law. 

OENKRAL  REMARKS  AND   RECOMMEKDATIOKS. 

The  continued  satisfactory  working  of  our  present  militia  law  is 
proof  of  the  wisdom  of  the  General  Assembly  which  enacted  it. 
Under  its  operation  our  militia  is  steadily  improving  in  those  qualifi- 
cations which  go  to  make  an  efficient  military  force.  I  deem  it  wise, 
therefore,  to  recommend  but  little  change  in  the  law,  and  the  few 
points  to  which  I  shall  call  your  attention  should  hardly  be  considered 
as  changes,  but  rather  as  additions  which  are  needed  to  increase  still 
further  its  efficiency. 

When  the  present  law  was  originally  introduced  as  a  bill  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  it  contained  a  provision  for  battalion  courts- 
martial  for  the  trial  of  minor  offences  committed  by  enlisted  men. 
For  some  reason  or  other  this  provision  was  stricken  out  before  the 
bill  became  a  law,  but  is  now  greatly  needed  in  the  interests  of  good 
discipline.  At  present  the  sole  tribunalfor  trying  all  offences,  great 
or  small,  is  a  general  court-martial,  the  operation  of  which  is  quite 
cumbersome  and  expensive  to  the  State.  As  has  already  happened, 
violations  of  the  law  are  liable  to  escape  prosecution  from  a  reluctance 
to  call  into  existence  the  general  court-martial  necessary  for  their  trial. 
I  respectfully  recommend  that  you  call  the  attention  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  the  necessity  of  remedying  this  defect  in  the  law. 

I  concur  in  the  recommendation  made  by  the  brigade  commander  in 
reference  to  the  creation  of  the  office  of  Provost  Marsha^  for  the 
reasons  stated  in  his  report  appended  hereto,  and  also  in  the  suggestion 
that  an  allowance  be  made  for  the  rent  of  a  room  for  brigade  bead- 
quarters. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  organization  of  a  Signal  Corps,  to  be 
attached  to  the  brigade,  would  be  a  valuable  adjunct  in  the  instruction 
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of  onr  militi&»  and  in  case  of  emergeDcy  sach  a  corps  might  be  of  tli 
greatest  possible  service.  The  corps  need  not  consist  of  more  tha 
half  tt  dozeo  inen^  and  the  cost  of  its  maintenance  would  be  bi 
trifling.

GENERAL   E.  H.  RHODES,   COMMANDING   BRIGADE,

Headquabters  Brigade  Rhode  Island  Militia, 

Providence,  November  16,  1880. 

Bbioadier-Genbral  C.  H.  Barney, 

Ac^utant-Oeneral  State  of  Rhode  Idand: 

Oexekal: — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  Special  Orders 
Xo.  19,  c.  8.,  Adjutant- General's  office,  I  ordered  the  Brigade  of  Rhode  Island 
Militia  to  encamp  at  Oakland  Beach  five  days,  beginning  on  the  morning  of 
July  13th. 

The  encampment  was  named  "Camp  Littlefield,"  in  honor  of  His  Excellency 
Ihe  Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief,  and  was  laid  out  in  accordance  with 
plans  prepared  by  Captain  John  Howe,  Brigade  Engineer,  which  plans  were 
substantially  the  same  as  adopted  the  year  previous. 

The  following  detailed  report  shows  the  number  present  each  day  during  the 
tour  of  duty  and  the  total  number  on  the  rolls: 
8 
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On  Monday,  July  12th,  details  of  one  non-commissioned  officer  and  eight 
privates  from  each  company,  together  with  the  Battalion  Quartermasters,  re- 
ported for  duty  to  the  Brigade  Quartermaster,  and  with  the  camp  and  gan-ison 
equipage,  were  transported  by  the  Providence  and  Stonington  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  the  ground  opposite  the  camp.  The  contractors  failing  to  complete  the 
railroad  bridge,  obliged  me  to  transport  the  details  and  baggage  across  the  river 
with  such  means  as  I  could  command.  This  work  began  at  about  one  o'clock, 
p.  M.,  and  at  dark  three  hundred  tents  were  in  place,  and  the  camp  ready  for 
the  troops.  I  desire  to  especially  commend  the  good  conduct  and  willingness 
to  work  shown  by  the  fatigue  details,  for  without  their  co5peration  the  attempt 
to  set  up  the  camp,  in  advance  of  the  arrival  of  the  troops,  would  have  been  a 
failure. 

I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  grounds  at  Oakland  Beach  are  well  suited 
for  camp  purposes,  and  shall  make  such  recommendations  at  the  close  of  this 
report,  as  will  in  my  judgment  render  the  location  still  more  desirable. 

Notwithstanding  the  storms  that  prevailed,  the  Brigade  lost  but  a  half  day's 
duty.  On  three  occasions  I  exercised  the  infantry  troops  in  the  evolutions  of 
the  brigade,  and  am  gratified  to  report  that  marked  improvement  was  shown. 
Battalion  drills  were  held  morning  and  afternoon,  while  especial  attention  was 
given  to  such  occasions  of  ceremony  as  time  and  weather  would  permit. 

The  review  by  His  Excellency  the  Commander-in-Chief  took  place  on  the 
16th,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  and  .distinguished  company  of  officers  of  the 
United  States  Army  and  the  militia  of  other  states. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  exercise  the  troops  in  target  practice,  under  the 
charge  of  Captain  Howe  of  my  staff,  but  the  limited  time  prevented  all  except 
the  First  Biittalion  of  Infantry  from  expending  the  three  rounds  allowed.  I 
earnestly  recommend  that  arrangements  be  made  for  the  troops  to  practice 
target  firing  on  days  other  than  those  ordered  for  camp  duty. 

While  target  practice  is  of  ths  utmost  importance,  yet  it  is  simply  impossible 
to  give  it  the  attention  it  deserves  during  the  five  days  allowed  in  camp.  In  order 
to  accustom  the  men  to  loading  and  firing,  I  caused  two  rounds  of  blank  cartridges 
to  be  issued  to  each  man,  and  expended  in  such  manner  as  the  Battalion  Com- 
manders might  direct.  I  shall  endeavor  at  the  next  camp  to  increase  the 
number  of  rounds  in  order  that  the  entire  Brigade  may  practice  in  line. 

The  health  of  the  troops  while  in  camp  was  good,  only  three  serious  cases  of 
sickness  being  treated.  The  average  number  of  men  excused  from  duty  daily  by 
the  surgeons  was  nineteen.  The  Brigade  Hospital  service  was  organized  under 
the  direction  of  Major  George  W.  Carr,  Medical  Director,  and  the  hospital  tent 
arranged  for  the  comfort  of  those  needing  attendance.  Each  Battalion  w*as 
applied  with  a  complete  medical  chest,  well  stocked  with  supplies.     Much 
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credit  is  due  to  Major  Carr  and  the  Battalion  Surgeons  for  their  constant  at 
tendance  upon  those  in  need  of  medical  assistance.    With  the  addition  of  a 
few  improvements,  I  hope  to  have  a  medical  service  equal  to  all  emergencies. 

The  feeding  of  the  troops  was  left  to  the  care  of  the  Battalion  Commanders, 
and  while  not  entirely  satisfactory,  yet  the  experience  gained  will  prol>ahl3''  be 
of  benefit  in  the  future. 

The  new  uniforms  issued  to  the  troops  were  found  to  be  convenient  and  com- 
fortable, and  added  much  to  the  success  of  the  camp. 

The  improvement  in  discipline  and  drill  made  by  the  Brigade  was  maiiLed 
and  decided,  and  reflects  credit  upon  both  officers  and  men.  I  regret  to  say, 
however,  that  there  are  a  few  officers  who  do  not  seem  to  realize  the  importance 
of  the  work  in  which  they  are  engaged,  and  who  manifest  little  interest  in  the 
efforts  being  made  to  improve  the  service.  8uch  men  are  un^t  to  command 
soldiers,  and  I  respectfully  recommend  that  a  Board  be  appointed  before  which 
such  officers,  as  may  be  found  negligent  or  ignorant  of  their  duties,  niay  be 
ordered  for  examination. 

The  closing  day  of  camp  was  one  of  much  satisfaction.  At  10  o'clock  a.  m. 
a  signal  was  sounded  from  Brigade  headquarters,  and  in  two  minuter  every 
tent  was  struck.  After  carefully  packing  the  2State  property  it  was  placed  in 
the  cars  ready  for  shipment  to  Providence.  At  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  at  a  signal  the 
troops  paraded  on  the  color  line  and  proceeded  to  the  cars.  In  one  hour  from 
the  sounding  of  the  signal  the  entire  infantry  of  the  Brigade  was  in  Providence. 
The  manner  in  which  the  troops  were  transported  reflects  much  credit  upon 
Mr.  J.  B.  Gardiner,  Superintendent  of  the  Providence  and  Stonington  Rail- 
road. The  Light  Battery  and  the  Cavalry  Battalion  marched  overland  to 
Providence,  and  arrived  in  season  to  take  part  in  the  street  parade.  This  pa- 
rade I  deemed  a  duty  to  make  in  order  that  the  citizens  might  see  in  what  man- 
ner and  for  what  purpose  the  public  funds  had  been  expended.  The  parade 
attracted  mnch  attention  and  won  many  commendations. 

I  desire  to  again  commend  to  your  notice  the  valuable  services  rendered 
by  Lieut. -Colonel  Philip  S.  Chace,  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  whose  soldierly 
conduct  and  hearty  assistance  not  only  lightened  the  labors  of  the  Brigade 
Commander,  but  won  the  praise  of  both  officers  and  men.  The  records 
of  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General's  office  were  inspected  by  officers  of  the 
United  States  Army,  as  well  as  by  interested  citizens,  and  were  pronounced 
models  of  neatness  and  accuracy. 

To  all  the  members  of  my  staff  I  am  under  obligations  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance  of  all  their  duties.  The  rain  prevented  a  thorough  inspection  of  the 
troops  but  Major  William  J.  Bradford,  Assistant  Inspector-Gkneral,  improved 
every  opportunity  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office.     The  laborious  duties  of 
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Brigade  Quartermaster  were  well  performed  by  Captain  John  J.  Jen  ekes,  and 
he  is  entitled  to  much  credit  for  his  constant  care  of  the  state  property. 

The  camp  was  much  annoyed  by  certain  citizens  who  persisted  in  selling 
liquor  to  the  troops.  Several  arrests  were  made  and  the  parties  detained  under 
guard.  The  Trial  Justice  of  the  town  of  Warwick  held  court  in  camp,  and  the 
suspected  parties  were  arraigned  and  tried  for  violation  of  the  new  law.  Cap- 
tain B.  M.  Bosworth,  Jr.,  Judge- Advocate  of  the  Brigade,  appeared  for  the 
State  and  deserves  my  sincere  thanks  for  his  efforts  which  resulted  in  the  im- 
prisonment of  two  and  the  fining  of  one  of  the  guilty  parties.  Every  effort 
was  made  to  keep  intoxicating  liquors  from  the  troops,  and  I  am  glad  to  say 
that  the  efforts  of  the  officers  were  in  the  main  seconded  by  the  enlisted  men. 

The  experience  of  this  camp  convinces  me  that  another  staff  officer  is  needed, 
namely,  a  Provost  Marshal.  I  earnestly  recommend  that  authority  be  obtained 
from  the  General  Assembly,  at  its  coming  session,  to  allow  the  appointing  of 
this  additional  officer  with  the  rank  of  Captain.  The  other  members  of  the 
staff  are  chiefs  of  departments,  their  work  is  constant,  and  they  should  not  be 
called  upon  to  arrest  or  take  charge  of  violators  of  the  law.  I  trust  this  recom- 
mendation may  receive  the  approval  of  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

During  the  past  winter  I  personally  visited  the  armories  of  twenty-two  of  the 
twenty-three  companies  of  the  Brigade.  This  tour  of  inspection  resulted  in 
securing  a  more  uniform  system  of  keeping  the  company  books  and  records, 
and  gaining  information  in  regard  to  the  various  commands.  These  visits  will 
be  repeated  during  the  present  season,  and  especial  attention  will  be  given  to 
an  examination  of  the  commissioned  officers. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  His  Excellency  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, to  yourself  and  to  other  Officers  of  the  General  Staff,   for 

valuable  assistance  in  the  work  of  the  year. 

« 

The  following   recommendations  are  submitted,  after  mature  deliberation, 
with  the  hope  that  they  may  be  approved : 

1.  That  a  building  be  erected  at  Oakland  Beach  in  which  to  store  the  camp 
uid  garrison  equipage  of  the  Brigade,  together  with  such  material  as  may  be 
owned  by  the  officers  and  enlisted  men,  and  which  may  be  necessary  for  their 
comfort.  It  seems  to  me  that  a  building  for  this  purpose  would  prove  to  be 
economical,  when  the  matter  of  transportation  is  taken  into  account,  with  its 
expense  and  loss  of  public  property,  also  that  a  suitable  guard-house  be  built 
for  the  use  of  the  Brigade  Guards. 

2.  That  authority  be  obtained  from  the  General 'Assembly  to  enlist  a  signal 
corps,  to  be  attached  to  Brigade  Headquarters,  to  consist  of  one  sergeant  and 
four  privates,  to  receive  the  pay  and  allowances  now  allowed  to  men  of  the 
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same  grade  in  the  cavalry  service.  Also  that  an  additional  staff  officer  1 
allowed,  with  the  rank  of  Captain,  to  be  known  as  the  Signal  Officer.  Ti 
very  important  branch  of  the  service  has  never  received  the  attention  it  d 
serves,  and  in  my  opinion  should  be  promptly  organized,  in  order  that  shoo 
occasion  demand,  the  State  could  call  to  its  service  a  corps  of  men  tnuned 
send  and  read  signal  messages.  In  other  states  much  attention  is  being  given 
this  branch. 

3.  That  canteens  and  haversacks  be  procured  and  issued  to  the  troops. 

4.  That  the  gans  now  in  possession  of  Battery  A,  Light  Artillery,  and  whit 
are  of  various  kinds,  and  all  unfit  for  service,  be  exchanged  for  a  batten^  th 
can  be  used  in  active  service  or  for  target  practice. 

5.  That  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  allow  of  the  appointing  by  the  Brigx 
Commander  of  Battalion  Courts-Martial  to  take  cognizance  of  offences  cob 
mittcd  by  enlisted  men,  and  of  not  sufficient  gravity  to  warrant  trial  before 
General  Court  Martial. 

6.  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  year  be  allowed  Brigtd 
Headquarters  for  the  payment  of  the  traveling  and  other  expenses  attendiq 
the  inspection  of  the  troops  of  the  Brigade.  The  inspection  seems  to  be  of  tb 
greatest  importance,  and  in  my  opinion  the  officers  should  not  be  obliged  t 
defray  their  expenses  when  the  service  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  state-

The  following  Act  and  Joint  Resolution  of  tbe  General  Assembly  of  tbis  State 
at  its  January  Session,  1880,  are  published  for  the  information  and  government 
of  all  concerned : 

I.  Chapter  795. 

An  Act  in  amendment  of  Section  80,  Chapter  760,  of  the  Public  Laws,  entitled 
"An  Act  to  revise,  consolidate  and  amend  the  several  acts  of  the  State 
"  relating  to  *  The  Militia.* " 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  80  of  Chapter  760  of  the  Public  Laws  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  in  the  first  clause  thereof  the  word  '*  three"  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  *'five,"  so  that  said  clause  shall  read  as  follows: 

"  Sec.  80.  The  organizations  comprising  the  Brigade  of  Rhode  Island  Militia 
shall  perform  five  consecutive  days  of  camp  duty  in  each  year." 

II.  Resolution  making  an  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  uniforms  for  the 
use  of  the  State  Militia: 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  |80,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  uniforms  for  the  use  of 
the  Rhode  Island  Militia,  in  accordance  with  Sections  64,  65  and  66,  of  Chapter 
700,  Public  Laws  of  1879.

The  following  uniform,  having  heen  approved  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  is 
hereby  prescribed  to  be  worn  by  the  officers  of  his  staff  and  by  the  officers  and 
enlisted  men  of  the  Brigade  of  Rhode  Island  Militia,  upon  all  occasions  of  duty 
performed  under  the  requirements  of  the  law  or  under  orders  of  the  Commander- 
in-Chief,  unless  otherwise  specially  permitted. 

Upon  voluntary  parades  or  excursions,  any  organization  may  wear  such  private 
uniform  as  has  already  been  approved,  or  may  hereafter  be  approved  by  the 
Commander-in-Chief. 

COATS. 

,  FULL  DRESS  FOR  OFFICERS. 

All  officers  shall  wear  a  double-breasted  frock  coat  of  dark-blue  cloth,  the  skirt 
to  extend  from  one-half  to  three-fourths  the  distance  from  the  hip  joint  to  the 
bend  of  the  knee. 

Far  a  Brigadier-Oeneral—Tvro  rows  of  buttons  on  the  breast,  eight  in  each  row, 
placed  by  pairs;  the  distance  between  each  row  five  and  one-half  inches  at  top, 
and  three  and  one-half  inches  at  bottom ;  stand-up  collar,  not  less  than  one  nor 
more  than  two  inches  in  height,  to  hook  in  front  at  the  bottom  and  slope  thence 
up  and  backward  at  an  angle  of  thirty  degrees  on  each  side,  corners  rounded;

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  G&neral  Assejnbly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  at 
their  January  Session,  A.  D.  1881: 

The  Railroad  Commissioner  has  the  honor  of  presenting  the  follow- 
ing report: 

In  railroad  matters,  the  year  jast  closed  is  a  marked  one,  standing 
ont  preeminently  in  increasing  the  mileage  of  track  through  oar  whole 
land. 

Enterprises  which  had  been  projected  in  former  years,  having  laid 
dormant  for  the  few  yOars  past,  have  been  revived  and  many  new  plans 
projected.  The  ''Railway  Age/'  which  is  undoabted  authority,  is  re- 
ported as  stating  that  neariy  7,500  miles  of  additional  track  have  been 
Iwd  daring  the  year,  which  is  in  excess  of  any  previous  year,  either  in 
oar  own  or  in  any  foreign  country. 

Id  our  own  State  an  increase  of  about  two  miles  of  track  has  been 
made,  and  a  decidedly  better  feeling  is  manifested,  and  more  confi- 
dence shown  for  still  further  extension. 

Earnest  efforts  will  soon  be  apparent  in  endeavoring  so  to  increase 
the  mileage  of  two  of  our  roads  as  to  add  to  each  of  them  more  than 
they  now  have.  I  am  also  informed  that  a  charter  granted  several 
years  since,  to  open  up  a  portion  of  our  State,  hitherto  entirely  over- 
looked, for  railroad  facilities,  and  eadly  needing  them,  has  of  late  re- 
ceived earnest  attention  from  interested  parties,  and  another  annual 
report  may  show  that  work  has  actually  commenced. 
When  the   Providence  and   Springfield   Railroad   is  extended    to 
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Palmer,  the  Rhode  Island  and  Maaeach uaetta  to 
dcnce,  Warren  and  Bristol  to  the  centi-al  depot 
Road  built,  then  wo  can  say  that  oor  citizens  do

During  the  year,  I  received  two  communications  from  the  Honora- 
ble Town  Council  of  Pawtucket,  setting  forth  that  the  patrons  of  the 
Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  residing  at  Woodlawn, 
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did  not  have  sach  depot  accommodations  as  to  protect  them  from  the 
inclemencies  of  the  seasons.  I  promptly  .wrote  the  railroad  corpora- 
tion, and  the  result  is,  a  new  and  convenient  station  has  been  erected 
there. 

I  also  received  a  communication  from  the  patrons  of  the  Pontiac 
Branch  Railroad  Company,  representing  a  total  want  of  depot  accom- 
modations throughout  their  entire  road,  but  more  especially  at  the 
State  Farm.  I  addressed  a  note  to  this  railroad  corporation  and  re- 
ceived a  reply  wherein  it  was  stated  that  their  road  was  leased  and 
operated  by  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston  Railroad  Com- 
pany; that  when  certain  unsettled  business  matters  now  pending 
between  these  corporations  were  settled,  they  proposed  to  promptly 
erect  suitable  depot  accommodations  at  their  various  stopping  places. 
This  work  is  now  put  down  under  the  head  of  new  work  contemplated 
for  the  coming  year,  in  their  report. 

I  also  received  a  large  number  of  verbal  remonstrances  against  the 
method  of  lighting  the  cars  of  the  Providence,  Warren  and  Bristol 
Bailroad  Company.  Section  3,  Chapter  517,  of  the  Statutes  of  our 
State,  plainly  states  that  nothing  except  gas  or  candles  shall  be  used 
for  lighting.  This  corporation,  to  conform  to  the  letter  of  the  law, 
did  provide  two  candles  for  each  car,  a  suflBcient  number  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  law,  but  not  suflficient  to  scarcely  enable  the  pas- 
;  lenders  to  distinguish  one  another.  I  promptly  wrote  the  Superin- 
tendent of  this  railroad  corporation  that  Section  2,  Chapter  145, 
required  each  railroad  corporation  to  '*  furnish  reasonable  and  proper 
facilities  and  accommodations"  for  passengers,  and  that  Section  20 
of  the  same  chapter,  made  it  obligatory  upon  the  Railroad  Commis- 
iioner  to  report  to  the  General  Assembly  when  such  accommodations 
were  not  furnished.  I  further  stated,  that  in  my  opinion,  suitable 
and  sufficient  light  was  certainly  included  in  the  "reasonable  and 
proper  facilities  and  accommodation  "  devolving  upon  them  to  provide. 
I  referred  them  to  the  chapter  and  section  of  the  law,  and  tlien  added, 
that  in  my  judgment,  five,  or  at  least  four  candles  were  actually  requi- 
site for  each   ordinary  long  passenger  car.     To  this  they  reply  that 
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there  is  no  penaltj  specified  in  the  law,  and  the  cost  of  candle  barneis 
are  quite  expensive.     Additional  remonstrances  from  the  pafisengeit 
continued  to  be  made  until  at  last  the  candles  were  removed  and  mis*^ 
eral  oil  used.     The  law  makes  it  my  duty  to  report  to  yoar  faonorabh 
body,  and  I  therefore  do  report,  that  this  corporation,  knowingly  anl 
intentionally,  violates  the  letter  and  spirit  of  your  law,  and  sets  at  de- 
fiance the  law  emanating  from  that  source  that  gives  theai   their  onlf 
legal  existence.     This  is  not  the  proper  time  or  place    to   discos 
whether  gas  or  candles  alone  should  be  used,  for  such  is  the  law  of 
our  State.     One  accident  has  already  occurred  in  our  State,  resultinf^' 
in  the  loss  of  several  lives,  and  no  one  doubted  that  oil  from  tha 
broken  lamps,  spilled  upon  the  floor,  on  which  were  the   loose,  bol 
coals  from  the  broken  and  overturned  stoves,  added  materially  to  the 
rapidity  of  the  flames,  adding  also  to  the  loss  of  life.     No  one  caa 
long  doubt  now  what  the  verdict  of  a  jury  would  be  if  life  was  lost  oa 
cars  where  oil  was  used  in  direct  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  State,  if 
it  only  could  be  proven  that  the  oil  from  the  lamps  added  fuel  to  the 
flames.     To  burn  oil  in  cars,  especially  mineral  oil,  lamps  made  of 
glass  would  not,  of  course,  be  used,  and  the  mutal  lamp  was  never  yet 
made  that  would  remain  perfectly  tight.     Let  those  lamps  be  removed 
entirely  from  the  cars,  there  would  not  be  any  difficulty  in  ascertain* 
ing  precisely  where  the  lamps  had  been,  because  the  droppings  of  oil , 
upon  the  floor  would  plainly  show  the  spot.     The  idea  and  aim,  then, 
being  to  render  car  traveling  safe  as  possible  under  all  circa mstaaceSi 
the  only  point  is,  will  the  floor  of  a  car  be  more  liable  to  burn  by  being 
saturated,  and  with  daily  additions  made  to  it,  or  is  it  more  safe  with- 
out the  oily  wood  being  added  to  the  flames? 

I  therefore  recommend  an  amendment  to  the  law,  specifying  that  at 
least  four  candles  shall  be  used  to  each  ordinary  passenger  car,  and 
providing  a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  the  law. 

An  item  in  one  of  our  daily  papers  stated,  a  short  time  since,  that 
the  first  morning  train  on  one  of  our  roads  after  quite  a  severe 
storm  during  the  night,  was  delayed,  owing  to  quite  a  number  of  tde- 
graph  poles  having  b^en  blown  across  the  track,  and  to  remove  them 
it  was  found  necessary  to  send  to  the  nearest  house  for  an  axe. 
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I  immediately  wrote  the  Superintendent  for  an  explanation,  at  the 
flame  time  informing  him  that  Section  3,  Chapter  517,  of  the  laws  of 
oar  State,  required  an  axe,  iron  bar  and  pail  to.be  carried  on  each  car 
med  for  the  transportation  of  passengers.  1  received  a  reply  from 
him  stating  it  was  their  custom  always  to  carry  these  articles,  but  that 
they  were  always  carried  on  the  engine,  and  this  engine  being  a  new 
one,  and  almost  its  first  trip,  they  had  not  been  provided. 

It  is  not  long  since,  when  a  serious  accident  occurred  in  our  own 
State,  where  a  car  was  overturned  and  left  standing  on  its  end.  One 
of  the  passengers  was  thrown  into  one  of  the  corners  of  this  end  of  the 
ear,  and  the  seats  being  moved  from  their  fastenings,  and  thrown  on 
to  him,  securely  wedged  him  in.  Then  the  fire  from  the  overturned 
fltoTe  spread  rapidly,  and  he,  through  an  open  window  frame,  spoke 
to  persons  standing  near,  informing  them  he  was  not  hurt,  but  if  he 
had  an  axe,  he  could  speedily  release  himself.  No  axe  being  found, 
he  was  burned  to  death,  hence  the  law  requiring  an  ax^  for  each  car. 

Some  over  prudent  railroad  employes  argue  that  it  would  not  be  safe 
to  have  an  axe  and  bar  exposed  to  sight,  fearing  they  might  get  into 
the  hands  of  some  intoxicated  person  who  would  do  much  harm  with 
them.  I  believe  our  national  laws  require  two  axes  to  be  kept  in  plain 
Bight  on  each  steamboat  used  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  and 
tt  the  passengers  have  very  much  more  freedom  in  moving  about  in  a 
hoat  than  they  possibly  can  in  a  car,  and  as  I  have  yet  to  hear  of  the 
ease  where  the  axes  were  used  as  they  intimate  they  might  be,  it  seems 
to  me  this  argument  falls. 

As,  in  the  case  of  caudles,  the  only  aim  is,  to  be  provided  against 
ooQtingeocy,  it  does  seem  to  me  that  all  those  articles  are  absolutely 
essential,  and  although  our  laws  require  them,  there  is  no  penalty 
luuned  for  not  providing  them.  The  better  place  to  carry  them  is  in 
&  box  under  the  centre  of  the  car  on  the  outside.  It  is  not  easy  to 
imagine  any  situation  of  the  cars  whereby  they  could  not  then  easily 
he  got  at,  and  they  certainly  would  be  out  of  the  way  and  reach  of 
the  intoxicated  passengers.  I  recommend  an  amendment  to  Section 
3>  Chapter  517,  naming  a  penalty  for  not  providing  the  articles 
ennmerated  in  the  section. 
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During  the  year  I  have  twice  attended  meetings  of  committees  of 
the  City  Government  of  Providence,  wherein  were  pending  petitions 
for  the  lay-out  of  highways  crossing  at  grade  our  railroad  tracks.  Ir 
each  inst^ance  the  petitioners  had  leave  to  withdraw. 

I  also  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Honorable  Town  Council  of  Lin- 
coln, where  a  petition  had  been  presented  for  the  lay-out  of  a  highway 
crossing  at  grade  the  tracks  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  and  Provi- 
dence and  Worcester  Rsiilroad  Companies,  near  the  Linen  Mill.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  a  highway  there  is  needed,  if  it  could  be  safe,  bat  it 
seemed  to  me  that  no  place  could  possibly  be  selected  that  could  be  so 
full  of  danger.  This  highway  will  be  obliged  to  cross  four  regular  tracks 
and  two  side  tracks,  thus  compelling  the  vehicles  to  be  driven  over  six 
sets  of  tracks.  I  stated  at  this  meeting  of  the  Honorable  Goancil 
there  were  one  hundred  and  six  trains  that  would  daily  pass  this  cross- 
ing, and  since  that  time  seven  additional  trains  have  been  added,  mak- 
ing now  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  thirteen  trains  each  day.  One 
would  think  that  this  very  large  number  of  trains,  under  the  most 
favorable  circumstances  would  deter  the  powers  that  be  from  laying 
out  a  highway  there,  but  there  are  other  facts  still  more  unfavorable. 
The  location  of  the  mill  itself  most  decidedly  obstructs  the  view  of 
the  track,  approaching  from  one  direction,  and  the  side  tracks  of  these 
corporations  having  been  expressly  built  to  leave  cars  upon,  if  left 
there,  adds  more  to  the  obstructions  (»f  sight  of  the  road.  I  said  all  ■ 
that  I  could  against  granting  the  petition,  suggesting  that  the  high- 
way be  laid  out  under,  or  over  the  tracks,  but  without  avail,  as  the 
petition  was  granted.  I  understand,  however,  that  the  corporations 
have  appealed.  If  the  decision  of  the  Council  is  sustained  I  sadly  fear 
that  many  accidents  must  inevitably  occur  there.  It  is  considered  risk 
enough,  generally  speaking,  to  drive  across  a  single  track,  but  when  it 
is  necessary  to  drive  across  six,  four  of  which  are  almost  in  constant 
use,  where  trains  will  be  approaching  at  the  same  moment  from  oppo- 
site directions,  it  will  be  miraculous  if  the  loss  of  life  is  not  frequently 
recorded  there. 

During  the  year  I  received  a  petition  from  the  citizens  residing  near 
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Diamond  Hill^  a  station  of  the  Rhode  Island  and  Massachusetts  Bail- 
road  Company,  asking  that  prompt  arrangements  should  be  made  to 
afford  them  suitable  protection  against  the  weather  by  affording  them 
a  station  honse.  I  promptly  wrote  this  corporation,  and  they  replied, 
informing  me  that  the  subject  would  receive  their  early  attention.  It  is 
now  nearly  three  years  since  this  corporation  commenced  business,  and 
although  they  have  leased  their  road  to  the  New  York  and  Now  Eng- 
land Railroad  Company,  who  have  since  operated  it,  still  very  serious 
blame  rests  upon  somebody  for  not  giving  the  patrons  of  the  road  the 
rights  and  protection  given  them  in  the  law. 

Having  heard  a  rumor  of  the  peculiar  condition  of  a  highway  in 
Cranston,  where  a  bridge  had  recently  been  built  over  the  track  of  the 
Pontiac  Branch  Railroad  Company,  I  visited  it  and  found  it,  if  possi- 
ble, to  be  worse  than  practically  impassable.     The  bridge  was  built  to 
conform  to  law  as  to  the  specified  height  over  the  trar;k,  built  by  the 
railroad  company,  and  the  fillings  on  either  side  made,  as  they  allege, 
in  conformity  to  their  contract.     The  fill  was  so  short  that  the  rise 
was  80  steep  as  to  be  practically  impassable  for  teams.     In  order,  then, 
to  cross  the  track,  as  it  was  a  public  highway,  persons  driving  had 
made  a  new  driveway  for  themselves,  crossing  the  railroad  track  at 
grade,  and  selecting  a  place  close  to  the  bridge,  where  the  bridge  itself 
woald  prevent  them  from  seeing  the  trains.     This  was  full  of  danger, 
and  I  immediately  wrote  the  Honorable  Town  Council  of  Cranston  in 
regard  to  it.     I  have  not  received  any  reply,  but  was  informed  that 
work  was  promptly  done  on  the  highway. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  wj  last  report  I  suggested  radical 
changes  in  our  laws  relating  to  powers  to  lay  out  highways,  crossing 
milroad  tracks  at  grade,  or  to  lay  out  railroad  tracks  crossing  high- 
ways at  grade.  The  more  consideration  I  give  to  this  subject  the 
more  I  am  impressed  with  the  actual  necessity  of  entrusting  such  pow- 
ers to  only  one  source,  and  it  does  seem  to  me  that  if  a  Board  of  High- 
way Commissioners  were  appointed  by  your  honorable  body,  that  it 
would  prove  highly  advantageous  in  every  respect.  Each  year  adds  to 
the  Wat  of  loss  of  life  and  limb  at  these  crossings,  and  the  number  of 
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these  crossings  should  be  reduced  instead  of  additional  ones  being  so 
easily  obtained.  If  human  life  and  limb  are  worth  preserving  every 
precaution  should  be  taken  to  secure  it. 

There  are  a  few  suggestions  that  I  would  offer  in  reference  to  the 
general  railroad  law  of  our  State.  There  is  nothing  in  the  law  requir- 
ing corporations  to  fence  their  roads,  but  it  has  been  the  custom  to 
depend  for  this  requirement  by  inserting  it  in  their  respective  charters. 
One  charter  was  recently  granted  where  it  was  entirely  overlooked,  and 
when  an  accident  occurred  which  resulted  in  the  loss  of  several  val- 
uable cows,  by  being  upon  the  track,  a  carious  question  arose  as  to 
where  the  liability  was.  There  is  no  doubt  but  what  each  railroad 
corporation  should  not  only  be  required  to  erect  fences  upon  the  line 
of  their  road,  bat  should  also  be  required  to  maintain  them  at  all 
times  in  good  repair. 

One  other  matter.  Persons  obtaining  charters  for  railroad  corpora- 
tions, when  they  think  their  road  finished,  and  their  rolling  stock 
ready,  commence  running  their  trains  long  before  any  station  hoases 
are  erected  for  protection  of  the  passengers  or  of  the  freight.  As  to 
the  latter,  the  corporation  is  undoubtedly  bound  to  deliver  freight  in 
as  good  order  as  they  receive  it,  but  what  is  to  be  done  for  the  ladies 
and  children  waiting  at  these  stopping  places  in  storms  and  cold,  and 
beat,  waiting  for  these  overdue,  belated  trains? 

I  therefore  recommend  an  amendment  to  the  general  law,  requiring 
fences  on  the  roads  to  be  erected  and  forever  maintained  by  the  rail- 
road corporations;  also  another  amendment,  not  allowing  the  railroad 
corporations  to  run  their  trains  until  suitable  station  houses  for  pas- 
sengers and  freight  shall  have  been  erected. 

ACCIDENTS. 

The  year  will  ever  remain  noted  for  its  unusual  number  of  accidents, 
both  marine  and  inland.  Commencing,  as  it  did,  with  the  fearful 
accident  in  Europe,  each  week,  almost,  has  added  to  the  list,  until  the 
aggregate  presents  a  fearful  record.  We  can  only  hope  that  the  years 
of  the  future  will  not  enter  into  competition  in  this  line.

In  oar  own  State  the  number  is  considerably  in  excess  of  the  previ- 
cos  year.  I  report  those  only  that  resulted  in  loss  of  life^  or  serious 
injury,  while  at  the  same  time  my  attention  has  been  called  to  a  larger 
DQDiber  than  I  even  now  report,  where  the  result  was  of  so  trivial  a 
nature  as  not  to  demand  any  investigation.  In  addition  to  these,  the 
accidents  resolting  in  serious  damage  to  locomotives  and  cars,  have 
been  anprecedently  large,  both  in  number  and  in  amount  of  damage. 

The  following  is  the  record  of  the  year: 

Joseph  Kellt,  formerly  master  mechanic  in  the  employ  of  the 
Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  was  somewhat  injured 
January  14tb,  by  a  train  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Com- 
pany, while  walking  in  the  yard  near  the  depot  in  Providence.  His 
own  statement  to  me  was  ^'  that  he  did  not  wish  to  charge  any  care- 
lessness on  the  part  of  any  employ^." 

Daxiel  Crawshaw,  a  cripple,  was  injured  January  20tli,  in  at- 
tempting to  get  on  a  car  of  the  Union  Railroad  Company,  on  North 
Main  street^  Providence.  This  corporation  assumed  all  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  accident  and  made  a  settlement,  therefore  no  investiga- 
tion was  made. 

JoHK  Vauohak  was  injured  January  30th.  He  was  found  on  the 
rear  platform  of  a  car  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad 
Company,  on  the  Valley  Falls  inward  train.  His  own  statement  to 
the  conductor  was,  *^  that  he  was  standing  on  the  steps  holding  on  to 
the  iron  railing,  and  leaning  out,  he  came  in  contact  with  a  bridge.'' 
Such  being  his  own  representation,  and  being  where  he  had  no  right 
to  be,  I  did  not  deem  any  investigation  called  for. 

Sanford  Newman  Bradford  was  killed  February  14th,  by  a 
freight  train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  near 
Woonsocket.  When  first  seen  by  the  engineer,  he  was  crawling  on 
bis  hands  and  knees  across  the  track,  only  a  few  yards  in  advance  of 
the  train.  The  brakes  were  promptly  applied,  but  the  accident  was 
onavoidable. 
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F^ANK  EiERNAN  Wild  injured  March  let  The  passenger  train  of 
the  ProvideDce  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company  leaving  Providence 
at  11  P.  M.^  for  Valley  Falls,  had  jnst  started  from  the  depot,  when 
Mr.  Eiernan  jumped  on  to  the  front  platform  of  the  smoking  car. 
As  the  conductor  approached  him,  he  either  jumped  off  or  fell  off. 
The  train  was  stopped  and  backed  and  he  was  found  walking  towards 
the  train  with  his  face  bruised  and  cut.  As  the  train  was  in  motion 
when  he  attempted  to  jnmp  on,  he,  at  the  same  time,  assumed  all  the 
liability,  and  I  did  not  deem  any  formal  investigation  requisite. 

John  T.  Dolan,  Jr.,  and  Michael  Murray,  two  boys,  were 
severely  injured  April  6th,  by  a  train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester 
Railroad  Company,  the  first  so  severely  that  he  died  the  same  day,  and 
the  other  quite  Beriously  injured  in  his  head,  besides  having  two  toes 
cut  off.  They  were  discovered  by  the  rear  brakeman  after  they  had 
just  passed  Martin  street  bridge.  Providence.  Neither  the  engineer, 
or  fireman,  who  were  on  the  lookout,  or  any  one  else  on  the  train,  or 
elsewhere,  saw  these  boys  before  the  accident.  The  presumption  is, 
that  they  must  have  jumped  or  fallen  from  the  side  of  the  bank  into 
the  passing  train.

Patrick  Leonard  was  fatally  injured  March  18th,  between  Albion 
and  Manville,  by  the  7  P.  M.  train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester 
Railroad  Company,  from  Providence.  When  first  seen  by  the  engi- 
neer, he  was  lying  on  the  track  about  one  hundred  feet  off.  The 
brakes  were  instantly  applied,  but  without  avail.  The  man's  condi- 
tion was  the  sole  cause  of  the  accident. 

John  Kellahan  was  fatally  injured  May  1st,  on  the  Warren  Av- 
enue Crossing,  East  Providence.  A  regular  train  of  the  Providence, 
Warren  and  Bristol  Railroad  Company,  leaves  the  station  at  Benefit 
street  each  Saturday  evening  at  11  o'clock.  As  is  customary,  this 
train  backed  down  from  the  station  to  this  crossing,  the  headlight  was 
lighted,  and  the  bell  was  continuously  rung  from  the  starting  of  the 
train  to  this  crossing,  and  a  brakeman  was  stationed  on  the  platform 
of  the  rear  car,  (which,  as  the  train  was  backing,  was  the  front  end  of 
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the  train,)  and  bad  a  lighted  lantern.     The  man  was  not  discovered 
ontil  after  the  train  had  stopped  at  this  crossings  when  he  was  then 
taken  ont  between  the  driving  wheels  of  the  engine  and  truck  wheels 
of  the  tender,  where  he  was  fonnd^  with  his  left  leg  taken  oft  just 
below  the   knee^  and  the  right  leg  jnst  above  the  ankle;  also  injured 
in  the  head.      He  was  sent  to  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital,  where  he 
died  in   the  morning.     There  is  a  mystery  connected  with  this  acci- 
dent, wliich,  so  far,  1  have  not  been  enabled  to  unravel.     A  lady  liv- 
ing   in    the    immediate  neighborhood  of  this  crossing,  some  fifteen 
minutes  before  the  train  came,  heard  groaning  so  loud  as  to  awake  her 
from  sleep.      She  got  up  and  went  to  the  window  and  satisfied  herself 
that  the  groaning  came  from  a  human  being  between  the  railroad  en- 
closures, and  sent  her  boy,  a  lad  about  thirteen  years  of  age  to  find 
one  to  ascertain  in  regard  to  it.     The  only  person  he  could  find 
the  switchman,  and  as  the  coming  train  was  then  in  sight  and 
lear,  he  could  not  leave  his  post.     The  surgeon,  who  resided  near 
by,  and  who  was  immediately  called  after  the  accident,  testified  that 
he    '^  thought  the  injuries  on  the  head  were  not  from  the  cars,  but 
were  caused  by  a  fall,  hitting  a  stone  or  a  sleeper  after  the  fall."    The 
primary  cause  of  the  accident  was  either  a  fall  or  foul  means. 

ADBr.ARD  Lacrosse  was  killed  June  11th,  near  the  station  in  Paw- 
tacket,  by  a  passenger  train  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Eailroad 
Company-  There  were  several  boys  playing  behind  some  cars  standing 
on  the  side  track.  When  the  engineer  first  saw  them,  they  suddenly 
Appeared  some*  ten  or  fifteen  rods  in  advance  of  the  engine.  The  en- 
gineer at  once  gave  the  danger  signal  and  kept  it  up,  at  the  same  time 
applying  the  power  brake,  the  bell  being  ringing  at  the  time.  This 
boy  was  struck  and  thrown  on  to  the  forward  part  of  the  engine,  and 
was  so  injared  that  he  died  shortly  after.  They  were  so  engrossed  in 
their  play  that  they  did  not  pay  any  attention  to  the  signals.  The 
cause  of  this  accident  was,  that  the  boys  were  where  they  ought  not  to 
have  been,  and  whore  they  had  no  right  to  be. 

Baohbi*  R  Bathbone  broke  her  right  hip  in  attempting  to  jump 
ffom  a  car  of  the  Union  Railroad  Company  June  15th,  near  the  cor- 
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ner  of  Broad  and  Chestnut  streets^  Providence.  I  found  her  at  Um 
Rhode  Island  Hospital,  w^here  she  testified  that  she  got  on  to  the  car 
at  the  Park  Garden  between  10  and  11  o'clock,  P.  M.,  then  when  the 
car  stopped  for  some  one  to  get  off,  she,  without  informing  either  the 
conductor  or  the  driver  that  she  wished  to  get  off,  or  even  looking  to 
see  where  the  conductor  was,  because  she  did  not  consider  it  necessaij 
as  long  as  the  car  had  stopped,  she  attempted  to  get  off  just  as  the  car 
started,  fell,  and  received  her  injuries.  She  was  promptly  cared  for, 
but  the  whole  cause  of  the  accident  rested  on  herself. 

Lewis  Thomas,  fatally  injured  June  2'4th,  by  a  switching  engine 
of  the  Providence  and  Stoniogton  Steamship  Company,  in  the  yard  at 
Fox  Point,  Providence,  lie  was  employed  as  fireman  on  the  engine, 
and  while  the  engine  was  moving,  and  he  standing  on  the  framework 
in  front  wiping  some  parts  of  the  engine,  fell  off,  and  was  run  over, 
crushing  his  left  leg.  He  was  properly  cared  for,  and  was  sent  to  the 
Rhode  Island  Hospital,  where  he  died  the  next  morning.  The  acci- 
dent was  unavoidable. 

JoHK  DoKKELLY,  a  man  about  eighty  years  of  age,  was  killed  June 
28th,  by  cars  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Company,  while 
walking  on  the  track  near  West  River  street  bridge.  Providence. 
When  first  seen  by  the  engineer  he  was  about  ten  or  fifteen  rods  in 
advance  of  the  train,  with  a  railroad  sleeper  on  his  back  going  on  to 
the  bridge.  The  engineer  immediately  commenced  tooting,  applied 
the  air  brake,  and  reversed  the  engine,  the  bell  being  ringing  all  the 
time.  The  man  did  not  notice  either  of  the  signals.  It  was  the  9.15 
A.  M.  train  from  Providence,  the  train  was  on  time,  and  ike  day  was 
bright  and  clear.  The  man  was  struck  by  the  cow  catcher  and  lived 
only  some  five  or  ten  minutes.  The  sole  cause  of  the  accident  was 
the  man  himself. 

William  Pbarob,  fatally  injured  August  7th,  in  East  Providence, 
while  walking  on  the  track  of  the  Providence,  Warren  and  Bristol 
Railroad  Company.  It  was  a  regular  passenger  train  leaving  Provi- 
dence at  4.20  P.  M.,  and  was  on  time  at  place  of  accident  When 
first  seen  by  the  engineer,  he  was  about  the  length  of  six  cars  off, 
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walking  from  the  train,  and  a  safe  distance  from  the  track.  A  curve 
in  the  road  prevented  him  from  being  seen  before.  When  abont  the 
length  of  four  cars  from  the  train,  he  moved  nearer  the  track  of  the 
approaching  train,  when  the  engineer  blew  the  whistle,  and  the  man 
at  just  about  the  same  moment  stepped  on  to  the  track.  The  power 
brake  was  then  applied,  and  the  engine  was  reversed,  bat  he  was  hit 
and  ^tally  injured.  The  accident  could  not  have  been  avoided,  and 
the  sole  cause  of  it  was  the  man  himself.  There  was  no  crossing  at 
this  place. 

JsNNiB  Spikk,  a  child  three  years  of  age,  was  killed  August  18th, 
near  Greenwich,  by  cars  of  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston 
Railroad  Company.  She  was  left  sitting  alone  on  the  track.  It  was 
a  Tegular  freight  train,  and  left  Providence  at  3.22  P.  M.  The  child 
was  looking  towards  the  water.  When  first  seen  she  was  about  six 
knndred  feet  from  the  train.  The  engineer  blew  the  whistle,  the  child 
tamed,  ran  across  the  track,  then  turned,  ran  across  both  tracks, 
tamed  again,  and  ran  and  sat  down  on  the  track  of  the  coming  train. 
She  was  hit,  her  head  being  found  on  one  side  of  the  rail,  and  her 
body  between  the  rails.  No  power  on  earth  could  have  avoided  the 
accident,  because  until  almost  up  to  the  last  moment,  the  train  would 
bare  passed  clear,  but  at  that  moment,  when  too  late  to  stop,  she  sat 
between  the  rails. 

William  P.  Lanowobtht,  a  gentleman  seventy-eight  years  of  age, 
was  quite  seriously  injured  August  19th,  in  attempting  to  get  off  a  car 
of  the  Union  Bailroad  Company  near  Hammond  street.  Providence. 
I  foaad  him  at  the  residence  of  his  son  on  Gilmore  street,  when  he 
Stated,  he  was  in  an  open  car,  he  did  not  say  anything  to  the  conduc- 
tor that  he  wanted  to  get  off,  but  inr  attempting  to  get  off,  when  his  feet 
touched  the  ground  he  found  the  car  was  moving  very  much  faster 
than  he  expected,  he  fell  and  broke  his  thigh  bone,  and  added  that  he 
blamed  no  one  but  himself.  After  the  accident  the  conductor  helped 
bim  into  a  store  near  by,  and  then  procuring  a  conveyance  sent  him 
to  the  residence  of  his  son. 

T.  O'Neil,  a  Boston  police  officer,  was  instantly  killed  August  25th, 
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by  falling  from  a  train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad.  Com- 
pany,  near  the  slaughter  houses  in  Providence.  The  train  left  the 
station  in  Providence  at  8.30  P.  M.  The  brakeman  noticed  the  man 
standing  on  the  rear  platform  of  the  rear  car,  and  told  him  there  was 
plenty  of  room  forward,  and  also  told  him  to  go  into  the  car.  There 
was  a  notice  on  the  door  of  the  car  forbidding  passengers  from  riding 
on  the  platforms.  By  not  heeding  the  order  of  the  brakem.an^  or  gov- 
erning himself  by  the  notice,  he  took  his  life  in  his  own  hands,  and 
assamed  the  whole  responsibility  of  the  accident. 

JoHK  Morgan,  injared  Angnst  26th,  by  lying  upon  the  track  of 
the  Narragansett  Pier  Railroad  Company,  near  the  Beach  Grossing. 
It  was  a  regular  train  leaving  Kingston  a  few  minutes  before  9  P.  M. 
The  headlight  was  lighted;  and  the  train  was  on  time  at  the  place  of 
accident.  When  first  seen  by  the  engineer  he  was  only  some  five  or 
six  rods  from  the  train,  lying  on  the  track.  The  engineer  immediately 
threw  off  his  engine  on  to  the  back  gear.  The  whistle  was  blown,  and 
the  bell  had  been,  and  actually  was,  ringing  at  the  time  of  the  acci- 
dent. The  man  was  hit  by  the  pilot,  thrown  off  the  track,  one  arm 
broken,  one  toe  cut  off  and  otherwise  considerably  bruised.  He  after- 
wards stated  to  the  engineer  that  he  had  been  drinking,  that  he  sav 
the  headlight,  heard  the  whistle,  but  could  not  get  out  of  it.  The 
man's  condition  was  the  sole  cause  of  the  accident. 

Thomas  D.  Bassett  was  injured  August  28th,  in  the  central  depots 
Providence,  by  cars  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Com- 
pany. He  was  sitting  on  the  hunter  in  the  station,  with  his  hands 
lying  over  the  side,  when  a  train  of  cars  backed  up  from  the  opposite 
direction  in  which  he  was  looking,  hitting  his  hand,  aud  severely  in- 
juring three  of  his  fingers.  He  was  sent  to  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital 
If  he  had  not  been  where  he  ought  not  to  have  been,  no  accident 
would  have  occurred. 

Bekjamik  Crossly  was  instantly  killed  August  30th,  by  cars  of 
the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  while  walking  on 
the  track  near  Charles  street  crossing.  Providence.  It  was  a  regular 
train  coming  in,  nearly  on  time,  running  between  thirty  and   forty 
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miles  per  hoar.  When  first  seen  by  the  engineer  he  was  only  some 
iwenty-fiye  or  thirty  feet  ofE,  having  at  that  moment  stepped  there. 
The  whistle  was  blown  and  the  brakes  applied.  The  bell  was  ringing 
and  had'  been  for  some  eighty  rods  back.  The  man  did  not  look  up 
until  the  train  had  almost  hit  him,  when  he  endeavored  to  get  out  of 
the  way,  bat  it  was  too  late.     The  accident  was  unavoidable. 

Bernard  MoLauqhlin  was  killed  September  7th,  near  Benedict 
Pond,  Providence,  by  cars  of  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston 
Bailroad  Company.  It  was  the  regular  steamboat  train,  and  left  the  sta- 
tion in  Providence  at  7. 10  P.  M.  When  the  man  was  first  seen  by  the  fire- 
man he  was  only  some  thirty  or  forty  feet  off,  a  sharp  curve  prevented 
him  from  being  seen  before,  and  was  then  walking  on  the  other  track, 
coming  towards  this  train,  and  in  a  safe  position.  He  then  walked  on 
to  the  track  of  the  coming  train  and  laid  down,  and  there  was  not 
time  either  to  give  the  signal  for  danger,  or  to  ring  the  bell.  As  the 
headlight  was  lighted,  the  cause  of  the  accident  remains  inexplainable. 

Thomas  IIiggins  was  discovered  by  the  engineer  of  the  Shore  Line 
train  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Company,  that  left 
Providence  at  4.55  A.  M.,  September  26th,  lying  on  the  track  near 
the  slaughter  houses,  near  Providence.  He  was  taken  up  just  alive, 
having  a  bad  cat  in  his  head,  and  sent  to  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital, 
and  died  there.  He  was  undoubtedly  hit  by  some  passing  train,  but 
I  am  not  able  to  find  any  one  able  to  give  me  any  further  information. 

Hart  Thayer  was  found  in  the  evening  of  October  2d,  near  the 
switch-house  near  Central  Falls  station,  lying  with  her  shoulder  on 
the  track.  The  switchman  moved  her,  but  she  lived  but  a  very  few  min- 
Qtes.  Three  trains  had  passed  this  place  within  the  previous  twenty- 
five  minutes,  but  no  one  on  either  tmin  saw  her.  As  no  marks  could 
be  found  on  either  of  the  engines  of  those  trains,  the  probabilities  are 
that  she  staggered  into  one  of  the  passing  trains. 

October  7th  an  unknown  man  was  slightly  injured  in  attempting  to 
step  from  a  car  of  the  Union  Railroad  Company  near  Branch  avenue 
bridge,  while  the  car  was  in  motion.  He  declined  giving  his  name, 
because  he  said  the  accident  was  the  result  of  his  own  carelessness. 
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Horace  B.  Davis,  a  brakeman  in  the  employ  of  the  New  York, 
Providence  and  Boston  Railroad  Company,  was  killed  October  2l8ty 
by  coming  into  contact  with  a  bridge  near  Davisville. 

James  Carroll  was  injured  October  25th,  by  an  extra  freight  train 
of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  while  walking 
on  the  track  between  Woonsocket  and  Manville.  He  was  taken  to  the 
Rhode  Island  Hospital.  I  addressed  a  note  to  the  Superintendent  of 
this  Hospital  a  few  days  after,  which  informed  me  that  he  had  left  the 
Hospital.  I  then  addressed  a  note  to  the  man,  under  the  directions 
given  me,  but  did  not  receive  any  reply.  The  man's  condition  at  the 
time  of  the  accident  undonbtedly  was  the  sole  cause  for  it. 

Charles  Polset  was  instantly  killed  by  jumping  from  a  train  of 
the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company  October  30ch,  near 
Central  Falls.  It  was  a  special  train,  and  left  Providence  about  2.30 
A.  M.  It  was  a  long  and  heavy  train,  having  twenty-six  passenger 
cars  filled  with  passengers  returning  from  the  celebration  in  Provi- 
dence. He  stated  he  intended  to  reach  his  home  before  the  others 
did,  and  in  endeavoring  so  to  do  he  lost  his  life. 

John  E.  Knott,  an  employ6  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester 
Railroad  Company,  was  found  dead  on  the  track  November  6th,  near 
Valley  Falls.  When  last  seen  alive  he  said  he  was  going  to  Central 
Falls,  and  between  that  time  and  the  finding  of  the  body,  five  trains 
had  passed  the  place.  No  one  on  either  of  these  trains,  or  any  one 
else  that  I  can  find,  that  can  give  me  any  information  in  regard  to  the 
accident,  but  his  injuries  plainly  showed  that  he  was  hit  by  eome  pass- 
ing train. 

Patrick  Bbntley,  a  boy  about  fourteen  years  of  age,  was  slightly 
injured  in  attempting  to  jump  from  a  train  of  the  Providence  and 
Worcester  Railroad  Company,  near  Woonsocket,  when  the  train  was 
in  motion. 

Daniel  C.  Scovel,  a  conductor  in  the  employ  of  the  New  York 
and  New  England  Railroad  Company,  was  fatally  injured  November 
25th,  by  being  caught  between  two  cars  at  Cranston. 
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Patbxok:  !F£«aherty  was  somewhat  injured  December  19th,  in  step- 
ping from  a  car  of  the  Union  Railroad  Company  on  Broadway,  Provi- 
dence. Se  was  sent  to  the  Bhode  Island  Hospital,  and  when  I  called 
there  to  see  him,  I  found  he  had  been  discharged.  Not  being  able  to 
find  him   since,  I  shall  defer  the  report  of  the  accident  for  another 


JoBK^  Brax  was  fatally  injured  December  24th,  on  the  Warwick 
Bailroady  between  Rocky  Point  and  Warwick  stations.  He  had  trav- 
eled over  the  road  three  times  this  day,  and  finally  got  off  at  Warwick 
station  at  4.36  P.  M.,  and  was  under  the  influence  of  liquor  at  this 
time.  When  first  seen  by  the  engineer  of  the  train  causing  the  acci- 
denty  he  was  lying  on  the  ground  about  one  hundred  feet  off,  a  sharp 
carve  io  the  road  prevented  him  from  being  seen  before.  Steam  was 
immediately  shut  off,  air  brake  applied  and  engine  reversed.  The 
accident  happened  about  three  hundred  feet  from  the  platform  at 
Boeky  Point,  and  the  engineer  had  just  bio  wed  for  the  crossing,  and 
the  bell  was  ringing  at  the  time  of  the  accident.  The  sole  cause  of 
the  accident  was  the  condition  of  the  man. 

ThnB  ends  an  unusually  long  list  of  accidents.  Very  many  others 
irere  reported  to  me,  but  I  found  them  of  so  trivial  a  nature  as  not  to 
require  any  formal  investigation.

I  can  only  repeat  what  I  have  so  many  times  said  before,  that.jost 
so  long  as  persons  will  insist  upon  using  the  railroad  tracks  of  oar 
State  as  public  highways,  just  so  long  shall  we  be  called  upon  to  re- 
cord accidents.  To  report  thirty-one  accidents  within  twelve  months, 
nineteen  of  which  proved  fatal,  seems  a  fearful  record;  but  when  we 
see  the  well-beaten  footpaths  on  these  railroads,  and  investigate  the 
causes  of  the  accidents  themselves,  we  wonder  not  at  the  number,  bnt 
do  vf onder  there  were  not  more.

State  Auditor's  Office, 

Providence,  E.  L,  Jan.  27,  1881 

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island:

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  following  report  of  the  financial 
condition  of  our  State  government,  as  by  law  required,  showing  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31 ,  1880, 
with  the  exhibit  at  its  close,  as  found  upon  an  examination  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of   the  General  Treasurer.     The  receipts  were 
•671,158.05,  which,  with  balance  in  the  treasury,  January  Ist,  1880, 
$166,164.08,   make  the  sum  total  of  resources  for  the  year,  1837,-, 
322.13.     The  expenditures  were  $751,638.90,  including  1100,000  paid 
Commissioners  of   Sinking  Funds  ;    1161,920  for  interest  on  State 
bonds,  and  $2,067.59  paid  E.  I.  Hospital  Trust  Company,  for  interest 
on  over-drafts  during  the  year,  the  balance  in  the  treasury  December 
3l8t,  1880,  being  $85,683.23.     The  actual  expenses  of  the  State  gov- 
ernment for  the  year,  not  including  moneys  paid  sinking  funds  nor 
interest  on  State  bonds,  were  $499,718.90,  about  fifty  thousand  dollars 
in  excess  of  those  of  the  previous  year,  accounted  for  by  the  sums 
representing  moneys  paid  for  deficiencies  in  the  military  department 
for  1878,  uniforms  for  the  R.  I.  State  Militia,  and  purchase  of  furniture 
and  rent  on  account  of  Reform  School  building  in  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence.  A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year  is  append- 
ed, also  for  a  series  of  years  past,  with  a  detailed  statement  or  transcript 
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of  each  order  given  on  General  Treasurer,  specifying  date,  to  whom 
payable,  and  appropriation  to  which  the  same  was  charged. 

JUDICIAL    EXPENSES. 

The  aggregate  of  appropriations  for  the  year  1880,  was  161,400;  being 
for  payment  of  jurors'  fees,  officers,  witnesses  and  incidental  expenses 
of  Supreme  Courts  and  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  and  all  feea  in  Jas- 
tice  Courts,  including  fees  of  Trial  Justices,  but  no  salaries.  The  ex- 
penditures were  146,021.52,  showing  a  decrease  from  previous  year  of 
$9,457.16. 

officers'  fees  in  criminal  cases. 

I  respectfully  ask  your  attention,  at  the  present  session,  to  a  seeming 
necessity  of  a  revision  or  amendment  of  Chapter  246  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  "  Fees  and  Costs  in  Criminal  Cases,"  that  will  enable 
your  auditing  officer  to  give  such  a  construction 'to  its  provisions  as 
will  be  satisfactory  to  Sheriffs,  Deputy  Sheriffs,  Town  Sergeants  and 
Constables,  serving  warrants  in  criminal  cases  and  committing  persons 
to  jail  under  process  issued  by  the  various  courts.  In  determining  the 
summer  amount  due  an  officer  for  travel  with  a  prisoner  in  custody  in  a 
criminal  case,  to  court,  county  jail  or  other  place  of  commitment,  per 
mile,  I  became  satisfied  gome  years  since  that  the  practice  which  bad 
prevailed  for  very  many  years,  of  paying  an  officer,  for  instance,  trarei 
for  one  hundred  miles  upon  the  certificate  of  a  jailer  that  the  said 
charge  at  twenty  cents  per  mile  was  correct  according  to  the  mitti- 
mus, was  not  accoi'ding  to  the  spirit  or  intent  of  the  law,  when  the 
actual  travel  with  the  prisoner  had  been  only  twenty  miles,  the  larger 
number  having  been  allowed,  because  five  complaints  had  been  made, 
a  like  number  of  warrants  served,  resulting  in  a  judgment  of  guiltj 
with  subsequent  commitments  to  jail  in  each  case.  Some  two  years 
since,  I  commenced  to  deduct,  in  such  instances,  from  certified  bills, 
all  sums  in  excess  of  what  was  required  to  pay  one  travel  or  actual 
number  of  miles  from  the  place  whence  the  prisoner  was  taken.  I 
soon  afterwards  obtained  from  the  Attorney-General  a  written  opinion, 
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giving  him  a  claim  and  case  in  point  actaally  occarring,  that  my  de- 
cision and  present  practice  was  correct  in  allowing  the  officer  twenty 
cents  a  mile  for  his  actual  travel,  and  if  there  was  a  service  at  the 
time  in  more  than  one  case,  seventy  cents  for  each  commitment  made. 
The  records  of  proceedings  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  as  also  of 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Accounts  of  the  January  Session,  1880,  will 
show  that  a  certain  claim  was  made  by  an  officer  in  an  account  pre- 
sented at  that  Session  asking  to  be  reimbursed  for  moneys  that  I  had 
previously  refused  to  pay  in  a  case  of  this  kind.     The  committee,  if  I 
mistake  not,  obtained  a  similar  opinion  from  the  Attorney-General  in 
that  particular  case,  the  result  being  a  leave  to  withdraw  the  petition  and 
claim.    I  respectfully  suggest  that  it  is  very  embarrassing  to  me  in  audit- 
ing these  bills  to  find  such  a  dislike  manifested  as  to  my  decision  and 
practice,  on  the  part  of  officers,  not  forgetting,  also,  that  very  many  gen- 
tlemen of  the  legal  profession  in  our  State,  do  not  hesjtate  to  freely 
volunteer  an  opinion  that  the  present  practice  is  entirely  wrong  and 
consequently  constructive  travel  or  mileage  in  these  cases,  correct.     I 
am  not,  also,  unaware  that  officers  serving  warrants  for  arrest  of  crim- 
inals, in  the  cases  to  which  reference  is  made,  are  also  being  allowed 
by  Trial  Justices,  in  the  taxation  of  costs,  constructive  mileage;  in 
other  words,  they  are  being  paid  for  travel  in  conveying  a  prisoner  to 
court  oftentimes  in  a  series  or  number  of  cases,  when  but  one  actual 
travel  was  made.     I   consider   this  practice  or  plan  of   paying  oat 
moneys  from  the  State  Treasury  a  direct  incentive  or  inducement  for 
Trial  Justices  and  officers  to  make  as  many  cases  against  a  criminal  as 
possible,  not,  by  any  means,  meaning  to  assert  that  any  Trial  Justice 
or  officer  of  any  court  is  deliberately  caasing  costs  to  be  made  with  a 
view  to  the  profit  accruing  to  himself  thereby.    The  returns  of  taxation 
of  costs  in  our  courts  abound  with  instances  showing  that  unless  a 
proper  discrimination  is  made  in  the  allowance  of  costs  or  fees,  with  a 
disposition  to  be  governed  by  the  spirit  of  the  law  as  well  as  the  letter, 
a  serious  mistake  is  being  made,  since  the  results  of  such  practice 
mnst  inevitably  lessen  the  confidence  of  our  people  in  the  judiciary 
department  of  our  government  as  thus  administered.     I  feel  that  I 
cannot  too  urgently  present  this  subject  to  your  attention,  nor  forbear 
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presenting  some  instances  actually  illustrating  my  position.  The  Trial 
Justice  of  East  Providence,  in  his  return  of  taxation  of  costs  for  quar- 
ter ending  October  31,  1880,  made  return  of  fourteen  cases  tried  by 
him  September  28,  1880,  the  respondents  being  five  in  number  with 
six  cases  against  one  of  them  and  two  cases  against  each  of  the  others, 
the  offence  being  taking  oysters  from  public  beds  in  the  night  time  in 
ten  cases;  in  the  others,  assault  with  intent  to  commit  marder,  and  as- 
sault with  a  dangerous  wciipon.  The  amount  paid  the  Trial  Justice, 
officers  and  witnesses  in  these  cases  bv  the  State  was  $380.60.  One 
officer  made  service  on  all  the  warrants  and  was  allowed  by  the  court 
eleven  men  as  aids  at  a  compensation  of  one  dollar  per  day  as  provided 
by  law.  But  one  day's  service  of  each  of  those  aids  was  actually  ren- 
dered, but  the  Court  allowed  and  there  was  paid  by  the  State  fonrteeD 
dollars  to  each  man  for  his  services,  so  that  the  defendant,  against 
whom  was  brought  the  six  complaints,  was  taxed  sixty-six  dollars  for 
the  service  of  the  same  aids  whose  service  on  the  same  occasion  cost 
the  other  defendants  twenty- two  dollars  each.  The  witnesses  were 
allowed  mileage  or  travel  in  the  same  manner,  and  the  officer,  for  his 
attendance  at  Court  fourteen  days,  when  he  was  actually  in  attendance 
but  one  day.  This  is  a  specimen  or  instance  of  practice  that  is  con- 
tinually occurring  in  some  of  our  courts,  which  should  be  corrected  bj 
legislative  enactments  stringent  in  their  application,  yet  simple  in  their 
construction,  so  as  to  be  easily  understood. 

MILITARY. 

The  sum  paid  on  account  of  the  military  department  the  past  year 
was  $30,702.54.  Of  this  amount,  $12,713.7'^,  was  on  account  of 
claims  occurring  in  previous  years  but  remaining  unpaid  at  commence- 
ment of  the  year  1880,  and  for  which  deficiency  the  sum  of  $13,000 
was  appropriated  at  your  last  January  Session,  leaving  an  unexpended 
balance  of  !ji286.28.  The  appropriation  for  1880  was  $24,000;  expen- 
ditures, $23,988.82;  unexpended  balance,  $11.18.  I  suggest  an  amend- 
ment of  the  militia  law  in  reference  to  the  time  or  date  when  payments 
for  rent  of  armories  shall  be  made,  providing  tliat  the  boards  of  alder- 
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men  and  town  coancils  be  required  to  transmit  to  the  Quartermaster- 
General  the  usual  certificates,  showing  the  number  of  armories  in  their 
respective  cities  or  towns,  with  the  amount  paid  for  the  rent  thereof, 
at  such  a  time  or  dnte  in  the  month  of  December,  annually,  as  will 
enable  the  State  to  pay  the  rent  in  the  year  corresponding  with  that 
in  which  the  various  armories  were  used.  The  rent  of  armories  for 
1880,  with  two  or  three  exceptions,  will  of  course  have  to  be  paid  from 
the  appropriation  for  the  present  fiscal  year,  and  should  the  law  be 
amended  as  suggested,  the  rents  for  1881  would,  of  course,  be  due  and 
payable  iD  the  present  year,  requiring  an  additional  appropriation,  but 
in  subsequent  years  the  practice  would  come  to  be  such  as  seems  de- 
sirable. 

STATE   I]SfSTITUTI0N8  IN   CRANSTON.  ' 

The  appropriation  ($50,000)  for  the  support  of  the  State  Farm  and 
State  Prison,  made  in  the  general  appropriation  bill  for  the  year  1880, 
for  use  of  the  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections,  increased  by  the 
addition  of  moneys  (147,199.32)  received  by  the  Board  and  paid  into 
the  State  Treasury  during  the  year,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $97,- 
199.32.  The  expenditures  of  the  Board  were  $91,355.47,  leaving  an 
unexpended  balance  of  $5,843.85.  The  purchase  of  additional  land 
by  the  Board,  August  23,  1880,  for  the  sum  of  $1,200,  exhausted  the 
appropriation  of  ten  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  made  in  1869,  for 
*•  Additional  land  for  the  State  Farm."  The  appropriation  for  the  Re- 
form School  was  $30,000,  of  which  sum,  $12,484.25  was  paid  to  the  city 
of  Providence  previous  to  July  1st,  1880;  the  sum  of  $15,638.84,  dur- 
ing the  subsequent  months  of  the  year,  to  sundry  persons  upon  orders 
of  the  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections,  vouchers  being  rendered  in 
same  manner  as  in  expenditures  for  the  other  State  institutions,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $1,876.91.  The  receipts  into  the  State  Treasury 
from  the  Reform  School,  July  1st  to  December  3l8t,  1880,  were  $5,- 
563.07.  The  sum  of  $7,500  was  paid  to  the  city  of  Providence,  Au- 
gust ;i3,  1880,  for  the  furniture,  etc.,  in  the  Reform  School  Building 
and  $2,500  for  the  rent,  six  months  ending  December  31,  1880, 
exhausting   the  appropriation  for  that  purpose.     The  appropriation 
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(125,000)  for  the  constraction  of  necessary  buildings  on  the  State 
Farm,  for  the  permanent  accommodation  of  the  State  Reform  School, 
has  an  unexpended  balance,  January  1,  1881,  of  119,507.51,  the  pay- 
ments having  been  $5,492.49.  I  have  verified  by  the  books  of  this 
department,  statements  presented  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  of 
accounts  with  these  different  appropriations.  I  am  pleased  in  beiog 
able  to  assure  you  that  the  financial  management  of  the  State  Board 
of  Charities  and  Corrections  is  in  entire  accord  and  harmony  with  this 
department  and  that  as  far  as  my  knowledge  and  observation  extends, 
all  claims  are  duly  examined  by  the  Board;  at  least  the  proper  voQch-' 
ers  are  always  forthcoming;  the  publicity  given  in  the  annual  r&> 
ports  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  in  those  from  this  office  as 
to  where  the  money  is  expended  and  for  what  purposes,  being  so  full 
in  detail,  giving  no  reasonable  cause  for  complaint,  in  this  respect, 
upon  the  part  of  any  one  interested. 

IKSURAKCE   COMPANIES. 

The  provisions  of  Section  23,  Chapter  143,  of  the  General  Statutes, 
imposing  same  charges,  taxes,  fines,  penalties  and  deposits  apon  In- 
surance Companies  of  other  states  transacting  an  agency  business  in 
this  State,  as  are  exacted  under  the  laws  of  the  state  in  which  said 
companies  are  incorporated  or  organized,  of  Bhode  Island  Companies 
transacting  business  therein,  I  would  suggest  should  be  made  applica- 
ble by  legislation  to  all  Foreign  Companies,  whose  right  to  transact 
business  in  the  different  states,  through  regular  authorized  agencies, 
accrues  from  the  fact  of  their  having  made  certain  deposits  of  money 
in  some  one  state  or  states  for  the  benefit  of  policyholders  in  the 
United  States.  For  instance,  during  the  past  year.  Fire  Insurance 
Companies  of  the  State  of  New  York  have  been  required  to  pay  into 
our  State  Treasury,  through  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  twenty  dol- 
lars each,  for  filing  the  annual  statement,  and  two  dollars  for  each 
agent  in  the  said  year,  while  an  English  company,  whose  authority  to 
transact  business  here  arises  from  the  fact  of  having  made  certain  de- 
posits with  the  New  York  Insurance  Department,  consequently  com- 
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petent  and  anthorized  to  transact  business  in  said  State,  is  not  liable 
or  subject  to  snch  charges  here,  showing  a  discrimination  in  favor  of 
the  Foreign  Company  entirely  unwarranted  by  the  facts.  With  such 
an  amendment  to  our  insurance  laws  as  will  enable  your  Commissioner 
to  impose  such  charges  upon  Foreign  Companies  as  are  exacted  of  our 
own  home  companies  under  the  laws  of  the  state  in  which  their  de- 
posits are  made,  we  should  realize  an  additional  sum  annually  of  about 
five  hundred  dollara,  at  least  as  long  as  by  the  laws  of  said  states, 
charges,  fees,  etc.,  Continue  to  be  thus  exacted  by  those  states  of  ou;* 
companies,  in  addition  to  those  provided  by  our  statute  laws,  which 
ire  simply  the  payment  of  five  dollars  on  filing  of  charter  upon  com- 
mencing business  and  an  annual  tax  of  two  per  cent,  on  premium  re- 
ceipts.

STATE   BONDS,  ETC. 

The  war,  or  funded  debt  of  the  State,  at  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
the  act  establishing  a  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Sinking  Funds, 
j  April  15,  1875,  was  $2,563,500.  The  Board  have  purchased  and  can- 
f  celled  since  then,  our  own  bonds  to  the  amount  of  140,000,  making 
■the  outstanding  debt  at  this  date,  12,523,500.  The  aggregate  receipts 
:  of  the  Commissioners  of  Sinking  Funds,  have  been  1869,020.12,  viz.: 
ifrom  General  Treasurer,  1743,000;  interest  on  investments,  etc., 
^♦126,020.12.  Reference  is  made  to  accompanying  statements  show- 
;  ing  said  receipts  and  investments;  also,  to  a  summary  of  payments 
.  on  account  of  the  bonded  debt,  with  list  of  coupon  and  registered 
;  bonds,  with  date  of  issue  and  when  payable;  also,  investments  consti- 
i  tutingthe  stock  of  the  Permanent  School  Fund,  so  called;  also,  Touro

which  was  reserved  to  the  religious  society  now  occupying,  it  A  copy 
of  this  deed  is  annexed  to  this  report     (See  Appendix  A.) 

At  the  meeting  at  Shannock  Mills,  May  8th,  the  Commissioners, 
after  consideration,  contracted  with  Mr.  John  L.  Kenyon,  of  Rich- 
mond, a  surveyor  of  experience  and  well  acquainted  with  the  lands  in 
the  town  of  Charlestown,  to  take  charge  of  the  survey  of  the  Indian 
lands  thus  conveyed  to  the  State,  as  authorized  by  the  act,  with  direc- 
tions to  push  forward  the  survey  to  completion  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  then  proceeded  to  the  next  duty  devolved 
upon  us  by  the  act,  viz:  The  determination  of  the  question  who  were 
members  of  the  tribe,  and  of  the  apportionment  of  the  five  tboosand 
dollars  purchase  money,  given  by  the  State,  among  the  members.  To 
which  questions,  as  they  involve  the  rights  of  property  of  the  members 
of  the  tribe  to  the  proceeds  of  their  tribal  lands  and  rights,  the  com- 
mission has  given  patient  and  careful  attention.  At  their  first  meet- 
ing at  Shannock  Mills  the  undersigned  Commissioners  obtained, 
through  the  members  of  the  Indian  Council,  a  list  of  the  members  of 
the  tribe  residing  in  and  about  the  reservation  for  the  purpose  of  iden- 
tifying and  locating  those  members  of  the  tribe;  and  at  the  next  follow-

have  the  honor  to  reply  to  the  fleveral  questions  as  foUows: 

First. — "In  distributing  the  money  among  the  members  of  the  tribe,  should 
bo  done  with  any  reference  to  the  statute  of  distribution  of  Rhode  Island, 
should  every  man,  woman  and  child,  a  member  of  the  tribe,  take  an  equal 
irrespective  of  his  ancestor?" 

My  opinion  is,  that  it  should  be  divided  equally  among  the  men,  women 
children  of  the  tribe. 

Second. — "Can  a  member  of  the  Narragansett  Tribe  abandon  his  tribal 
tions,  and  what  acts  would  be  evidence  of  abandonment?    What  effect  shodd 
given  to  these  acts?" 

I  think  he  can  abandon  his  tribal  relations.  The  evidence  of  such  absodc 
ment  is  a  matter  of  fact  to  be  determined  from  all  the  circumstances.  Soc 
abandonment  might  be  legally  inferred  from  his  selling  his  individual  lands,  loi 
absence  from  the  tribe  with  the  avowed  intention  of  not  returning;  purchsse 
lands  in  another  community  and  being  received  into  that  conununity  witk  all 
the  rights  of  its  (other)  citizens.  In  that  case,  he  would  not  be  entitled  to  any 
portion  of  purchase  money. 

Third.— **  In  view  of  the  act  of  February,  1792,  can  the  descendant  of  an  In- 
dian man  and  a  negro  woman  be  considered  a  member  of  the  tribe?" 

I  think  he  can.  The  act  of  1792  withholds  a  certain  right  to  vote  from  such 
person;  but  males  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  females,  though  mem- 
bers of  the  tribe,  were  subject  to  the  same  disability. 

In  the  event,  however,  of  any  doubt  upon  this  question,  I  think,  in  answer  to 
your  fourth  enquiry,  that  such  person  could  be  adopted  by  the  tribe  in  the  man- 
ner you  suggest.  For,  if  I  understand  that  question,  it  is,  whether  the  descend- 
ant of  an  Indian  man  and  a  negro  woman  can  be  adopted  by  the  tribe,  and  thus 
become  a  member,  to  share  its  rights  and  privileges. 

I  am  glad  to  say  again  that  I  am  much  pleased  at  the  intelligent  zeal,  interest 
and  industry  you  have  shown  in  this  new  field  of  enquiry,  and  that  I  am  in 
dcbted  to  you,  rather  than  you  to  me,  for  the  conclusions  I  have  come  to.

each  family  ;  thirdly,  the  position  was  put  forward  that  every  adult  of 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  upwards  should  receive  one  equi 
share  of  the  money,  and  still  another  method  was  the  giving  of  one 
equal  share  to  each  man,  woman  and  child  of  the  tribe,  which  posi- 
tion was  finally  acquiesced  in  by  all,  as  this  Commission  understands 
and  believes.     The  Indians,  however,  wishing  that  each  child's  share 
should  be  paid  to  its  parent  at  once.     These  various  positions  the 
Commission  has  considered.     In  regard  to  a  division  according  to  any 
existing  Statute  of  Distribution,  there  seemed  many  and  conclusiTe 
objections.     The  Statute  of  Distribution   though  extended  by  ''the 
regulations  drawn  up  at  Charlestown,  in  1792,"  to  the  lands  of  Indians 
owned  in  severalty,  has  never  been  applied  to  the  common  tribal  prop- 
erty, and  any  division  according  to  the  Statute,  being  extremely  diffi- 
cult, would  also  be  unjust  and  inequitable  to  the  interests  of  nearij 
all  the  members  of  the  tribe.     There  have  also  appeared  to  the  Com- 
mission serious  objections  to  the  other  methods  suggested,  except  the 
last,  as  they  were  manifestly  unjust  to  a  certain  class  of  the  tribe,  and 
the  method  of  limiting  the  money  to  adults  is  without  any  foundation 
in  the  tribal  practices  and  customs,  for,  though  by  the  act  of  the  As^ 
sembly  in  1792,  the  period  of  twenty-one  years  was  introduced  into  the 
tribe  as  a  requisite  of  exercising  the  voting  privilege,  it  has  never  been 
introduced  or  recognized  by  the  tribe  as  having  anything  to  do  with 
their  property  rights  and  certainly  not  with  their  common  tribal  rights. 
The  Commission  has,  therefore,  been  led  to  distribute  the  money  ac- 
cording to  the  last  mentioned  of  these  methods,  among  every  persoo^ 
whether  an  adult  or  minor,  being  a  member  of  the  tribe,  not  only  be-

Then,  on  the  other  hand,  it  would  seem  that  an  Indian  would  be 
able  to  abandon  his  tribal  relations.  An  Indian,  born  into  the  tribe, 
can,  by  his  own  act,  remove  himself  out  of  the  local  habitation  of  the 
tribe,  may  enter  and  enjoy  the  privileges  of  some  other  commnnitj, 
may  become  a  citizen  of  this  or  some  other  State,  and  may  cease  to 
exercise  any  of  the  distinctive  rights  or  duties  of  the  Narragansett 
Tribe.  This  reasonable  view  of  the  question  is  supported  by  the  legal 
authority  above  quoted,  and  by  others.  This  abandonment  of  the 
tribal  relation,  therefore,  is  a  complex  question  of  fact,  to  be  deter- 
mined from  the  intent  of  the  parties,  and  from  all  the  surrounding 
circumstances  in  the  same  way  as  the  question  of  adoption  is  to  be 
determined  from  the  action  of  the  tribe  and  its  members,  and  from 
the  abandonment  of  the  party  of  all  ties  of  citizenship  outside  of  the 
tribe.  Your  Commissioners  have  accordingly  received  evidence,  not 
only  of  the  pedigree  and  right  of  members  by  birth  to  the  tribe,  but 
also  of  the  exercise  of  the  tribal  rights  and  privileges,  and  of  the 
ceasing  to  exercise  those  rights,  and  of  their  exercising  the  rights 
and  subjecting  themselves  to  the  duties  imposed  upon  citizens  of  the 
State,  by  claimants  to  membership  of  the  tribe,  and  we  have  endeav- 
ored to  give  patient  consideration  to  each  of  the  surrounding  circum- 
stances, as  they  were  presented  to  us. 

The  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  performance 
of  their  duties,  established  a  reasonable  period  within  which  they 
thought  a  person  residing  in  a  community  outside  of  the  tribal  rela- 
tion, might  be  supposed  to  exercise  some  one  of  his  tribal  rights  or 
subjected  himself  to  some  of  his  tribal  duties,  or  to  have  abandoned 
them.  From  testimony  presented  to  us,  establishing  that  it  had  been 
the  custom  in  years  passed  for  the  tribe,  in  case  a  member  of  the  tribe 
did  not  appear  within  ten  years  and  a  day  to  claim  his  individual 
Indian  lands,  or  to  renew  his  leiise  of  them  to  his  lessee,  to  assume 
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id  to  ase  them  as  common  tribal  lands,  sappos- 
baodoned  the  tribe,  and  from  the  reasonable-

As  soon  as  the  plats  of  the  snrveyor  were  presented  to  the  Commis- 
sion in  January,  notice  was  at  once  issued  to  all  persons  interested  to 
appear  at  a  day  fixed  therein  to  consider  the  question  of  determiaing 
the  boundary  line  between  the  common  tribal  lands  conyeyed  to  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island  and  the  adjoining  proprietors,  and  sach  other 
questions  as  would  properly  come  before  the  Commission  with  refer- 
ence to  the  Indian  lands  and  the  survey  thereof.     The  Commission 
then  held  three  public  meetings  which  had  been  duly  notified,  as  fol- 
lows :    The  first  at  the  Indian  Meeting  House,  Januaiy  5th,  1881 ; 
the  second  at  Hoxie's  Hall,  in  the  town  of  Charlestown,  January  7th, 
and  the  third  at  Hoxie's  Hall,  January  12th,  where  all  persons  who 
appeared  and  so  desired  were  heard  upon  all  questions  connected  with 
the  lands  and  rights  of  the  Narragansett  Tribe  of  Indians,  properly  , 
before  the  Commission,  and  as  to  the  boundary  line  of  the  common 
tribal  lands  conveyed  to  the  State. 

Upon  this  portion  of  their  duties  the  Commission  encountered  the 
following  questions  as  applied  to  the  different  claims  presented  to 
them  :  i 

I.  The  Indians  claimed,  before  your  Board  of  Commissioners, 
that  the  tribe  owned  not  only  the  reservation  in  the  town  of  Charles- 
town,  but  a  strip  of  land  five  rods  in  width  along  the  shores  extending 
from  Westerly  around  Point  Judith  and  up  the  bay  to  the  month  of 
the  Blackstone  River. 

II.  There  were  presented  also  questions  of  boundary  between  the 
tribal  lands  and  the  adjoining  prnprietors,  between  the  Indians  hold- 
ing lands  in  severalty  and  the  tribal  lands,  and  between  different 
Indians  holding  lands  in  severalty  under  tribal  grants. 

III.  There  was  one  Francis  Cooper,  who  appeared  and  claimed  all 
of  the  Indian  lands  deeded  to  the  State,  aa  being  the  next  of  kin  and 
heir  at  law  of  the  last  Ninigret,  Chief  Sachem  of  the  tribe.

acquired  then  the  same  rights  to  the  Indian  lands  within  its  jurisdic- 
tion as  the  other  colonies  had  to  the  lands  within  their  jarisdictions. 
The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  says  by  Chief  Justice  Mar- 
shall, in  Johnston  vs,  Macintosh^  8  Wheat.  603:  'Hhe  very  grant  of  a 
charter  is  an  assertion  of  the  title  of  the  crown,  and  its  words  convey 
the  same  idea,  the  country  granted  is  said  to  be  Rhode  Island,  &c.,  and 
the  charter  contains  an  actual  grant  of  the  soil,  as  well  as  of  the  powers 
of  Government."  From  these  and  other  authorities  the  GommissioD 
has  been  led  to  consider  it  as  authoritatively  settled,  that  the  ultimate 
title  to  the  lands  of  the  tribe  was  vested  in  the  State  subject  to  the 
possessory  right  of  the  Indians,  and  that  the  State  could  not  convey 
these  lands  without  the  assent  of  the  Indians,  any  more  than  the 
Indians  could  convey  without  the  assent  of  the  State. 

In  determining,  therefore,  the  Commissioners  have  sought  to  find 
fixed  boundaries,  and  Where  they  have  found  such  monuments,  they 
have  regarded  them  as  settling  the  lines  involved  in  dispute,  and 
where  no  real  boundaries  could  be  found,  they  have  endeavored  to 
follow  the  deeds  as  closely  as  possible,  and  have  considered  the  line  of 
occupation  of  the  adjoining  owner,  as  evidence  tending  to  show  where 
the  true  line  is. 

In  regard  to  the  lines  between  individual  owners  of  Indian  lands  in 
severalty,  there  has  been  but  little  dispute,  as  the  bounds  have  been 
well  kept  up,  and  in  all  cases  in  which  the  Indian  Council  has  acted 
upon  subjects  within  their  jurisdiction  in  times  past,  the  Commission 
has  regarded  their  decision  as  binding  upon  them,  and  more  likely  to 
be  correct  than  one  which  can  be  arrived  at  by  them  at  this  later  dat^.

Joshua  Noka. — Sir,  President,  and 
wish  to  make  a  few  general  remarks  in  : 
objected  to  by  Mr.  Kdward  S,  Cone,  as  n 
nigansett  tribe.

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to  the  best  of  my  kno\vlc<lgo,  and  hnvc  tried  to  Oo  tl 

In  tlie  district  whore  1  live  and  piiy  taxes  tJiey  tin 
out  of  the  school,  anij  siiid  thiit  1  must  send  my  ciiild 
town;  and  I  !iad  to  send  them  there,  if  I  sent  them  al 
tlicm  out  twice  from  the  other  school-honse.  In  n 
called  the  white  Council  of  the  town  of  Ch;irlcsto« 
investigated  that  case,  and  had  to  take  it  clear  to  the  I 
I  paid  mj  own  fares  and  everything  to  Newport,  ai 
Providence.  And  they  said  tlnit  I,  being  a  memb 
shonld  send  to  that  school,  and  exempted  me  from  om 
tascs;  and,  exempting  me,  they  e.\empted  every  single 
tribe.  And  yet  his  lionor  says  that  I  stand  objected 
of  the  Karra-ransett  Tribe.  Now,  I  think  he  hiia  h 
big  a  load  as  he  ever  pnllcd,  and  I  hope  he  wilt  not  c 
his  own  trap,  When  an  attempt  ia  made  to  overthro 
who  has  stood  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  b 
tribe,  do  you  snpposo  I  wonld  sit  still  and  not  raise  n 
it?  I  have  gone  forward  according  to  the  best  of 
signed  the  deed  of  the  land  in  good  faith.  I  was  elect 
oil  last  year  and  this  year,  and  without  any  objection 
raised  it.  Now  when  he  comes  up  here  and  makes  V 
this  late  day,  let  him  bring  the  proof. 

I  am  not  going  to  occupy  ninch  time,  only  I  want  tt 
facts,  for  it  has  been  around  as  if  I  had  committed  soi 
which  shonld  turn  me  out.  To-day  I  stand  here  on 
Nobody  has  given  mo  anything,  and  I  ask  them  to  gi 
1  can  produce  my  living  for  myself,  and  I  cxjiect  t 
you  to  nnder.^tand  that  I  jland  here  as  an  individual 
myself. 

Now,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  am  ready  to  stand  he; 
according  to  (lie  law  of  right  and  justice,  and  accordi 
gree  and  the  common  usages  of  this  tribe;  and  that  is 
be  tried  by;  therefore,  I  won't  make  any  more  gencnil 
present  time.  It  looks  rather  curious  that  you  should 
Koka,  and  leave  his  ix'lations  behind.  I  expect  to 
men  who  can  trace  back  their  pedigree,  and  leave  J 
defend  himself  the  best  he  can. 

Mu.  Peauody. — Now,  perhaps,  I  ought  to  say  a  wo 
Mr.  Cone.  I  represent  him  to-day,  and  I  represent « 
tribe  ot  Narragansett  Indians. 
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will  not  be  much  of  it  for  you;  but  if  it  is  made  so  that  those  who 
belong  to  the  tribe  can  have  their  rights,  there  may  be  something  to 
share  among  you.  That  is  the  way  the  State  should  aim  in  this  mat- 
ter. Here  are  people  who  are  going  to  be  deprived  of  their  means  of 
living.  They  have  got  to  leave  their  homes,  and  earn  their  living  up- 
on the  same  ground  as  other  citizens.  Now,  to  turn  these  men  out  of 
their  homes  empty-handed  upon  the  world,  is  unjust  on  the'part  of 
the  State,  to  say  the  least.  I  don't  consider  that  this  money  that  the 
State  is  paying  for  the  land  is  being  offered  in  the  light  of  a  compen- 
sation for  the  land.  They  don't  want  the  land.  They  want  to  bridge 
them  over  the  time  that  they  are  deprived  of  tlieir  lands  here,  until 
they  can  get  some  means  of  their  own. 

I  spoke  the  other  day  unadvisedly  with  reference  to  what  the  Com- 
mission would  do.  I  say,  the  object  of  this  commission  should  be  to 
put  as  much  of  this  money  into  the  hands  of  the  heads  of  the  fam- 
ilies as  is  possible,  so  that  they  may  have  it  with  which  to  bring  up 
the  children.  The  children  don't  need  it;  the  parents  need  it  The 
fathers  and  mothers  of  tiiese  families  need  this  money  to  help  them 
bring  up  their  children,  and  take  care  of  them  until  they  can  get 
other  means  with  which  to  take  care  of  themselves.  The  children 
when  they  grow  up  will  be  able  to  take  care  of  themselves.  Mr. 
Chairman,  it  is  no  easy  think  to  take  a  man  that  never  bus  been  a  cit- 
izen and  suddenly  emancipate  him.  We  have  seen  that  in  the  South. 
and  we  know  what  has  been  the  result.  A  man  can't  suddenly  from 
nothing  become  something.  He  is  like  a  young  child.  He  has  got 
to  be  taught  to  walk,  and  assisted  in  walking,  before  we  can  expect 
him  to  stand  upright  like  a  man.  And,  I  say,  the  Commission  should 
adopt  some  rule  which  would  do  the  most  good,  and  not  put  ibe 
money  in  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital  Trust  Co.  until  ihe  children gr«^^ 
up. 

I  have  given  this  matter  considerable  thought  since  I  was  here  b^ 
fore.  I  say,  that  there  can  be  no  rule  but  what  there  are  exceptions 
to;  no  rule  but  what  will  work  a  hardship  to  some  person;  hut  jon 
want  to  get  a  rule  which  will  work  the  least  hardship  to  any  person. 
Now,  I  have  given  this  question  considerable  thought,  even  when  i 
haven't  been  attending  to  it  exclusively.  You  remember  I  said  some- 
thing about  the  laws  of  descent.  I  don't  think  that  that  would  be  juj't. 
When  I  make  a  mis*^ake,  I  am  always  willing  to  correct  it.  That  wjis 
my  idea  the  other  day,  but,  upon  reflection,  I  don't  think  that  is  the 
way   that  this  money  should  be  divided.     I  don't  think  it  can  be 
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money  sliould  be  used  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  help  them  as  much  as 
possible. 

Now,  as  I  said  before,  I  think  it  is  my  duty  to  say  something  in 
defense  of  Mr.  Cone.  There  is  one  other  thing,  that  I  had  forgotten, 
and  that  is  this:  You  will  remember  that  at  the  last  meeting  yoar 
Council  presented  a  list  of  those  who  lived  upon  or  near  the  reserva- 
tion. That  was  exactly  in  the  line  of  the  suspicion  of  the  membere 
of  this  tribe  that  this  money  was  going  to  be  divided  among  the  mem- 
bers that  lived  on  the  reservation,  and  that  in  that  wav  certain  fam- 
ilies  would  get  it  all.  I  am  glad  to  hear  from  Mr.  Xoka  that  lie 
doesn't  intend  to  be  a  party  to  that  plan;  that  those  who  live  upon 
the  rescrvaion  should  scoop  in  the  whole  of  this  money.  But  it  cer- 
tainly did  look  so.  There  was  a  list  pre])ared  by  the  Council.  Now, 
what  should  Mr.  Cone  do.     (Interrupted.) 

Mr.  Carmichael. — With  the  permission  of  the  Chairman,  I  want 
to  say  a  word  in  regard  to  that  point.  I  wish  to  repeat,  what  I  siid 
in  part  down  at  the  meeting-house,  that  so  far  from  the  Council  doing 
any  such  thing  as  that,  or  meaning  any  such  thing  as  that,  it  was  jast 
to  the  contrary.  I  speak  that  in  justice  to  them,  because  I  know 
their  intentions  for  everything  that  was  done.  The  first  thing  thit 
the  Commissioners  desired  to  got  was  the  names  of  those  persons  who 
lived  on  and  near  the  reservation,  and  the  next  thing  was  to  advertise 
a  meeting  so  that  the  others  might  come  in.  The  Commission  conld'nt 
tell  where  to  go  all  over  the  State,  and,  perhaps,  outside  of  the  State, 
and  they  took  that  means  to  get  the  people  to  register  their  namt'i. 
To  facilitate  the  work  of  getting  the  names  of  those  people  who  liveil 
near  by,  they  asked  two  members  of  the  Council  to  make  an  enumer- 
ation of  those  people  who  lived  on  the  reservation  and  around  it 
That  may  have  given  rise  to  this  suspicion,  ^vhich,  certainly^  is  unfair 
to  the  Council  and  to  all  other  persons  connected  with  it,  bec^iuse  the 
facts  are  right  to  the  contrary.  I  know  of  no  such  feeling  on  the 
part  of  the  Council,  and  never  heard  it  suggested;  and  that  is  the 
way  that  they  came  to  have  anything  to  do  with  making  the  enumer- 
ation of  the  persons  on  the  reservation. 

Mr.  Peabody. — As  I  said  before,  I  am  glad  to  hear  what  Mr.  Car- 
micliael  savs,  and  what  Mr.  Noka  said. 

Mr.  Carmichael. — I  simply  speak  of  this  to  assure  the  memkrs 
of  the  tribe  that  no  such  motive  was  at  the  bottom  of  this  thing. 
The  Commission  desire  to  deal  generously,  as  Mr.  Peabody  hjis  suir- 
gested  that  the  State  ought  to  do.     They  intend  to  deal  justly  and 
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the  father  of  William  Henry  Hazard,  is  a  member  of  the  Narragau- 
sett  Tribe,  through  his  grandmother  and  mother.  The  certificate  is 
signed  by  Samuel  Noka,  Henry  Champlin,  Benjamin  Thomas,  Benja- 
min Watson  and  John  F.  Cone.) 

The  way  Mr.  Hazard  comes  by  this  certificate  is  that  be  was  a  sea- 
man, and  was  taken  as  a  slave  in  South  Carolina.  When  colored  men 
came  there  they  used  to  take  them  and  hold  them  as  slaves,  and  this 
certificate  was  sent  for  the  purpose  of  releasing  him  from  imprison- 
ment. 

I  am  also  requested  by  Mrs.  Stanton  to  read  a  certificate  of  mar- 
riage, to  show  that  she  is  a  member. 

(Reads  the  certificate,  dated  Stonington,  Ct.,  June  30th,  1880.) 
I  am  also  requested  to  produce  to  the  committee  this  evidence: 
(Reads  certificate,  dated  Charlestown,  1840,  signed  by  the  Indian 
Council,  showing  that  they  set  off  land  to  Luke  Holmes.) 

There  can't  be  any  question  about  Mr.  Cone  being  a  member  of  the 
tribe,  for  he  certainly  has  as  good  evidence  as  anybody.  I  don't  think  if 
his  name  was  objected  to  that  the  Council  would  have  given  him  a 
certificate.  I  don't  know  as  there  is  anything  else  for  me  to  say.  M 
I  have  set  this  matter  right,  as  I  hoped  to,  I  have  accomplished  mj 
object  in  getting  up.  I  know  that  certain  of  the  tribe  have  misap- 
prehended the  intention  of  this  committee,  and  that  there  has  been  a 
difference  in  feeling  between  those  on  the  reservation  and  those  off. 
That  there  is  no  ground  for  suspicion  so  far  as  the  Commission  i^ 
concerned,  I  know;  and  if  I  have  thrown  out  anything  that  is  of  value 
to  the  Commission,  I  am  glad  of  it.  I  think  that  something  like 
that  should  be  adopted,  i.  e.,  this  money  should  be  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  people  who  can  use  it  for  the  present  needs.  They  want  it 
now;  they  don't  want  it  twenty-one  years  from  now.  They  want  it 
now,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  that  is  the  object  of  the  State.  The 
land  isn't  worth  anything  to  the  State.  It  is  not  the  land  that  they 
wish  to  pay  for,  but  they  want  to  make  some  provision  for  the  Indians: 
so  that  it  will  not  be  said  that  the  people  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
who  owe  their  existence  as  a  people  to  this  tribe  of  Indians,  have 
blotted  out  this  tribe  without  making  any  provision  for  their  support. 
That  is  all  I  have  to  say.  Mr.  Cone  has  no  feeling  against  anybody, 
and  I  don't  think  that  anybody  has  against  Mr.  Cone,  after  this  explana- 
tion. I  appear  here  in  the  interest  of  the  tribe.  If  there  is  anything 
else  that  I  can  do  for  anybody  here,  I  will  be  glad  to  do  it 

Gideon  Ammons. — I  will  be  as  short  as  I  can.     All  that  has  been 
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Mr.  Adams. — We  think,  Mr.  Cone,  that  you  have  been  properly 
represented  by  counsel.     You  are  safe. 

Mr.  Gone. — All  I  desire  is  justice. 

Mr.  Sheffield. — I  wish  to  make  a  few  remarks  in  Regard  to  the 
methods  of  proceeding  to  determine  who  are  members  of  the  tribe. 
There  are  certain  questions  which  will  arise  here,  and  we  will  hear 
each  member  as  fully  as  we  can  on  each  name  that  comes  up.  There 
are  three  or  four  leading  facts  that  we  wish  to  determine  in  each  case; 
and  I  might  as  well  state  them  in  the  commencement,  as  it  will  help 
us.  The  first  thing  is  the  pedigree  of  each  indiyidnal, — ^as  to  whether 
his  father  or  mother  was  a  member  of  the  tribe,  and  whether  hii 
mother  was  a  negro  woman  under  the  act  which  was  passed  by  the 
General  Assembly  excluding  the  descendants  of  negro  women.  Then 
we  shall  proceed  to  determine  whether  that  individual  has  been  in  the 
town  of  Charlestown  or  not,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  he  htf 
exercised  his  right  as  a  member  of  the  tribe.  Then  we  will  hear  the 
person  who  objects  to  his  name  being  put  on  to  the  list.  We  will  first 
hear  the  person  who  claims  to  be  a  member,  and  then  the  person  who 
objects  to  him. 

The  first  name  which  I  have  on  the  list  is  the  name  of  Edward  S. 
Cone.  As  he  appears  by  counsel,  and  has  put  in  objections  to  other 
members,  we  shall  proceed  to  hear  him  state  his  case  as  being  a  mem- 
ber of  the  tribe. 


EDWARD  8.    cone,    SWORN. 

Q.     (By  Mr.  Sheffield.) — Mr.  Cone,  your  age? 

A.     My  age  is  58  the  third  day  of  last  March. 

Q.     Where  do  you  reside? 

A.     Wakefield,  R.  I.,  at  the  present  time. 

Q.  Was  your  father  a  member  of  the  Narragansett  Tribe  of 
Indians? 

A.     Well,  I  am  under  the  impression  that  he  was. 

Q.  Did  he  exercise  the  right  of  voting  for  members  of  the  Conn- 
cil,  and  act  for  members  of  the  tribe? 

A.  As  far  as  my  knowledge  is  concerned,  he  did  so.  My  fathers 
name  was  John  F.  Cone. 

Q.     Is  that  your  father's  name  that  appears  on  those  certificates. 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     What  was  your  mother's  name? 

A.     My  mother's  name  was  Sarah  Jones. 
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Q.     Voted  there  while  Doyle  was  Mayor? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  will  state  here,  however,  that  I  never  voted  at  two 
places  the  same  year.  When  I  voted  here,  I  didn- 1  vote  there.  There 
have  been  some  traps  set  to  catch  me  in  that  direction,  but  I  knew 
enough  to  know  how  to  regard  my  rights  and  immunities. 

Q.  Here  is  a  list  that  yon  handed  to  the  Commission.  Willjoo 
please  state  who  they  are? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Peabody.)  When  yon  heard  that  this  money  waste 
be  divided  up,  you  didn't  move  back  on  to  the  reservation,  did  yoa? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  thought  it  would  not  be  policy  for  me  to  do  6o.  1 
would  like  to  state  to  some  here,  that  in  the  years  '49  and  '50 1  didn't 
succeed  in  getting  a  place  to  live  as  I  wanted  to,  and,  fiDallVi  as  mj 
wife  was  Mary  Richmond's  daughter,  she  asked  us  to  go  down  there 
and  stay,  and  we  did.  During  the  time  that  I  was  in  Charlestotn, 
about  two  years,  I  attempted  to  settle  in  the  town,  without  socoees. 
In  the  first  place,  I  purchased  from  Aunt  Hannah  Hazard  a  piece  of 
land.  My  wife  preferred  that,  because  it  was  nearer  to  her  mother. 
I  was  to  give  her  five  dollars  on  af;re  for  the  land,  comprising  aboot 
fifteen  acres.  It  was  ploughed  a  year  or  two,  and  I  failed  to  get  it 
Then  I  tried  to  purchase  a  piece  of  land  of  Matilda  Congdon,  and  she 
signed  a  paper,  which  I  can  produce,  that  I  should  have  several  acres 
of  land.  Then  there  was  an  attempt  made  to  get  a  grant  for  her  to 
sell  it.  William  Perry,  being  ignorant  of  the  course  to  pursue,  didn't 
take  the  petition  and  have  her  sign  it,  but  hurried  it  to  the  Assembly 
without  her  signature;  but  as  soon  as  the  Indian  Council  found  that 
there  was  a  petition  of  that  kind,  they  objected  to  it,  and  there  I  wis 
again;  and  I  said  if  I  couldn't  live  in  Charlestown  I  could  make  a 
living  somewhere  else,  and  they  will  bear  me  witness  that  I  testify  to 
the  truth  in  relation  to  the  matter. 

In  regard  to  these  names  I  will  say:  I  am  living  with  mysecona 
wife.  The  first  was  Francis  Richmond,  Mary  Richmond's  daughter, 
a  member  of  the  tribe;  also,  my  second  wife.  The  children  by  the 
first  wife  are  Charles  Henry,  born  in  the  City  of  Providence, 
June  4th,  1848.  The  one  following  him  wasn't  born  in  Pro^J- 
dence,  and  is  not  living.  I  suppose  it  is  not  expedient  to  call  his 
name.  The  next  is  my  daughter  Mary.  She  was  here  at  the  I«8t 
meeting,  and  you  have  her  name  and  age.

Her  name  is 
Etnah.     When  she  was  five  months  old  she  fell  ont  of  bed,  and  struck 
upon  her  head;  and  the  result  was  that  her  head  commenced  to  ex- 
pand, and  has  continued  to  do  bo  nntil  it  has  expanded  to  thirty-one 
inches  in  circumference;  and  she  has  not  been  able  to  help  herself, 
to  raise  herself,  or  feed  herself.     She  can't  converse  as  other  children 
do,  bnt  she  will  pick  up  words  and  talk;  and  probably  her  condition 
sever  will  change  until  it  changes  in  death.     She  will  be  at  our  mercy 
as  long  as  she  lives.     Our  Council  is  conversant  with  it,  and  they 
should  have  looked  at  this  esse  with  others.

I  think  there  are  members  in  the  Council  that  have  more 
ia  than  I  have;  and  E  don't  know  why  I  should  be  stigmatized 
ering  the  namos  of  those  connected  with  me,  some  by  marriage 
hers  by  parentage. 

wife,  Mary  Noka,  has  seven  children — four  girls  and  three  boys. 
ire  as  lawful  members  of  the  tribe  as  she  is,  because  they  follow 
digree  of  their  mother.  The  pedigree  is  straight,  for  it  follows 
>ther.  If  the  father  and  mother  were  not  married,  it  couldn't 
the  father.  If  they  were  married,  however,  it  makes  them 
heirs.  Those  were  by  her  first  husband.  There  are  only 
two  represented  here,  but  they  married  into  my  wife's  family. 
(By  Mr.  Sheffield.)     What  are  the  ages  of  those  that  are  under 

My  daughter  Annie  is  twenty  this  year.     There  was  Cbristo- 
i.  Noka,  and  also  Daniel.     Daniel  Noka  was  23  years  old,  and 
opher  19.     My  sou  Charles  had  two  children. 
Q.    Is  your  son  dead? 
A.     No,  sir. 

Q.  Why  don't  he  represent  those  children  here? 
A.  I  dou't  know  for  what  cause.  I  sent  him  word,  and  he  in- 
brined  mc  that  he  was  coming,  but  for  some  cause  hasn't  come.  My 
stater  Mary  Jane  is  present  now.  Here  are  two  children  thatare  mem- 
bers of  the  Narragansett  Tribe,  which  have  not  been  repreeeuted  in 
the  list,  and  they  are  friend  Ammons'  oldest  son  and  daughter — Alex- 
ikDder  R.,  and  one  is  S9  and  the  other  30,  as  far  as  I  can  tell. 
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Q.     We  are  only  asking  yoa  in  regard  to  yonr  own  family. 

A.     Those  are  my  wife's  sister's  childreo, 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Peabody. )  I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Cone  if  his  titki 
and  mother  were  lawfully  married? 

A.  I  regard  that  as  a  very  important  qneetion,  and  will  answer  ii 
to  tlie  best  of  my  ability.  I  understood,  from  what  my  father  lai 
mother  aaid,  that  they  were  married  in  Portland,  Me.,  at  a  place caileif 
Kennebuok,  where  my  mother  was  brought  np.  The  gentleniioi 
name  that  she  was  brought  up  with  was  Got.  Story. 

Q.     Did  they  have  the  reputation  of  being  man  and  wife? 

A.  Yes.  sir.  They  stated  that  they  were  married  the  year  sfiet 
the  September  gale.  They  lived  together  and  were  received  in  Cbw- 
lestown,  and  lived  there  as  man  and  wife,  so  that  the  church  vas  ^ 
isfied  as  to  that. 

Q.     They  were  recognized  as  man  and  wife? 

A.     Yee,  sir. 

Q.     Did  you  all  belong  to  the  church? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  There  was  not  a  member  of  my  father's  family  lh»t 
was  not  connected  with  the  church. 

Q.     And  they  visited  as  man  and  wife? 

A.     Tfes,  air. 

Q.     Do  you  know  what  became  of  their  certiBcate  of  marriuge? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  My  mother  said  that  when  the  house  wag  bnrned, 
,  when  I  was  three  years  and  a  half  old,  or  four  years  at  the  most,  IW 
everything  was  burned  except  their  tliree  children  that  were  at  home 
— myself  and  one  sister  that  was  older,  and  one  brother  that  »»* 
younger.  My  sister  and  myself  took  our  young  brother  and  carried 
him  out  to  the  side  of  a  rock,  and  remained  there  until  mother  came. 

Q.  You  always  understood  that  the  certificate  of  marriage  w>g 
burned  up  in  that  house? 

A.     Yes,  air. 

Q,  Yon  were  before  tliis  previous  Commissioo  at  the  varioos  hetf- 
ings,  before  the  sale  of  this  land? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     llocognized  as  a  member  of  the  tribe? 

A.     Yea,  sir.     I  never  was  objected  to. 

Q.     You  have  always  been  recognized  as  a  member  of  the  tribe? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  alt  through  life;  and  I  think  there  are  living  witnessB 
to  testify  to  rho  same. 

Mb.  Garmichael. — Have  the  members  of  the  Indian  Council  aoj 
questio 
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Q.  Has  he  acted  with  the  tribe  within  the  last  few  years,  sod 
voted? 

A.  No,  sir;  he  has  not.  He  has  been  here  and  voted;  that  is  all 
He  has  been  here  once  a  month. 

Mr.  Cone. — I  am  here  every  month. 

Q.  Was  there  ever  any  objection  daring  any  of  that  time  to  bit 
voting? 

A.  Not  until  the  other  day. 

Q.  Did  the  Council  know  that  he  voted  in  the  city  of  Providence? 

A.  I  didn't  know  it  as  a  fact 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Peahody.)    Did  you  understand  that  he  had? 

A.  I  understood  that  he  had  voted  in  the  City  of  Providence? 

Q.  But  yon  were  not  there  to  see  him  vote? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  was  not. 

Mr.  Cone. — I  did  vote  there,  in  18?2. 

EXAMINATION  OF    MR.    CONE,   CONTINUED. 

Q.     (By  Mr.  Adams.)     How  many  years  did  you  vote  there? 

A.     I  am  not  positive.     I  think,  two  or  three  times. 

Q.    Then  did  you  go  to  the  March  meeting  and  vote? 

A.  No,  sir.  The  friend  that  was  last  on  the  floor  stated  that  he 
knew  that  my  mother  was  a  negro  woman.     I  am  older  than  he  is. 

Q.     Do  you  know  Nancy  Noka,  who  married  George  Cheeves? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     Did  you  know  her  when  she  was  young? 

A.  I  knew  her  before  she  was  married.  She  was  connected  wiA 
the  Pond  Street  Church. 

Q.     Did  she  know  your  wife? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     Do  you  think  she  knew  where  your  mother  came  from? 

A.  I  don't  think  that  Nancy  was  much  acquainted  with  my  mother, 
although  she  might  have  been  in  early  days. 

Q.  (By  Gideon  Ammons.)  Did  you  see  your  father  and  mothers 
certificate  before  the  house  was  burned  up? 

A.  Well,  I  shouldn't  have  known  much  about  it  at  that  time.  * 
was  about  three  years  old.  I  have  heard  them  say  that  they  had  one, 
and  that  it  was  burned  up  in  that  fire. 

Mr.  Ammons. — Of  course,  it  is  plausible,  and  the  Commiswonen 
will  have  to  take  it;  but  it  looks  rather  doubtful  to  me.    If  ^®  ^' 
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Ammons. — N'o,  sir.  They  nonld  have  to  prove  themBehes  bjlinng 
witnewes.  If  anybody  can  prove  themselves  by  iiving  witnewes,  and 
can  trace  their  pedigree  to  the  tribe,  we  let  them  in;  bat  if  they  on- : 
not  do  it  in  that  way,  they  can  stay  ont.  Mr.  Adams.— If  bom  in  ! 
wedlock,  they  can  prove  themselves?  Mr.  Ammona. — Yea,  wr.  Ur.  ! 
Adams. — Sappose  they  were  born  oat  of  wedlock?  Mr,  Ammons.-  ' 
The  child  follows  the  mother.  The  (ik>veriiment  made  a  regulation, 
in  1792,  that  if  they  were  not  married  the  child  couldn't  inherit  the 
tribal  property  from  the  father,  but  the  woman  being  in  the  tribe  the 
child  would  follow  her  anyhow." 

A.     What  they  call  tribal  land  we  call  public  land. 

Q.  If  a  mao  and  woman  were  lawfully  married,  their  childieii 
would  he  members  of  the  tribe,  if  either  one  of  them  was  a  memba 
of  the  tribe? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.  So  it  would  make  do  differeoce  if  one  of  them  was  a  negro,  if 
one  was  a  member  of  the  tribe? 

A.  When  that  regulation  was  made  there  were  slaves  sent  to  Rhode 
Island,  and  you  people  wanted  the  benefit  of  the  children.  If  snig- 
ger woman  said  she  had  a  child  by  an  Indian,  she  would  claim  tbe 
child.  That  was  what  that  was  put  in  for.  Tbe  Qovemment  of 
Rhode  Island  said  nothing  about  it  after  slavery  had  passed  avs;. 

Q.  If  an  Indian  and  a  negro  were  married  lawfully,  and  had  i 
child,  the  child  would  be  an  Indian? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     (By  Mr.  Carmichael.)     Has  that  been  the  custom  of  the  tribe* 

A.  When  slavery  died  out  of  the  State.  When  they  had  alaresici 
the  State,  they  called  a  negro  a  slave.  If  yon  bad  children  bysaisTe, 
it  belonged  to  your  chattels;  but  if  be  was  lawfully  married,  tbia  chiM 
would  inherit  his  rights. 

Q.     (By  Mr.  Peabody.)     That  was  after  1792? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     Before  that  time,  if  they  were  married  they  were  all  Iiidi»ns? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Carmichael.)  In  a  case  like  this,  where  it  haebeen 
generally  known  that  there  were  members  of  certain  families  wbo 
originated  in  that  way — by  an  Indian  father  and  a  negro  woman,  hu 
the  custom  of  tbe  tribe  been  such  since  that  time  that  they  have  been 
recognize' 

A.     Y. 

Q.    W 
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A.  If  they  were  not  married,  and  it  was  a  negro  woman,  the  chil- 
Iren  follow  her  out. 

Q.     The  Council  have  out  them  off? 

B.  Yes.  But  if  a  woman  that  belonged  to  the  tribe  had  children 
l>j  a  DCgro  man,  the  children  followed  her  in  the  same  way  as  if  they 
were  not  married. 

Ur.  Peabody. — As  there  ia  a  lawyer  on  the  committee,  he  knows 
that  proof  of  pedigree  is  in  the  reputation.  If  they  attended  church 
together,  visited  baclc  and  forth,  and  were  treated  as  man  and  wife, 
that  is  sufficient.  According  to  all  the  rules  and  customs,  it  seems  to 
me  that  Cone  brings  himself  within  the  rule;  and,  I  suppose,  that  all 
the  reason  that  objection  is  made  against  him  is  because  he  has  objec- 
ted to  others. 

There  is  one  thing  that  has  occurred  to  me,  and  I  wilt  use  it  as  an 
illustration.  Everybody  who  believes  in  the  Bible  believes  that  the 
Jews  are  going  back.  Now  there  are  Jews  all  over  the  world.  Sup- 
pose they  were  all  to  go  back  to  Palestine,  where  would  they  come 
from?  They  would  go  in  and  prove  their  pedigree,  just  the  same  as 
Indians  do, — no  matter  whether  they  live  on  the  reservation  or  not. 
If  be  proves  his  pedigrpe,  he  is  recognized.  He  is  not  obliged  to  live 
in  Palestine. 

Hf .  Carhichabl. — Of  the  names  that  were  registered  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Commission,  about  one  hundred,  including  the  chil- 
dren, are  objected  to.  Now,  the  Commission  propose  to  take  up  the 
heads  of  the  families,  because  upon  them  rest  the  children.  We  will 
now  take  up  the  list,  just  as  they  were  objected  to. 

(Mr.  Sheffield  reads  the  list  prepared  by  the  committee  of  the  Indian 
Cutincil  as  far  as  the  name  of  Joshua  Noka.) 

Ma.  Sheffield. — There  is  an  objection  to  Mr.  Noka,  and  we  will 
hear  his  testimony. 

Mb.  Noka. — I  would  ask  the  question  why  it  would  not  answer  as 
*ell  if  my  brother  Samuel  Noka  was  taken,  and  testimony  given  in 
r^ard  to  him? 

Mr.  Sheffield. — I  should  think  that  would  be  admissible,  as  he 
vas  a  member  of  the  family. 
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Hb.  Peabody. — What  was  your  mother's  name? 
Mb.  Noka. — HanDfth  Oordoo,  I  believe. 
Me.  Peabodt.— Waa  she  »  member? 

Mb.  Noka, — No,  eir;  I  don't  nnderatand  that  she  was  a  member  of 
the  tribe. 

BENJAVIH  THOHAB,  SWOBN. 

Q.     (Bj  Mr.  Carmichael.)     Did  you  know  Mr.  Noka's  father? 

A.     No,  sir;  I  did  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  his  brother — whether  he  waa  em 
a  member  of  the  Indian  Council? 

A,  Yes,  air;  well  acquainted  with  him.  I  was  acquainted  wiUi 
Samuel  Noka  probably  fifty  years.  He  was  probably  twenty  years  older 
than  Joshua.  He  acted  as  a  member  of  the  Council  before  any  nw 
almost  that  we  have  with  us  here.  Here  is  his  name  on  several  pttpere 
that  I  have  here,  where  he  did  business  for  this  tribe;  and  there  atnr 
was  any  dispute  or  question  about  him.  I  have  a  record  at  borne 
where  he  prosecuted  a  number,  and  carried  the  action  to  jndgnenl. 
for  going  into  our  Indian  swamp  and  cutting  timber  without  s  per- 
mit It  was  not  so  in  the  days  ot  Augustus  Harry.  There  vaswnit 
question  raised,  and  I  was  informed  that  he  said  that  this  thing  «u 
under  consideration,  and  that  they  carried  it  so  far  aa  to  settle  ^lat 
Qideon  Noka  marrying  Nancy  Noka,  they  were  members  of  the  tribe? 

Q.     It  was  discussed,  was  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  Here  is  a  list  of  his  doings,  when  he  was  elected  M 
the  Council. 

Q.     Did  you  ever  hear  that  bis  father  was  a  member  of  theCooncil! 

A.     His  grandfather  was.     Here   '  '  -       ■     -^  i._  .k. 

Council. 

Mb.  Pbabody. — I  don't  see  what  1 
this.     He  might  hare  been  a  son  by 

Mb.  Thouas. — They  were  all  of  t 
has  not  been  any  dispute  about  it  w1 
necessary  for  me  to  testify  to. 

Q.  {By  Mr.  Sheffield.)  Mr.  Joal 
the  Council  for  some  time? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     Always  been  recognized  as  a  r 

A.  The  first  that  he  acted  by  bt 
eight  years  ago. 
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QIDEON   AUUONS,    SWORN. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  \oka.)  I  would  inqnire  what  you  understand  sboal 
Di;  grandfather — how  he  stood  as  a  member  of  the  tribe? 

A.  Your  grandfather  was  my  grandfather,  and  there  nerer  hi 
been  any  question.  He  can  be  traced  right  from  the  stamp  of  Uie 
tribe.  He  took  up  quite  a  large  tract  of  land  westward  of  the  Indiu 
cedar  swamp.  He  had  four  children:  Sarah;  Gideon,  Joahna's  father; 
Jerusha,  my  mother,  and  Samuel,  Peter  Noka's  father. 

Q.     Did  joa  ever  see  my  father— Gideon  Noka? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  have  seen  him  quite  a  number  of  times.  He  lind 
in  Sooth  Kingstown,  and  used  to  come  to  onr  house  occasionslij. 

Q.     Were  you  acquainted  with  Sam,  Peter's  father? 

A.     Yes. 

Q.     You  never  heard  any  diapnte  as  to  his  right  in  tbe  tribe? 

A,    There  couldn't  beany. 

Q.     Did  you  know  about  his  holding  office? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  he  was  in  the  Council.  I  commenced  in  '47  to  be  i 
member  of  the  Council,  and  was  in  pretty  much  every  year  vith  him 
as  long  as  he  lived;  and  there  has  never  t>i3en  a  lisp,  to  my  knoffledie, 
that  that  family  was  ever  disputed.  I  never  heard  anything  about  it 
until  sometime  about  four  or  five  weeks  ago,  when  Edward  mid  tie 
was  going  to  try  you.  I  told  him  "if  yon  try  him,  yon  are  don 
flatter  than  a  flounder.  He  has  better  proof  than  yon  can  bring. 
Mr.  Perry  was  there,  and  heard  what  1  said  would  happen  itp" 
undertook  that 

Q.  You  have  been  somewhat  acquainted  with  me  for  a  long  time, 
and  know  about  my  acting  as  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Nun- 
gansett  Tribe  for  a  term  of  years? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  know  you  always  used  to  be  at  town  meetiagud 
vote  for  us;  and  so,  twenty-eight  years  ago,  we  told  you  it  trie  time 
that  yon  came  into  the  Council,  and  you  did.  I  think  yoQ  vas  lbs 
third  man  on  the  Council  that  vear,  and  have  been  in  prettf  omcQ 
ever  since;  and  there  never  has  been  any  talk  that  has  come  to  mj 
earsjhefore  this  time. 

Q,  Do  you  recollect  when  I  went  to  the  Legislature  and  tri«^  * 
case  that  Dr.  GriflSn  got  up;  and  when  I  have  been  with  the  restoi 
the  Council? 

A.  Yes;  yon  weie  there,  and  Dr.  Griffin.  We  were  there  a  fort- 
night; and  we  licked  Mm.  and  turned  him  out  of  the  Comniiasioii, 
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the  tribe.  Samuel  and  Oideon,  hor  two  sons,  bnilt  a  house  right  oS, 
and  all  helped.  The  old  woman  lived  there  a  good  while.  Mother 
went  there  to  live,  next  to  her,  and  I  with  her.  ''Aunt  Nancy"  died, 
and  the  house  fell  down;  and  it  then  should  go  back  to  the  tribe. 
Her  son  built  on  it,  and  held  it.  Gideon's  brother,  Samuel,  married 
a  woman  in  the  tribe.  Always  held  that  Joshua  Noka  was  Dot  clearif 
a  member  of  the  tribe.  After  the  house  fell  down,  Gideon  built  opt 
second.  He  got  no  permission  from  the  Council  to  build.  He  lired 
there,  and  died  there.  His  brother  Samuel  never  lived  there.  I 
remember  who  were  members  of  the  Council  at  that  time.  I  nerff 
heard  that  Joshua's  mother  was  lawfully  married.  Most  of  Oideon^t 
children  were  born  in  South  Kingstown  before  he  moved  there.  He 
was  no  blood-heir  to  the  tribe. 

Q.  (Uy  Mr.  Noka.)  Did  you  know  my  grandfather.'^ 
A.  No;  I  never  knew  your  grandfather.  Nancy  Noka  had  two 
children,  Gideon  and  Samuel.  Don't  know  if  she  belonged  to  the 
tribe.  There  was  no  public  objections  by  the  Council  or  members  of 
the  tribe.  I  have  not  attended  the  meetings  for  thirty  years.  Was 
here  when  Joseph  Stanton  was  Commissioner. 

GIDEON   A.HMONS,   8W0RK. 

My  father  and  mother  were  at  the  wedding  of  Joshua's  parents. 
They  always  lived  together  as  husband  and  wife,  and  were  so  recog- 
nized by  other  people. 

CASE  OF  DANIEL  SEKATER. 

DAKIEL  HARRY,  SWORK. 

(Called  by  Mr.  Cone  in  support  of  his  objection.) 
Aaron,  Daniel's  father,  always  belonged  to  the  tribe.  Aaron  mar- 
ried first  Thomas  Rogers'  Sister  Hannah.  Afterwards  she  went  home 
to  her  mother,  and  Aaron  went  off  into  Connecticut,  and  there 
to  visit  and  stop  at  Smart's  house.  One  day  Smart  came  home 
found  his  wife  gone,  and  Sekatergone  too,  leaving  him  two  children  to 
take  care  of.  Smart  followed  them  as  far  as  the  Rhode  Island  lin^ 
and  concluded  that  if  his  wife  didn't  want  to  live  with  him  he  didnl 
want  to  live  with  her,  and  turned  around  and  went  home.  Sekater 
wanted  Stanton  to  marry  him  and  the  woman  he  ran  away  with,  bni 
be  wouldn't.     They  lived  together,  and  hmJ  childjreq,    3he  was  M 
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informed  by  older  members  of  the  tribe,  that  the  original  Hanj  Hu- 
ard,  the  grandfather  of  theee  Hopkins  children,  came  from  U&rthi'i 
Vineyard;  that  he  was  a  man  that  followed  fiBhing;  that  he  came  ud 
proposed  to  sell  fiah,  which  they  consented  to;  that  he  asked  to  hue 
a  small  place  to  build  a  honse,  which  they  consented  to.  Also,  tint 
the  woman  that  he  had  with  bim  came  from  Mobegan;  that  her  nuM 
wao  Nancy  Swan.  They  raised  up  three  children,  Joseph  Kuani, 
Maiy  Hazard,  and  *  Epbraim  Carpenter's  wife.  Mary  Hazard  h 
Harry  Hazard's  daughter,  and  Mary  Hopkins'  hasband  was  &  whiu 
man  from  Connecticat.  That  brooght  np  this  family  of  Hoptini 
children.  I  have  heard  this  repeatedly  from  parties,  stating  nods 
these  circnmatances  that  they  were  not  lawful  members  of  the  trilie. 
If  1  have  received  a  wrong  impression,  it  is  what  I  hear. 

Mr.  Garmichael. — Is  there  any  one  here  who  wishes  to  come  fo^  j 
ward  to  present  objections  to  Mr.  Hopkins? 

Mrs.  LtTKB  Hopkinb. — Mr.  Cone  says  that  I  belong  in  South  Kings- 
town. I  have  lived  here  most  of  the  time,  without  objection,  mi 
have  been  out  of  the  town  not  over  ten  months.  I  clium  thatnj 
home  ia  where  my  hiiBband  is,  and  that  is  in  Charleetown. 

Mr.  Cone. — According  to  a  law  of  this  State,  a  white  mm  ud  i 
colored  woman  have  no  right  to  be  married.  If  they  were  mamw, 
they  were  married  unlawfully.  But  whether  they  were  or  not,  if  ^> 
was  Harry  Hazard's  daughter,  be  not  belonging  to  the  tribe,  tai  lii' 
wife  not  belonging  to  the  tribe,  and  Charles  Hopkins  being  s  vbile 
man,  she  certainly  cannot  belong  to  the  tribe. 

Mart  Ann  Hopkins. — My  mother  always  belonged  hero,  »nd"»i 
born  in  Cbarleatown.  She  was  real  Indian.  My  grandfather  balonged 
here,  and  my  mother  bad  as  mnch  right  as  any  that  belonged  boR- 
A  good  many  had  objections  to  her  because  she  married  a  white  nun, 
but  he  was  one-quarter  colored.  .  I  have  a  certificate  showing  that  m.' 
fiither  and  mother  were  married.    I  am  a  sister  of  Nathaniel  Hopk""* 

NATHANIEL   HOPKINS,    SW^ORM.

THIRD  MEETING. 


The  third  meeting  of  the  Oommiasion  was  held  at  Samoset  Hall,  in 
the  Tillage  of  Carolina,  on  Wednesday,  Jnly  28tb,  1880,  at  9  A.  v. 
About  one  hundred  were  present.  After  calling  the  meeting  toord«r, 
the  Chairman  introduced  Hon.  Wm.  P.  Sheffield,  of  Newport,  who 
epoke  aa  follows: 

Omllemen  of  the  Commission,  and  Ladies  and  Oentletnen :  I  did 
not  espeet  to  be  called  npon  to  say  anything  to-day.  I  came  here 
merely  ae  a  spectator.  But  I  will  say  that  I  have  been  connected  with 
the  affairs  of  this  State  for  a  considerable  time — thirty-nine  years  and 
two  months  since  I  entered  into  public  office  and  took  port  in  the 
administration  of  the  pnblic  affairs  of  the  State.  Since  that  tiuie, 
for  the  most  of  the  time  that  has  intervened,  I  have  been  associated 
wiih  the  State  Legislature,  as  most  of  yon  know,  and  have  often  been 
called  npon  to  act  npon  matters  in  which  you  are  deeply  interested. 
It  has  been  a  source  of  great  embarrassment  to  me  ae  aa  individnal, 
and  of  great  embarrassment  to  the  Lei^islatore  during  all  that  period, 
to  act  u|K>n  any  matter  which  has  been  connected  with  the  rclatioDi 
of  the  Narragansett  Tribe  to  each  other  and  to  the  State;  and  for 
these  reasons:  In  the  first  place,  when  any  one  came  to  the  Lcgisla- 
tare,  the  Legislature  wasn't  sure  that  they  came  with  honest  motives; 
and,  even  if  they  had  the  endorsement  of  the  Indian  Council,  thej 
were  not  sure  always  that  they  were  right;  and  even  sometimes— if  I 
may  be  allowed  to  say  it — if  the  tribal  Council  came,  the  Lcgislatnre 
could  not  but  remember  that  there  were  a  great  many  women  and 
children  behind  the  Council  that  were  represented,  and  tliey  were  not 
quite  sure  that  even  then  it  was  right  to  do  what  they  were  asked  to 
do;  so  that  they  often  hesitated,  and  were  very  much  embamisaed. 
Then,  again,  they  felt,  as  I  have  felt  during  all  of  this  period,  thsl 
this  tribal  property  and  this  tribal  relation  was  an  incubus,  aud  vu 
that  which  bore  down  the  members  of  the  tribe  instead  of  tending  to 
elevate  them   to  self-dependence, — for  men  are  so  conBtitntcd  Uwt 
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they  will  be  active  in  proportion  aa  they  have  a  motive  to  act.  It  is 
;)reciBeIy  in  this  caae  as  it  is  with  the  church.  Yon  give  a  church 
nooey  enoagh  to  aapport  it,  bo  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  contribute 
uything  to  uphold  it,  and  the  ofaarch  will  become  useless  and  die 
vat. 

Now  I  will  tell  yon  what  I  have  been  satisfied  with,  and  what  has 
induced  my  action.  It  is  this:  As  long  as  this  tribal  property  has 
oistence,  there  are  a  class  of  people  that  are  wortblcsH,  idle  and 
ricioQs;  that  go  away  during  the  summer,  and  come,  so  to  speak,  and 
llightdown  on  the  tribe  in  the  winter.  They,  therefore,  tend  to  keep 
ihe  tribe  down,  and  to  keep  them  vicionsv  They  tendI,to  injnro  its 
reputation.  They  feel  that  if  they  can  do  it  in  that  way,  tbey  have 
no  motive  to  exert  themselves  to  take  care  of  themselves,  as  every  one 
ot  Qs  should  do. 

Then,  again,  with  reference  to  this  matter,  individuals  should  learn 
to  take  care  of  themselves  in  our  republican  State.  Thej  should  rely 
upon  their  own  exertions  for  a  motive  to  take  care  of  themselves,  and 
not  feel  that  there  is  somebody  that  thoj  can  light  down  upon  and  be 
tnpported.  That  is  wrong.  It  tends  to  bring  discredit  on  the  tribe. 
UaUo  tends  to  make  them  vicious.  People  go  there  who  are  vicious; 
tbey  drink,  they  become  demoralized,  commit  crimes  and  have  to  be 
pnnished.  I  ivgret  to  say  that  murders  have  been  committed,  perhaps 
ioEtigated  by  parties  from  outside. 

Think  of  it  for  a  moment.  Yon  are  the  descendants  of  great  In- 
%n  kings — of  men  who  once  represented  a  powerful  tribe.  Think 
■hat  dishonor  this  reQects  upon  these  great  men  from  whom  you 
came.  What  injustice  and  what  wrong  to  have  crimes  committed 
imongyou.  It  is  true,  yon  may  not  do  it,  bnt  the  wrong  of  this 
Clime  attaches  to  you  and  spreads  over  your  whole  people.  A  great 
crime  cannot  be  committed  in  a  town  without  injuring  the  town;  it 
cannot  be  committed  in  any  local  society  or  family  without  injuring 
the  society  or  family;  it  cannot  be  committed  in  this  tribe  without 
injaring  the  tribe.  Then,  more  ingenious  white  people  commit  erimes, 
in  undertaking  to  intrude  upon  your  property.  It  is  a  source  that 
prerenteall  growth — the  growth  of  individual  manhood. 

Yon  are  stricken  out  from  the  State  aa  citizens  of  the  State.  Every- 
thing is  open  to  every  freeman  in  the  State,  because  every  man  is 
cqnal  before  the  law.     But  it  is  not  so  with  you.     You  are  under  u 

foreign  jurisdiction,  so  to  speak,  from   the  groat  body  of  the  State, 
ould  be  put  on  precisely  the  same  footing  with  every  other 
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citizeD  in  the  State.  It  seGma  to  me  yon  onght  to  be  contented  vith 
that  pogition,  for  it  will  be  greatly  to  your  advantage  to  baTethia 
tribal  relation  disposed  of  and  abolished.  There  are  among  yon,  as  I  : 
see  before  me,  evidences  that  yon  are  not  all  of  the  blood  solely  of  tht 
Narragan setts,  but  that  you  have  been  mixed  with  other  tribes  of  men  i 
— white  and  black.  Yon  should  be  pat  upon  the  same  footing  witb  ' 
everybody  else. 

Now,  the  Legislature  has  proposed  to  dispose  of  this  tribal  prop- 
erly, and  with  the  consent  of  yonr  Council,  I  think,  property  md 
wisely.  AUhoagh  the  State  may  lose  some  money  by  it,  nevertheless, 
they  can  afford  to  do  it  for  yonr  benefit.  In  distributing  this  monq  j 
among  you  a  difficulty  will  arise.  A  great  many  intricate  qaestioiij  j 
come  up,  Bueli  as — who  are  members  of  the  tribe,  and  who  have  bwa 
tnembei's  of  the  tribe  and  have  abolished  their  tribal  relations.  The 
principal  question  is — who  are  members  of  the  tribe  to-day?  Tliese 
gentlemen  are  to  pass  upon  that,  and  they  will  do  it  jnstly.  Yon 
should  bear  with  one  another  in  considering  this  question,  anJ  tn 
each  one  of  you  to  do  as  you  would  be  willing  to  be  done  by  in  rela- 
tion to  this  matter;  and  then,  after  this  matter  is  settled,  each  of  joo 
will  go  into  the  community  to  depend  upon  your  own  esertione,  mi 
to  act  as  free  men,  not  boand  to  this  tribe  or  to  anything  else.  Yon 
will  have  to  act  for  yourselves,  standing  in  the  presence  of  God,  mil 
depending  upon  your  own  cxertious  and  good  conduct.

Charles  H.  Wheeler,  ago  32;  born  in  North  Stoninglon;  hves  in 
North  Stonington;  been  to  the  reservation  a  nnmber  of  times;  mir- 
ried  out  of  the  tribe;  no  children;  is  the  son  of  Eunice  Wheeler. 

Charles  E.  Hany,  (son  of  Almira  Harry),  age  20;  born  in  Warwick; 
lives  in  Pawtuxet;  never  at  the  reservation  before;  not  married. 

Simon  H.  Harry,  age  17;  bom  in  Warwick;  lives  in  Warwick;  not 
married. 

Mercy  Ann  Hazard,  (daughter  of  Patience  Harry,)  age  75;  born  in 
Chnrlestown;  lives  in  Providence;  a  widow;  no  children  nnder  ag«; 
ut  the  reservation  occasionally;  was  here  about  five  years  ago. 

Kniolino  W.  Apes,  (daughter  of  Mary  Ann  Jones),  age  29;  born  in 
Asliford,  Ct. ;  lives  in  Middletown;  married  out  of  the  tribe;  no  chil- 
diKii. 
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Olive  B.  Howard^  age  39;  born  in  Hampton,  Gt.;  lives  at  Daniel- 
sonville,  Gt. ;  was  at  the  reservation  aboat  ten  years  ago;  never  here 
but  once;  married  out  of  the  tribe;  children  of  age. 

(The  Gommission  then  continued  the  reading  of  the  list  of  nameB 
taken  at  the  previous  meetings,  taking  testimony  thereon  as  follows:) 

GASE  OF  HARRIET  GARPENTER. 

She  is  reported  by  the  Gouncil  as  being  the  daughter  of  Isaac  Tay- 
lor.    Her  mother  was  a  member  of  the  tribe. 

David  Holmes,  (sworn.) — She  is  Isaac  Taylor's  daughter.  HewM 
a  negro,  and  lived  in  Woodville.  He  was  bound  out,  and  when  he 
became  free  he  came  down  among  the  tribe,  and  married  the  daugfa- 
ter  of  Rhuahamer  Malbone.  They  had  these  children,  among  them 
Harriet.  Isaac  Taylor  had  a  son  Isaac  carried  to  the  Reform  School 
and  he  came  out  and  moved  down  into  Massachusetts,  and  is  dow 
doing  well.  Also,  William,  who  went  to  the  war,  and  was  killed  is 
Gharlestown.  He  also  had  this  daughter,  Harriet  Carpenter,  who 
lives  in  Mudville,  Gonn.  It  is  some  four  or  six  years  since  she  bai 
lived  here. 

Charles  0.  Carpenter,  (sworn.) — I  reside  in  Norwich.  My 
father  was  Isaac  Carpenter.  His  mother  was  Nabby  Weeden.  Daniel 
Primos  was  second  cousin  to  my  father.  My  mother  was  a  member 
of  the  tribe.  I  have  not  been  here  since  I  was  five  yeare  old.  Own 
lands  on  the  "old  post  road,"  in  my  father's  right  I  am  a  voter  in 
Mystic,  Conn.  Have  two  children.  Am  32  years  old.  Charles  C. 
Carpenter  and  Henry  Cari)enter  are  my  children.  My  mother  was  Cor- 
neh'a  Tobey.     Father  married  her. 

Daniel  Primos,  (sworn.)— I  knew  Isaac  Carpenter.  He  alvajs 
lived  here  with  another  woman — Hannah  Wilcox.  Isaac  was  onr 
cousin.  I  have  seen  Cornelia.  She  lived  at  Stonington;  never  lived 
here  together. 

Nancy  Ann  Fairweather. — I  am  a  member  of  the  tribe,  on  my 
mother's  side.  Mary  Hopkins  was  my  mother.  She  is  not  living- 
She  owned  land  here.  I  own  land,  and  come  here  every  summer. 
Charles  Hopkins,  my  father,  was  not  a  member  of  the  tribe.  David 
and  Hannah  are  my  children. 

Eunice  Wheeler,  (sworn.)— Am  grandchild  of  Georgianna  Rob- 
inson. My  father  was  Charles  Wheeler.  Am  a  member  of  the  tnbc 
by  my  mother.     Have  never  lived  on  the  reservation. 
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Samuel  Conodon,  (sworn). — I  &m  not  much  aoquaintod  with  Mrs. 
Fairweather,  but  have  seen  her  fiom  time  to  time.  I  know  her 
mother.  I  have  heard  that  her  mother  was  a  Hazard,  and  not  a 
member  of  thia  tribe.  Her  father  was  a  white  man,  that  came  from 
Woodatock,  named  Charles  Manchester.  I  don't  know  anything  about 
eicept  what  I  have  heard.  David  Fuirweather  never  lived  on  the 
reservation.  She  raised  these  chihlren  in  South  Kingstown.  She 
hasn't  lived  on  the  reservation  for  thirty  years,  to  my  knowledge. 
Her  tract  of  land  is  here  near  the  Indian  meeting-house.  I  know  of 
no  other  land  but  the  family  land.  Probably  there  is  not  over  three 
teres.  David  lives  in  Sonth  Kingstown.  Her  brother  Nat.  improves 
the  land. 

Peince  Robinbon,  (sworn.) — I  know  Hannah  Fairweather.  I 
(appose  she  is  connected  with  the  tribe  through  her  grandmother  and 
mother.  Her  grandmother  belonged  to  the  tribe,  I  snppose,  and  her 
mother  and  father.  She  has  probably  lived  in  South  Kingstown 
twenty-five  years,  I  should  think.  I  guess,  before  she  was  married 
&nd  had  a  family  she  was  here  more  or  less.  I  ehoald  think  it  was 
twenty-five  years  since  she  has  lived  on  the  reservation.  Charles  H.

Bbn,  Thomas. — She  is  all  right. 

Harriet  Simons,  (sworn.) — I  know  Lawson  B.  Francis.  He  is 
connected  with  the  tribe  through  his  mother.  She  was  a  Gardner. 
He  never  lived  on  the  reservation.  Lucinda  Gardner  is  my  aunt.  She 
re  also  Ualbro  Gardner's  aunt.  Her  fatlier  was  Stephen  Gardner,  a 
member  of  the  tribe.  I  think  her  mother  belonged  to  the  Mohe;;an 
tribe,  Lucinda  never  lived  on  the  reservation,  that  I  know  of.  I 
don't  know  whether  she  attended  the  August  meetings  or  not.  Her 
mother  was  named  Margaret  Gardner. 

Daniel  Sekater.— Hannah  Gardner  is  my  sister. 

Eunice  Gardner,  (sworn.) — I  am  connected  with  the  tribe  by  my 
mother.  Then,  again,  Albert  Gardner  belonged  here.  My  mother 
»as  Charlotte  Potter.  My  father  was  not  a  member  of  the  tribe.  I 
have  never  lived  on  the  reservation.  I  was  tlicre  for  the  first  time  at 
the  last  meeting  at  the  meeting-house. 

Malbeo  Gardner. — I  don't  think  I  ever  lived  on  the  reservation. 
never  voted  anywhere.  Father  died  when  I  was  at  sea.  I  have  been 
here  occasionally.     !^ever  voted  in  the  tribe. 
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Benjamin  G.  Gardner,  (sworn.) — I  am  connected  with  the  tribe 
through  my  mother  and  grandmother.  Mother's  name  was  Betsej 
Dyer.  My  father  was  Ebenezer  Gardner.  I  never  lived  on  the  reser- 
vation. Have  voted  in  the  tribe.  It  is  about  six  or  eight  years  anoe 
I  have  attended  their  meetings. 

Joshua  Noka. — Frank  Hazard  is  my  nephew,  or  great  nepher 
He  was  my  sister's  son's  son.  That  is  all  I  know  about  him.  He  was 
born  in  Providence,  I  guess. 

John  B.  Gardner,  (sworn.) — I  am  connected  with  the  tribe  on 
my  mother's  side.  Her  name  is  Maria  Gardner.  Bhuahamer  Mai- 
bone  was  her  mother. 

Sarah  Williams,  (sworn.) — My  maiden  name  was  Harry.  I  don't 
know  how  Harriet  J.  Harry  is  connected  with  the  tribe.  I  dido'c 
know  that  she  belonged  to  it. 

Ben.  Thomas.— Augustus  Harry  is  all  right 

Mary  Williams.— Augustus  Harry  has  been  married  twice.  This 
is  his  second  wife.  I  couldn't  swear  that  they  are  married.  I  thiok 
he  is  lawfully  married  this  time.  These  children  are  by  his  second 
wife. 

Joshua  Noka. — I  have  known  David  Helm  f(Jr  forty  years,  and  I 
never  knew  that  he  claimed  membership  in  the  tribe.  We  never  gave 
him  any  rights^  and  he  never  asked  for  any. 

Gideon  Ammons. — I  never  have  learned  that  he  obtained  any  land 
or  rights  in  the  town. 

Ei).  S.  Conk.— lam  not  directly  posted  in  regard  to  this  matter, 
but  I  have  heard  repeatedly  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  tribe.  I 
think  he  can  state  his  pedigree  so  that  you  will  be  satisfied  that  he  is 
a  member.  There  was  at  one  time  a  piece  of  land  set  off  to  him,  aod 
when  he  went  forward  to  receive  it,  it  appeared  that  somebody  had 
claimed  that  land.  He  does  own  a  piece  of  land,  near  that  which  was 
decided  to  be  his. 

Betsey  Haxrixs,  (sworn.) — I  was  bred  and  born  below  here.  I 
belong  to  the  Primus  family.  Mother's  name  was  Tamar  Primus.  1 
can't  tell  what  my  father's  name  was. 

Mary  A.  Hopkins. — I  came  in  on  my  mother's  side.  My  mother 
was  Mary  Hazard.  She  married  Charles  Hopkins.  I  don't  live  on 
the  reservation  a  great  deal.  It  is  about  thirteen  years  since  mother 
died.  Mother  died  down  here,  and  all  my  mothei'^s  family.  Mj 
father  and  grandfather  lived  here. 
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Hazard  Ghanplin,  (Bworn.) — I  know  Mary  A.  Hopkins,  and  all 
of  them,  and  their  pareotB  belore  them— father  and  mother.  I  have 
aeen  the  mother  and  father  and  grandfather.  They  were  not  mem- 
bers of  the  tribe.  Harry  Hazard  woe  a  man  that  came  from  ifartha'a 
Vineyard.  His  wife,  Afary,  came  from  Mohegait.  Harry  Hazard  and 
Mary  Hazard  were  the  parents  of  Mary  Hopkioa,  the  mother  of  these 
children.  The  parents  didn't  belong  here.  The  tnbe  gave  Harry 
Hopkins  that  piece  of  land  to  build  a  honse  on,  so  that  they  might 
bay  fish  of  him  whenever  they  wanted  to.  They  hold  the  same  tract 
of  land  DOW.  Harry  Hazard  never  voted  here,  but  Nat  and  Luke  and 
Dudley  Hopkins  have.  Harry  Hazard  never  voted  here,  and  never 
allowed  hie  sons  to  vote  here.  That  ie  in  my  remembrance.  Mary  A. 
Hopkins  is  the  sister  of  Nathaniel  Hopkins.  He  has  voted  here  in  the 
tribe  for  a  good  many  years,  when  be  was  here.  I  gness,  he  always 
has  when  he  was  about  here. 

Mart  A.  Hopkins. — They  never  gave  my  father  any  land.  He 
.WIS  a  shoemaker,  and  had  a  large  tract  of  land  here.  My  uncle 
I  Gideon  was  at  sea.     Mr.  Gbamplin  knows  nothing  about  it. 

Datid  Holmes. — I  have  found  out  since  the  lost  meeting  that  my 
wife  is  a  member  of  the  tribe.  Perry  Hazard's  folks  say  that  she  was 
>  member  of  the  tribe. 

Daniel  Harby. — I  always  thought  that  the  Hopkins  family  owned 

that  land  where  they  lived,  and  that  they  belonged  to  the  tribe,  until 

this  came  out  about  them.     I  didn't  know  Mary's  father  or  mother. 

I  knew  there  was  three  of  those  children.     I  used   to  know  a  man 

Umed  Joseph  Hazard.

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B£NJ.  TH0M4S. — This  thing  has  been  investigated  aeyeral  times  in 
the  Council^  and  we  decided  against  their  claim.  The  relationship 
was  denied. 

Emily  L.  Uull. — All  the  objection  the  Conncil  made  was  that  I 
couldn't  bring  living  witnesses,  but  I  understand  that  they  have  taken 
those  papers  in  since.  My  aunt  at  that  time  was  living,  but  now  she 
is  dead.     I  have  those  papers  here  now. 

(Mr.  Sheffield  reads  the  papers.) 

Daniel  Hull,  (sworn.)— My  wife  is  the  last  one  of  the  family, 
and  we  are  dependent  on  outside  evidence  to  convince  people  of  her 
standing.  Isaac  Dyer  had  trouble  in  the  family,  and  he  stabbed  & 
man,  and  was  committed  to  jail  about  a  year  before  he  had  his  trial 
I  wanted  these  certificates  to  keep  a  false  man  off  of  the  track,  and  to 
keep  a  true  one  on.  When  I  was  before  the  Council  they  broaghtnp 
John  Lewis,  and  I  asked  how  old  he  was,  and  they  claimed  a  certain 
age;  but  we  had  a  paper  from  the  warden  of  the  State  Prison,  statiog 
just  when  this  man  was  committed.  I  had  forgotten  when  this  man 
was  munlcred  that  owns  the  land.  It  was  to  show  the  time.  Th« 
fatiier  of  my  wife  is  dead,  and  I  coaldn't  know  anything  unless  I  got 
somethinfiT  to  tnick  the  land  with.  Mv  uncle  Joe,  who  is  now  dead, 
told  a  straight  story  in  regard  to  the  land;  but  since  I  have  been  to 
the  Council,  and  they  found  that  we  were  after  the  land,  they  don't 
know  anything  about  it.  Joseph  Stanton  ran  off  into  the  cedar 
swamp,  to  got  rid  of  telling  before  the  Council  what  he  knew.  It 
was  the  gnuulfather  of  my  wife  that  was  murdered,  father  of  my 
wife's  father.  He  was  a  member  of  the  tribe.  If  the  relationship  is 
established  between  my  wife  and  the  man  that  was  murdered,  that 
proves  tlie  claim. 

Bexj.  Thomas, — That  is  the  point  that  the  Council  have  heard 
twice. 

Danikl  Hill. — I  am  61.  My  father  was  slave-born,  and  so  was 
my  orraiulniothor — his  mother.  He  had  a  lawful  marriage  with  toe 
Hrst  wife,  and  mv  mother  was  the  second  wife.  He  stated  to  me  that 
he  was  fourteen  vears  old  the  dark  dav — Mav  19th,  1780.  His  fijs^ 
wife  was  Eunice  Helm.  After  I  got  large  enough  to  read  writing  and 
other  reading,  I  found  a  certificate  of  his  marriage.  He  had  a  lawiw 
marriage,  which,  of  course,  disengaged  him  from  his  master's  estate. 
Then,  after  that,  he  married  another  wife,  which  was  my  mother. 
That  mother  of  mine  wtis  a  member  through  the  Lewis  blood.  That 
was  John  Lewis,  my  mother's  uncle,  and  Rhnahamer  Babcock,  Jobd

the  reservation.     Have  been  at  Charlestown  several  times.    Am  sister 
to  Frances  Cooper. 

Daniel  Harrt. — I  don't  know  Mary  E.  Peckham.  I  had  an 
aunt  by  the  name  of  Hannah  Harry. 

Oeorge  W.  Munroe,  (sworn.) — I  know  Abbie  J.  Peckham.  She 
is  my  aant  Simeon  Niles  was  her  father.  She  never  lived  here. 
Barnam  Niles  died  down  here. 

Prince  Robinson. — I  am  connected  with  the  tribe  by  my  grand- 
mother and  mother.  Mother's  name  was  Abigail  Robinson.  Shevas 
a  member  of  the  tribe.  I  don't  know  bnt  I  voted  for  members  of  the 
Indian  Council  years  ago,  but  have  not  recently.  Sarah  A.  Robinson 
is  my  wife,  Elizabeth  is  my  daughter,  and  William  F.  is  my  son.  I 
have  voted  in  South  Kingstown,  on  real  estate. 

Salon  A  Robinson,  (sworn.) — My  mother  belonged  to  the  tribe. 
Mother's  name  is  Priscilla  Niles.  She  is  sometimes  called  Niles,  and 
sometimes  Brooks.     I  never  lived  on  the  reservation. 

Mart  A.  Peckham. — Ella  A.  Peckham  is  my  brother's  adopted 
daughter.  She  came  from  the  poor-house.  She  was  not  a  member 
of  the  tribe.  And  this  adopted  daughter  had  a  child,  named  Eili; 
not  bom  in  wedlock. 

Angelina  Rogers. — My  father  and  Tommy  Rogers  were  second 
cousins.  I  married  Tommy  Rogers.  I  claim  membership  throagh 
my  father.  His  name  was  Namon  Rogers.  I  have  lived  on  the  reiser- 
vation  almost  five  years.  I  am  at  work  out  now,  but  go  to  the  reser- 
vation occasionally. 

(Objection  insisted  upon.) 

Angelina  Rogers. — It  was  thirty  years  ago  that  I  asked  for  mj 
right,  and  it  was  set  off  to  me  in  1855  by  the  Council.  I  was  a^ 
knowledged  by  Tommy,  and  a  piece  of  land  was  given  to  me. 

Ben  J.  Thomas. — As  far  as  the  possession  was  concerned,  the  Coun- 
cil found  that  all  right 

William  R  Sekater,  (sworn.)— William  H.  Rhodes  is  my  sister's 
son.  He  never  lived  on  the  reservation  since  he  was  a  small  boj. 
Never  voted  here  in  the  world.  I  think  I  have  heard  him  say  that  he 
had  voted  in  South  Kingstown,  but  I  won't  be  positive  about  it  Ar- 
thur L.  is  his  son.     I  have  seen  Laura  Rhodes. 

Laura  Rhodes,  (sworn.) — I  am  connected  with  the  tribe  through 
m  y  grandmother.    Her  name  was  Olive  Brewster.     I  never  have  Htw 
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adjoiaing  the  ChampliD  farm.  I  have  been  to  the  reservatioD  a  onm- 
ber  of  times.  I  have  been  called  twice  by  the  Couacil  lo  show  tben 
bounds  which  they  didn't  know.  I  have  nine  children.  Hy  wife  fu 
not  a  member  of  the  tribe. 

Chakles  H.  Wheeler,  (sworn.) — I  am  connected  with  the  trite 
by  nny  mother.  Her  name  is  Eunice  Wheeler.  I  have  never  liied  oq 
the  reservation.     Was  bom  in  North  Stonington. 

Charles  E.  Harky,  (sworn.) — My  father  is  a  member  of  tJH 
Narragansett  Tribe.  I  have  never  lived  on  the  reservation.  Im- 
born  in  Warwick.     Am  30  years  of  age. 

Emelihe  W.  Ap£S,  (sworn.) — I  never  lived  in  CharleatovD.  1. 
am  connected  with  the  tribe  through  my  mother.  Her  name  «« 
Mary  Ann  Jones.     She  didn't  live  here,  hut  she  owns  land  here. 

Maby  H.  IIopkiks,  (sworn.) — Olive  Hull  was  ray  mother.  Faiher 
was  Abraham  Hull.  1  claim  through  my  mother  and  my  grandmother. 
Grandmother  Hammond  belonged  to  the  tribe.  My  mother  for  tbt  I 
luBt  thirty  years  has  lived  in  Charlestown,  and  I  havfe  been  here  fori 
the  last  thirty-five  years. 

Mr.  Adaus. — The  Hat  seems  to  be  exhausted.  I  now  have  tin' 
pleasure  of  introducing  to  you,  for  a  few  remarks,  the  Assistant  At- 
torney General  of  Rhode  Island,  Samuel  P.  Colt,  Esq. 

Mk.  Colt. — Mr.  Ohairntan  and  Membtrs  of  the  Commitsion,  sf^ 
Members  of  the  Narragansett  Tribe  of  Indians :  I  consider  irvselt 
very  fortunate  in  being  present  at  this  meeting  to-day.  I  was  intJWd 
by  the  Commission  tu  be  here,  and,  although  it  was  quite  difficultfoi 
me  to  do  so,  yet  I  consider  myself  abundantly  repaid  for  the  troublel 
have  tuken  in  coming.  The  proceedings  of  this  meeting  have  been 
unusually  interesting  to  me,  and  although  it  was  farthest  from  my 
mind  whun  I  came  here  to  be  called  upon  to  say  anything,  mi  1 1'" 
made  no  preparation  so  to  do,  still  I  feel  that  I  can  say  n  low  woris 
to  you. 

Let  me  say,  in  the  first  place,  that  the  importance  of  this  oceafion 
I  think  few  of  us  can  appreciate.  It  is  not  going  to  end  here,  bat 
will  be  recorded  in  history,  and  will  be  a  matter  of  inlerest  thst* 
time  goes  on  will  increiise.  What  is  it  that  we  are  doing  here  to-dai. 
What  is  it  tliat  this  meeting  represents?  It  represents  the  close  of' 
great  and  interesting  history  of  a  most  interesting  people.  Yop  are 
here  to-day  to  close  your  tribal  relations — those  relations  which  bate 
existed  for  so  many  years.     You  have  sold   to  the  State  of  Sixioi 
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Idand  all  jour  common  tribal  lands  and  property,  and  you  are  here  to- 
\t,j  to  meet  the  representatives  of  the  State,  and  have  represented 
roarselvea  by  your  Council — men,  Although  I  have  never  seen  them 
idore,  with  whose  appearance  and  intelligence  I  have  been  deeply  im- 
uegsed.  And  to  think  that  this  is  the  last  Council  of  this  tribe,  in 
me  senee  it  is  sad  ;  but  it  is  pleasant  when  joa  stop  to  realize  that  in 
pring  up  what  yon  are  you  are  entering  into  a  new  life,  having  an  op- 
Mrtnnity  to  become,  and  doubtless  will  become,  citizens  with  all  of  us 
if  ihe  State  of  Rhode  Island. 

The  hour  is  late,  and  I  don't  mean  to  detain  you  with  any  long 
peech,  although  I  suppose  I  could  ramble  on  for  some  time.  I  must, 
lowever,  say  a  word  about  the  Commission  into  whose  hands  the  State 
lie  entrusted  not  only  their  interests  but  yours.  I  have  known  all  of 
he  gentlemen,  and  two  of  them  I  have  been  associated  with  for  two 
wrs  in  the  Qeneral  Assembly.  I  know  not  only  that  your  interest  in 
ixar  bands  will  bo  jealously  guarded  and  protected,  but  that  they  will 
pve  their  time,  their  energy  and  ability,  that  justice  shall  be  done 
ntween  you  all,  and  that  each  one  shall  receive  his  fair  proportion  of 
he  money  that  the  State  is  giving  you  for  your  common  property. 
Bntyou  mnat  realize,  at  the  same  time,  that  they  have  a  very  difficult 
luk  to  perform.  Kot  only  the  questions  of  fact,  which  have  come 
[rom  your  testimony  in  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  done  here 
this  morning,  but  the  questions  of  law  which  are  presented  are  most 
lifficoh  questions  to  determine.  And  there,  let  me  say,  you  are  ex- 
KedJDgly  fortunate  in  having  upon  your  Commission  a  lawyer,  a  young 
BBD  who  I  know  has  personally  given  great  attention  and  care  and 
itody  to  the  legal  questions  that  arise  in  determining  your  rights.  It 
leemg  to  me  that  three  men  could  not  be  selected  into  whose  hands 
p)D  could  put  your  interest  with  a  stronger  feeling  that  all  that  can 
be  done  will  be  done  justly  and  honorably,  for  your  protection. 

Thanking  yon  for  listening  to  the  few  words  that  I  have  had  to  say,  and 
upeciallj  for  the  privilege  that  I  feel  in  being  present  here  to-day,  and 
tnnring  yon,  on  behalf  of  the  legal  officers  of  the  State,  that  ne  will 
nideavor  as  far  as  is  in  our  power  to  give  such  advice  as  is  necessary  to 
Uie  CommiasioD,  and  to  see  that  your  interests  are  protected  and  that 
fruity  is  done  to  you  all,  I  wish  you  a  very  happy  life  hereafter. 

Mr.  Caemichael. — I  would  remark  that  this  closes  the  list  of 
umes  of  claimants  for  the  purchase  money.  A  little  later  the  work 
of  the  Commission  will  commence  on  the  lands,  and  notice  will  be 
Ei'GQ  chat  all  persons  owning  individual  lands,  in  regard  to  which 
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there  arc  any  qnestione,  may  appear  and  explain  the  sitaatioD,  *!■ 
that  matter  will  be  determined.  The  enrve;  U  dow  being  made,  ti 
until  that  is  completed  we  can't  decide  in  regard  to  that  matter. 

Mr.  Adams. — Well,  friends,  perhaps  some  of  jon  don't  en(^ 
know  the  proviBiona  of  the  law  nnder  which  we  are  acting.  ItgoeEOi 
with  some  preliminary  matters,  and  then  it  says:  (Reada  from  tk 
act.) 

Now  the  next  thing  in  this  drama  is  to  Hie  a  list  of  the  memberst 
the  Narmgansett  Tribe  in  the  Clerk's  office  in  Kingston.  The  nel 
terra  of  the  Court  ia  within  a  week  or  two — too  soon  to  answer  then 
quirementa  of  this  law;  so  that  this  will  be  heard  next  JaQniij,! 
think.  When  it  comes  to  the  Couit  at  Kingston,  notice  will  Vie^n 
by  the  Clerk  of  tlie  Conrt  through  newspapers  in  Providence  and  N'[« 
port  and  Washington  County  that  said  list  is  there;  and  if  snjpa 
sous  feel  aggrieved,  they  can  appear  there  and  present  their  clainu 
If  they  make  a  good  claim,  the  Conrt  will  allow  it.  After  due  notie 
has  been  given,  and  the  Conrt  has  approved  of  oar  doings  here,  ft 
money  will  be  paid  to  the  claimants,  probably  sometime  in  Janni^ 
or  February.  The  provisions  of  the  law  will  not  permit  this  te  • 
carried  Into  the  August  Court ;  if  it  would,  we  would  go  there  «ittLl 
in  October.

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Joshua  Xoka. — In  regard  to  the  minor  children,  it  seemB  to  nw 
that  the  parents  ought  to  have  the  care  of  the  children,  and  oaght  w 
have  charge  of  the  money  as  they  have  charge  of  the  child.  Tboa 
that  are  of  age  I  think  ought  to  have  their  own  money,  the  same  u  I 
would  have  mine. 

Mb.  Cabhichael. — Then  I  nnderstand  that  yonr  idea  is,  after  as- 
certaining who  are  the  members  of  the  tribe,  the  list  being  can^iused 
and  corrected  as  the  Commiseion  may  think  best,  to  strike  a  dividend 
among  all,  including  the  minors  ;  to  pay  to  each  person  who  hu  ar 
rived  at  twenty-one  years  of  age  his  own  portion,  and  that  portion  of 
the  money  belonging  to  persons  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  to  be 
given  to  the  parents. 

JosHpA  Noka. — Yes  ;  that  is  ray  idea. 

Mr.  Caemichael. — There  was  an  act  before  the  Assembly  in  M»j, 
which  I  think  passed  one  branch  of  the  Legislature,  directing  thii 
Commission  to  deposit  tbe  money  belonging  to  minors  in  the  Rhode 
Inland  Ilospital  Trust  Company,  at  interest.  It  didn't  become  ft  law, 
but  simply  indicates  the  drift  of  opioion  on  the  subject. 

Joshua  Koka. — I  should  object  to  that. 

Gideon  Auuons. — I  should,  because  I  think  the  State  should  pi; 
the  *5,000  to  the  tribe.  I  have  no  objection  to  the  money  being 
equally  divided. 

Mb.  Gabuicuael. — There  is  a  little  query  in  the  minds  of  the  Con- 
mission  as  to  whether  anybody  could  give  a  legal  receipt  for  tbe 
miuors. 

Gideon  Amuons. — I  don't  want  more  than  my  part,  but  I  think  it 
would  be  better  if  yon  gave  bo  much  to  each  family. 

Mr.  Caruichael.— I  understand  that  Mr.  Ammonsdiflers  ali«lf 
from  Mr.  Noka  in  regard  to  the  division  of  the  money.  Mr.  Ammoiie 
wants  it  divided  among  families  without  reference  to  the  number. 

Gideon  Ammo.vs. — No,  sir;  according  to  the  number. 

Benj.  Thohas. — I  think  those  that  are  of  full  age  should  receive 
their  proportion,  and  that  the  proportion  belonging  to  those  under  8^ 
should  be  given  to  the  parents,  or  whoever  it  may  be,  and  let  them 
share  that  money.  It  may  be  that  the  woman  has  got  a  sucking  chilil. 
That  child  might  draw  seven  dollars.  It  is  worth  more  than  fi  '" 
wean  him;  it  is  worth  more  than  t7  to  school  him;  and  if  thej<i* 
capable  of  taking  care  of  tJieir  children,  let  them  have  the  beneSt;  b^ 
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caasc  some  of  them  haven't  had  anything  before  that,  and  will  have 
nothing  except  what  they  get  at  that  time. 

Daniel  Sekater. — I  should  prefer  to  have  it  divided  among  the 
heads  of  the  families.  My  opinion  differs  a  little  from  Mr.  Noka's. 
He  wants  it  divided  among  the  heads  of  families  except  the  shares  of 
those  that  are  tweoty-one  years  of  ago.  I  say  let  it  go  to  the  heads  of 
the  families. 

Mr.  Carvichael. — We  find  abont  five  hundred  names  registered, 
•  of  which  about  two  handred  and  twenty-five  are  minors.  Now  you 
woald  want  it  divided  among  the  heads  of  families,  without  any  ref- 
ence  to  the  minors? 

Daniel  Skkater. — Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Carhighael, — So  that  a  person  like  Mr.  Ammons,  being  at 
the  head  of  a  family  without  any  children,  would  got  the  same  as  a 
family  of  twenty  children? 

Daniel  Sekater. — No,  sir;  divide  it  according  to  the  number. 

Brister  Michel. — As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  think  it  would  bo 
j  IS  well  for  every  one  of  age  to  draw  their  proportional  part,  and  the 
I  share  of  those  that  are  under  age,  and  under  the  Gal's  of  the  parent,  to 
go  to  them  for  their  care. 

Mr.  Sheffield.— And  every  little  child  take  as  much  as  a  man  of 
age,  the  only  question  being  about  the  distribution  of  it? 

Brister  Michel. — Yes. 

Mk.  Carhichael. — Then  these  gentlemen  seem  to  be  nnanimous 
about  that,  as  I  understand  it? 

Mr.  Adams. — After  the  claimants  are  established,  divide  5,000  by 

the  number  of  claimants;  and  then  if  you  and  your  wife  have  three 

,  children,  yon  have  five  shares.      Uncle  Gideon  has  one  share,  and  ho 

!   has  no  wife.     If  yon  have  yourself  and  wife  and  two  children  of  age, 

fOQ  have  two  shares,  your  two  children  receipting  for  themselves. 

Joshua  Nosa. — Yes,  sir;  those  that  are  of  age  receipting  for  them- 
selves. 

Benj.  Thomas. — It  looks  to  me  like  this:  As  I  understand  it,  the 
parent  is  the  natural  gnardian  of  the  child,  subject  to  the  maintaining 
and  supporting  of  that  child.  Shouldn't  he  have  something  in  order 
to  provide  for  him  ?  Now  if  we  are  not  careful,  and  don't  care  for  our 
families,  it  is  just  the  same  as  it  is  with  you  folks — if  he  has  a  thous. 
and  dollars  he  may  spend  it  as  fast  as  he  can,  and  let  somebody  else 
grow  fat  upon  it 
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Mb.  Adams. — Now,  Mr.  Koka,  it  is  a  fact  that  among  the  tribe,  as 
among  the  vhitee,  there  are  illegitimate  children.  Who  would  recdpt 
for  them? 

Joshua  Noka.— They  would  follow  the  mother. 

Mr,  Sheffield. — Then  yon  wonid  pay  the  money  over  to  tie 
mother? 

Joshua  Noka, — Yes,  if  the  child  is  a  minor;  if  of  age,  it  belong! 
to  himself. 

Benj.  Thomas.— Once  there  was  a  woman  who  married  a  man  liv- 
ing in  South  Kingstown.  He  bound  out  his  three  children.  She  got 
dissatisfied  about  it,  and  the  father  of  the  present  Judge  Potter  went 
into  that  thing.  A  member  of  this  tribe  never  has  been  under  tbe 
control  of  any  one  except  the  tribe.  You  conldn't  bind  oat  a  child 
that  belonged  to  the  tribe,  if  he  never  waa  a  slave.  Now  if  a  woman

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Benjamin  Thouas. — The  coneideration  with   onr  tribe  waa   the 
pedigree,  which  should  be  thia:     It  shoald  be  iaherited  b;  the  blood, 
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fro  to-morron  and  take  everything  with  him;  under  th<»e  circnm- 
stances,  wonid  you  not  ttay  tbat  he  had  ceased  to  be  a  member  of  the 
tribe  ? 

Benjauin  Thomas. — He  goes  throngh  the  s&me  as  Thomas  Cnm- 
mock  did.  When  he  sold  out  bis  right  and  title,  what  did  he  become? 
lie  became  justice  of  the  peace  and  postmaster.  I[e  left  a  lot  of 
young  ones  out  thei-e,  and  they  are  liable  to  come  back  and  look  after 
tliis  t5,000. 

Ur.  Samuel  CroS3. — Couldn't  a  man  that  had  sold' out  go  into 
Indian  meeting  and  vote  ? 

Benjamik  Thomas. — We  have  indulged  in  moat  anything.  1  had 
a  Fortugee  come  from  a  vessel  and  vote  against  me,  but  what  coald  1 
do  about  it? 

Ur.  Cahmichabl. — Suppose  you  gentlemen  sit  down  by  yourselves 
a  few  minutes  and  agree  upon  something? 

Brmjauin  Thomas. — I  am  agreed  now,  but  I  don't  want  too  long 
limitation. 

Mr.  Carmicbael. — We  wish  to  settle  this  thing  as  soon  as  possible, 
according  to  the  wishes  of  the  tribe  and  the  members  of  the  Coaneil. 

GlREON  AhmONs. — I  should  go  for  ten  years— nothing  under  and 
nothing  over — because  I  understand  that  this  Oouncil  has  got  U> 
manage  the  affairs  according  to  our  former  usages  and  customs. 

Benj.  Thomas. — There   has   been   no  former  custom    about  it. 
There  has  boon  but  three  leases  given  in  my  time  of  that  kind.     Tbe 
last  was  so  long  ago  that  Brister,  who  is  fifty  years  old,  can't  remem- 
ber it.     That  was  the  last  lease  of  that  kind.*   Just  as  soon  as  tb« 
Council  saw  that  this  was  bringing  them  into  a  snare  that  they  couldn't 
get  out  of,  they  objected  to  leasing.     Then  we  began  a  four  years 
lease.     That  was  about  forty  yeara  afro.     You  can't  find  one  over 
forty  years  old.     Moses  Stanton  8ai< 
yearn  they  could  lease  four  years  n 
boat  Mr.  Jim  Keiiyon  out  of  Fort  ] 
lease  was  made,  and  Ross  and  Seki 
shingled  over  in  this  way:    They  tli 
the  other  two.     Three  was  a  major! 
to  Joe,  and  then  Joe  signed  a  lease 
for  possession  of  the  property.     Th 
and  then  Moses  put  these  \a.p3  on. 
came  into  the  Council,  and  we  coc 
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He  was  fixing  to  go  to  Wisconain.  Frank  Palmer  was  President  of 
the  Oonoci),  with  Michel,  Thomas,  Cone  and  Wilcox.  I  told  them 
ire  conldn't  collect  the  rents,  and  said  "let's  have  the  thing  in  ad- 
rance."    That  is  the  way  the  thing  commenced. 

Gideon  Amhons. — In  1837  my  father  was  clerk  of  the  Indian 
CoQDcil,  and  he  said  it  was  the  cnstom  of  the  trihe,  if  any  persons 
wanted  to  migrate,  for  them  to  make  a  lease  for  ten  years  and  a  day; 
•nd  in  that  lease  it  was  expressed  that  if  the  individnal  that  leased 
bis  land  returned  in  that  time,  be  could  lease  it  again.  They  leased 
the  land  to  get  money  to  help  them  away,  and  if  they  didn't  return 
the  land  went  back  to  the  tribe.  But  onr  leases  right  around  the 
town  are  not  more  than  four  years.  We  lease  for  a  year  or  half  a 
year.  If  any  one  wanted  to  hire  a  pasture  for  the  summer,  we  could 
lease  it  to  them  for  six  months  as  well  as  for  a  year.  When  a  pei'son 
mys  he  is  going  to  migrate  to  Qreen  Bay  or  Wisconsin,  he  can  let  his 
Und  to  any  one  that  will  pay  him  the  money.  I  never  have  heard 
•ny  other  rule  than  that  for  those  that  wanted  to  migrate,  and  if  they 
didn't  return  everything  was  forfeited  to  the  tribe. 

Hr.  Carhichael. — You  considered  that  they  were  no  longer  mem- 
bers of  the  tribe? 
Gideon  Ammons.— Yes,  sir. 

Ur.  Adaus. — Well,  gentlemen,  what  disposition  will  you  make  of 
this? 

Mr.  Sheffield. — It  seems  to  me,  gentlemen,  that  it  is  a  question 
of  fact  for  each  case.  It  seems  to  me  that  in  certain  cnses  whei'c 
members  have  done  certain  things,  from  what  they  have  said  and 
done  yon  may  consider  them  as  having  abandoned  the  tribe  after  ii 
week  or  a  mouth.  There  are  others  that  even  after  ten  years  have 
kept  np  their  intercourse  with  you,  and  are  still  members  of  the  trihe. 
Mr.  Elisha  Potter,  in  a  report  of  his,  has  indicated  twenty  years, 
*hich  seems  to  me  rather  long.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  should  take 
np  each  case,  but  that  in  most  cases  within  seven  years  there  wonid  be 
ftpresnmption  that  they  had  given  up  all  interest  in  their  tribal  lauds 
«nd  gone  off, — and  certainly  ten  years  wonId  be  a  strong  pi-esumption, 
1  Bhonid  think. 

Besj.  Thomas. — I  think  the  common  law  ought  to  have  something 
to  do  with  this. 

Mr.  Cabuichael. — Suppose  we  agree  upon  seven  years  or  ten 
yewe  as  being  the  limit  at  which  it  shall  be  considered  prima  facie 
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evideutie  Lhut  a  person  has  abandoned  his  connection  with  the  tribe. 
Not  that  it  is  neoessarj  to  be  gone  ton  jears,  but  that  ten  years  ab- 
sence shall  be  considered  prima  facie  evidence  that  they  hare  gifen  ; 
up  their  claims.  ! 

Benj.  Thomas. — When  a  man  has  sold  his  rights  and  luid,  and  ! 
deeded  them  away,  and  put  us  to  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  that  oogbt 
to  settle  it. 

Mb.  Caruicbaei That  is  what  Mr.  Sheffield  suggests. 

Gideon  Amhons. — I  wouldn't  go  for  anytbing  over  than  t«n  jeart 
Make  it  as  much  less  as  yon  want  to. 

(Mr.  Sheffield  read  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  in  refer- 
ence to  the  abandonment  of  the  tribal  relations,  and  the  members  of 
the  Council  expressed  their  opipion  as  coinciding  with  bis.) 

Me.  Shefpield.— This  seems  to  me  to  embody  what  the  Attomtj 
General  means  by  long  absence  from  the  tribe:  "It  is  considered 
that  a  volnntary  absence  of  ten  years  shall  be  considered  aa  prima  fadt 
evidence  as  an  abandonment  of  his  tribal  relations,  noless  there  are 
other  circamstances  that  would  take  it  out  of  that  rule." 

(A  veto  of  the  Council  was  taken  upon  the  proposition  of  a  tenyw 
limit,  which  stood  four  in  favor  of  ten  years  and  one  in  favor  of  seTen 
years  from  the  passage  of  the  act.  The  vote  was  afterwards  made 
unanimous  in  favor  of  ten  years,  as  expressed  in  the  following:

FIFTH  MEETING. 


On  Wednesday,  October  37th,  the  Commisaion  met  the  Indian 
Conncil  at  Carolina,  and  proceeded  with  the  revision  of  the  list  of 
claimaota.  After  examining  all  the  namea,  and  noting  thoee  of  doubt- 
ful standing,  the  Commission  adjonrned  till  Saturday,  November  6th, 
IStiO,  to  hear  farther  testimony  in  reference  to  certain  claimants. 


SIXTH  MEETING. 


The  Commiesion  met  at  Carolina  on  Saturday,  November  6th,  1880, 
at  8.30  A.  H.,  to  hear  testimony  in  reference  to  donbtfnl  claimants, 
circnlars  having  been  sent  by  the  Commission  to  various  persons  to 
appear  on  that  day  before  the  Commission,  or  send  an  affidavit  con- 
tuning  answers  to  certain  questions  contained  in  the  circnlars.  The 
list  of  donbtfnl  names  was  read  in  the  presence  of  the  Council  and 
those  of  the  tribe  present,  and  testimony  was  taken  in  reference  to 
certain  persona.     Following  is  the  report: 

FBANCIS   COOPER,    SWORN. 

By  Mr.  Adams.)     When  were  yon  last  on  the  reservation? 

have  been  there  once  since  the  last  meeting, 
^revions  to  that? 

had  been  there  since  1870,  I  guess,  seven  or  eight  times.    I 
ne  to  get  rents  and  see  about  the  land,  but  to  no  advantage, 
lid  receive  two  dollars, 
las  there  ever  been  any  dispute  about  your  being  a  member  of 
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A.     I  nevor  heard  anything  abont  being  a  member  of  the  tribe  st 
all.     I  had  hard  work  to  become  a  member.     1  had  been  comiDg  hen 
for  thirty  years  straight  along.  Tobcy  Boss  was  in  whenlfiret  started 
He  was  a  second  cousin  to  my  father.     He  said  "  you  can't  do  uy- 
thing  here."     They  wouldn't  let  father  in  here  to  live,  becanee  tbej 
said  he  didn't  belong  to  the  tribe.     When  we  tried  to  oome,  they  tried 
to  discourage  us,  and  said  it  was  not  worth  anything;  and  they  knew 
better.     I  have  been  coming  here  for  about  thirty  years.    I  came,! 
gnesa,  as  much  as  six  ur  eight  times  and  found  nobody.    I  inqniitd 
for  the  Harrys,  and   they  said  there  was  none  here,  as  they  bad  ill 
gone  off;  and  they  didn't  have  aaytbing  for  me  each  time  that  I  came, 
until  about  thirteen  or  fourteen  years  ago  I  came  to  Charlestown  tiA 
found  some  friends  here  in  Caroliaa,  and  they  told  me  where  to  go; 
and  from  there  we  found  the  Commissioners.     They  were  some  time 
in  making  us  heirs.     Tbe;  said  when  I  got  three  liring  witnesses  (hat 
knew  anything  about  our  family,  I  conld  have  it.     I  got  them,  ati 
then  we  were  detained  a  year  or  two  longer,  and  then  they  aii  *e 
couldn't  have  it  nnless  we  went  before  the  oldest  Indian  woman 
was  in  Gharlestown.     They  took  it  before  Hannah  Bodman,  and 
happened  to  know  my  father;  and  we  were  made  heirs.  They  cUi 
us  as  heirs,  but  we  were  not  to  be  in  full  possession  until  the 
spring.     They  were  cutting  wood  to  pay  up  for  my  ancle  Di 
Brooks'  death. 

Q.     Were  yon  ever  admitted  as  a  member  of  the  tribe? 

A.     The  paper  makes  it  so,  don't  it, — in  1870. 

Q.     Have  you  the  paper  with  you? 

A.  (Produces  the  pHj)er.)  Mary  Rodman  told  who  my  father  vUi 
and  then  they  made  us  members. 

Q.    This  land  was  set  off  for  you? 

A.  They  never  would  set  off  anything.  I  have  had  leltere  l" 
come  here  and  have  my  land  set  off. 

Benj.  Thomas.— The  old  method  of  giving  deeds  was  t«  g" 
through  a  certain  cei-emony,  using  herbs,  &c.,  and  if  that  was  not 
gone  through  with  it  would  not  stand  the  county  court.  No  socb 
ceremony  was  gone  through  with  in  her  case. 

Brister  Michel. — At  that  time  I  was  not  President  of  the  Coun- 
cil, but  this  lady  came  with  a  gentleman,  and  I  went  and  called  the 
Council,  I  was  Vice-President.  Finally,  Mary  Rodman  gave  a  sUte- 
nient  concerning  this  lady's  grandmother.  But  we  couldn't  put  her 
in  po£EC£sion  of  any  land,  because  at  that  time  it  was  held  in  poaaes- 
siun  of  the  < 
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Mb.  Cabhichael. — The  question  is  whether  yon  considered  her 
a  member  of  the  tribe. 

Bbibtbb  Michel. — It  was  considered  so  by  the  proof  we  had  at 
that  time.  Since  then  she  has  been  here  freqaently.  We  didn't  make 
a  record  of  it,  because  we  didn't  go  through  the  performance  to  pnt 
her  in  posaession  of  the  land. 

AHT    JACKBON,    CALLED. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Adams.)  When  were  yon  here  last,  previous  to  these 
meetings? 

A.  I  haven't  been  here  since  my  master  carried  me  down  to  Nar- 
ragansett. 

Q.    A  dozen  or  twenty  years? 

A.     Yes,  sir;  more  than  that. 

Q.    Do  you  own  land  here? 

A.  My  mother  owned  the  old  homestead,  and  they  put  mo  out  to 
work.     I  was  brought  np  with  Ben.  Hazard's  sister  at  Newport, 

Q.     How  long  do  yon  think  it  was  since  yon  were  here? 

A.  More  than  twenty  years.  I  worked  in  the  Providence  depot 
fifteen  years,  and  never  came  oat  of  iL  Ellen  Harry,  Jim  Hazard's 
daughter,  gave  me  all  her  property  in  the  Narragansett  Tribe. 

Q.     Simply  gave  you  her  word  of  mouth? 

A.     Yes. 

Q.    Did  you  get  a  circular  yesterday? 

A.     Yes.     I  came  yesterday  noon. 

(Hr.  Cone  thinks  Daniel  Noka  has  not  been  in  the  habit  of  coming 
to  the  reservation.  Betsey  Hankins  knows  nothing  about  Betsey 
Olney,  although  she  is  her  relation.  Betsey  OIney  is  the  sister  of 
Amos  Brewster. 

CHARLES   ANTONY,    CALLED. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Adams.)     When  were  yon  here  last? 

A,  Four  or  five  years  ago. 

Q.  What  meeting? 

A,  I  think  it  was  the  March  meeting. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  ShefBeld.)  What  did  you  do  while  you  were  here  at 
'be  last  meeting,  previons  to  these  meetings? 

A.  I  voted  in  the  Indian  style  for  President. 

Q.  When  was  that? 
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A.     At  the  last  meeting  that  I  did  Yote  at 

Q.     When  was  that? 

A,    That  probably  was  some  ten  years  ago. 

Q.     Been  living  in  Providence  since? 

A.  Boston^  mostly;  Providence  some.  I  have  had  charge  of  some 
land  here,  and  had  a  power  of  attorney.  My  mother  was  Charioits 
Daniels. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Garmichael.)  Have  you  been  in  the  habit  of  comiog 
here  occasionally? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.  (By  Joshna  Noka.)  Was  it  the  time  that  you  and  Benhai 
some  trouble? 

A.     I  guess  that  was  the  time;  about  ten  years  ago. 

Joshua  Noka. — It  was  more  than  ten. 

Mb.  Adams. — This  finishes  the  purging  of  tlie  list  of  claimants. 
The  Commission  have  not  fully  made  up  their  minds  in  reference  i» 
some  of  the  names,  but  will  very  soon.  As  soon  as  the  survey  of  the 
land  is  completed,  which,  I  understand,  will  be  very  soon,  pnblic 
notice  will  be  given,  through  the  papers  and  otherwise,  of  a  meeting 
in  reference  to  disputed  titles. 

In  addition  to  the  testimony  taken  at  this  meeting,  there  was  con- 
siderable general  talk  in  reference  to  names  on  the  doubtful  list,  not 
exactly  in  the  form  of  testimony.  In  accordance  with  the  circular 
sent  by  the  Commission,  several  preferred  to  send  an  affidaTit^aod 
accordingly  were  not  present  at  the  meeting. 

Adjourned. 

AFFIDAVITS. 

In  accordance  with  a  notice  sent  to  members  of  the  tribe  whose 
names  were  on  the  doubtful  list,  a  number  of  aflS davits  were  received, 
the  following  being  the  substance: 

Betsey  A.  Olney.— Wife  of  Giles  Olney  of  South  Kingstown; 
age  40;  has  been  at  the  reservation  many  times  during  the  past  ten 
years,  to  attend  the  meetings  and  look  after  her  lands,  none  of  which 
land  she  has  sold. 

Daniel  Harry. — Resides  at  Rocky  Brook,  in  South  Kingstown; 
was  at  the  reservation  about  ten  or  twelve  years  ago,  at  the  request  <)i 
the  Indian  Council,  who  desired  information  in  relation  to  a  partition 
line  between  the  Indian  lands  and  land  of  George  Burdick;  has  not 
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been  to  the  reaerration  since  that  time  on  any  bnsinese  connected  with 
the  tribe;  visited  the  reservation  with  his  wife  about  two  years  ago; 
owns  by  inheritance  an  undivided  third  part  of  three  parcels  of  land 
in  Gbariestown,  and  baa  never  sold  any  interest  in  said  land. 

Abbie  J.  Peckhah. — Livea  in  Norwich;  is  the  daughter  of  Simeon 
Nilea,  and  granddaughter  of  Abby  Niles,  both  being  members  of  the 
Karragansett  Tribe;  was  at  the  reservation  last  in  1875;  her  object  in 
irixiting  the  reservation  at  that  time  was  to  show  people  that  she  was 
alive,  as  it  had  been  carrently  reported  that  she  was  dead;  owns  indi- 
vidual land  at  tlie  reservation,  and  has  never  sold  any  part  thereof. 
LocriSA  Wbeden. — Was  last  at  the  I'eservation  in  1S78;  has  been 
"    I  or  six  times  within  the  last  ten  years;  went  on  business  con- 
ler  land,  and  was  not  at  the  March  meetings;  has  not  sold 
Er  interest  in  her  private  land, 

Li.  S.  Watson. — Was  at  the  reseryation  last  in  1879;  has 

during  the  last  ten  years  as  often  as  once  a  year;  went  on 

[H>Dnected  with  the  Indian  affairs,  and  was  not  at   the  March 

owns  individual  lands,  and  has  not  sold  her  interest. 

Charlbs  0.  Gabpentes. — Lives  in  Norwich;  age  33;  was  at  tho 

JRBervation   twice  in  June,  1880,  those  being  the  only  times  that  be 

visiled  it  within  ten  years,  he  at  that  time  attending  the  two  meetings 

that  were  held  there. 

Emma  J.  Bbodabd. — Daughter  of  Thomas  A.  Watson;  is  sister  to 
Charles  T.  Watson  and  Sartth  E.  Watson;  has  not  been  to  the  reserva- 
tion bat  once  in  ten  yeui-s,  and  that  was  at  a  meeting  in  1880  to  pre- 
KDt  her  claim  as  a  member  of  the  tribe;  owns  land  at  the  reservation, 
Mi  has  not  sold  any  intei-est  in  it. 

Pbikce  Robinson. — Age  63;  mother's  maiden  name  was  Abagail 
Babcock;  formerly  visited  the  reservation  occasionally;  has  not  attend- 
ed the  annual  meeting  within  ten  jesrs;  owned  lands  at  the  reserva- 
lian,  but  has  sold  the  greater  part  thereof;  has  always  been  recognized 
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Salome  Bobinson. — Age  41;  was  at  the  Aagast  meeting  in  1880, 
and  has  been  at  the  reservation  some  five  or  six  times  within  the  past 
ten  years;  has  never  been  at  the  March  meeting;  she  owns  individail 
lands  in  Gharlestown»  and  never  has  sold  her  interest  in  the  same. 

William  F.  Robinson. — Was  at  the  reservation  this  fall,  and  has 
been  there  as  often  as  twice  a  year  daring  the  past  ten  years;  went  to 
look  after  his  interests,  and  generally  returned  home  the  same  daj; 
doesn't  remember  of  voting  for  the  Indian  Goancil  at  the  last  March 
meeting;  doesn't  own  land  at  the  reservation,  bat  his  parents  do;  re- 
sides at  Kingston. 

Henry  A.  Boss. — Age  27;  it  is  as  mach  as  eight  years  since  bevu 
at  the  reservation,  before  the  meeting  at  which  he  registered  his  name; 
has  been  to  the  reservation  twice  within  ten  years  certainly;  ownslaod 
throngh  his  mother,  and  has  not  sold  any;  at  the  times  he  visited  (he 
reservation,  it  was  to  see  aboat  his  land;  has  never  attended  March  or 
Aagast  meetings,  and  never  voted  with  the  tribe;  resides  in  Provi- 
dence. 

Abbie  R.  Smith. — Has  attended  Aagast  meetings  regalarly  nndl 
aboat  eight  years  ago,  which  was  the  last  time;  thinks  she  has  beeo 
there  within  ten  years,  the  last  time  being  to  August  meeting;  otni 
land  at  the  reservation. 

James  Cone.— Was  at  the  reservation  about  seven  or  eight  yews 
ago  on  a  visit,  but  has  never  attended  the  meetings,  and  never  voted 
for  the  Goancil;  his  mother  owns  land  at  the  reservation. 

Amos  Brewster. — Came  to  Providence  in  1872,  and  has  not  been 
to  the  reservation  since;  is  not  sure  whether  he  was  there  in  1872,  but 
was  there  the  year  before  to  Augast  meeting;  liever  voted  for  memben 
of  the  Council;  thinks  he  has  land  there  that  came  through  his  grand- 
mother; went  to  see  about  his  land  last  June,  but  made  up  his  mind 
he  wouldn't  get  much  out  of  it,  and  hasn't  been  there  since;  wonld 
like  to  attend  the  meetings  every  year,  but  can't  afford  it;  was  at  the 
reservation  two  or  three  times  just  before  he  came  to  Providence  to 
live. 

Edward  Noka. — Age  59;  born  in  South  Kingstown;  lives  in  Pwvi- 
dence;  lived  in  Charlestown  until  he  was  about  five  or  six  years  old, 
and  his  homestead  was  within  a  mile  and  a  half  of  Richmond  switck; 
is  the  son  of  Sam.  Noka;  was  at  the  reservation  last  year  to  a  Conneil 
meeting  in  reference  to  his  land.  The  Council  recognized  his  claim, 
but  wanted  to  eat  it  all  up.     Was  at  the  reservation  the  year  before, 
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looking  after  his  land^  bnt  don't  think  he  has  been  there  more  than 
twice  within  the.  past  ten  years;  voted  years  ago  for  Members  of  the 
Council;  didn't  think  it  amounted  to  much;  it  was  more  like  boys' 
play  than  anything  else,  and  he  was  disgusted  with  it^  and  told  the 
Council  so  at  the  time  he  was  there  to  look  after  his  land. 

Thomas  H.  Creighton, — Was  born  in  Providence  and  lives  in 
Providence;  never  lived  anywhere  else;  has  visited  with  his  mother  at 
her  sister's  on  the  reservation;  has  been  there  within  ten  years,  but 
not  more  than  once;  has  never  voted  there;  his  mother  owns  individ- 
ual lands. 

Mary  E.  Peokham. — Was  at  the  reservation  five  years  ago,  to  see 
the  man  that  lived  on  her  place;  she  owns  land  there,  and  never  has 
sold  any  of  it;  never  could  get  it  fully,  to  sell  it;  never  has  attended 
any  of  the  August  meetings;  never  was  at  the  reservation  until  four 
years  and  a  half  ago,  and  three  times  this  past  summer;  her  sister, 
Francis  Cooper,  has  generally  attended  to  the  land  business;  wouldn't 
live  among  those  heathen  under  any  consideration. 

Sarah  E.  Brown. — Age  38;  has  not  been  to  the  meetings  since 
two  or  three  years  ago;  occasionally  attended  before  that;  has  been  to 
August  meetings  ihree  timoa  within  ten  years  sure;  mother  and  grand- 
mother own  land  at  Gharlestown;  is  the  daughter  of  Mary  E.  Gardner. 

The  first  public  meeting  in  reference  to  the  land  was  held  on  Wed- 
aesday,  January  6tb,  1881,  at  the  Indian  Meeting  House.  About 
seventy-five  persons  were  present,  including  several  women,  and  an  in- 
formal hean'ng  was  had  in  reference  to  boundaries  and  disputed 
claims.  Before  adjourning,  the  case  of  Francis  Cooper,  who  was  rep- 
resented by  Franklin  H.  Brown,  Esq.,  of  Norwich,  Ct.,  was  heard  by 
the  Commission,  as  follows: 

Me.  Brown. — Oentlemen  of  the  Cammission:  I  represent  Mrs. 
Francis  Cooper,  and  also  the  Peckhams  of  Norwich.  Perhaps  I  need 
not  call  all  their  names.  I  see  that  most  of  them  are  on  the  list  of 
those  whose  claims  are  to  be  passed  upon  as  members  of  the  tribe. 
Roth  Peckham,  Mary  E.,  Abbie  J.,  Lewis  and  Thomas  Peckham. 
Abbie  J.  is  now  a  Niles.  I  might  perhaps  now  ask  the  Commission  if 
these  are  considered  members  of  the  tribe? 

Mr.  Adams. — I  presume  so.  The  report  is  not  yet  handed  to  the 
Court    We  couldn't  hear  you  upon  that  now. 

Mb.  Brown. — The  claim  is  that  these  Peckhams  are  the  descend-

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ante  of  Ninigret,  and  their  claim  is  to  the  Ninigret  lands  of  the  pub- 
lic land.  They  are  described  and  set  forth  in  a  deed  which  Ninigret, 
Chief  Sachem  of  the  Narragansett  conn  try,  made.  Now  the  founda- 
tion of  onr  claim  is  this:  Perhaps  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  trace 
the  line  of  descent  from  the  King  down  to  Deacon  Daniel  Harry  NiD- 
igret,  for  that  is  established.  If  it  is  not  established^  I  woald  ask  the 
Commission  an  opportunity  of  doing  that. 

Mr.  Adams. — I  don't  think  it  has  been  established  here. 

Mr.  Brown. — I  snpposed  it  was  a  matter  of  record,  and  not  dis- 
puted, as  to  Deacon  Daniel  Harry  being  a  lineal  descendant  of  the  old 
king.  Deacon  Daniel  Harry  Ninigret  had  only  two  children,  and 
these  were  named  Betsy  and  Hannah.  The  name  of  Ninigret  wss 
dropped,  and  only  Harry  was  retained.  Hannah  Harry  married  « 
negro  by  the  name  of  Cuff  Peckham,  by  whom  she  had  two  boys— 
James  and  George  C.  Peckham.  This  Cuff  Peckham,  as  we  can  es- 
tablish by  the  records,  put  his  boy  George  G.  with  a  man  by  ihA  name 
of  Peckham  to  work,  and  the  other  to  a  man  by  the  name  of  Hoxie,  in 
Rhode  Island.  Cuff  Peckham  died.  He  was  the  father  of  the  pres- 
ent claimants.  His  wife  then  married  a  man  by  the  name  of  Brooks, 
and  bore  two  children — a  boy  and  a  girl.  .  The  girl  was  named  Sallie 
Brooks,  and  the  boy  Daniel  Brooks  or  Jaques.  These  facts  were  ob- 
tained from  Sallie  Brooks.  They  were  given  to  the  present  claimants 
before  she  died.  The  date  was  1852  when  these  statements  were  given 
by  her.  These  facts  were  given  to  the  present  claimants.  She  es- 
pecially re({ucsted  at  that  time,  residing  at  that  time  as  she  did  at  Ho- 
hegan,  that  they  should  call  on  her,  and  receive  from  her,  as  far  as 
she  was  able,  all  the  interest  and  claim  and  title  that  she  had  to  any 
lands  of  Ninigret,  which  9he  did  not  give  by  deed,  but  said,  *'  I  gi^d 
my  share  of  the  Harry  land,  and  all  my  share  to  the  Brooks  land,  to 
the  Peckhanis."  That  was  her  statement.  We  had  no  deed  to  show 
this.    It  was  written  down  by  Mrs.  Francis  Cooper. 

Now  these  Brooks  children — a  boy  and  a  girl,  if  I  am  rightly  in- 
formed, are  both  dead.  If  that  is  true,  there  can  be  no  claimants  an- 
der  the  Brooks  name  claiming  direct  from  Ninigret. 

Now  we  haven't  said  anything  about  Betsey,  who  was  the  heir  of 
Deacon  Daniel  Harry.  As  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  gather,  she  left 
as  heirs  Christopher,  Daniel,  Augustus  and  Millie,  Eliza  Stanton  and 
Elizabeth  Primes;  and  these  are  all  the  heirs,  as  far  as  we  know,  be- 
sides the  Peckhams,  if  they  are  living.  These  are  all  the  heirs  that 
we  know  to  this  land. 
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Now  it  seeruB  to  me,  geatlemen  of  the  Commisgioii,  that  if  the 
claim  that  we  make  here  is  established,  as  these  parties  are  admitted 
to  be  members  of  the  tribe,  and  we  have  shown  here  clearly  the  lino 
of  desceDt,  our  claim  to  the  land  of  Ninigret  must  have  some  founda- 
tion, if  further  evidence  is  required,  wo  would  respeclfully  ask  more 
time  to  procure  it.  It  is  considerable  trouble,  as  you  gentlemen  of  the 
Commission  know,  for  the  parties  living  in  Norwich  to  attend  these 
meetings,  and  especially  under  the  circumstances  of  coming  liere  to- 
day. There  must  be  some  strong  motive,  and  something  more  than  a 
simple  desire  to  usurp  anything,  to  get  people  to  come  down  here. 
That  is  the  claim  as  I  wonid  present  it  before  the  OommlssioD. 

Mr.  Shbffield. — Ecen  if  she  was  a  descendant  of  the  king,  under 
the  repeated  acts  of  the  Legislature  there  might  be  a  question  whether 
the  king  could  hold  the  land. 

Mr.  Bbown. — I  am  not  familiar  with  the  Khode  Island  laws  in  re- 
gard to  this  point.     What  is  the  nature  of  these  acts? 

Mb.  Sheffield. — The  acts  of  the  Legislature  of  Rhode  Island  have 
always  regarded  this  land  as  vested  in  the  tribe  aa  a  tribe — the  whole 
land,  since  the  revolution;  and  even  the  kings,  I  think,  have  no  more 
title  than  other  members  of  the  tribe. 

Mk.  Bbowk. — In  this  case,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  land  that  was 
especially  resei-ved  by  Ninigret  for  the  use  of  himself  and  his  heirs  for- 
ever should  be,  and  I  think  was  held  by  the  heirs  nntil  they  were  sup- 
posed to  be  extinct.     I  think  the  question  has  not  been  raised  before. 

Hr.  Sheffield. — I  think  the  repeated  acts  of  the  Legislature  con- 
sider it  aa  vested  in  the  tribe. 

Mb,  Brown. — That  we  are  too  late  now  to  raise  the  question. 

Mb.  Adams. — Wonid  yon  (ike  to  say  a  word,  Mrs.  Cooper? 

[Hr.  Brown  reads  the  deposition  of  Qorton  Berry,  of  Norwich,  Ct., 
as  follows:

Mr.  Brown, — ^Tbat  is  simply  to  the  point  that  the  Brookses  and 
the  Harrys  are  the  same,  and  originated  from  the  Chief  Ninigret 

[Also  reads  deposition  of  Joseph  Furness,  of  Norwich,  Gt,  as  fol- 
fows:

Personally  appeared  before  me,  a  Notary  Public  in  and  for  the  said  Coantyand 
State,  Joseph  Fumess,  a  resident  of  said  Norwich,  who,  being  duly  sworn  ac- 
cording to  law,  on  his  oath  says  that  he  resided  among  the  Mohegan  Indians  in 
the  town  of  Montyille,  County  and  State  aforesaid,  about  five  years;  that  there 
was  then  an  Indian  woman  living  there  by  the  name  of  Sallie  Brooks  Quidgeoo 
— Quidgeon  being  her  name  by  marriage,  and  Brooks  her  maiden  name— who 
told  me  that  she  was  the  only  surviving  heir  of  Ninegrate,  Chief  of  the  Narragui' 
sett  Indians;  that  on  one  occasion  she  asked  me  if  I  knew  the  Peckhams,  people 
of  color  living  in  Norwich,  and  upon  my  replying  that  I  did,  she  requested  me  to 
tell  them  to  come  down  to  Mohegan,  as  she  desired  to  give  them  all  the  land  be 
longing  to  her  in  Rhode  Island,  as  the  heir  of  said  Ninegrate,  that  they  were  her 
nearest  of  kin  of  the  Brooks  blood,  and  she  desired  to  see  them  and  tell  them  ill 
she  knew  about  these  lands  in  Rhode  Island  then  belonging  to  her  as  the  heir  of 
Ninegrate,  and  to  pass  the  title  to  them  according  to  custom  among  said  tribe; 
that  I  did  said  errand  for  her,  and  informed  Jeremiah  and  James  Peckhsm  of 
what  she  had  told  me.  This  was  about  twenty  years  ago.  She  told  me  that  she 
was  a  Harry.

Mr.  Brown. — That  is  substantially  the  statement  that  I  first  read 
in  regard  to  the  descent,  and  tends  to  show  that  the  Peckhams  are  de- 
scendants, and  that  Sally  Brooks  Quidgeon  desired  to  give  all  her  share 
to  the  Peckhams. 

Francis  Cooper. — These  people  know  more  than  they  have  said. 
They  can  bound  the  land.  Ninigret  says  he  reserved  them  to  himself 
and  his  heirs  forever. 
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Mr.  Beown. — Yoa  have  been  trying  for  a  uumber  of  years  !»  get 
this  matter  presented? 

Mrs.  Cooper. — 1  have  been  trying  for  thirty  years  to  get  what  be- 
longed to  me. 

Mr.  Brown. — And  to  establish  yonr  heirship  to  these  lands? 

Mrs.  Cooper. — Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Adams. — Yonr  claims  were  presented  to  the  Indian  Cotincil 
from  time  to  time? 

Mrs.  Cooper. — Yes,  sir;  when  they  met.  They  didn't  meet 'but 
twice  a  year.     They  were  to  meet  on  Monday. 

Ma.  Brown. — Tell  the  Commission  aboat  Mr.  Thomas. 

Mrs.  Cooper. — He  said  I  wasn't  a  legal  heir  becanse  I  hadn't  been 
tDrfed  and  twigged.  Wc  appointed  a  time  for  that,  aa<]  they  agreed 
to  tarn  out  on  Monday  morning.  On  Monday  morning  we  were  here, 
ud  somebody  said  that  they  had  tarned  out;  but  we  foand  that  they 
hadn't  turned  out.  We  went  to  Mr.  Champlin,  and  asked  him  if  he 
.vocldu't  see  the  Committee  together.  I  tbiuk  he  went  around  to  sev- 
eral places;  I  know  he  did.  lie  said  that  they  would  tarn  out  Tues- 
day. Tnesday  they  said  they  couldn't  turn  out  till  Wednesdiiy,  and 
Wednesday  they  said  they  couldn't  turn  out  till  Thursday.  We  said 
we  would  stay  until  they  did  turn  out. 

Mr.  Adams. — Who  were  the  members  of  the  Council  at  that  time? 

Mrs.  Cooper, — They  are  on  the  paper  that  I  have  handed  you. 
Mr.  Michel  was,  and  Orthniol  V/ilcox  and  Joseph  Stanton. 

Mr.  Sheffield. — That  was  in  reference  to  private  lands? 

Mrs.  Cooper. — It  was  in  reference  to  what  belonged  to  us. 

Mr.  Sbefpisld. — Don't  yon  claim  a  particular  portion  of  this 
land? 

Mrs.  Cooper. — I  had  the  records  looked  up,  some  fifteen  or  twenty 
jeafB  ago,  at  Squire  Potter's  at  Kingston  Hill.  I  signed  my  name 
"Cooper"  instead  of  signing  it  "Peckham."  They  wrote  back  to  me  that 
there  was  no  snch  lands  there.  Then  I  wrote  bHck  that  my  name  was 
Peckham,  and  they  told  me  that  I  must  trace  it  back,  and  I  told  tbem 
I  was  looking  for  the  Harry  land.  I  told  them  who  my  grandfather 
was.    They  looked  it  up,  and  said  those  lands  were  there.     They  said 

there  bad  been  a  piece  set  off  to  a  man   named  James  Peckham,  but 

that  he  had  died  some  time  ago.      I  wrote  back  that  James  Peckham 

was  alive,  and  was  my  nncle;  and  that  John  Peckham  was  clear  Afri- 

ran  blood,  and  bad  no  lands  whatever. 
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Mb.  Adams. — Mr.  BrowD,  do  yoa  claim  the  whole  reseiration? 

Mrs.  Coopeb. — No,  sir. 

Mr.  Brown. — If  those  are  the  Ninigret  lands,  we  claim  them. 

Mr.  Adams. — Do  you  claim  any  individual  land? 

Mrs.  Cooper. — No  individual  land  at  all  except  what  you  have 
got  on  the  public  land.  I  said  half  of  the  Harry  Ninigret  and  the 
Brooks  land. 

Mr.  Adams. — Under  the  supposition  that  it  was  Ninigrefs  for- 
merly. 

Mr.  Brown. — Yes. 

Mr.  Adams. — If  he  didn't  vest  a  fee,  then  it  is  all  public. 

Mr.  Brown. — Yes. 

Mr.  Adams. — And  if  he  did  vest  the  fee  in  these  different  persons, 
they  own  it  in  private. 

Mr.  Brown. — Yes. 

Mrs.  Cooper. — But  he  says  if  it  goes  in  any  other  way,  except  to 
himself  and  his  heirs,  it  shall  go  to  the  Governor. 

Mr.  Adams. — Then  they  couldn't  sell  without  permission  of  the 
Governor? 

Mr.  Brown. — No.  If  that  is  the  case,  what  there  is  left  of  this 
would  belong  to  these  heirs,  if  they  establish  the  claim. 

Mr.  Sheffield. — There  would  be  a  question  whether  Ninigret  hsd 
any  absolute  title. 

Mr.  Brown. — Was  not  a  good  deal  of  the  public  land  Ninigret 
land? 

Mr.  Sheffield. — Both  public  and  private  lands,  as  I  understood 
it,  wei*e  the  Ninigret  lands,  and  he  set  off  part  of  this  public  land  to 
private  individuals  under  the  authority  of  the  State.  All  he  reserved 
was  the  mere  right  of  selling,  and  the  fee  is  vested  in  the  State. 

Mr.  Brown. — When  the  State  obtained  possession  of  it  then  tiiej 
gave  titles? 

Mr.  Sheffield. — Ninigret  only  represented  it  for  the  time  being 
as  a  corporation.  The  fee  was  vested  in  the  Narragansett  Tribe  of 
Indians.  Ninigret  was  (he  head  of  the  corporation,  as  it  was.  D^ 
gave  the  Council  authority  to  convey,  and  the  Council  have  exercised 
that  right  The  absolute  title  of  the  land  was  in  the  State.  That  is 
the  view  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  I  believe. 
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Mb.  Bkown. — Iq  regard  to  this  individaal  land,  there  is  some,  is 
there  Dot? 

Mbs.  Cooper. — We  have  got  no  laud  except  what  I  am  speaking 
of.  Ky  mother  eaya  that  our  lands  go  way  up  north,  and  come  down, 
taking  in  the  old  swamp,  down  by  Watchaug,  down  by  the  old  post 
road,  clear  to  the  salt  waier  pond,  around  the  beach  and  down,  aud 
up  here  again.     That  was  father's  land. 

Adjonnied  till  Friday,  January  7th,  1S81,  at  9  o'clock,  a.  u.,  to 
meet  at  Hoxie's  Hall  at  Shannock  Mills. 

The  second  meeting  in  i-eference  to  the  land  was  held  on  Friday, 
Jannary  7th,  18H1,  at  Hoxie's  Hall,  Shaonock  Mills.  Not  so  many 
were  present  as  at  the  first  meeting,  the  attendants  being  mostly  per- 
Bons  directly  interested  in  the  proceedings.  The  conversation  was 
mostly  informal,  only  two  or  three  cases  being  examined  where  tosti- 
mouy  was  necessary.  The  first  important  case  was  in  reference  to  the 
Deacon  lot,  claimed  by  Joseph  Stanton,  Jr.  Testimony  was  taken  as 
follows: 

JOSEPH  BENT,   SWORN. 

Q.     (By  Mr.  Sheffield.)     What  is  your  name? 

A.    Joseph  Bent. 

Q.     Do  you  know  this  Mary  Deacon  land? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  1  have  the  care  of  it.  My  grandmother  got  quite  old 
aud  couldn't  attend  to  it  herself,  and  I  had  to  come  down  and  attend 
to  it. 

Q.     Where  does  it  lie? 

A.     It  joins  the  Noka  land. 

Q,     Does  it  run  near  the  road? 

A.  The  road  comes  down  from  the  Indian  meeting-house — the 
road  that  goes  to  Carolina  Mills. 

Q.     It  cornea  to  the  Carpenter  heirs  on  the  other  side? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.     Do  you  know  who  it  was  set  off  to? 

A.  No.  It  was  set  off  in  my  grandmother's  days.  My  grand- 
father  built  a  wall  there,  and  it  has  all  grown  up  since. 

Q.    Did  you  always  claim  it? 
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« 

Q.     Ever  been  any  dispute  aboat  it? 

A.     No,  sir;  not  to  me. 

Q.     Yon  claim  it  as  heir? 

A.     Yea,  sir.     I  sold  some  twenty  or  thirty  cord  of  wood  last  year. 

Q.     What  kind  of  wood  was  it? 

A.     Oak  wood.    There  is  some  cut  there  now. 

Q.     You  claim  it  as  heir  to  whom? 

A.     On  my  grandmother's  side. 

Q.     Who  was  she? 

A.     Nannie  Stanton. 

Q.     (By  Joshua  Noka.)     Where  is  the  evidence? 

A.     My  grandmother  gave  it  up  to  me. 

Q.  She  said  it  was  set  off:  but  your  knowledge  don't  extend  to 
that? 

A.     No. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  known  anything  about  the  Hopkins's  chopping 
there,  or  anybody? 

A.  I  have  seen  them  there  sometimes.  They  did  come  in  there,  I 
believe,  and  cut  some,  and  I  carried  it  off.  My  grandmother  used  to 
tell  nie  to  go  down  and  see  who  was  on  it.  Moses  Stanton  had  gooe 
to  Wisconsin,  and  there  was  nobody  to  see  to  it  but  me. 

Q.  There  was  never  any  record  or  paper  setting  that  off  to  her 
that  vou  knew  of? 

A.     I  suppose  there  was  records. 

Q.     (By  Mr,  Sheflfield.)     Are  there  any  other  heirs  to  it? 

A.     Yes,  sir;  there  are  several. 

Q.     Who  are  they? 

A.  There  is  Joseph  Stanton.  It  never  has  been  divided  bctwecQ 
Moses  Stanton.     I  believe  John  Michel  owned  part  of  this  same  land. 

Q,     Was  it  set  off  to  your  grandmother? 

A.     I  couldn't  tell  you  about  that    I  suppose  it  was. 

Q.     You  have  always  occupied  it? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     Did  the  Council  ever  interfere  with  you? 

A.     No,  sir;  never.     They  never  said  a  word  to  me  about  it 

JOSEPH   STANTON,    SWORN. 

Q.     (By  Mr.  Sheffield.)    What  is  your  name? 
A*     Joseph  Stanton. 
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Q.  Do  yoD  know  this  lot  of  land  that  thej  are  talking  about — the 
Mar;  Deacon  lot,  it  is  called? 

A.'    Yes,  sir. 

Q.     What  are  the  botiudarieB  of  itP 

A.  On  the  road  that  runs  from  the  meeting-house  to  the  four 
corners. 

Q.     Are  there  any  definite  boaadaries  of  the  lot? 

A.     I  don't  know.     I  believe  there  are. 

Q.     Do  yon  know  when  the  land  was  laid  out? 

A.     No;  I  don't  know. 

Q.     Who  waa  it  claimed  to  be  laid  out  to? 

A.     My  grandmother. 

Q.     Yon  are  one  of  her  heirs? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     Have  you  always  occupied  the  land? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     And  improved  it? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     What  have  yon  done  towards  improving  it? 

A.     I  have  chopped  wood  on  it,  and  seen  to  it. 

Q.  Has  it  over  been  dispnted,  or  have  other  people  chopped  wood 
OB  it? 

A.     No,  sir;  not  as  I  know  of. 

Q.  (By  Joshua  Noka.)  Did  yon  ever  hear  any  old  people  that 
koew  anything  about  the  setting  off  of  this  land  to  your  grandmother 
Kanuie  Stanton?  Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  one  asiying  that  it  waa  set 
off  to  her? 

A.     Only  what  my  father  said.     That  is  all. 

Q.  (By  Gideon  Ammons.)  Don't  yon  recollect  the  time  that  the 
Conncil  cited  your  father  to, come  to  prove  his  title? 

A.     No,  sir. 

Mb.  Auuon3. — He  didn't  come  to  the  Council,  and  we  supposed 
the  reason  he  didn't  come  was  that  he  had  no  title  to  prove. 
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A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  been  disturbed? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  have  not 

Q.  How  many  acres  do  you  suppose  yon  have  in  your  claim? 

A.  I  don't  know  how  many  acres  there  are  in  it. 

Q.  A  dozen,  or  fifteen,  or  twenty? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  guess  that,  and  more. 

Q.  Could  you  go  around  it  if  you  were  there? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  go  round  the  corners  and  find  the  bounds? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  think  I  can.     I  don't  know  as  I  can  find  them  all. 

Q.  You  wish  to  call  Mr.  Michel? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

BBISTEB  MICHEL,    SWORN. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Shefiield.)  Do  you  know  this  land  that  has  been  tes- 
tified about? 

A.  I  know  a  spot  of  land  on  the  south  side  of  the  road  that  goes 
out  towards  Moses  Stanton's  that  is  called  the  Mary  Deacon  plain.  As 
to  the  bigness  of  it,  or  the  boundaries,  I  don't  know. 

Q.     Are  there  any  definite  boundaries  at  all? 

A.     I  don't  know  about  that 

Q.    Are  there  any  visible  that  you  ever  saw  there? 

A.  No,  sir;  only  the  line  between  Nancy  Noka  where  she  joins 
with  me.  That  northwest  corner  is  called  the  northwest  corner  of 
the  Deacon  field.  Uncle  Joe  and  the  family  cut  wood  there,  and  mj 
father,  when  he  lived  here  at  old  Burton'^B  Mill,  when  I  was  a  boy 
eighteen  or  twenty  years  old,  used  to  cut  wood  there  and  cart  it,  and 
other  people  have  cut  wood  there.  It  is  a  great  tract  of  land  that  has 
been  cut  all  over.  They  call  it  the  common.  I  had  hard  work  to  get 
wood  enough  on  there  to  pay  me  for  getting  my  wood  to  the  school- 
house.  About  all  you  can  find  is  sprouts  and  old  limbs  and  brnsfa 
there  for  pretty  near  a  mile. 

Q.     How  big  a  chunk  is  it? 

A.  Well,  sir,  I  should  think  that  the  Harry  land  and  the  Coies 
land  from  north  to  south  was  a  mile  and  a  quarter  in  length,  and  I 
should  think,  probably,  it  would  vary  from  half  a  mile  to  a  quarter  in 
width. 

Q.    Did  you  ever  hear  of  this  land  being  set  off  to  anybody? 
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A.  No  other  ones  except  what  I  have  heard  Mr.  Beat  eay.  I  have 
beard  no  one  else— no  old  people. 

Q.  Has  it  ever  been  set  oS  while  you  were  a  member  of  the  Gonn- 
cil? 

A.     Ko,  sir;  it  haa  not  been  set  oS  to  any  one  that  I  remember. 

Q.  Have  the  Council,  while  yon  have  been  a  member,  ever  recog- 
nized them  as  owning  it? 
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Q.  (By  Joshoa  Noka.)  I  would  ask  yoa  if  yoa  ever  heard  aoy  old 
people  say  that  it  was  ever  set  off  to  the  Stanton  family? 

A.  It  was  set  off  in  this  direction:  Dick  Potter  died  there,  and 
they  took  care  of  him^  and  after  his  death  they  had  it;  and  it  was  left 
just  so,  and  the  Council  neyer  altered  it.  I  would  like  to  have  Daniel 
Harry  say  a  word  about  it.  He  was  a  Councilman  about  that  time, 
and,  probably,  knows  about, it 

DANIEL  HARRY,    SWORN. 

Q.     (By  Mr.  Sheffield.)    Do  you  know  this  Mary  Deacon  lot? 

A.     I  know  where  it  was,  but  I  wasn't  much  acquainted  with  it 

Q.     Yon  were  a  member  of  the  Council  for  some  time  back? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  setting  off  of  the  land? 

A.     No,  sir. 

Q.     Did  you  ever  hear  that  it  had  been  set  off? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  ever  heard  that  it  was  ever  set  off.  I  know 
that  Moses  Stanton's  folks  used  to  cut  wood  off  of  there.  It  ased  to 
be  called  the  tribal  land;  I  don't  know  where — perhaps,  farther  down. 
That  Mary  Deacon  lot  I  never  knew  much  about,  but  it  never  was  set 
off  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Adams.)  How  many  acres  should  you  think  there 
would  be  in  that  piece  of  land? 

A.     I  don't  know. 

Q.     A  dozen? 

A.  I  never  knew  much  about  it.  I  have  been  on  it  I  new 
knew  how  many  acres  there  was. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  interfere  with  anybody  going  there,  as  Council- 
man? 

A.  No,  sir.  They  used  to  go  there  and  cut  wood  just  about  as 
they  were  a  mind  to.  I  always  calculated  it  to  be  counted  as  tribal 
land,  and  any  one  went  and  cut  wood  that  wanted  to. 

Mr.  Sheffield.— Are  you  familiar  with  this  land,  Mr.  Noka? 

Joshua  Noka. — No,  sir;  I  am  not  very  familiar  with  it 

GIDEON  AMMONS,    SWORN. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Sheffield.)  Mr.  Ammons,  do  you  know  anything  about 
this  lot? 
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A.  All  that  I  know  abont  tbis  land  is,  tbat  when  Dr.  Josepb  Grif- 
Gd  was  makiog  an  estimate  of  the  public  land  in  the  town,  he  bad  the 
ConDcil  together,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Stanton,  the  father  of  this  man, 
was  one  of  the  Council.  Well,  when  tliey  came  around  to  the  Mary 
Deacon  land,  we  said  that  there  was  no  heirs  to  it,  and,  says  he,  "there 
iaone."  Said  I,  "who  is  that?"  He  aays,  "it  is  me."  Well,  Tasked 
him  in  what  way.  I  didn't  know  that  be  was  any  relation  to  Dick 
Potter,  and  he  said  how  that  Dick  Potter  gave  it  to  him.  That  looked 
like  a  kind  of  impossibility  to  me,  because  the  tribe  can't  give  their 
IsDd  out  of  the  line  of  the  blood. 

Q.  It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  tribe  tbat  land  goes  from  father 
to  son,  or  down  by  descent? 

A.     Yea,  sir. 

Q.    And  when  beirs  fail,  it  goes  back  to  the  tribe? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     And  it  can't  be  given  away  at  all? 

A.  No,  sir;  can't  be  given  away  at  all,  unless  it  is  by  an  act  of  the 
Ijegialature  allowing  them  to  dispose  of  it,  and  they  saw  fit  to  make  a 
will.     Otherwise  they  conid  not. 

Q.     Withont  permission? 

A.  Without  permission  of  the  Legislature.  Well,  he  said  that  he 
claimed  to  be  the  owner.  Well,  we  let  it  pass.  Some  seven  or  eight 
Tears  afterwards  there  was  a  contest  raised  betwixt  Mr.  Stanton  and 
my  brother  about  hie  claim  there.  Mary  Bodoian  said  that  he  hadn't 
HDj;  that  the  land  there  had  been  conveyed;  tbat  they  were  to  have 
the  land  for  so  mach  a  year,  to  pay  his  debts  until  the  debts  were  paid. 
Uncle  Joe,  the  grandfather  of  this  young  man,  I  think,  occupied  it 
tor  many  years;  but  after  he  died,  it  hasn't  been  in  any  cultivation  at 
all,  only  to  cut  wood  off  of.  Of  course,  it  laid  in  commons,  and  if  I 
saw  anybody  there  I  shouldn't  tell  them  not  to  cut.  Anybody  that 
wanted  to  go  and  cat,  if  they  got  the  wood  off  it  was  all  right.  If 
anybody  wanted  to  go  there  and  cut  wood  for  tlie  meeting-house  or 
school-honse,  it  was  all  right. 
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Q.     Without  any  permit? 

A.     Yes,  sir.    They  had  a  kind  of  free  sweep. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Adams.)  How  large  should  you  think  that  Deacon 
lot  was? 

A.     Well,  I  couldn't  explain  anything  about  it. 

Q.     A  dozen  acres? 

A.  Well,  if  they  call  it  where  they  have  cut  over,  I  should  suppose 
there  was  a  hundred  or  two  acres.  They  have  cut  about  all  the  wood 
that  there  is  there.     If  that  is  the  lot,  it  is  a  big  lot. 

(The  next  question  discussed  was  the  boundary  line  between  Daniel 
Hull  and  Matilda  Congdon.  After  hearing  evidence  in  reference  to  it 
it  was  ascertained  that  the  Council  had  formerly  set  off  bounds  on 
this  line;  and  the  Commission  decided  that  that  should  be  the  boon- 
dary  line.) 

After  examining  the  boundaries  of  other  individual  land,  aboDt 
which  there  was  no  dispute,  the  Commission  gave  further  hearing  to 
the  Cooper  cases,  a  follows:    - 

Mr.  Brown. — If  the  gentlemen  please,  I  would  like  to  call  atten- 
tion to  a  piece  of  land  upon  the  map  here — ^plat  No.  2,  I  think  it  is, 
which  I  have  discovered  is  or  was  the  Harry  land.  At  this  time  I 
will  confine  my  remarks  to  a  claim  to  this  land  by  the  Peckhams  of 
Norwich,  who  are  Harry  heirs.  And  as  they  have  been  admitted,  and 
are  members  of  the  tribe,  the  only  question  now  is  to  find  out  if  we 
can  what  interest  they  have  in  these  lands;  and  I  would  like  to  hate 
the  testimony  of  some  of  the  gentlemen  here — perhaps  of  Mr.  Am- 
mons,  whom  I  have  already  conversed  with,  for  a  little  information  in 
regard  to  this  land. 

GIDEON   AMM0N8,  SWORN. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Brown.)  Mr.  Ammons,  this  is  the  tract  of  land  for- 
merly known  as  the  Harry  land,  is  it  not? 

A.     Yes,  sir, 

Q.     It  was  set  off  to  whom? 

A.     It  formerly  belonged  to  Deacon  Daniel  Harry. 

Q.     Do  you  know,  Mr.  Ammons,  how  many  heirs  he  left? 

A.  Well,  I  never  have  seen  but  three.  I  have  seen  Hannah  Harry, 
and  Betsey  Harry  I  was  pretty  well  acquainted  with,  and  Daniel 
Jaques,  and  the  other  sister  I  don't  remember  of  every  seeing— Mercy. 

Q.  This  land,  upon  the  death  of  Deacon  Daniel  Harry,  was  it  not 
divided  among  his  heirs? 
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A.  All  that  I  know  is  that  Tobey  Ross's  wife  was  a  Karrj,  and  I 
suppose  she  had  a  right  there. 

Q.     Was  you  a  member  of  the  CooQcilP 

A.     Ko,  air. 

Q.    Yon  were  not  at  that  time? 

A.     Xo,  sir.     That  was  before  I  was  born,  I  suppose. 

Q.  There  was  Betsey,  Hannah,  and  Daniel  Jaqnes.  Those  you 
knew? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  yon  know,  sir,  whether  there  have  been  heirs  claiming  un- 
der Hannah  ? 

A.  Well,  I  have  never  known  any  that  has  claimed  under  her  until 
Miss  Peckham.  I  never  knew  any  heirs  that  claimed  under  Hannah 
until  she  came  and  made  her  claim. 

Q.  And  how  long,  sir,  has  she  been  pressing  her  claim  to  theae 
lands,  to'your  knowledge — to  her  share? 

A.     I  don't  know  exactly  the  date. 

Q.     It  is  a  long  period? 

A.     Well,  it  is  some  ten  or  a  dozen  years. 

ft.     Isn't  it  twenty  or  thirty  years? 

A.     Not  to  my  knowledge,  sir. 

Q.     Yon  won't  say  that  it  was  not? 

A.    Ho,  sir. 

Q.     Do  you  know  what  became  of  Daniel  Juques? 

A.     He  was  sick  quite  a  number  of  years. 

Q.     Did  he  leave  any  heirs. 

A.     No,  sir. 

Q,     Did  Beteey  Harry  leave  heirs? 

A.    Yes,  sir, 

Q.     Can  you  give  their  names,  or  tho  names  of  any  of  them? 

A.     Well,  there  is  Daniel  and  Eliza. 

Q.     Daniel  is  present  here,  I  believe? 

A.     Yes,  sir.     Eliza  is  dead,  and  Millie  is  dead. 

Q.  Are  any  of  these  names  on  here — ElizHbeth  Primos,  or  Annie 
Wilson, — are  any  of  them  the  children? 

A.  Annie  Wilson  is  Eliza's  daughter,  and  I  suppose  that  Elizabeth 
Primos  was  Millie's  daughter, 

Q.    They  have  received  their  share  of  the  land? 

A,    Yes,  air.     They  received  it  because  there  was  no  other  heirs. 
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BRISTER  MICHEL^    SWORN. 

Q.     (By  Mr.  Brown.)    Mr.  Michel,  you  are  familiar  with  this  tract 
of  land  known  as  the  Harry  land? 

A.     I  am  with  some  parts  of  it. 

Q.     And  you  have  known  the  present  claimant,  Mrs.  Cooper,  I  sap- 
pose  for  a  number  of  years? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  should  think  somewhere  about  ten  or  twelve  yean 
ago  was  the  first  time  I  ever  saw  her. 

Q.     Was  yon  a  member  of  the  Council  at  that  time? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     She  was  admitted  an  heir  of  the  tribe? 

A.  She  was  at  that  time.  She  came  and  called  the  Conncil-^he 
and  her  brother,  I  think,  by  the  name  of  Peckham.  She  said  ber 
name  was  Mrs.  Cooper.  They  called  the  Council.  I  was  the  second 
man.  We  didn't  know  anything  about  her  at  all.  Finally  she  got  old 
Molly  Rodman,  the  oldest  person  in  the  town,  and  she  said  that  she 
knew  her  mother.  Finally  we  took  Miss  Molly  Rodman *s  testimony 
that  she  was  acquainted  with  her  mother,  and  finally  we  gave  her  a 
paper.  And  then  we  found  out  from  Joseph  Stanton  that  there  was  a 
debt  against  the  land  that  she  claimed,  for  Jaques'  funeral  services 
and  last  sickness.  So  it  was  left  just  as  it  was.  We  made  oot  a 
sketch  of  that  paper,  and  gave  it  to  her.  There  was  three  of  the 
Council  signed  it. 

Q.     Is  that  the  paper? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  that  is  the  paper.  The  wood  was  sold  to  Mr.  Brown 
of  the  Ocean  Ilouse.  They  were  to  come  again  the  next  March. 
There  was  a  debt  against  the  property  at  that  time,  and  whether  she 
came  again  the  next  spring  I  couldn't  say.  I  was  out  of  the  Council 
the  next  season. 

Q.  Upon  the  payment  of  this  debt,  you  were  prepared  to  acknowl- 
edge her  claim  to  the  land,  or  her  share  of  it? 

A.  A  portion  of  the  Council  required  more  proof,  and  told  her 
they  wanted  her  to  bring  more  proof.  She  said  she  could  bring  more 
from  Norwich  with  her — some  people  that  knew  her  mother.  At 
any  rate  more  proof  was  required. 

Q.  You  say  the  proof  wasn't  considered  quite  sufficient  by  some  of 
you? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  She  or  her  brother  said  that  they  could  bring  more 
proof.  I  think  Mr.  Champlin  at  that  time  said  that  he  knew  some  of 
the  Peckhams, 
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Q.  What  part  of  the  land  was  it  that  she  was  to  receive  possessioo 
of?    Can  yon  point  it  out  on  the  map? 

A.     No,  sir;  I  conldn't.     It  has  been  divided  since, 

Q.  But  upon  the  payment  of  this  debt  for  the  death  of  Daniel 
Jaques,  it  was  then  considered  proper,  if  she  presented  herself,  to 
i'eceive  her  share  of  the  land? 

A.  That  was  what  was  talked  that  day.  The  wood  was  sold  off  of 
the  land  standing.  Since  that  time  it  has  been  set  oS  to  Annie  Wil- 
son, and,  I  gaesB,  Misa  Primos.  I  wasn't  a  member  of  the  Council  at 
that  time,  but  I  was  there  when  they  wero  running  tlie  lines.  That  is 
the  first  I  knew  where  it  was.  I  won't  say  how  long  ago  it  was.  It 
was  some  six  or  eight  yeai's  ago,  and  I  don't  know  but  longer  than 
that. 

Q.  Yon  were  not  acquainted  with  Mrs.  Cooper  or  the  Peckhams 
before  ten  or  twelve  years  ago? 

A.  No,  sir.  The  first  time  I  ever  saw  her  was  at  Miss  Rodman's 
boQse. 

Q.  From  that  time  down,  she  has  been  pressing  her  claim,  has  she 
not? 

A.  1  have  seen  her  two  or  three  times.  I  saw  ber  at  August  meet- 
ing some  two  or  three  years  ago,  I  think.  She  was  talking  of  the  lots 
at  that  time,  and  one  time  since  then  particularly. 

Q.  Were  you  a  member  of  ihe  Council  when  they  were  going  to 
perform  the  ceremony  of  crowning  her? 

A.    No,  sir;  I  wasn't. 

Q.     (By  Mr.  Carmichael.)     Who  divided  this  land? 

A.  It  was  done  by  the  Council.  It  was  set  off  to  these  persona 
after  this  debt  was  paid.  The  Council  kept  the  land  under  their  juris- 
diction until  after  the  debts  were  paid  off,  and  then  it  was  set  oS  to 
the  heirs  that  were  here  in  town.  I  couldn't  say  how  long  ago, 
eiactly;  I  don't  recollect.  It  was  some  eight  years  ago,  I  should  think, 
and,  probably,  longer. 

Q,  (By  Mr.  Noka.)  Do  you  recollect  about  how  many  of  the 
Conncil  were  with  you  at  that  time  when  this  lady  was  down — at  the 
time  when  she  got  that  paper? 

A,  I  don't  recollect,  exactly.  Joseph  Stanton,  I  think,  and  Wil- 
liam R.  Sekatcr,  I  think,  was  there. 

Q.  I  understood  yon  that  this  Council  that  wore  with  you  wanted 
more  proof.     Did  I  not  understand  it  so  from  yon? 

A,    The  way  it  was  talked  that  day  was  that  she  or  her  brother  could 
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bring  more  proof.  There  was  a  kind  of  controversy  about  the  proof,  &nd 
all  the  proof  she  conid  or  did  produce  in  the  town  was  Hary  Rodman. 
There  was  a  lady  or  gentleman — I  have  forgotten  wliich— that  lived 
in  Norwich,  that  knew  her  motlier,  and  knew  more  about  the  land. 

Mk.  Brown. — We  have  put  in  an  affidavit,  if  the  gentlemen  please, 
from  that  man  in  Norwich. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Brown.)  Has  there  ever  been  more  than  five  members 
of  the  Indian  Council? 

A.     No,  sir. 

Q.     Always  five? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.  If  there  was  four  heirs  of  Deacon  Daniel  Harry  Ninigret,  the 
heirs  of  Hannah  would  share  how  much? 

A.     If  she  didn't  have  but  one  heir,  she  would  share  one  quarter. 

Q.  And  if  other  heirs  had  deceased  since  then,  she  would  have  a 
share  in  their  portion.  Tl^is,  Mary  Rodman  proved  at  the  time,  and 
it  has  been  the  custom  of  the  people  to  accept  that  kind  of  proof  in 
regard  to  the  heirship,  hasn't  it? 

A.  I  suppose  it  has  in  some  cases.  Always  have  to  go  by  the 
oldest  living  witnesses,  and  she  was  one  of  those. 

Q.     She  was  an  old  lady? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  She  didn't  know  where  the  land  was,  but  she  koew 
the  people.     She  knew  the  old  stock — this  woman's  folks. 

FRANCIS   COOPER,    SWORN. 

Q.  (By  Mr,  Brown.)  Mrs.  Cooper,  who  was  your  great  graod- 
father? 

A.     Deacon  Daniel  Harry. 

Q.     And  your  grandmother? 

A.     Hannah  Harry. 

Q.     And  your  father's  name? 

A.     George  C.  Pcckham. 

Q.     How  long  have  you  been  prosecuting  this  claim  for  your  lands? 

A.  Well,  ever  since  Tobey  Ross'  first  wife  was  living.  I  cairt  tell. 
I  guess  it  was  about  thirty  years,  and,  perhaps,  a  little  more. 

Q.     What  were  your  first  steps? 

A.  I  went  to  Westerly  to  see  him,  and  ask  him  about  the  lands  of 
my  father. 

Q.     To  see  Tobey  Ross? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 
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Q.    Is  he  living  now? 

A.    I  think  not. 

Q.     What  did  you  obtain  from  him? 

A.  I  asked  him  about  father's  land.  He  says,  ^'I  am  second 
cousin  to  your  father,  and  I  am  the  governor  and  ruler  here,  and  come 
iD  next  to  your  father  because  all  the  rest  of  the  heirs  are  dead.''  Said 
I,  ''they  are  not  dead."  He  said,  '' I  have  taken  care  of  it,  and  not 
let  them  cut  off  the  wood." 

Q.     Afterwards  what  did  you  do? 

A.  That  time  I  told  him  to  take  care  of  it.  Afterwards  I  came 
again.     His  first  wife  was  dead,  and  he  had  married  a  sister. 

Q.     Did  you  afterwards  come  and  see  about  this  land? 

A.  I  have  come  here  several  times  and  inquired  for  the  Harrys. 
They  told  me  there  was  no  Harrys  living  here.  I  have  come  here 
several  times  to  see  them.     Tobey  Boss  was  dead  then. 

Q.    Did  he  leave  any  children? 

A.    They  say  he  has  one  daughter. 

Q.     Do  you  know  her  name? 

A.     Stanton.     I  don't  know  anything  about  her.     I  never  saw  her. 

Q.  Come  down  to  a  more  recent  period — within  the  time  when 
you  have  met  the  Council.  Give  your  efforts  before  the  Council  to 
prosecute  your  claim? 

A.     When  I  came  here  and  saw  one  or  two. 

Q.     When  was  this? 

A.     This  was  years  before. 

Q.     Twelve,  or  fifteen,  or  twenty? 

A.  Well,  somewhere  along  there;  perhaps,  a  little  further  back. 
It  is  as  much  as  twenty  years.  I  can't  tell  you  the  Council.  They 
told  me  if  I  could  get  three  living  witnesses  who  knew  me,  that  they 
would  take,  I  could  have  it  I  got  them.  Then  they  told  me  it 
would  have  to  go  by  the  oldest  Indian, 

Q.     Yon  say  they  told  you  to  get  three  people? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     And  you  got  them  ? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     How  did  you  do  it? 

A.     I  picked  out  the  oldest  women  I  could  find. 

Q.     Then  they  told  you  what? 

A.     They  wanted  the  testimony  of  the  oldest  Indian  person. 

Q.     That  knew  you? 
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A.     That  was  the  rale  then^  they  said. 

Q.     Did  yon  find  this  person? 

A.     They  found  her  themselves. 

Q.     Who  did? 

A.     This  committee. 

Q.     Who  was  the  person? 

A.  This  committee  told  me  that  They  told  me  to  get  living  vifc- 
nesses.  I  kept  coming  here  afterwards,  and  I  couldn't  find  out  any- 
thing. 

Q.     Did  the  committee  find  an  old  person? 

A.  They  found  Mary  Rodman^  they  called  her,  and  they  said  thej 
would  take  it  before  her,  and  if  she  knew  anything  of  my  parents  I 
should  have  it. 

Q.  Then  the  paper  that  we  have  presented  to  the  Commission  to- 
day was  the  paper  that  the  Council  made  out  at  that  time? 

A.     At  that  time. 

(The  paper  is  as  follows:) 

"KING  KINIGRET. 

CHARiiBSTOWN,  October  19tb,  18?0> 

The  Indian  Council  met  at  the  house  of  Mary  Rodman.  The  Council  acknowl- 
edge that  James  Peckham,  Francis  Cooper  and  others  is  heirs  to  Hannah  Harrie  s 
estate.    Proved  in  Maiy  Rodman. 

BRISTER  C.  MICHEL. 
JOSEPH  STANTON, 
his 
(Signed,)  OTHNIEL  X  WILCOX." 

mark. 

Q.  And  upon  your  receiving  that  paper,  what  did  they  tell  yon  in 
regard  to  your  getting  possession  of  those  lands  then? 

A.  They  said  that  we  .couldn't  come  in  full  possession  of  them 
until  they  cut  off  three  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  wood  for  the  deith 
of  Daniel  Brooks. 

Q.     Was  there  anything  said  about  getting  further  proof? 

A.  Nothing  to  me.  They  said  we  couldn't  have  it  unless  this 
woman  or  somebody  would  know  about  it. 

Q.     Then  they  said  what? 

A.  That  they  must  cut  off  three  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  wood 
for  the  death  of  Daniel  Brooks;  then  we  became  full  heirs  in  March. 
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But  we  never  understood  that  we  were  to  come  down  in  March.     We 
didn't  know  anything  abont  coming  down  in  March. 

Q.    So  you  didn't  come? 

A.    Noy  sir.     If  they  had  told  us  we  would  have  known  about  it. 

Q.    When  did  you  come? 

A.  At  different  times  straight  along.  I  have  been  down  here  sev- 
eral times  to  have  my  land  set  off. 

Q.    The  date  of  that  paper  was  1870? 

A.  I  have  been  here  three  or  four  years  since  that  time,  and  I  have 
come  for  rent  money  from  Mr.  Qeorge  Burdick.  Twice  I  have  come. 
Mr.  Burdick  asked  me  who  I  was.  Says  I,  ''I  am  Peckham.  I  am 
a  Cooper."  He  says^  "you  come  for  rent  money?"  "Yes."  Are 
you  those  Peckhams  in  Norwich?"  "Yes."  He  said,  "Mollie  Rod- 
man told  me  on  her  death-bed  that  the  Peckhams  in  Norwich  were 
the  true  owners  of  the  land,  and  that  Tobey  Boss  had  nothing  to  do 
with  it." 

Q.    Did  he  pay  any  rent? 

A.  He  paid  me  two  dollars.  He  said,  ''  I  won't  pay  any  more  until 
I  know  who  to  pay,  and  when  I  know  that  you  are  legal  heirs  you 
shall  have  your  rent.  She  told  me  not  to  pay  any  more  to  anybody 
else." 

Q.     What  have  yon  done  since  that  time? 

A.  I  have  kept  comi  ng  here.  I  came  down  to  have  the  land  set 
off,  and  after  I  got  here  they  told  me  if  I  would  stay  till  Saturday — 
Henry  Hazard's  people — if  I  would  stay  till  Saturday  with  Luke  Hop- 
kins they  would  set  it  off  for  me.  Mrs.  Hazard  said,  "  I  can  set  it  off 
myself.  I  know  where  it  is.  It  commences  in  by  the  wall  at  Wat- 
cbaug;  and  it  is  only  a  little  piece,  and  I  will  set  it  off  for  you." 

Q.    Did  they  set  it  off? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Why  not? 

A.  They  couldn't  unless  I  stayed  a  week.  I  said  I  would  go  home 
then.    I  went  home. 

Q.    Did  you  stay  a  week  down  here? 

A.  No,  sir.  I  went  home  that  day.  I  have  stayed  there  two  or 
three  times  all  night,  and  gone  home  the  next  day.  I  supposed  she 
was  one  of  the  Council. 

Q.    Have  you  understood  anything  about  lands  being  set  off  to 
you? 
A.    1  had  them  looked  up  at  Kingston  Hill,  and  they  found  James 

Peckhanilland.     He  was  an  uncle  of  mine. 
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Q.     You  foond  a  record  of  each  land  there? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.    And  that  was  all  yon  could  find  oat? 

A.  I  asked  them  if  there  was  no  Harry  land  there,  and  they 
yes.  I  told  them  it  was  the  Harry  land  I  wanted.  They  said  that 
land  was  there,  and  so  much  had  been  set  off  to  James  Peekham.  I 
didn't  know  how  they  coald  set  off  any  land  to  James  Peekham  when 
it  was  all  Peekham  land. 

Q.  Then  your  claim  is  that,  being  a  descendant  of  Hannah  Ham, 
and  being  acknowledged  a  member  of  the  tribe,  and  connected  witb 
all  these  circumstances  of  the  committee,  you  are  entitled  to  joar 
share  of  these  Peekham  lands? 

A.     I  claim  it  that  way,,  and  by  another  way. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Carmichael.)  What  was  this  rent  that  Mr.  Bardick 
paid  you? 

A.     Rent  money. 

Q.     For  what  land? 

A.     For  the  Harry  land. 

Q.     (By  Mr.  Adams.)    You  always  have  lived  in  Norwich? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Thomas.)  How  many  portions  of  this  Harry  land 
does  Mr.  Burdick  hire? 

A.     I  can't  toll  you  how  many  portions. 

Q.  He  hires  all  from  Watchaug  through.  Now,  what  land  did  he 
pay  on? 

A.  On  what  I  asked  for.  I  told  him  I  was  a  Peekham  from  Nor- 
wich. 

Q.     How  long  has  this  south  lot,  where  you  claim,  been  fenced? 

A.  We  haTen't  got  any  bounds  at  all,  except  that  father  says  it 
commences  up  north,  and  takes  in  Watchaug  by  the  old  post  road,  to 
the  salt  water.  He  didn^t  pay  for  a  certain  portion.  He  said  be 
would  pay  me  just  that. 

Mr.  Brown. — He  }iaid  her  what  he  considered  to  be  her  share  as 
one  of  the  owners. 

Mr.  Thomas. — That  takes  the  Champlin  farm  and  all. 

Mrs.  Cooper. — I  sup4x>so  I  could  go  a  little  further,  too,  if  I 
wan  tod  to. 
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BENJAMIN    THOMAS,    SWORN. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Carmichael.)  Will  you  tell  the  Commission  who  were 
members  of  the  Council  when  this  Harry  land  was  divided? 

A.  The  first  time  this  Harry  land  was  divided,  it  was  rather  too 
far  back  for  me  to  remember.  It  was  divided  first  between  Daniel 
Harry  and  Millie  and  Eliza  Harry.  It  was  what  I  call  the  Deacon 
Daniel  Harry  lot.  If  I  mistake  not,  Daniel  owned  the  north  right, 
and  Eliza  the  middle  right,  and  Millie  the  south  right.  Daniel  built 
a  house  there. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  anything  about  who  was  in  the  Council  when  the 
last  division  was  made? 

A.  That  has  only  been  kind  of  guessed  at.  Mrs.  Peckham  has 
not  got  the  idea  right  about  when  this  wood  was  sold.  It  was  some- 
where between  twelve  and  fifteen  years  ago  that  we  sold  that  wood  to 
Bob  Brown.  I  was  one  of  the  Council,  and  the  next  year  when  the 
wood  was  sold  Ammons  was  in,  and  I  don't  know  but  Oongdon  was. 
I  don't  know  that  it  has  ever  been  divided  since.  Possibly  it  has,  but 
I  don't  think  it  has.  But  where  are  the  bounds?  There  are  no 
bounds  anywhere  between,  unless  it  has  recently  been  done.  They 
have  cut  the  wood  off.  Finally,  to  include  the  whole,  Daniel  set  the 
woods  iifire,  and  that  made  a  finish  of  it. 

Q.     You  don't  know  anything  definite? 

A.     No,  sir.     There  is  no  record  of  it. 

Q,     (By  Mr.  Brown.)     You  think  there  is  no  record  of  it? 

A.  No,  sir;  there  is  no  record  of  any  division  of  that.  We  three 
have  handled  the  books,  with  Henry  Hazard,  and  there  is  no  record 
of  any  division  of  that  land.  There  has  not  been  any  division.  Now, 
that  is  a  mistake  about  Tobey  Ross  marrying  his  wife's  sister.  His 
first  wife  was  a  Shelly,  and  she  belonged  in  Indian  Town,  and  Uncle 
Tobey  has  got  heirs  there. .  Ben's  wife  is  one  of  the  heirs  of  Uncle 
Tobey.  About  the  time  that  they  took  her  to  Molly,  she  had  got  so 
feeble  and  forgetful  that  she  didn't  know  hardly  anything.  She  has 
been  dead  about  nine  years  now.  She  was  for  years  helpless,  so  that 
they  had  to  help  her  around;  and  about  this  time  that  this  paper  was 
made  up,  it  was  the  time  she  was  so  feeble  she  was  not  capable  of 
knowing.  She  hardly  knew  me  when  I  went  in.  Yes;  it  would  be 
ten  years. 

Mr.  Sheffield. — The  paper  is  dated  in  October. 

The  Witness. — Then  Aunt  Molly  died  the  next  March.    The 
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practice  has  been  of  this  tribe  never  to  take  odc  witness  to  sabstan- 
tiate  a  thing  for  a  fact  in  this  tribe.  They  are  liable  to  vary  in  telling 
a  fact.  We  always  want  a  multitude  of  witnesses  to  establish  a  thing, 
especially  in  laud  titles.  Now,  if  Miss  Peckham  was  ever  an  heir  to 
this  tribe,  it  is  a  name  that  never  has  been  known  in  this  tribe  for 
forty  years. 

Q.     Are  you  aware  that  any  Peckham  land  was  ever  set  off? 

A.     Not  a  particle. 

Q.  You  don't  know  that  there  is  on  record  at  Kingston  a  deed  of 
Peckham  laud? 

A.     No,  I  don't;  and  I  don't  think  any  one  else  knows  iL 

Q.     Perhaps  I  will  be  able  to  convince  you  of  it. 

A.     I  should  like  to  see  it. 

Q.  Then  you  think  that  this  old  lady,  Miss  Bodmau,  was  very  old 
and  feeble? 

A.     Yes;  she  was  very  old. 

Q.     Hardly  knew  anything? 

A.  I  think  there  are  others  that  know  it  as  well  as  L  She  was 
very  old  and  very  feeble,  and  she  was  my  aunt 

Q.  It  was  rather  an  improper  action  on  the  part  of  the  Council  to 
bring  the  matter  before^uch  a  person  as  that? 

A.     Can't  help  it.     If  they  have  made  a  mistake,  they  mast  bear 

it. 

Q.     You  say  you  always  require  a  multitude  of  witnesses? 

A.     Yes. 

Q.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  Council  acknowledged  that  she  was  an 
heir  on  this  testimony. 

A.  I  will  tell  you  how  this  was  worked.  The  custom  has  been, 
when  you  come  to  prove  the  title  of  a  person,  to  call  the  Council,  and 
enough  witnesses  to  substantiate  that  thing  as  a  fact  Not  to  get  it 
in  some  corner,  before  some  old  person  that  don't  know  how  to  get 
out-doors,  and  have  it  tried;  but  to  do  it  in  an  open  way,  so  that  we 
can  understand  the  thing  clearly.  That  is  the  way  it  has  been  done. 
We  could  coax  them  up  to  say  most  anything,  and  daring  the  last 
part  of  her  life  she  hardly  knew  her  own  folks  when  they  came.  She 
would  say,  **  Lord-a-massy;  is  that  you."  And  then  she  would  shake 
hands,  and  say,  *'  I  am  glad  to  see  you,"  and  go  on  and  talk,  and  you 
couldn't  hardly  tell  what  she  was  talking  about 

Q.     When  was  this  land  divided? 

A.     I  guess  John  L.  Eenyon  divided  it 
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Mr.  Kenyon. — I  was  there  with  Primes  and  Annie  Wilson,  and 
they  pointed  out  those  bounds.     That  was  during  my  survey. 

Q.    Were^the  bounds  set  up  by  the  Council? 

A.  No,  sir;  the  Council  wasn't  there.  Some  of  those  lines  are 
definite  lines.  Some  are  walls,  and  some  old  fences,  and  some  of  them 
must  be  pretty  near  correct. 

DANIEL  HARRY,   SWORN. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Sheffield.)  What  do  you  know  about  the  heirs  of 
the  Harrys,  and  this  land  in  question? 

A.     My  mother  always  held  that  south  lot  towai*ds  the  Champlins. 

Q.  Who  was  this  south  tract  towards  the  Champlin  farm  originally 
set  off  to? 

A.    I  don't  know  who  it  was  set  off  to. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  by  tradition  that  it  was  set  off  to  any  of 
your  ancestors?    How  did  it  get  to  you? 

A.  Elizabeth  wanted  to  get  her  rights,  so  she  called  the  Council,  I 
think,  and  had  it  set  off  to  her,  and  I  don't  know  but  they  divided 
the  other  part.     I  don't  know  about  that. 

Q.     Did  you  ever  own  any  of  this  land — this- south  part? 

A.     Yes,  sir;  and  lived  on  it  a  good  many  years;  always  lived  on  it. 

Q.     Do  you  own  any  of  it? 

A.    Yes,  sir;  and  live  on  it. 

Q.     Who  did  you  inherit  it  from? 

A.     Mv  mother. 

Q.     She  owned  the  whole  of  this  tract,  did  she? 

A.    She  owned  the  whole  of  it  ever  since  I  can  remember. 

Q.    Who  are  her  heirs  after  her? 

A.  My  sister  Millie  Harry  and  Eliza  Harry  and  me.  My  two  sis- 
ters are  dead.     Eliza  was  younger  than  myself, 

Q.    You  had  two  sisters  only? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  That  is  all  there  was  living  since  I  can  remember. 
My  mother  had  seven  children,  I  believe,  but  they  all  died  while  they 
were  young,  before  I  can  remember. 

Q.    Do  you  know  Mrs.  Cooper? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    You  have  seen  her  here? 

A.  The  first  time  I  ever  gaw  her  was  lately.  1  never  heard  of  the 
Peckhams  before  I  saw  her.  I  always  lived  in  Charlestown  since  I  was 

17 
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thirty  years  old,  and  I  don't  think  I  was  out  of  the  town  six  months 
at  a  time. 

Q.     Do  you  think  she  is  related  to  yoar  family? 

A.  I  don't  know  anything  about  it,  any  more  than  yon  do;  nothing 
more  tluin  what  she  has  said.  That  is  all  I  know  about  it  I  think 
that  is  al)  anybody  knows  about  it 

Q.     You  say  your  mother  owned  the  whole  of  this  land? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  clear  up  to  the  Tobey  Ross  land;  all  her  father's  and 
mother's  right. 

Q.     How  did  your  mother  get  the  land? 

A.  Part  of  it  came  from  her  mother,  and  part  of  it  from  her  father. 
My  grandfather  married  a  woman  by  the  name  of  Coies,  and  the? 
owned  all  tliat  land  down  to  the  Ghamplin  farm.  They  divided  that 
land  off,  and  she  had  this  lot,  and  it  happened  to  come  next  to  her 
land  on  the  west  side  of  tlie  road,  and  that  made  a  straight  line  of  that 
clear  through. 

Q,     (By  Mr.  Brown.)     Your  grandfather's  name  was  Daniel? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     Deacon  Daniel  Harry? 

A.     Yes. 

Q.  Now  you  say  you  had  two  sisters,  Mercy  and  Betsey.  Your 
mother's  name  was  Betsey? 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     Didn't  she  have  a  sister  Hannah? 

A.     Yes;  three  daughters  and  one  son. 

Q.  I  understood  you  to  say  that  your  mother  had  only  two  sisters. 
It  is  tlirough  that  daughter  Hannah  that  the  Peckhams  claim,  a£we 
have  put  in  evidence  to  show. 

A.  I  don't  remember  of  ever  seeing  her.  She  must  have  died  he- 
fore  I  recollect. 

Q.     You  never  attended  her  funeral,  did  you? 

A.  Of  course  I  didn't  I  know  what  they  said  was  the  cause  of 
her  death — that  she  Wiis  drowned  in  the  Connecticut  river.  I  can  re- 
collect well  when  mother  got  news  of  it,  because  it  astonished  me  to 
sec  her  crying,  and  she  said  her  sister  and  her  daughter  were  drowned 
in  the  Connecticut  river.     A  man  came  and  told  her. 

Q.     Do  you  know  who  your  Aunt  Hannah's  husband  was? 

A.     I  don't  know  that  she  ever  had  any  husband. 

Q.     You  don't  know  who  was  with  her  when  she  was  drowned? 

A.     No,  sir. 
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Q.    Then  you  don't  know  that  she  married  a  Peckham? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Thomas.)  How  long  ago  was  it  that  you  think  she 
was  drowned? 

A.  I  was  a  little  chnb.  It  must  have  been  over  sixty  years  ago. 
I  was  a  little  chnb.     I  can  just  remember  it. 

FRANCIS  COOPER,  RECALLED. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Brown.)  Mrs.  Cooper,  can  you  tell  us  the  cause  of 
your  grandmother's  death? 

A.  I  will  tell  the  truth  about  it.  She  was  tipsy,  and  she  was  in  a 
boat  with  Daniel  Brooks,  with  some  dogs,  going  across  the  Connecti- 
cut river.  Mother  told  me  last  Friday  where  she  was  going  to,  but  I 
have  forgotten.  And  the  dogs  jumped  into  the  water,  and  tipped 
over  the  boat  They  couldn't  find  her.  She  hung  to  the  bottom  of 
the  boat,  and  was  carried  across  the  river. 

Daniel  Harry. — I  had  a  sister  drowned  at  the  same  time. 

Mr.  Brown. — If  the  gentlemen  please,  although  the  evidence  that 
we  have  presented  is  not?  as  full  and  conclusive  as  wo  hoped  to  put  in, 
yet  it  seems  to  me  it  bears  pretty  strongly  in  our  favor  We  have  pre- 
aented  here  the  facts  of  the  land  having  been  set  off  in  the  first  place 
to  Deacon  Daniel  Harry,  and  we  have  shown  that  his  children  in- 
herited it,  and  their  names  are  acknowledged  by  one  of  the  Harrys 
present. 

Now  while  the  evidence  that  we  have  presented  to  show  that  Mrs. 
Cooper  and  the  Peckhams  have  been  admitted  as  members  of  the  tribe 
perhaps  is  not  strong  enough  to  substantiate  their  claim,  yet  with  the 
affidavits  that  we  put  in  day  before  yesterday,  we  think  that  it  does 
substantiate  that  part  of  their  claim;  and  also  it  \ma  been  admitted 
by  Daniel  Harry  himself,  although  he  is  reluctant  to  acknowledge  the 
Peckhams  as  heirs  or  having  an  interest  in  this  land, — when  the  inci- 
dent is  brought  up  about  his  aunt  being  drowned,  and  Mrs.  Peckham 
tells  that  it  was  her  grandmother  who  was  drowned  in  that  way,  Mr. 
Harry  «aid  that  he  had  a  sister  drowned  at  the  same  time  in  the  same 
boat.  His  mother  has  told  him  of  it,  and  it  seemq  that  he  hat?  admit- 
ted what  he  didn't  wish  to  admit  by  being  interested  in  these  family 
details. 

And  the  fact  that  these  Peckhams  have  been  here  for  fifteen  or 
twenty  years  presenting  their  claims,  have  had  hearings  before  the  Coun- 
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cil,  have  given  their  evidence  before  one  of  the  oldest  women,  and  she 
admitted  that  she  knew,  and  notwithstanding  the  evidence  of  the  gen- 
tleman who  says  she  was  in  saeh  a  condition  not  to  know  what  she 
about,  yet  it  seems  to  me  that  the  Committee  themselves  wouldn't  have 
taken  the  evidence  of  such  a  person,  if  she  hadn't  been  in  conditioo 
at  that  time  to  give  some  evidence  that  was  of  some  value.    And  in 
matters  of  this  kind,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  doesn't  require  a  person  of 
very  strong  mental  powers,  or  very  robust  health,  to  recall  something  of 
this  kind;  to  bring  up  in  their  recollection  the  names  of  persons,  or 
the  members  of  a  family.     No  matter  if  she  was  in  feeble  health.    It 
will  not  impair  her  testimony  at  all.      And  that,  taken  in  connection 
with  the  affidavits  that  we  have  put  in  from  two  gentlemen  of  Xor- 
wich,  it  seems  to  me  is  sufficient  proof;  that  we  have  furnished  what 
the  Council  claim  that  they  wanted,  and  have  complied  with  what 
they  required,  and  have  furnished  them  additional  testimony  at  this 
late  day,  as  we  are  best  able.     Perhaps  we  might  be  able  to  present 
more  and  better  evidence  in  time,  but  with   the  limited  time  that  we 
have  had  we  have  brought  in  what  evidence  we  could  procure;  and  as 
the  claimant  has  pressed  her  suit  for  so  long  time,  and  with  such  httle 
success,  and  has  lost  no  courage  by  her  want  of  success,  if  we  haven't 
put  in  enough  to  prove  it  at  this  time  we  will  put  in  more,  and  en- 
deavor to  clear  up  any  misty  doubts  that  may  be  left  in  regai-d  to  the 
matter.     The  gentleman  who  testified — Mr.  Ammons — acknowledged 
that  if  she  was  a  descendant  of  Hannah  she  was  entitled  to  a  half  in- 
terest.    I  am  very  much  obliged  to  the  gentlemen  for  their  attention, 
and  will  detain  them  no  longer. 

Mr.  Adams. — We  will  take  the  matter  under  consideration. 

Adjourned  till  Wednesday,  January  12th,  1881,  to  meet  at  Hoxie's 
Hall,  at  9  A.  M. 

On  Wednesday,  January  12th,  the  Commission  held  the  final  meet- 
ing on  the  land  question.  Only  a  small  number  were  present  besides 
the  Indian  Council  and  the  surveyor,  and  the  business  was  settled  in 
an  informal  way,  without  the  necessity  of  hearing  testimony.  Noth- 
ing  of  special  in i ores t  occurred,  the  business  being  simply  an  examin- 
ation of  the  plats  ot  individual  land.

DEED  FROM  THOMAS  NINIGRET  TO  THE  COLONY  OF  RHODE 

ISLAND. 

BkMCuied  March  i^8th,  1709. 

Enow  All  Men  hereby,  that  I,  Thomaji  Ninnegnit,  of  Charlestown,  in  the 
County  of  King's  County  and  Colony  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  PlanU- 
tions  in  New  England,  Sachem  of  the  Narragansett  Tribe  of  Indians,  in  said 
Colony,  in  consideration  of  the  Love,  Goodwill  and  Affection  that  I  do  bear  to 
my  said  Tribe  and  to  their  Posterity  for  ever  and  for  the  sum  of  five  pounds  law- 
ful money  to  me  in  hand  paid  by  Henry  Ward,  of  Newport  in  the  County  of 
Newport  and  Colony  aforesaid,  Esquire,  Secretary  of  said  Colony,  the  receit 
whereof  I  do  hereby  acknowledge  and  that  I  am  therewith  satisfied  and  paid 
have  given,  granted,  aliened,  enifeofed  and  conveyed,  and  do  (by  and  with  the 
advise  and  consent  of  James  Daniel,  William  Sachem,  Christopher  Hany,  David 
Phillip  and  Henry  Harry,  all  of  said  Charlestown,  part  of  said  Tribe  of  Indians, 
and  five  of  my  Council  of  Indians  duly  chosen,)  hereby  give,  grant,  bargain,  sell, 
alien  and  convey  unto  the  said  Henry  Ward,  Secretary  of  said  Colony,  as  afore- 
said, for  the  time  being,  and  to  his  successor  in  said  office  for  the  time  being  for- 
ever, all  the  little  Island  situate  in  said  Charlestown  on  the  estate  belonging  to 
me  and  my  said  Tribe  of  Indians  and  consists  of  three  acres  two  quaitera  and 
thirty -two  rods  of  land  and  is  bounded  as  follows:  Beginning  by  a  Brook  called 
Cochoguesuck;  thence  North  fifteen  degrees  and  a  quarter  to  a  white  oak  tree 
marked  with  five  Hacks  on  the  North  side;  thence  North  thirty-seven  degrees 
and  a  half  West  one  chain  to  a  stake  and  stones  about  it;  thence  South,  forty- 
nine  degrees  and  a  half  West  four  chains  and  fifty  links  to  a  stake  with  stones 
about  it;  this  line  being  the  North  side  of  the  East  Bridge;  thence  forty-four  de- 
grees West  two  chains  and  sixty  links  to  a  maple  tree  marked;  thence  South  six- 
ty-two degrees  West  five  chains  and  fifty  links  to  a  great  black  oak  tree  marked; 
thence  South  seven  degrees  West  three  chains  and  sixteen  links  to  a  chefttnat 
tree  marked;  thence  South  sixty  degrees  and  a  half  East  one  chain  and  eigbty- 
five  links  to  a  stake  and  stones  about  it;  thence  South  eight  degrees  West  one 
chain  and  seventy -five  links  to  the  Southwest  corner  of  the  West  causey  or  cross- 
way  to  a  stake  and  stones  about  it;  thence  South  fifty-four  degrees  East  two 
chains  and  forty-two  links  to  a  maple  tree  marked  which  stands  about  thirty- 
three  links  from  the  pond;  thence  bounded  on  the  Pond  to  the  Mouth  of  tJie 
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aforementioned  brook,  where  it  empties  itself  in  the  above  named  Pond,  and 
from  thence  up  the  stream  of  the  aforesaid  Brook  to  the  first  mentioned  bounds, 
aa  may  be  seen  at  large  by  the  plat  of  said  Island  made  by  Benjamin  Hozsie, 
Jun'r,  surveyor,  hereto  annexed;  together  with  all  my  right  and  title  to  the 
School  House  erected  and  standing  on  said  Island  and  to  all  the  Wares  and 
Bridges  which  lead  to  and  from  said  Island,  and  all  other  the  privileges,  appurte- 
nances and  commodities  used  or  any  wares  appertaining  to  the  said  Island  to  be 
and  remain  to  the  said  grantee  as  Secretary  aforesaid  for  the  time  being  and  to 
bis  successors  in  said  office  for  the  time  being  forever,  reserving  to  myself,  the 
said  grantor,  and  to  my  successors  sachems  of  said  tribe  forever  the  yearly  Rent 
of  six  pence  in  such  money  as  shall  yearly  be  passing  in  said  Colony,  to  be  paid 
yearly  and  every  year  on  the  first  day  of  May,  in  Charlestown  aforesaid,  to  the 
said  grantor  or  his  successors  by  the  said  grantee  or  his  successors  in  said  office 
or  some  other  person  for  him  or  them  for  ever,  if  demanded,  and  the  said  here- 
by granted  Premises,  with  all  their  privileges  and  appurtenances  to  he  in  especial 
trust  to  the  said  grantee  and  his  said  successors  in  said  office  forever  to  and  for 
the  use.  intent  and  purpose  of  keeping,  supporting  and  maintaining  of  a  good 
school  for  the  education  of  the  Indian  youths  and  children  of  said  Tribe  forever, 
where  they  are  to  be  taught  in  a  good  and  perfect  manner  by  a  skillful  master  at 
all  times  to  read  and  write  the  English  tongue  and  to  cypher  or  understand 
Arithmetic  well,  and  such  as  are  so  inclined  are  to  be  taught  the  Greek  and  Latin 
Languages,  or  either  of  them,  well  and  as  regularly  and  perfectly  as  possible  and 
all  these  forever,  and  the  whole  profits  and  issues  of  said  Island  and  its  appur- 
tenances and  school  shall  be  and  remain  to  the  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  being 
forever,  who  shall  be  a  person  well  qualified  for  the  above  said  office,  and  of  a  regu- 
lar, good  and  sober  life,  who  shall  be  nominated  and  appointed  by  the  Governor 
and  Council  of  the  Said  Colony  for  the  time  being  forever  (or  the  Major  part  of 
tbem)  whenever  a  new  Master  shall  be  wanting,  or  an  old  one  suspended  by  said 
Authority  for  unskillfulness  in  said  office  or  for  any  fault  or  by  death  or  any  other 
means;  and  the  said  Governor  and  Council  of  said  Colony  for  the  time  being  are 
hereby  authorized  and  desired  to  exercise  the  said  authority  over  said  School, 
lands  and  Masters  and  are  desired  at  all  times  forever  to  inspect  and  direct  all 
matters  and  things  relating  to  the  due  and  regular  government  of  said  School, 
lands  and  Masters  forever,  and  the  said  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  shall  be 
at  liberty  at  any  time  or  times  to  take  into  said  school  for  education  in  any  or  all 
the  parts  aforesaid,  any  or  so  many  of  the  children  or  youths  of  the  white  inhab- 
itants of  said  Charlestown  or  the  Neighboring  Towns  in  Nan'agansett,  and  upon 
sach  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Governor  of  said  Colony  for  the  time  being,  or 
in  his  absence,  the  Deputy  Governor  of  said  Colony,  shall  approve  of  and  allow 
upon  application  therefor  by  said  Master  for  the  time  being  to  the  said  Governor 
(or  Deputy  Governor  in  his  absence)  for  the  time  being  forever  and  no  otherwise. 
To  Have  and  too  Hold  the  afore  granted  premises,  with  all  the  privileges,  com- 
modities and  appurtenances  thereto  in  any  wise  belonging,  together  with  the  said 
school  house  on  said  Island  now  standing  to  the  said  Henry  Ward,  Esq.,  Secretary 
of  said  Colony,  for  the  time  being  and  to  his  successors  in  said  office  for  the  time 
being  forever,  in  especial  trust  and  confidence  for  the  sole  use,  intent  and  purpose 
of  supporting  and  maintaining  a  good  orthodox  school  in  said  Charlestown  as 
aforesaid,  and  a  good  learned  and  orthodox  schoolmaster  for  said  school  forever 
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to  teach  and  educate  the  Indian  children  and  youth  of  said  tribe  of  Indians  for- 
ever, and  occasionally  white  children  and  youths  as  aforedescribed  and  under  the 
terms  and  conditions  aforesaid  and  for  no  other  purpose  or  intent  whatsoeTs. 
and  the  present  Schoolmaster,  Edward  Deake  is  to  remain  and  keep  said  School 
for  the  present  and  he  and  all  other  succeeding  masters  of  said  school  are  herebj 
required  upon  all  emergences  to  apply  to  the  Governor  of  said  Colony  and  Coun- 
cil for  advice  and  directions  for  the  due  management  and  guidance  of  said  school 
and  estate;  and  the  said  grantor  and  his  live  Counsellors  do  hereby  covenant  vitb 
the  said  grantee  and  his  said  successors  that  the  said  Premises  hereby  granted  sre 
absolutely  free  and  clear  of  all  Incumbrances  and  that  I,  the  said  Grantor,  for 
myself  and  my  successors,  Sachems  of  said  Tribe  of  Indians,  do  hereby  coT^ 
nant  with  the  said  Grantee  and  his  successors  in  said  office  of  Secretary  thAt  we 
will  forever  warrant  and  defend  the  same  against  the  lawful  claims  of  all  ud 
every  person  whatsoever:  In  Witness  whereof  We,  the  said  Sachem  and  his  fin 
Counsellors  have  hereto  set  ourliands  and  seals  this  tenth  day  of  August  in  Uk 
eighth  year  of  his  present  Majesty's  Reign,  George  the  tliird.  King  over  Greit 
Britain,  &c.,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty -eight. 
Witnesses.

To  aU  People  to  whom  these  Presents  shaU  come.  Greeting  : 

Know  ye,  that  I,  George  Ninigret,  Chief  Sachem  and  Prince  of  the  Narragan- 
aett  Indians,  in  the  Colony  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations  in  New 
England,  in  America,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  love  and  affection  which 
I  have  and  bear  for  and  towards  the  people  of  the  Church  of  England  in 
Cbarlestown  and  Westerly,  in  the  County  of  King's  Coimty,  in  the  colony  afore- 
said, and  for  securing  and  settling  the  services  and  worship  of  God  amongst 
them,  according  to  the  usages  of  that  most  excellent  church  within  the  said 
Cbarlestown,  at  all  times  forever  hereafter,  and  also  for  and  in  consideration  of 
the  sum  of  Five  Shillings  of  the  currency  of  said  colony,  and  of  the  old  tenor, 
tome  in  hand  actually  paid  by  John  Hill,  Esq.,  Col.  Christopher  Champlin,  both 
of  said  Cbarlestown  and  colony  aforesaid,  and  Ebenezer  Punderson,  of  Groton, 
in  the  County  of  New  London  and  colony,  who  now  officiates  as  a  missionary 
from  the  Society,  and  was  the  first  Episcopal  of  Connecticut,  clerk,  the  receipt 
whereof  I  do  hereby  acknowledge,  have  given,  granted,  bargained,  sold,  enfeoffed, 
conveyed,  and  by  these  presents  do  fully  and  absolutely  give,  grant,  bargain,  sell, 
enfeoff  and  convey,  unto  the  said  John  Hill,  Christopher  Champlin  and  Ebenezer 
Panderson.  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  to  the  use  of  the  society  for  the  Pro- 
pagation of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,  and  their  successors  forevermore, (which 
Society  were  incorporated  by  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England), 
one  certain  tract  of  land  lying  in  said  Cbarlestown,  in  the  Colony  of  Rhode  Island 
aforesaid,  containing  forty  acres,  and  whereon  the  Church  of  England  in  said 
Cbarlestown  now  stands,  in  the  occupation  of  the  aforesaid  Christopher  Champ- 
lin, and  is  butted  and  bounded  as  f olloweth :  Beginning  at  a  stake  with  stones 
about  it,  thence  running  South  38  degrees,  East  45  rods  and  a  quarter,  to  a  stone 
and  heap  of  stones  by  the  country  road;  and  from  thence  Easterly  as  the  road 
nins  128  rods,  to  a  stake  with  stones  about  it;  from  thence  North  14  degrees, 
.West  40  rods  to  a  small  white  oak  tree  marked  on  two  sides;  from  thence  South 
50  degrees.  West  12  rods  to  a  stake  and  stones;  and  from  thence  a  straight  line  to

premises,  with  all  the  woods,  underwoods,  pools,  water  and  water-courses,  with 
every  other  appurtenance  and  privilege  of  any  sort  belonging  to  the  said  tract  of 
land,  or  in  any  wise  appertaining,  and  the  reversion  or  reversions,  and  the  remain- 
ders, rents,  issues  and  profits  of  all  and  singular  the  premises.  To  Have  and  to 
Hold,  all  and  singular,  the  said  tract  of  land  and  premises  with  every  of  their 
privileges,  commodities  and  appurtenances  unto  the  said  John  Hill,  Christopher 
Champlin,  and  Ebenczer  Punderson,  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  to  the  use, 
and  benefit  and  behoof  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in 
Foreign  Parts,  and  their  successors  forevermore,  to  be  by  the  said  Society  fore?er 
thereafter  applied  and  appropriated  for  the  benefit  of  the  Episcopal  minister,  for 
the  time  being,  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  said  Charlestown,  in  the  said  Coonty 
of  King^s  County,  and  his  successors  forever,  and  to  and  for  no  other  use.  inteDt 
or  purpose  whatsoever.  And  I,  the  said  George  Kinigret,  do  hereby,  for  myself, 
my  heirs,  executors  and  administrators  and  successors  in  said  Sachemship  and 
Principality,  and  every  of  them,  covenant  and  warrant  to  and  with  the  said  John 
Hill,  Christopher  Champlin  and  Ebenezer  Punderson,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
and  also  to  and  with  the  said  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  For- 
eign Parts,  and  their  successors,  that  I  am  at  this  present  time  and  by  right  of 
indefeasable  inheritance,  the  true,  lawful  and  absolute  owner  and  proprietor  of 
the  said  premises,  and  the  same  are  now  free  and  clear  of  all  manner  of  incum- 
brances whatever,  and  that  I,  my  heirs,  executors,  administrators  or  successon, 
now  do  and  forever  shall  and  will  defend  all  and  singular  the  said  premises,  with 
their  appurtenances,  unto  and  to  the  use  of  them  for  the  purpose  aforesaid, 
against  all  claims  and  demands  whatsoever.  In  Witness  whereof,  I  have  here- 
unto set  my  hand  and  seal,  this  14th  day  of  January,  in  the  year  1745  old  style, 
or  1746  new  style.

EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 


To  all  Christian  people  before  tohom  these  presents  shaU  come,  /,  Nenegrate,  Chief 
Sachem  of  ye  Narragansett  Country^  son  and  heir  of  Nenegratey  late  Saehem  of 
said  country,  sendeih  greeting,  etc. 

Enow  ye,  that  whereas  my  father,  Nenegrate,  together  with  the  other  Sachems 
of  the  Narragansett  Country,  were  the  right  owners  of  the  lands  lying  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  Colony  of  Rhode  Island,  etc.,  and  inasmuch  as  since  May 
Humphrey  Atherton,  and  his  associates,  hath  laid  claim  to  said  lands  now  lying 
vacant  within  the  jurisdiction  abovesaid,  whereby  I  have  been  at  an  exceeding 
charge  by  reason  of  their  molestations,  besides  with  great  cost  and  charge  it  hath 
been  to  this,  Her  Majesty's  Colony  of  Rhode  Island,  etc.,  which  amounteth 
almost  to  the  value  of  all  the  lands  abovesaid,  and,  forasmuch,  as  I  am  sensible 
that  my  father,  Nenegrate,  (whose  undoubted  heir  I  am,)  was  one  of  the  sachems 
that  owned  said  land,  and  for  that  it  is  well  known  that  my  father  stood  in  true 
allegiance  to  the  crown  of  England  unto  his  death,  and,  forasmuch,  as  all  the 
other  sachems  being  dead,  it  was.  my  father^s  by  right  of  longest  survivorship, 
but  he  dying,  and  I  being  his  undoubted  heir,  being  sensible  of  my  own  weak- 
ness for  want  of  learning,  being  altogether  illiterate  of  those  endowments  which 
the  English  have,  did,  therefore,  make  choice  of  several  honest  Englishmen, 
whome  I  had  faithful  confidence  in,  being  inhabitants  of  this,  Her  Majesty^s 
Colony  of  Rhode  Island,  to  be  my  attorneys  and  trustees,  who  did,  upon  my  be- 
half, solicit  this  honorable  colony,  who,  after  having  heard  my  said  attorneys, 
and  also  my  antagonists,  equally  on  both  sides,  without  partiality,  was  graciously 
pleased  to  acknowledge  me  to  be  the  heir  of  said  Nenegrate,  and  to  allow  me  the 
privilege  of  one  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects,  inasmuch  as  my  father  and  myself 
keep  our  allegiance  to  our  Sovereign,  and  also  caused  a  mapp  of  those  vacant 
lands  lying  within  this  colony,  (called  by  some  the  mortgage  land,)  which  mapp 
was  accepted  by  the  honored  assembly  sitting  at  Newport,  the  first  Wednesday 
of  May,  1708.  And,  forasmuch,  as  to  my  own  knowledge,  the  Colony  of  Rhode 
Island  bath  been  at  an  exceeding  charge  about  said  land,  even  almost  as  much  as 
it  is  worth,  as  aforesaid,  and  finding  by  experience  that  they  were  all  along  the 
best  friends  that  my  father  and  myself  ever  had  in  protection  of  us  under  their 
l^vemment,  and  for  that,  I,  knowing  my  own  inability,  as  aforesaid,  and  hoping 
for  their  further  protection,  have  freely  and  clearly,  by  these  presents,  of  my  own 
voluntary  will,  without  any  compulsion,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  my  at- 
torneys, resigned  us  from  me,  my  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns 
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forever,  unto  the  Governor  and  company  of  Her  Majesty's  Colony  of  Rhode 
Island,  and  their  successors,  all  the  right  and  title  that  I  have  in  the  vacant  lan<^ 
bounded  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  colony  of  Rhode  Island  with  the  privi- 
leges therein  contained  or  appertaining.  To  have  and  to  hold  forever,  excepting 
only  those  lands  which  I  reserve  to  myself  e  of  the  said  vacant  lands  where  I  now 
dwell,  viz:  the  lands,  priviledges,  and  appurtenances,  which  in  those  bounds  fol- 
lowing; that  is,  beginning  where  the  brook,  that  Joseph  DavilPs  mill  standeth, 
and  runs  into  the  Great  Salt  Pond,  and  so  from  said  brook  on  a  straight  line, 
northerly,  to  Pesquosset  Pond,  and  by  the  brook  that  runs  out  of  Pesquoseett 
Pond  into  Pawcatuck  River,  and  so  along  the  Pawcatuck  River,  westward,  until 
it  comes  to  Benjamin  Burdick's  bridge,  and  from  thence  southerly  towards  We- 
quopogue  Brook  until  it  meets  with  the*  grand  road,  and  so  along  by  said  road 
eastward  until  it  comes  near  to  Christopher  Champlin's  new  dwelling  house,  aod 
from  thence  south  to  the  great  pond,  or  salt  water,  and  so  along  by  the  pond 
side  to  the  first  mentioned  bounds,  as  it  is  drawn  out  upon  the  draught  of  the 
vacant  lands  abovesaid,  all  which,  within  said  bounds, >J  reserve  to  myself  and  my 
heirs  forever,  and  do  by  these  presents  promise  and  engage  for  me  and  my  hein. 
etc.,  for  and  in  consideration  abovesaid  never  to  dispose  of  the  said  land  oranj 
part  thereof,  without  the  free  consent  of  the  Governor  and  Company  of  Rhode 
Island,  or  their  successors,  etc.  Moreover,  I  do  freely  and  voluntarily  engage 
by  these  presents,  for  me,  my  heirs,  etc. ,  that  whatsoever  land  I  shall  dispose  of 
within  the  tract  I  have  reserved  in  the  bounds  abovesaid,  that  if  I  shall  dispose 
of  any  of  it,  in  any  manner  or  way  whatsoever,  without  the  consent  and  appro- 
bation of  the  Governor  and  Company  of  this  said  colony  or  their  successors,  all 
that  is  so  disposed  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Governor  and  Company  of  this.  Her 
Majesty^s,  Colony  of  Rhode  Island,  and  the  disposal  shall  be  void  to  all  intend 
and  purposes. 

In  witness  of  this,  my  voluntary  act  and  deed,  I  have  hereunto  set  mj  band 
and  seal  this  twenty-eighth  day  of  March,  in  the  eighth  year  of  Her  Majesty's 

reign,  and  by  the  Grace  of  God.  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  etc.,  AnnoqueDomM* 
nostri,  1709.

Report  of  the  Surveyor  of  the  Indian  Lands,  made  under 

Chapter  800  of  the  Public  Laws,  and  submitted 

to  Dwight  R.  Adams,  George  Carmichael, 

Jr.,  William  P.  Sheffield,  Jr., 

Commissioners. 


Gentlemen: — Herewith  I  present  my  report  and  map  of  the  In- 
dian Reservation  situated  in  the  Town  of  Gharlestown,  Rhode  Island. 
containing  the  results  of  the  survey  made  in  accordance  with  year  in- 
structions. I  have  endeavored  to  give  all  parties  in  interest  a  hearing 
and  to  produce  a  chart  of  the  tribal  land,  showing  the  exact  loaition 
of  bounds,  and  to  procure  all  the  data  and  information  in  regard  to 
the  divisions  and  boundaries  of  the  several  tracts  of  land  as  herein  set 
forth,  as  was  possible. 

There  have  been  during  the  progress  of  the  survey,  about  two 
thousand  horizontal  angles  turned,  three  hundred  and  fifty  comers  and 
bounds  determined,  and  between  seventy-five  and  eighty  miles  of  lines 
run;  the  aforesaid  corners  or  bounds  of  the  several  tracts  being  mostly 
defined  by  marked  trees  and  stones  packed  around  them,  some  of  tbem 
however  are  large  heaps  of  stones  or  large  peaked  stones  set  on  end. 
The  survey  was  commenced  June  3d,  A.  D.  1880,  at  Cross's  Mills,  in 
Charlestown.  The  initial  point  detemined  upon  was  1537  -fA  feet  south 
and  2053  iVa  feet  east  of  a  station  on  Bunker  Hill  located  and  deter- 
mined by  the  Coast  Survey.  From  this  point  the  road  was  surveyed 
north  four  miles  to  the  north  side  of  the  land  owned  bv  Thomas 
Rogers;  starting  from  the  initial  point  again,  the  Post  Road  was  sur- 
veyed west  to  the  forks  of  the  road:  thence  surveying  the  north  high- 
way by  King's  Factory  continued  northerly  four  i^fc  miles  from  the 
point  of  beginning.     At  various  points  along  these  principal  lines, 
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were  stations  made  to  ran  lateral  lines  east  and  west,  conforming  to 
tlie  lines  of  the  several  parcels  of  land  as  set  off  and  bounded  by  the  In- 
dian Coancil. 

Another  principal  line  was  run  from  the  east  road,  westerly,  towards 
the  Indian  Meeting  House;  thence  one  branch  run  northerly  to  a  point 
east  of  the  Fannie  Basim  house;  thence  northwesterly  over  Whitford 
Hill  to  a  point  near  a  large  rock  by  the  Gedar  Swamp,  from  which 
point  a  line  was  run  through  the  Swamp  connecting  with  the  line  of 
the  highway  on  the  west,  by  the  Noka  land;  running  the  aforesaid 
Swamp  line,  on  the  south  of  the  six  lots,  as  laid  off  by  Joshua  Card, 
in  1812. 

Not  being  satisfied  with  this  line,  we  afterwards  determined  the 
north  line  of  the  six  lots,  and  laid  off  the  lots  from  this  line  as  a  base. 
The  second  branch  starting  from  a  point  near  the  Meeting  House  run 
southwesterly  to  a  point  on  School  House  Island;  thence  running 
westerly,  connected  with  the  highway,  near  the  house  of  Potter  Hoxie. 
A  number  of  other  lines  were  run,  to  determine  the  areas  of  the  indi- 
Yidual  lands;  also  in  locating  land  conveyed  by  deed. 

The  whole  number  of  lots  or  parcels  of  land  located  is  eighty-seven, 
ranging  from  two  acres  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres,  reference  bciug 
had  to  the  plat  accompanying  this  report  showing  the  present  divisions 
of  the  land.  There  were  three  classes  of  land  surveyed  in  order  to 
comply  with  your  instructions. 

First — The  Public  land,  owned  in  common  by  the  members  of  the 
tribe. 

Second — Individual  lands,  set  off  by  the  Indian  Council  to  individ- 
uals, who  were  members  of  the  tribe.  They  were  entitled  to  all  the 
rents  and  profits  from  the  same,  and  it  passed  by  heirship  from  parent 
to  child.  The  manner  of  putting  the  individual  members  of  the 
tribe  in  possession  of  their  land  was  unique.  A  person  wishing  a  tract 
of  land  to  settle  upon,  made  application  to  the  Indian  Council,  and, 
if  granted,  the  Council,  with  the  applicant,  went  upon  the  ground 
and  marked  trees,  or  erected  bounds  around  the  tract;  then,  with  the 
applicant  standing  upon  the  soil,  some  member  of  the  Council  would 
remove  a  piece  of  the  turf  from  the  ground  and  place  it  upon  the  head 
of  the  applicant,  and  place  therein  a  twig;  which  ceremony  was  called 
crowning,  and  by  this  act  putting  them  in  full  possession  of  the  land. 
Often  these  ceremonies  were  attended  with  jovialty,  as  attested  by  the 
broken  bottles  at  some  of  the  prominent  bounds. 

Third — The    deeded  land.      These  tracts  were  sold  at  different 
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periods.  The  firat,  being  a  deed  from  Thomas  Ninegret  to  William 
Welch,  dated  A.  D.  1742.  After  the  death  of  the  Ninigrets  sales  of  laod 
were  only  made  by  grant  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  public  land 
in  the  reserA'ation  comprises  about  one  thousand  acres,  and  is  divided 
into  several  tracts  or  parcels,  the  largest  being  the  Indian  Cedar 
Swamp,  including  all  the  swamp  and  School  House  Island,  area  about 
six  hundred  acres.  So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  determine,  the 
growth  of  cedar  is  fair  within  the  swamp,  portions  around  the  edges, 
and  some  in  the  middle  of  the  swamp,  having  been  cut  by  the  In- 
dians, it  being  common  property;  all  had  access  to  the  cedar,  under 
certain  regulations  of  the  Indian  Council. 

The  second  tract  contains  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  and  sixty-five 
one  hundredths  (163  AV)  aci'es  and  is  situated  on  the  west  of  the  land 
now  owned  by  John  Congdon  and  Jacob  Perry,  and  west  of  the  high- 
way leading  from  Cross  Mills  to  Carolina  Mills.  The  aforesaid  tract 
abutting  upon  the  highway  north  cf  land  own^d  by  Jacob  Perry,  and 
is  known  as  part  of  the  east  commons.  A  few  acres  of  this  land  is 
cleared  and  is  good  tillage  land;  the  larger  portion  is  covered  mostly 
with  wood — oak  and  pine,  the  northern  part  being  pine. 

There  is  also  another  tract  of  twenty-one  and  sixty-five  one  hun- 
dredths (21tVo)  acres,  situated  south  of  the  land  owned  by  Joseph 
SUinton  heira,  pastui*e  land  and  some  wood;  the  soil  is  light 

The  fourth  tract,  situated  west  of  the  west  road  and  northeast  of 
Watchang  Pond,  being  an  irregular  tract  and  known  as  the  West  Com- 
mons; part  of  this  tract  is  well  wooded  with  heavy  oak  and  maple. 
The  eiistern  part  is  covered  with  pine  and  oak.  The  surface  being  ir- 
regular, is  broken  up  with  linos  of  ledges  cropping  out  in  some  places 
presenting  a  flat  surface,  and  in  other  places  breaking  out  in  bold  and 
rugged  lines  of  clifFs. 

The  fifth  tract  is  known  as  the  Fort  Neck  lot,  area,  nineteen  and 
one-half  (10^)  acres,  situated  west  of  Gross's  Mills,  and  south  of  the 
Post  Road,  and  running  from  the  road  to  Gharlestown  Pond.  It  is  a 
level  field  with  heavy  loam,  and  easily  cultivated.  Upon  this  parcel 
of  land  are  the  ruins  of  an  ancient  fort,  also  a  burying  ground  of  the 
aborigines.  There  is  also  a  small  tract  of  public  land  situated  east  of 
Dudley  Hopkins'  and  west  of  Brister  Michel's  land;  area,  7  Aac^si 
covered  with  brash  and  some  wood.  In  determining  the  boundaries 
of  the  individual  lands,  we  have  endeavored  to  run  our  lines  in  snob 
portions  of  the  fields  as  would  avoid  the  cutting  of  brush  and  wood, 
locating  as  many  of  the  corners  or  bounds  as  possible  from  one  line. 
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There  are  three  ponds  within  the  bounds  of  this  reservation, 
Watehaug  Pond,  Oockampaug  or  School  House  Pond,  and  Deep  Pond. 
The  extent  and  boundaries  of  Watehaug  Pond  have  not  been  deter- 
mined up  to  the  writing  of  this  report.  It  is  a  large  sheet  of  water, 
situated  upon  the  west  side  of  the  West  Commons,  with  an  outlet 
northwesterly  into  Pawcatuck  river,  and  is  an  excellent  pond  for 
fish,  its  pickerel  fishing  having  a  reputation  throughout  the  State. 
This  pond  was  stocked  a  few  years  ago  by  the  Fish  Commissioners 
irith  black  basis,  of  which  some  fine  specimens  ha^e  been  caught. 

Cockampaug,  or  School  House  Pond,  is  situated  in  about  the  middle 
of  the  tract  surveyed,  and  south  of  the  Cedar  Swamp.  It  is  a  long 
and  narrow  pond,  its  length  being  about  one  mile,  and  contains  an 
area  of  one  hundred  acres.  Jt  abounds  with  several  varieties  .of  fish, 
and  has,  at  some  points,  a  depth  of  water  from  eighteen  to  twenty- 
five  feet.  The  pond  is  supplied  by  a  few  springs,  the  most  notable  of 
which  is  Cockampaug  spring,  situated  southwest  from  the  meeting 
house.  The  outlets  to  this  pond  are  from  the  south  end,  one  stream 
running  southwesterly,  and  dividing  the  lands  of  Henry  Champlin 
and  Charles  Cross,  Esq.;  thence  running  soutlierly  and  easterly,  crosses 
the  highway  at  a  point  formerly  known  as  King's  Factory,  and  enters 
Charlestown  Pond  south  of  the  Post  Road.  The  second  outlet  to  this 
pond  flows  southeasterly  into  Deep  Pond. 

Deep  Pond  is  a  small  sheet  of  water  situated  south  of  Cockampaug 
or  School  House  Pond.  It  is  surrounded  on  all  sides  by  high  land 
and  has  no  apparent  outlet;  area,  22  acres.  The  deepest  point  located 
in  the  pond  was  42  feet.  At  the  time  of  tire  survey,  the  pond  was 
eight  feet  below  its  high  water  lines,  as  shown  along  the  rocks  and 
trees.  Cold  Brook  spring  and  stream  is  evidently  an  outlet  of  this 
pond. 

The  drainage  area  of  these  ponds  covers  about  two-thirds  of  the  ter- 
ritory surveyed. 

The  soil  upon  the  tract  of  land  surveyed  rests  upon  granite  rocks 
and  consists  in  part  of  a  clayey  loam  and  a  part  sandy  loam.  Upon 
that  portion  with  a  clayey  formation,  the  soil  is  naturally  moist  and 
retentive,  producing  good  crops  of  grass,  corn  and  potatoes.  That 
portion  with  the  sandy  formation  is  partly  covered  with  pine. 

In  making  this  survey  I  have  had  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Herbert  B. 
Barton,  a  surveyor  of  Warwick,  who  has  rendered  me  efficient  aid 
during  the  work.  Ho  commenced  work  the  third  of  August,  and  has 
taken  unwearied  pains  in  carrying  out  my  instructions. 
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I  would  further  say,  that  your  gnrveyor  is  under  many  obligations 
to  Mr.  Benjamin  Thomas  in  pointing  out  the  different  bounds  and 
tracts  of  land.  He  was  the  record  of  the  Indian  resenratioD;  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  there  is  no  man  living  of  this  once  powerfd  people 
who  retains  and  has  so  clear  a  knowledge  of  the  descent  of  property 
and  divisions  of  the  land  known  as  the  Indian  Reservation,  as  Benja- 
min Thomas. 

Upon  the  west  side  of  the  swamp  and  pond,  in  addition  to  Benja- 
min Thomas,  we  had  to  employ  George  Bnrdick,  Gideon  Aminons. 
Henry  Hazard,  Edward  8.  Cone  and  Henry  Champlin,  to  all  of  whom 
we  were  indebted  for  information  respecting  the  location  of  the  num- 
erous bounds.

REPORT. 


To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  January  Session,  1881 : 

The  Women's  Board  of  Visitors  to  the  Penal  and  Correctional 
Institntions  of  the  State,  respectfully  snbmit  their  Tenth  Annual 
Report. 

The  Institutions  at  the  State  Farm  present  much  the  same  appear- 
ance of  last  year  at  this  time. 

The  Insane  Department  has  the  addition  of  a  Hospital,  which  will 
contribute  to  the  comfort  of  the  sick  of  this  unfortunate  class  of 
patients,  whose  welfare  we  consider  of  the  first  importance  in  the 
responsibilities  of  the  State.  For  no  fault  of  their  own  they  are, 
from  necessity,  separated  from  their  friends,  which  many  of  them 
realize  in  part,  at  least,  and  become  the  care  of  strangers.  We  would 
ask  of  all  those  interested  in  this  institution  the  most  liberal  indul- 
gence to  its  requirements. 

THE  HOUSE   OF  CORRECTION 

continues  to  have  the  same  class  of  offenders,  a  majority  being  young 
girls,  who  are  generally  arrested  and  brought  there  for  misdemeanors 
caused  by  intemperance:  and  it  is  painful  to  see  how  early  in  life 
some  of  them  have  formed  the  habit.  We  would  again  recommend 
reading  aloud  to  them  suitable  books,  while  they  are  engaged  with 
their  work  in  the  sewing  room,  that  their  minds  may  be  profitably 
ooeupied. 
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The  Ainis-house  remains  under  the  same  management  of  past  years, 
which  we  consider  judicious  and  humane.  Many  of  the  inmates 
being  aged  and  infirm  women,  require  the  exercise  of  patience  and 
indulgence  on  the  part  of  the  Matrons^  which  we  are  confident  they 
receive.  Those  children  who  have  been  in  the  family  of  the  Chap- 
lain since  his  residence  at  the  Farm  are  certainly  most  fortunate,  a$ 
Mrs.  Ames'  careful  training  and  instruction  cannot  fail  to  influence, 
in  some  measure,  their  future  lives, 

THE   REFORM    SCHOOL, 

in  its  present  condition,  seems  to  us  very  encouraging.  The  inmates 
in  the  girls  department,  especially,  have  improved  since  our  last  re- 
port, even,  both  morally  and  mentally,  as  the  more  hopeful  and  happy 
expression  on  their  countenances  indicate.  The  discipline  has  been 
judicious  and  firm,  while  incentives  for  good  behavior,  faithful  appli- 
cation to  study,  and  prompt  discharge  of  duties  have  been  freely 
offered  by  Mrs.  Eldridge,  the  Matron,  and  her  assistants.  We  con- 
sider their  success  remarkable,  when  we  compare  the  past  with  the 
present,  and  see  the  evidences  of  improvement  in  many  of  them  in 
the  development  of  the  best  qualities  of  their  nature. 

We  are  declilpdUi  of  the  opinion,  in  which  the  present  Matron  of 
the  Reform  School  coincides,  that  it  will  be  much  better  for  the  girL« 
if  they  can  be  placed  in  separate  rooms  in  the  new  cottage  in  Crans- 
ton, instead  of  the  dormitory  system,  where  so  many  are  together 
that  a  few  unruly  ones,  if  disposed,  can  exert  an  untold  amount  of 
influence  for  evil  on  the  others.  , 

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL. 

We  are  happy  to  notice  that  the  cause  of  juvenile  offenders  is  nor 
occupying  the  attention  of  the  Legislature,  and  that  the  subject  has 
been  referred  to  a  competent  committee.  We  hope  and  trust  the 
result  of  this  legislation  will  be  the  establishment  of  an  Indnstml 
School  by  the  State,  in  a  suitable  location,  where  the  better  clasBof 
the  children  in  the  ])re8ent  Reform  School  may  be  placed,  with  many 
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others  now  at  large  without  guardians  or  proper  homes,  who,  if  left 
to  themselves,  will  finally,  we  fear,  become  inmates  not  only  of  the 
Reform  School,  but  of  the  House  of  Correction  as  criminals.

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To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  ike  State  of  Rhode  Island,  etc., 
at  Us  January  Session,  1881. 

The  Board  of  State  Charities  and  CorrectioDs  respectfully  present 
their  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1880,  as  required  by 
the  Public  Laws. 

Prof.  George  I.  Chace  and  Mr.  Stephen  R.  Weeden,  whose  terms  of 
office  expired  on  June  1,  and  on  June  5,  respectively,  were  re-ap- 
pointed members  of  the  Board,  by  His  Excellency,  Governor  Little- 
field,  at  the  May  Session. 

Mr.  Samuel  L.  Blaisdell,  appointed  Superintendent  of  the  State 
Institutions  in  Cranston  in  May,  1876,  resigned  his  position  in  the 
autumn,  having  rendered  over  four  years  of  valuable  services  to  the 
State.  Mr.  Charles  H.  Hunt,  Chief  of  Police  of  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence, w^HS  appointed  Mr.  Blaisdell's  successor,  and  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  the  office,  November  1,  1880. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Tilton  resigned  the  position  of  Deputy  Superintendent 
of  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction  in  September  \  since  then 
the  place  has  been  filled  temporarily,  no  person  having  been  nomi- 
nated by  the  Superintendent  to  the  Board  for  appointment. 
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Mr.  Charles  W.  Davis  resigned  the  office  of  Deputy  Warden  of  the 
Prison  November  1,  1880.  Upon  the  nomination  of  the  Warden,  Mr. 
William   H.  Sherman  was  appointed  Deputy  Warden. 

CONSTKl'CTIOX. 

Hospital  for  the  Sick  at  the  Asylum  for  the  Insam. 

In  the  last  report  attention  was  called  to  the  need  of  a  building  of 
this  character  for  the  many  sick  and  feeble  persons  among  the  more 
than  two  hundred  and  forty  inmates  of  the  Asylum.  It  has  been 
constructed  during  the  year  and  is  nearly  ready  for  occupancy.  The 
dimensions  are  :  length,  72  feet,  width  36  feet,  and  height,  onestoiy 
and  a  half.  The  walls  are  of  stone  from  the  farm,  rough-cast,  with 
granite  trimmings,  and  the  covering  of  the  roof  is  slate. 

The  building   is  divided  in   the   middle,  an,d   stands  one  half  in 
the  yard  of  the  men  and  one  half  in  the  yard  of  the  women.    Id 
each  half  are  two  rooms  for  the  sick,  18  by  32  feet,  and  14  by  15 
feet,  respectively,  affording  ample  space  for  seven  beds;  the  rooms  are 
connected  by  folding  doors,  and  may  be  used  separately  or  together. 
In  one  corner  of  the  larger  room  a  bath-room,  6  by  8^  feet  has  been 
partitioned  off,  in  which  are  a  bath-tub.  water-closet  and  set-bowl.    On 
the  same  Hoor  is  a  chamber  for  a  night  attendant,  11  by  14  feet;  and 
a  sink  and  gas  stove  are  provided  in  this  room  for  use  in  case  any 
cooking  should  be  needed  for  the  sick.     In  the  half  story  above  aie 
two  rooms  for  attendants'  dormitories  or  for  store-rooms,  14  by  22 
feet,  and  15  by  21  feet  respectively,  with  closets.     The  accommoda- 
tions are  the  same  on  the  one  side  of  the  building  as  on  the  other.    Id 
the  cellar  are  two  hot-air  furnaces  for  heating;  abundant  provision  has 
also  been  made  for  ventilation.    The  cost  of  the  building  was  15,589.66. 
The  contractors  were  Messrs.  Isaac  Walker,  Ezra  Walker  a^d  Lewis 
Walker,  of  River  Point. 

Addition  for  Bath  Rooms  afid  Water  Closets  at  the  Asylum  for 

the  Insane. 

So  much  difficulty  had  been  experienced*  from  the  lack  of  proper 
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Tentilation  in  the  rooms  in  which  were  the  bath-tubs  and  water-closets 
of  the  cottage  for  excited  patients,  that  npon  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee  on  buildings  and  repairs,  the  Board  decided  to  place 
these  conveniences  in  a  separate  building,  connected  with  the  cottage 
by  a  covered  way.  The  building  is  18  by  26  feet,  and  is  divided  into 
two  rooms,  about  12  by  17  feet  each,  one  for  each  wing  of  the  cottage. 
Heat  is  supplied  from  a  small  furnace  placed  in  the  cellar.  The  cost 
of  this  improvement  was  $771.48.  Most  of  the  work  was  done  by 
mechanics  committed  to  the  Workhouse. 

New  State  Reform  School. — Ther  ScJipol  for  Girls. 

Soon  after  the  passage  of  the  act  by  the  General  Assembly,  May  28, 
1880,  (Chapter  826  of  the  Public  Laws.  See  appendix  to  this  report,) 
directing  the  Board  to  "  proceed  forthwith  to  construct  and  build 
open  said  (State)  land  in  Cranston,  at  such  place  or  places  as  they 
may  select,  all  necessary  buildings  and  appurtenances,  for  the  proper 
accommodation  and  management  of  the  inmates  of  said  Reform 
SchooV  work  was  begun  upon  the  plans  of  the  buildings  required. 
The  attention  of  the  Board  was  first  given  to  the  School  for  Girls,  and 
a  suitable  location  for  it.  The  site  selected  is  the  lot  on  the  corner  of 
the  New  London  turnpike  and  the  road  leading  to  Oaklawn,  measur- 
ing about  eighteen  acres.  In  order  to  improve  the  location  by  open- 
ing up  a  view  over  the  valley  to  the  westward,  which  was  obstructed 
by  woods  on  neighboring  land,  a  strip  about  eight  and  three-quar- 
ters acres  in  extent,  sloping  westward  from  the  State  land,  on  the 
Oaklawn  road,  was  purchased  from  Mr.  Job  Wilbur.  (This  purchase 
will  be  described  more  fully  in  another  place.)  The  location  is  now 
all  that  could  be  desired,  lying  as  it  does  upon  a  broad  plateau  on  the 
brow  of  the  hill,  and  overlooking  the  valley  through  which  runs  the 
New  York  and  New  England  Railroad  to  Oaklawn,  Natick  and  be- 
yond. The  school  is  distant  from  the  Boys'  School  nearly  a  mile, 
from  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction  —  the  institution  nearest 
to  it—  more  than  a  half  mile,  and  from  the  Prison  about  three-quar- 
ters of  a  mile,  measuring  in  each  case  in  a  direct  line.     The  situation 
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is  sachy  morever,  that  no  other  hailding  on  the  State  land  is  in  sight, 
as  higher  ground  and  a  belt  of  trees  intervene  between  the  other 
institutions  and  the  Girls'  School. 

The  distance  from  the  school  to  the  Oaklawn  Station  on  the  Nev 
York  and  New  England  (Hartford)  Railroad  is  about  a  half  mik 
while  the  distance  by  the  carriage  road  to  the  nearest  station  on  the 
Pawtnxet  Valley  Branch  Railroad  is  more  than  a  mile.  The  effect  of 
this  must  necessarily  be  that  all  travel  to  and  from  the  school  will  be 
by  way  of  Oaklawn,  a  route  but  rarely,  if  ever,  nsed  to  reach  the 
other  institutions,  which  are  within  a  very  short  distance  of  the  station 
on  the  other  railroad.  On  this  account,  as  well  as  from  the  isolation 
of  its  position,  the  School  for  the  Girls  will  be  as  distinct  and  as 
effectually  separated  from  the  other  institutions  as  if  placed  in  another 
town. 

The  school  will  consist  of  a  single  building,  of  the  following  dimen- 
sions: Length,  86  feet ;  width,  48  feet ;  height  from  the  ground  to 
the  top  of  the  roof  about  52  feet.  The  building  has  a  basement  with 
windows  above  ground  about  four  feet  in  height ;  two  full  stories  11 
feet  high  in  the  clear,  and  a  large  space  almost  equivalent  to  a  third 
story,  within  the  roof.  In  the  basement  will  be  a  large  play-room  for 
use  in  stormy  weather,  the  boiler-room,  store-rooms  and  bath  room, 
besides  space  for  other  purposes  when  needed.  On  the  first  floor  will 
be  the  work  or  sewing  room,  22  by  44  feet ;  the  girls'  dining  room, 
16tt  by  3nj'feet;  the  kitchen  18^  by  22  feet;  the  ma^trons' dining 
room,  13  by  14^  feet;  the  parlor  or  reception  room,  13  by  16^  feet, 
and  a  room  for  the  chief  matron,  12it  by  13  feet,  with  the  necessary 
store j'ooms  and  closets. 

On  the  second  floor  will  be  a  school-room .  and  chapel,  22  by  364 
feet,  with[two  small  rooms  6^  by  10  feet  10  inches  each,  opening  from 
it,  for  the  library  or  for  recitation  rooms ;  a  room  for  a  hospital  or 
dormitory,  as  required,  14^^  by  22  feet ;  two  chambers  for  matrons  or 
teachers,  each  12J  by  13  feet;  and  eight  bed-rooms  for  the  girls,  all  5i 
feet  in  width,  and  varying  in  length  from  9^  to  18^  feet,  containing  one 
or  two  beds  each,  according  to  length,  or  twelve  in  all.     There  are,  be- 
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sides,  OQ  the  second  floor,  a  wash-room  and  other  conveniences  for  the 
girls,  a  bath  rocm  for  the  matrons,  and  closets  for  clothing. 

On  the  third  floor,  within  the  roof,  but  amply  lighted  by  windows 
in  the  gable  ends  and  by  dormers,  will  be  a  dormitory  2'Z  by  44  feet, 
for  twenty  [four  beds,  and  fifteen  separate  chambers,  two  or  more  of 
which  are  for  matrons  and  teachers  and  the  others  for  the  girls,  accom- 
modating of  the  latter  from  fifteen  to  twenty.  Ample  provision  has 
been  made  for  between  fifty  and  sixty  children,  a  considerably  larger 
Domber  than  are  at  present  in  the  old  school. 

The  material  used  in  the  construction  of  this  school,  as  well  as  that 
for  the  boys,  is  stone  taken  from  the  farm,  with  granite  trimmings. 
The  basements  of  all  the  buildings  will  be  of  faced  stone,  like  that  of 
which  the  prison  is  constructed  ;  above  this  is  a  base  course  of 
granite,  and  above  this  again  the  walls  of  stone,  rough-cast  like  those 
of  the  Workhouse  and  the  buildings  of  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane 
recently  erected.  Granite  quoins  forming  the  corners  of  the  building 
and  the  jambs  of  the  windows  and  doors,  improve  greatly  the  archi- 
tectural effect  of  the  school.  The  roof  is  peaked  and  high,  but  is 
broken  by  gables  and  dormers  so  as  to  be  ornamental.  It  is  con- 
fidently believed  that  this  building  will  not  only  fully  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  institution,  but  will  be  at  the  same  time  well  pro- 
portioned, graceful  and  pleasing  to  the  eye. 

The  walls  have  been  completed  except  rough  casting,  and  the  roof 
is  on  ;  the  work  will  be  prosecuted  as  rapidly  as  the  weather  will 
permit.  The  building  will  doubtless  be  heated  by  steam  ;  contracts, 
however,  for  this  work  and  for  the  plumbing  have  not  yet  oeen  made. 

Messrs.  Isaac  and  Ezra  Walker,  of  River  Point,  arc  the  contractors 
for  the  masons'  work,  and  Messrs.  Dexter  Gorton  &  Co.,  of  Provi- 
dence, for  the  carpenters'  work,  which  includes  slating,  painting, 
tinning  and  gas-piping.     The  two  contracts  amount  to  115,595. 

New  Slate  Reform  School. — 77ie  School  for  Boys.

The  School  for  Boys  is  located  at  the  corner  of  the  New  London 
turnpike  and  the  Sockanosset  cross-road,  so-called,  on  the  extreme 
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northern  portion  of  the  State  land.  The  ground  at  this  point  is  high 
and  embraces  an  extended  and  beautiful  view  to  the  eastward  and 
southward.  The  nearest  institution,  the  Prison,  although  in  sight  i$ 
about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  away,  and  the  Workhouse  is  a  mile  dis- 
tant from  the  school.  The  Chaplain's  residence,  the  Brayton  House, 
so-called,  is  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  The  Sockanosset  station  on 
the  Pawtuxet  Valley  Branch  Bailroad,  is  the  one  nearest  to  the  Bojs' 
School,  being  less  than  half  a  mile  distant.  This  alone  will  be  osed 
for  the  school,  for  both  of  the  other  stations  are  considerably  more 
than  a  mile  distant  by  the  carriage  roads.  As  the  Sockanosset  statioo 
is  not  used  by  persons  going  to  and  from  the  other  institutions,  the 
Boys'  School  will  be  distinct  by  itself  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
School  for  Girls. 

The  buildings  will  comprise  a  Superintendent'^  residence;  probably 
for  the  present  only  two  homes  for  the  boys,  having  accommodatioDS 
for  about  sixty  each;  a  small  boiler-house,  at  which  steam  will  be 
generated  for  all  the  buildings;  possibly  a  small  stable,  and  a  large 
building  in  which  will  be  the  chapel,  school-rooms  and  workshops. 
The  latter  has  been  commenced,  contracts  having  been  made  for  the 
masons'  work  and  for  the  carpenters'  work,  except  finishing  the  in- 
terior. The  foundations  and  a  portion  of  the  basement  hare  been 
built,  and  most  of  the  faced  stone  quarried  and  prepared  for  laying. 
The  style  of  constraction  will  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  Girls'  School. 

The  large  building  is  in  the  shape  of  a  cross,  1*24  feet  long  and 
44  feet  wide,  the  projections  on  the  side,  which  form  the  cross,  being 
each  10  by  34  feet ;  the  height  from  the  ground  to  the  npex  of  the 
roof  is  about  55  feet.  There  are  two  full  stories,  a  basement  and  a 
roomy  loft  In  the  basement  will  be  the  kitchen,  29.]  by  34  feet,  the 
laundry  and  ironing-room,  each  20  by  38f  feet;  store-room  and  meat- 
room,  bakery,  if  required,  engine-ro(3m,  if  steam  power  is  needed,  and 
possibly  a  workshop. 

The  entire  first  floor,  39^  and  59^  by  110  feet,  is  a  workshop;  it  can 
be  partitioned  off  into  several  rooms  if  necessary.  On  the  second 
floor  are  the  chapel,  39  by  59  feet,  which  may  also  V»e  used  as  a  school- 
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room;  two  school-rooms,  24^  by  29  feet  each,  and  a  room  19^  by  39 
feet,  to  be  used  as  a  general  repair  shop  for  the  institution.  The  loft 
will  be  available  for  the  storage  of  materials,  or  for  other  workshops 
should  they  be  needed.  This  building  is  sufficiently  ample  to  allow 
of  provision  for  any  form  of  industrial  education  which  the  State 
may  deem  it  expedient  to  introduce. 

The  Superintendent's  residence,  as  planned,  will  be  42  by  64  feet, 
two  and  one-half  stories  high.  It  will  contain  the  office  of  the  Su- 
perintendent, the  rooms  usually  found  in  a  dwelling  house,  and  bed- 
rooms for  such  of  the  officers  as  do  not  live  in  the  homes  with  the 
boys. 

The  homes,  as  planned,  will  each  be  42  by  72  feet,  and  two  and  one- 
half  stories  in  height,  with  basement.  On  the  first  floor  there  will  be 
a  dining  room  for  the  boys,  19  feet  10  inches  by  37  feet  10  inches, 
and  one  for  the  master,  matron  and  teachers  of  the  home,  10|  by  13^ 
feet,  the  two  connecting  by  a  door.  There  will  also  be  on  this  floor 
two  rooms,  15^  by  17  feet  11  inches  each,  to  be  used,  one  as  a  library 
for  the  boys,  and  one  or  both,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  reading  and 
recreation  on  winter  evenings. 

On  the  second  floor  will  be  two  dormitories,  20  by  38  feet  each;  two 
rooms,  each  8^  by  13^  feet;  one  5^  by  13J  feet;  and  two  bed-rooms 
for  officers  or  matrons,  10^  by  13^  feet  each.  The  accommodations  for 
boys  on  this  floor  will  be  for  twenty-eight  in  the  dormitories  and  five 
in  the  rooms.  On  the  third  floor  the  arrangement  of  the  rooms  is 
the  same  as  on  the  second  floor. 

The  contracts  for  the  carpenters'  work  and  for  the  masons'  work 

« 

of  the  chapel  and  workshop  building  amount  to  $13,690.  Messrs. 
French,  Mackenzie  &  Co.,  of  Providence,  have  the  contract  for  the 
former,  and  Messrs.  Allen  &  Bo  wen,  for  the  latter. 

REPAIRS   AT  THE   PUMPING   STATION. 

A  somewhat  unsuccessful  attempt  has  been  made  to  improve  the 
a])paratn8  for  raising  water  from  the  pond  to  the  reservoir.  The 
pump,  one  of  the  Blake  pattern,  which  was  put  in  operation  in  1870, 
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has  ever  since  been  constantly  at  work,  excepting  when  away  several 
times  for  repairs.  It  has  a  six  inch  water  cylinder  and  a  twelve  inch 
stroke,  and  delivers  abont  one  and  one-half  ^llons  at  each  movemeDt 
of  the  piston.  This  capacity  is  barely  sufficient  for  the  reqairements 
of  the  institutions,  which  now  have  a  population  nearly  three  times 
as  large  as  in  1870.  A  new  pump  of  a  different  pattern  was  orderd, 
of  much  larger  capacity  than  the  old  one,  and  was  placed  in  position; 
the  Blake  pump  was  put  in  complete  order  at  the  manufactory,  sod 
was  set  up  beside  the  new  one,  to  be  be  used  in  case  of  accident  to 
the  latter;  new  snction  and  delivery  pipes  of  larger  size,  with  all  the 
necessary  valves  and  connections,  were  put  in,  in  such  manner  that 
they  could  be  used  for  either  pump  as  occasion  required.  In  makiDg 
these  changes  it  was  discovered  that  the  old  boiler,  purchased  aUoin 
1870,  waf>  so  much  corroded  that  it  would  be  dangerous  to  continae 
to  use  it  at  the  required  pressure.  A  new  boiler  was  conse<{aentIj  pot 
in,  of  the  same  kind  and  size  as  the  old  one  —  a  tubular  upright,  made 
by  Hicks,  eight  feet  high  and  forty  inches  in  diameter.  After  all  thits 
had  been  done,  it  was  learned  that  the  new  pump  did  not  perform  the 
work  promised  for  it,  and  it  was  returned  to  the  maker.  The  old 
Blake  pump  is  still  supplying  water  for  all  the  institutions.  The  cost 
of  the  new  boiler  and  the  other  work  was  $718.26.  There  has  been 
sufficient  water  during  the  year,  although  at  one  time  in  the  summer 
the  pond  was  quite  low. 

PAWTUXET  VALLEY   BRANCH    RAILROAD. 

On  January  1, 1880,  this  road  which  ptisses  through  the  State  land, 
went  into  operation,  and  during  the  year  five  trains  daily,  each  way, 
have  been  run  over  it,  stopping  quite  near  to  the  institutions.  It  is, 
it  need  scarcely  be  said,  very  convenient  for  all  persons  desiring  to 
visit  the  institutions,  and  for  the  members  of  the  Board.  But  little 
freight  has  been  received  by  the  railroad  at  the  institutions,  for  the 
reason  that  no  side  track  or  station  (only  a  platform)  has  as  yet  been 
provided.  It  is  understood,  however,  that  the  Stonington  Railroad 
Company  has  taken  a  lease  of  the  portions  owned  by  the  Pontiac 
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Branch  and  by  the  Pawtuxet  Valley  GompaQy,  aud  that  before  long 
proper  aocommodations  for  passengers  and  facilities  for  handling 
freight  will  be  furnished. 

The  Board  tender  their  thanks  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Ston- 
ington  Bailroad  for  passesfurnished,  at  their  suggestion,  to  members 
and  officers  of  the  General  Assembly  at  the  time  of  their  visits  to  the 
institutions  last  spring,  and  also  for  the  annual  passes  given  to  the 
Chairman,  and  Secretary  of  the  Board,  the  Superintendent  of  the 
State  Institutions,  the  Agent  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  and 
the  Warden  of  the  Prison. 

A  bridge  has  been  built  over  the  railroad  on  Pontiac  avenue  and  an 
embankment  raised  on  either  side  by  which  to  approach  it.  This 
when  completed  will  be  a  great  improvement  to  the  highway,  which 
is  now  nearly  level,  where  formerly  was  the  steepest  rise  between  the 
city  and  the  institutions.  Some  peculiar  engineering  has  been  shown 
in  locating  the  bridge  and  its  approaches,  as  well  as  in  providing 
access  to  the  platform  beside  the  railroad,  —  but  further  comment  is 
po8tix>ned  until  the  whole  work  is  completed. 

The  town  of  Cranston  requested  the  Board  to  allow  the  base  of  one 
of  the  embankments  to  extend  a  few  feet  upon  the  State  land.  The 
Board  replied  that  they  would  offer  no  objection,  and  the  town 
agreed,  as  an  equivalent,  to  make  certain  additional  improvements  on 
the  highway. 

PURCHASE  OF  LAND  POR  THE    REFORM   SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

The  object  in  view  iu  making  this  purchase,  which  was  to  improve 
the  site  of  the  Reform  School  for  Oirls,  has  already  been  alluded  to. 
The  lot  measures  about  eight  and  eight-tenths  acres  in  area,  and  about 
five  hundred  aud  sixty  feet  in  width  on  the  Oaklawn  road.  The  price 
paid  was  twelve  hundred  dollars;  more,  certainly,  than  the  land  is 
worth  for  farming  purposes,  but  not  more  than  its  value  to  the  State 
for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  wanted.  The  purchase  was  made 
under  authority  given  to  the  Board  in  1869  "  to  purchase  additional 
land  for  the  State  farm  "  (See  schedule  of  the  May  Session,  1869,  page 
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21),  "  the  amotiiit  to  be  expended  not  to  exceed  $10,500."  The  por- 
chases  made  at  different  times  under  this  anthority  have  been  as  fol- 
lows:

OLD    PRISON   BUILDINGS   IN    PROVIDENCE. 

In  June,  1880,  a  resolution  was  passed  by  the  General  AssemUj 
authorizing  the  Board  to  lease  the  old  prison  estate.  (See  appendix 
to  this  report.)  Accordingly,  soon  afterwards,  the  estate  was  adver- 
tised as  being  to  let.  Not  a  single  application  was  received  for  ibt 
property  as  a  whole.  Mr.  William  A.  Harris,  whose  foundry  is  upon 
land  adjoining  the  prison,  applied  for  the  workshop  to  a9e  for 
storing  his  patterns.  As  there  seemed  to  be  no  probability  of  leasing 
the  entire  property  in  its  present  condition,  the  workshop  was  let  to 
Mr.  Harris  at  the  rate  of  $300  per  annum,  from  September  9, 18S0, 
the  rent  payable  quarterly.  The  wooden  building  on  Gjispee  street 
is  let,  as  before,  to  Messrs.  Budlong  Bros.  &  Co.,  at  $15  per  month. 
The  property  otherwise  remains  as  a  year  ago. 

The  Warden  has  gathered,  and  used  at  the  new  prison,  the  hay- 
about  one  and  a  half  tons — and  the  fruits  from  the  garden. 

Nothing  has  been  expended  upon  the  property  during  the  jear, 
and  the  balance,  $49.13,  of  an  appropriation  of  $100,  made  in  18T9 
for  the  purpose  of  repairs,  remains  undrawn. 

One  of  the  upright  tubular  boilers,  found  to  be  in  good  condition, 
has  been  removed  to  the  new  Prison,  where  it  was  needed  to  aid  in 
furnishing  steam  for  the  institution. 

FARM.

An  exceedingly  dry  period  of  weather  early  in  the  summer  some- 
what reduced  the  crops  raised  upon  the  State  lands.     The  yield  of  hay 
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was  below  that  of  1879^  although  more  land  was  in  meadow.  The 
potato  crop,  one  of  the  most  important  for  the  institutions,  was  lighter 
than  usual,  and  there  was  a  considerable  falling  off  in  the  root  crop. 
The  quantity  of  cabbage  reported,  however,  is  nearly  twice  that  of  a 
year  ago.  On  account  of  the  lessening  of  the  hay  crop  and  the  in- 
crease of  stock  kept,  a  larger  amount  than  usual  of  corn  fodder  was 
raised,  which  will  aid  in  carrying  the  herd  through  the  winter. 

The  strawberry  beds  yielded  most  abundantly  and  the  fruit  from 
them  was  excellent,  embracing  some  of  the  best  varieties  in  cultiva- 
tion. Three  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  seventy-two  quarts  were  sold 
in  the  Providence  market  for  $403.09,  an  average  of  10.15  cents  per 
quart.     The  berries  were  picked  by  the  women  of  the  workhouse. 

The  herd  of  Ayrshires  spoken  of  in  the  last  report  now  numbers 
twenty-one:  two  bulls,  nine  cows,  and  ten  heifers  and  calves.  The 
bull.  Governor  Coddington,  dropped  April  21,  1877,  received  the  first 
premium  in  his  class  at  the  fair  of  the  Rhode  Island  Society  etc.  in 
September  last.  It  is  one  of  the  animals  referred  to  in  the  same  report 
as  having  been  presented  to  the  State  Institutions  by  the  Hon.  E.  D. 
Pearce.  Premiums  were  received  from  the  Society,  for  cattle  and 
swine,  amounting  in  all  to  $36. 

For  want  of  sufficiently  full  and  accurate  data  the  list  of  farm  crops 
is  this  year  omitted. 

WORKHOUSE   AND  HOUSE   OP  CORRECTION. 

The  work  of  this  institution  has  gone  on  quietly  since  the  last  re- 
port was  made,  and  nothing  unusual  has  occurred  there.  Mr.  Tilton 
resigned  the  position  of  Deputy  Superintendent  in  September,  and 
no  successor  was  appointed  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  (At 
the  time  of  writing,  January  21,  1881,  Mr.  Richmond  J.  Stone  is 
acting  Deputy.)  Miss  Gile,  who  will  soon  have  completed  her  tenth 
year  of  continuous  and  valuable  services  at  the  State  Institutions,  re- 
mains Matron  of  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction. 

The  labor  of  the  institution  has  been  employed  in  various  ways. 
The  men  the  least  trustworthy,  with  some  not  sufficiently  rugged  for 
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outside  duties,  have  been  at  work  Id  the  shop  caning  chairs,  and  hayie 
earned  something  over  $2,000.  The  mechanics  have  been  employed 
at  their  several  trades,  as  carpenters,  blacksmiths,  painters,  tailors 
cobblers,  etc.,  upon  both  repairing  and  new  work,  for  the  sevendiQ- 
stitntions.  The  laborers  have  worked  upon  the  farm  and  in  eicava^ 
ting  the  cellars,  and  quarrying  and  preparing  the  stone  for  the  nev 
buildings.  Much  work  is  done  in  this  latter  way,  for  which  the  Work- 
house gets  no  credit  in  the  accounts,  but  which,  nevertheless,  has  a 
considerable  money  value  to  the  State,  inasmuch  as  it  is  work  which 
would  otherwise  have  to  be  paid  for  when  new  buildings  are  erectBd. 
The  labor  reports  of  the  institution  shcfw  that  between  the  first  of  Sep- 
tember and  the  close  of  the  year,  2,339  days'  work  was  done  for  the  net 
Reform  School  by  the  Workhouse  men;  the  farm  teams,  too,  have  hauled 
all  the  stone  for  the  new  buildings.  In  this  connection  it  may  properlj, 
perhaps,  be  said  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  expense  reported 
for  stock,  wagons  and  tools,  is  due  to  the  demand  for  their  use  for 
new  buildings  and  other  improvements. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  during  1880,  was  195,  which  is  1^ 
than  in  any  previous  year  since  1872,  with  the  exception  of  18?9| 
when  the  average  number  was  191.  The  number  of  commitments^ 
440,  is  larger  by  forty  than  in  1879;  of  these  271,  or  over  61  per 
cent.,  were  for  drunkenness;  in  1879  about  48  per  cent,  were  for  this 
offence.  The  commitments  for  vagrancy,  the  next  offence  in  point  of 
numbers,  weie  nearly  the  same  in  the  two  years,  having  been,  in  1879. 
110,  and  in  1880,  81  under  the  old  law  and  27  under  the  new  act 

When  the  act  concerning  tramps,  passed  April  9,  1880,  was  under 
discussion,  it  was  the  judgment  of  the  Board  that  the  law  was  not 
required,  and  that  it  would  prove  only  a  source  of  additional  expense 
to  the  State;  they  believed  that  the  old  law  (Chapter  232,  Section  24, 
of  the  General  Statutes),  under  which  tramps  may  be  sentenced  to 
the  Workhouse  for  from  six  months  to  three  years,  was  amply 
sufficient.  This  opinion  has  been  strengthened  by  the  results  of  the 
operation  of  the  law.  Between  May  1, 1880,  when  it  went  into  effect, 
and  January  1,  1881,  twenty-seven  tramps  were  committed  to  the 
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Workhouse.     None  have  been  sentenced  to  the  prison  under  Section  3 
of  the  act     They  were  committed  from  the  towns  and  cities  as  follows:

Six  were  demented  or  imbecile,  two  were  partially  disabled,  and  one 
was  deformed.  One  was  discharged  by  the  Board  and  transferred  to 
the  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  and  another  to  the  Almshouse.  The  ap- 
pearance of  almost  all  is  such  that  it  would  not  seem  that  they  belong 
to  the  dangerous  class. 

The  single  tramp  committed  from  Newport  was  a  very  eccentric 
person,  evidently  a  professional  beggar,  and  miserly  to  the  last  degree. 
He  was  sentenced  on  account  of  soliciting  alms.  He  had  upon  his 
person  property  amounting  to  nearly  $300,  of  which  about  $40  were 
in  bank  bills  and  coin,  and  the  remainder  in  genuine  certificates  of 
deposit  issued  to  him  by  the  National  Park  Bank  of  New  York  city. 
He  was  at  least  sixty  years  of  age,  frail,  feeble  and  incapable  of  labor. 
The  Board  released  him  after  a  few  months  of  service,  upon  pay- 
ment of  costs  ($16.40),  and  sent  him  on  his  way  to  look  after  his  de- 
posits in  bank. 

* 

The  Board  fail  to  see  in  the  results  of  the  working  of  the  law  any 
adequate  return  for  the  expense  incurred,  which  was  for  the  usual 
costs  of  court  and  commitment,  $214.20,  and  for  payment  of  the  addi- 
tional fees,  $135,  besides  the  expense  of  maintenance  at  the  Workhouse. 
On  the  contrary  they  iBnd  that  the  law  operates  in  direct  opposition  to 
one  of  their  functions,  which  is,  through  the  Agent  of  State  Charities 
and  Corrections,  to  rid  the  State  of  non-resident  paupers.  The  re- 
ward offered  by  the  act  has  been  in  some  cases,  it  would  seem,  an  in- 
ducement to  town  oflBcers  to  arrest,  and  cause  to  be  sent  to  the  Work- 
house, persons  harmless,  incapable  of   labor,  and  liable  through  this 
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action  of  the  officers  to  become  permanent  inmates  of  some  one  of 
the  State  Institutions,  who  if  let  alone,  would,  doubtless,  haTe  gone 
on  their  way.

STATE  ASYLUM  FOR  THE  INCURABLE  IKSAKE. 

Although  this  report  is  for  the  year  1880,  it  is  proper,  perhaps,  t^ in- 
clude in  it  the  important  change  in  the  management  of  the  AsjIqid 
which  occurred  soon  after  the  close  of  the  year.  On  January  7, 1S81, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  F.  W.  Perry,  Deputy  Superintendent  and  Matron  of  the 
Asylum,  laid  their  resignations  before  the  Board,  and  they  were  ac- 
cepted. The  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Perry  to  the  State  have  been 
both  valuable  and  of  long  duration.  When  the  Asylum  was  opened  in 
18T0  their  duties  began,  and  have  continued  without  interruption 
since  that  time,  a  period  of  more  than  ten  years,  during  which  the 
number  of  inmates  had  increased  from  142,  January  1,  1871,  to  245, 
January  1,  1881.     Under  their  management  the  Asylum  has  main- 
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tained  an  excellent  reputation.     They  will  carry  with  them  the  best 
wishes  of  the  Board  for  their  future  welfare  and. happiness. 

Dr.  L.  C.  Vinal,  of  New  Haven,  Ct,  has  been  nominated  by  the 
Superintendent  of  State  Institutions  and  appointed  by  the  Board  to 
succeed  Mr.  Perry.  Mrs.  Vinal  will  be  the  Matron  of  the  Asylum. 
Dr.  Vinal  is  a  physician,  and  is  believed  to  be  well  fitted  for  the  posi- 
tion he  assumes.  It  has  been,  for  a  considerable  time,  the  opinion  of 
the  Board  that  the  institution  should  be  under  the  charge  of  a  man  of 
medical  experience  and  training. 

The  new  buildings  added  to  the  Asylum  during  the  year  have  been 
described  under  the  head  of  construction;  there  was  much  need 
of  them,  especially  of  the  hospital,  in  which  more  undivided  attention 
and  better  nursing  can  be  given  to  the  sick. 

The  special  appropriation  of  $50,  for  singing  birds  and  cages  for 
them,  has  been  expended  in  the  purchase  of  twelve  canary  biids  and  the 
same  number  of  brass  cages  with  the  requisite  furniture,  being  two 
birds  for  each  of  the  six  halls  of  the  institution.  The  birds  have 
proved  to  be  healthy  and  good  singers,  and  their  presence  and  song 
contribute  to  the  happiness  of  the  patients.

STATE    ALMSHOUSE. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  G.  Ward,  who  have  occupied  the  positions  of 
Deputy  Superintendent  and  Matron  of  the  Almshouse  since  it  was 
opened  in  1874,  continue,  under  the  Superintendent  of  the  State  In- 
stitutions, to  have  the  charge  of  the  State  poor. 
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No  improTements  or  chacges  of  any  kind,  beyond  the  ordinary  repairs, 
have  been  ma<ie  in  the  baildings  daring  the  year.  The  institutioii  re- 
mains no  better  and  no  worse  th:tn  it  was  a  year  ago.  The  stractonl 
defecu  of  the  buildings,  which  hare  been  frequently  referred  to  and 
which  cannot  be  remedied,  are  probably  less  apparent  to  persons  who 
visit  the  institatiun  bat  rarely  than  to  the  Board,  who  have  found 
them  iDsui»enible  obstacles  in  every  attempt  to  effect  a  thorough  ven- 
tilation of  the  rooms. 

The  complement  of  Almshoose  children  who  can  be  cared  for  at  the 
Chaplain's  residence,  about  ten,  has  been  kept  nearly,  if  not  quite,  foil 
They  are  healthy,  as  a  rule,  and  happy;  go  to  the  district  school,  and 
arc  surrounded  with  moral  and  social  influences  of  a  character  to  it 
them  to  become  honest  and  useful  citizens.  It  would  be  a  blessing  to 
all  children  of  this  class  could  they  be  as  well  proyided  for. 

The  average  number  at  the  Almshouse  in  1880  varied  but  slightlj 
from  that  of  the  previous  year,  having  been  two  less,  as  will  be  seen  bj 
referring  to  the  statistics  below.  These  numbers  include  the  children 
at  the  Chaplain's  residence.

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STATE  REFORM  SCHOOL. 


On  the  first  of  July,  1880,  the  Eeform  School  in  Providence,  which 
from  its  organization  in  1850,  had  been  an  institation  of  the  city,  and 
in  charge  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  by  the  city  government, 
was  transferred  to  the  care  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Cor- 
rections, and  became  a  State  Institution,  in  pursuance  of  legislation 
at  the  January  and  May  Sessions  of  the  Oeneral  Assembly,  and  of 
action  taken  by  the  City  Council.  It  was  agreed  that  the  State  would 
purchase  the  furaiture  and  other  moveable  property  of  the  school  for 
the  sum  of  $7,500,  and  would  take  a  lease  of  the  real  estate  for  from 
one  to  three  years,  at  a  rental  of  $5,000  per  annum. 

The  official  transfer  by  delivery  of  the  keys,  was  made  at  the 
school,  July  1,  by  His  Honor  Thomas  A.  Doyle,  Mayor  of  Provi- 
dence, and  Mr.  J.  W.  Crocker,  chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Finance  of  the  City  Council,  representing  the  City,  to  the  Chairman 
and  Secretary  of  the  Board  representing  the  State. 

The  Superintendent,  Captain  M.  L.  Eldridge,  and  the  other  officers 
of  the  school  were  at  once  re-appointed  by  the  Board,  and  the  insti- 
tution has  continued  its  work  with  but  few  changes  of  any  kind  up 
to  the  present  time. 

Additional  precautions  against  loss  of  life  by  fire  have  been  taken  in 
the  appointment  of  a  night  watchman,  and  the  placing  of  a  fire  escape 
upon  the  outside  of  the  building. 

Some  reduction  of  the  rate  of  expenditure  for  the  current  expenses 
of  the  school  has  been  effected,  by  decreasing  the  amount  of  the  pay- 
roll without  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the  corps  of  officers,  and  by 
lessening  the  subsistence  account,  through  a  more  general  purchasing 
at  wholesale,  without  changing  the  bill  of  fare. 

The  appropriation  for  the  Reform  School  at  the  last  January  Ses- 
sion was  $30,000.  Of  this,  $12,484.25  was  paid  for  board  to  the  city 
of  Providence,  prior  to  the  transfer  of  the  school  to  the  State,  and 
$15,638  84  was  paid  upon  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities 
and  Con'ections,  between  July  1  and  December  31,  1880,  leaving  an 
unexpended  balance  of  appropriation,  December  31, 1880,  of  $1,876.91. 
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At  the  time  of  the  transfer^  July  1,  the  Board  received  from  the  city, 
cash  on  hand,  $1,098.41;  and,  since  then,  have  collected  at  the  school 
for  earnings,  etc.,  $4,464.64.  These  sams,  amounting  to  $5,563.07, 
have  been  paid  into  the  State  Treasary.  The  Treasury  has  thus,  it 
will  be  seen,  paid  for  the  school  the  sum  of  $28,123.09,  and  has  re- 
ceived from  the  school  the  snm  of  $5,563.07;  the  difference,  $22,560.02, 
representing  the  cost  of  the  school  to  the  State  for  maintenance  in 
1880.  Besides  this  there  has  been  paid  from  the  treasury  to  the  city 
of  Providence  $7,500  for  the  furniture  of  the  school,  and  $2,500  for 
the  rent  of  the  real  estate  for  six  months.  The  cash  collectioDS  of 
December,  not  included  in  the  amount  above  given,  and  the  sums  due 
tlie  school  December  31,  1880,  for  labor,  etc.,  together  exceed  the  ag- 
gre,£:ate  of  unpaid  bills  of  the  school,  at  the  same  date,  by  about  $1,000. 

It  should  be  added  that  the  receipts  represent  more  than  the  earn- 
ings of  the  boys,  for  the  reason  that  they  include,  in  most  cases,  not 
only  payments  for  the  boys'  labor,  hut  also  payments  for  cane  for- 
nished  by  the  school  for  the  work  of  seating  chairs.  The  net  earnings 
were  for  the  year  nearly  $5,000. 

The  Sunday  services  at  the  school  have  been  provided  for  in  the 
same  manner  as  by  the  former  Board  of  Trustees.  The  members  of 
the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections.,  residing  sufficiently  near 
tlio  school  to  make  it  possible  for  them  to  assume  this  duty — inclnd- 
in^;  two  members  not  living  in  the  city — have  secured  the  at  ten  dance  of 
clonjvmon  and  otliers,  who  have  conducted  the  services  in  the  estab- 
li.^hed  form.  To  the  gentlemen  who  have  thus  kindly  responded  to 
the  invitations  of  the  Board,  its  thanks  are  sincerely  tendered.

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STATE    PRISON  AND    PROVIDENCE   COUNTY  JAIL. 

These  institutions  remain  under  the  efficient  management  of  Gen- 
eral Nelson  Viall.  On  November  first,  Mr,  Charles  W.  Davis  was  suc- 
ceeded as  Deputy  Warden  by  Mr.'W.  H.  Sherman,  Mr.  Davis  having 
tendered  his  resignation  on  account  of  failing  health. 

The  contracts  for  the  labor  of  the  inmates  are  with  the  same  parties 
as  a  year  ago,  having  been  renewed  during  the  year,  except  that  of  the 
Waring  Hat  Manufacturing  Company,  which  was  made  in  1879  for 
five  years.  Messrs.  F.  D.  Bigelow  &  Co.,  manufacturers  of  shoes,  re- 
newed their  contract  at  an  advance  of  five  cents  per  day,  which,  as 
they  employ  about  fifty  men,  adds  to  the  revenue  of  the  Prison  about 
t700  per  annum. 

Cane  seating,  garden  work  and  grading  have  given  employment  to 
the  inmates  committed  on  short  sentences,  and  to  persons  awaiting  trial 
who  desire  to  be  occupied.  The  Warden  reports  that  his  crop  of  veg- 
etables amounted  in  value  to  $500,  estimating  it  at  wholesale  prices. 
He  also  reports  upwards  of  sixteen  thousand  cubic  yards  of  earth 
moved  by  his  men  in  grading  in  front  of  the  institution.  The  larger 
part  of  this  work  has  been  completed,  and  the  end  of  the  coming  sea- 
son should  see  it  brought  to  a  close.  The  clever  device  of  Mr.  E.  W. 
Bowditch,  of  Boston,  who  furnished  the  plan  of  the  grounds,  of  so  • 
arranging  the  lines  of  grading  as  to  remedy  a  fault  in  the  placing  of 
the  Prison,  proves  to  be  a  success.  The  result  desired,  that  of  causing 
the  baildiug  to  seem  to  stand  on  rising  ground,  is  already  apparent, 
and  will  be  greatly  increased  when  the  remaining  blocks  of  gravel  are 
removed.  With  the  completion  of  this  work,  the  full  effect  of  the 
architecture  of  the  building,  at  once  solid  and  graceful,  will  be  ob- 
tained. It  can  but  be  a  cause  of  gratification  that  the  State  possesses 
an  institution  so  perfectly  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
erected  and  at  the  same  time  so  artistic  and  pleasing  to  the  eye. 

Two  State  prisoners  escaped  together  in  October,  the  only  incident 
of  the  kind  since  the  Prison  was  first  occupied  in  November,  1878. 
The  occurrence  brought  to  light  neither  defect  in  the  plan  nor  weak- 
ness in  the  construction  of  the  buildings;  it  was  one  of  those  acci-

dents  which  will  occur  uader  the  most  diligent  snpervision,  and  wu 
due  to  a  temporary  intermission  of  watchfulness  on  the  part  of  m 
officer.  The  men,  moreover,  had  been  trnsted  to  a  certain  extent;  tliej 
were  recaptured  and  returned  to  the  Prison  within  a  few  day& 

The  system  of  allowing  the  inmates  to  dine  together  in  the  mess- 
room  and,  under  certain  circumstances,  to  converse  with  one  another 
at  table,  has  been  continued  during  the  year,  without  detriment  to 
the  discipline  of  the  institution  and,  as  is  believed,  with  benefit  to  the 
men.

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The  expenditares  for  the  Prison  and  Jail  for  the  year  were  $28,- 
092.85,  and  the  income  $24,844.64;  the  excess  of  expenditures  over  in- 
come, $3,248.21,  being  the  cost  of  the  institution  to  the  State.  These 
sams  represent  the  entire  business  done  within  the  year,  the  expendi- 
tures including  all  indebtedness  incurred,  and  the  income,  everything 
earned  within  the  twelve  months  ending  Dec.  31,  1880. 

The  labor  of  prisoners  sentenced  for  long  terms,  which  alone  is 
available  for  contract  work,  has  been  fully  let  to  contractors  at  fair 
prices,  and  the  expenses  have  been  kept  by  the  Warden  as  low  as  the 
welfare  and  safe-keeping  of  the  prisoners  would  permit  It  would  ap- 
pear, then,  that  the  limit  of  approach  to  complete  self-support  had 
been  nearly,  if  not  quite,  reached,  for  should  an  advance  take  place  in 
the  price  of  labor  and  more  favorable  contracts  be  obtained,  the  gain 
thereby  would  probably  be  offset  by  a  corresponding  advance  in  the 
cost  of  supplies.  The  reasons  for  anticipating  that  the  revenue  of  the 
Prison  would  not  fully  meet  the  expenses,  are  thus  stated  in.  the  last 
report:  *^  There  is  in  the  new  prison,  as  compared  with  the  old,  more 
space  to  be  heated  and  lighted,  and  a  larger  surface  to  keep  clean; 
more  officers,  also,  are  required,  as  there  is  a  larger  area  to  watch."

The  undersigned,  your  committee  to  inspect  the  Kent  County  Jail,  is  com- 
pelled for  the  third  time  to  report  that  the  jail  is  in  a  disgraceful  condition ;  Uk 
sewage  still  remains  beneath  the  cells  where  it  is  deposited,  and  the  water  from 
the  harbor  continues  to  enter  the  well.  With  the  exception  of  some  slight  repain, 
made  by  the  sheriff  to  prevent  the  Jailer  from  resigning  his  position,  nothing 
has  been  done  to  remedy  these  defects.  It  was  suggested  to  the  Sheriff  that  he 
make  the  necessary  improvements  and  present  the  bill  therefor  to  the  General 
Ansembly,  but  the  suggestion  was  not  carried  out-. 

The  sum  of  $200,  appropriated  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1879.  still  remains 
in  the  treasury,  as  no  one  at  present,  it  is  understood,  is  authorized  to  expend  it 
Your  committee  recommends  that  an  appropriation  of  at  least  three  hundred 
dollars,  or  one  hundred  dollars  in  addition  to  the  unexpended  appropriation,  be 
asked  for,  and  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  authority  to  use  it  be  giv^en  to 
those  who  will  at  once  take  steps  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  Jail,  and  thas 
remove  the  odium  from  the  State,  of  compelling  prisoners  to  live  in  an  atioo»' 
pherc  permeated  with  the  odor  of  their  own  e^^creti^.

To  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  GorreeUone : 

The  close  of  the  year  calls  for  a  review  of  my  labors  as  moral  and  religion 
instructor  at  the  State  Institutions  in  Cranston.  I  have  conducted  religious  ser. 
vices  upon  each  Sabbath  except  one,  when  my  place  was  kindly  filled  by  Mr. 
A.  B.  McCrillis,  of  Providence.  These  services  have  been  held  every  Sundaj 
at  the  Prison  and  at  the  Workhouse,  and  on  alternate  Sundays  at  die  Asjlom  for 
the  Insane  and  at  the  Almshouse;  weekly  meetings  for  cohference  and  for  prijer 
have  also  been  held,  during  a  portion  of  the  year,  at  the  Prison.  I  have,  more- 
over, conducted  funeral  services  at  the  institutions  upon  several  occasions. 

It  is  not  possible  to  present  by  statistics  the  results  of  one*8  teaching  Aod 
counsels;  for  the  harvest  from  the  seed  we  may  sow  of  moral  and  religious  troth, 
cannot  be  measured  by  commercial  methods.  These  results  at  first  can  only  be 
seen  in  the  increased  attention  given  to  the  teacher,  and  the  larger  interest  shovo 
in  the  lessons  taught.  But  greater  effects  than  these,  not  yet  discernible,  naj 
be  in  progress  in  the  hearts  of  those  whom  we  would  lead  to  honesty  and  so- 
briety; for  we  do  not  perceive  the  earlier  struggles  with  evil  thoughts  and  wrong 
desires,  and  the  first  victories  over  them,  nor  the  first  feeble  steps  in  right  think- 
ing and  acting.  If,  however,  our  good  counsels  and  earnest  labor  prevail,  and 
the  inner  coufiicts  of  the  wrong-doer  with  evil  habits  of  thought,  perhaps  with 
hereditary  tendencies  to  wrong-doing,  continue  to  be  crowned  with  success,  we 
begin  to  see  the  outward  signs  of  improvement,  in  a  change  in  his  words  and 
actions  and  habits  of  life. 

It  Is  exceedingly  interesting  to  watch  these  first  struggles  and  victories  within 
the  breasts  of  those  for  whose  moral  good  it  is  our  calling  to  minister,  thoagb 
slight  may  be  the  indications  by  which  we  detect  them,  and  most  gratifying  to 
see  them  followed,  as  has  been  the  case,  I  truly  believe,  with  i»ome  during 
the  past  year,  by  such  marked  evidences  of  improvement  as  are  shown  by  a  more 
thoughtful  demeanor;  a  desire  for  good  books;  a  love  for  the  scriptures;* 
reverent  spirit;  a  life  of  daily  prayer,  and  a  straightforward,  honest  and 
obedient  conduct. 

I  am  more  and  more  convinced,  as  my  experience  with  our  inmates  isenlargcd, 
that  it  is  of  the  first  importance,  not  only  that  their  reformation  should  he  our 
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first  aim,  but  also  that  the  fact  should  be  brought  home  to  them  that  it  is  so. 
They  must  first  believe  that  we  all,  in  the  workshop  and  elsewhere,  as  well  as  in 
the  chapel,  are  working  for  their  personal  good,  and  to  fit  them  to  return  to  their 
friends  and  to  society.  Then  may  we  look  for  the  awakening  of  hope  within 
them,  for  the  encouragement  of  those  who  are  disheartened,  and  for  a  strong  and 
persistent  effort  on  the  part  of  many  to  become  good  and  industrious  citizens. 
As  means  to  this  end,  I  believe  that  the  additional  privileges  given  to  the  inmates 
of  the  Prison  during  the  past  year,  of  dining  together  in  the  mess-room  and  of 
quiet  conversation  between  the  most  deserving,  have  been  exceedingly  beneficial. 

The  plan  adopted  in  some  prisons  in  this  country  and  in  England,  of 
giving  to  inmates  a  small  percentage  of  their  earnings  with  the  privilege  of  using 
it  in  the  purchase  of  periodicals  and  articles  for  their  personal  comfort,  or  of 
sending  it  to  their  families  and  friends,  is  said  to  have  had  the  effect  of  increas- 
ing their  interest  in  their  work  and  of  stimulating  them  to  greater  mental  activity 
and  hopefulness. 

The  inspectors  of  a  prison  in  one  of  the  middle  states  say:  "This  subject  has 
attracted  our  attention  for  many  years,  and  it  is  very  gratifying  to  us  to  hear 
from  time  to  time  of  the  manly,  generous  and  self-sacrificing  uses  to  which  much 
of  this  bard-earned  money  is  devoted.*'  One  of  their  officers  also  reports: — 
"  During  the  last  year  I  have  sent  through  the  mails  l|593  of  the  prisoners*  over- 
time pay.  for  subscriptions  to  newspapers  and  donations  to  friends."  He  speaks, 
too,  of  the  benefits  realized  from  the  large  amount  of  reading  matter  thus  placed 
before  the  prisoners.  I  also  can  bear  testimony  to  the  good  done  by  an  abundant 
supply  of  books,  magazines  and  papers.  "  They  represent,"  as  the  officer  truly 
says,  "  many  hours  redeemed  from  the  corroding  influence  of  the  mind  preying 
upon  itself,  and  its  dull  surroundings."  The  books  of  our  library  and  the  papers 
provided  by  the  Slate,  as  well  as  the  many  magazines  and  papers  contributed  by 
kind  friends,  are  eagerly  read  by  our  inmates,  and  much  good  is  in  this  way 
accomplished,  which,  I  believe,  would  be  increased,  could  the  books  and  papers 
be  earned  by  and  belong  to  them. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  officers  of  all  the  institutions  for  their  courtesy 
and  cooperation  in  my  labors;  and  equally  as  in  the  previous  year  am  I  in- 
debted to  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Board,  for  your  kind  consideration  and  counsels, 
and  for  your  constant  moral  support  and  personal  sympathy.

It  is  but  proper  to  state  that  John  A.  Goff  and  Amos  Jackson,  whose  names 
appear  in  the  above  table,  died  in  their  own  homes;  but  as  their  names  were  re- 
tained upon  the  books  of  the  school,  they  have  been  classed  among  the  deaths  at 
the  institution.

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Tb  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections: 

I  beg  to  report  that  during  the  thirteen  months  ending  December  81st,  1880, 
I  have  visited  the  Reform  School  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  times  and  have  seen 
ninety  different  cases,  attending  each  on  an  average  between  two  and  three 
times. 

At  thirty-two  of  my  regular  visits  I  found  no  cases  of  sickness  demanding 
attention,  and  at  eighty  other  visits  had  not  more  than  one  or  two  patients. 
This  fact  speaks  for  itself,  and  when  it  is  added  that  during  these  thirteen 
months  I  have  seen  a  less  number  of  patients  than  in  any  previous  year;  that 
not  more  than  one  in  ten  of  the  cases  seen  have  at  any  time  awakened  serious 
apprehensions  as  to  their  immediate  results;  that  there  has  not  been  a  single  case 
of  typhoid  fever,  or  dysentery,  or  scarlet  fever,  or  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
or  measles  —  it  will  be  evident  that  the  school  has  enjoyed  a  remarkable  im- 
munity from  sickness.  This  may  fairly  be  ascribed  to  its  excellent  location  and 
sanatory  condition.  There  have  also  been  fewer  accidents,  and  those  of  let>s 
severity,  than  during  any  corresponding  period  within  ten  years. 

To  furnish  data  for  correct  comparisons  in  these  reports,  it  has  been  my  habit 
to  take  notes  of  every  case  brought  to  my  notice,  be  it  of  less  or  more  import- 
ance. My  record  for  the  period  under  consideration  shows  flfty-six  medical  and 
thirty-four  surgical  cases,  besides  thirty-one  vaccinations  and  about  as  many 
teeth  extracted. 

Of  the  medical  cases  the  more  important  were  four  of  pleurisy  and  pneu- 
monia, three  of  rheumatism,  two  of  bronchitis  and  one  each  of  asthma,  con- 
gestion of  the  lungs,  consumption,  haemoptysis,  pleurisy  and  St.  Vitus*  dance. 
Of  the  .surgical  cases  a  dislocated  elbow,  successfully  reduced,  was  the  only  one 
worthy  of  special  mention. 

There  has  been  no  death  in  the  institution  since  June,  1878;  but  a  colored  boy, 
who  was  discharged  on  account  of  his  health  last  July,  died  of  consumption, 
November  17th.  Though  not  his  regular  attendant,  I  saw  him  several  times  at 
his  home.     His  father  died  of  the  same  disease. 

Counting  one  other  who  died  while  out  on  probation,  the  records  show  that 
twenty  persons  under  sentence  to  the  Reform  School  have  died  since  the  openiiig 
of  the  institution  November  1st,  1850;  that  of  this  number  nine  died  of  con- 
sumption, and  that  seven  of  the  nine  were  colored  (boys).  There  have  been  two 
deaths  each  from  heart  disease,  scarlatina,  and  typhoid  fever,  and  one  each  from 
disease  of  the  brain,  diphtheria,  inflammation  of  the  stomach,  epilepsy  and 
pneumonia.  Certainly  this  is  not  a  bad  record  and  it  is  not  easy  to  show  how  it 
inight  have  been  better.

To  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  CorreeUone: 

The  children  of  the  institution,  considering  their  lack  of  previous  advaoUges, 
have  made  commendable  progress  in  their  studies  during  the  year.  There  are 
three  separate  schools  —  one  for  the  girls  and  two  for  the  boys— which  we 
divided  into  two  grades,  called  Primary  Department  and  First  Depattmeot 
The  school  day  consists  of  two  sessions  of  two  hours  each. 

The  books  of  the  library  are  frequently  read  and  are  well  appreciated  by  the 
children.  From  constant  usage  they  have  become  much  worn,  so  that  contriho- 
tions  of  new  ones  from  any  source  would  be  most  acceptable. 

The  tables  give  the  number  of  children  in  the  institution  at  the  beginniDg 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  —  including  those  out  on  trial  —  the  number  of  tb<»e 
received  and  of  those  discharged,  and  also  show  the  improvement  made  in  the 
several  studies  taught.  Of  those  received,  twenty -six  boys  were  either  admitted  to 
bail,  or  committed  to  await  trial,  so  that  they  remained  but  a  few  days  is 
school.

REMOVAL  OF  PAUPERS. 

During  the  year  there  were  211  paupers  .removed  from  the  State,  nineteen 
having  been  inmates  of  the  Almshouse,  and  thirteen  of  the  workhouse.  This 
includes  twenty-three  insane  persons,  nine  of  whom  were  from  the  State  Asrlum. 
and  one  from  the  Butler  Hospital;  the  remaining  thirteen  were  removed  before 
entering  any  institution. 

COMPLAINTS  UNDER  THE  BASTARDY  ACT. 

Two  complaints  have  been  made  under  this  act  in  the  past  year;  one  wss 
settled  by  marriage,  the  other  remains  unsettled,  owing  to  the  non-arrest  of  tbe 
party  complained  of. 

BUTLER  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

In  making  my  official  visits  to  the  Butler  Hospital  the  past  year,  as  well « 
during  the  preceding  six  years,  all  parts  of  the  institution  have  been  found  open 
to  inspection,  and  the  patients  objects  of  watchful  attention  and  kindly  »re; 
they  have  always  been  permitted  to  converse  with  me  at  their  pleasure.  l«^ 
eucU  year  more  firmly  convinced  that  the  hospital  is  deserving  of  the  highest 
praise. 
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The  statistics  regarding  paupers,  at  the  Butler  Hospital,  are  as  follows:

Of  the  thirty-six  discharged,  seventeen  had  recovered,  twelve  had  improved, 
seven  had  not  improved.

THB  SBTTLBMBNT  LAW. 

One  of  the  effects  of  the  law  of  the  State  regarding  paupers,  is  to  divide  them 
into  two  classes:  town  paupers  and  State  paupers,  the  latter  far  outnumbering 
the  former.  This  excess  of  State  paupers  arises  from  the  difficulty  of  acquiring 
a  settlement  in  a  town,  on  account  of  the  excessive  limitation  of  the  law. 
Under  the  law  of  settlement — and  by  settlement  is  understood  a  legal  residence 
in  a  town  ''  which  entitles  a  person  to  maintenance,  if  a  pauper,  and  subjects 
the  town  to  his  support ''  —  a  man  may  have  been  bom  in  a  town,  may  have 
been  a  resident  of  it  all  his  life,  his  energy  and  skill  having  largely  contributed, 
perhaps,  to  its  progress;  he  may  even  have  paid  taxes  upon  personal  property  to 
any  extent,  and  yet,  if  by  chance  he  has  not  owned  and  paid  taxes  for  five  suc- 
cessive years  upon  a  small  amount  of  real  estate,  he  beeomes,  upon  falling  into 
distress  and  needing  aid,  a  State  pauper,  entitled  to  only  such  assistance  as  the 
Stale  affords  —  a  home  in  the  State  Almshouse.  It  is  needless  to  dwell  upon 
the  hardships  produced  by  the  working  of  the  law;  illustrations  will  occur  to  all 
who  have  given  thought  to  the  subject. 

Rhode  Island  is  less  liberal  in  the  provisions  of  her  settlement  law  than  any  of 
the  other  States,  a  position  which  of  itself  indicates  that  the  wisdom  of  her 
policy  in  this  respect  is  open  to  serious  doubts,  and  leads  to  the  question, 
whether  there  is  anything  exceptional  in  her  customs  or  laws  by  which  to  explain 
and  justify  the  anomaly.  The  answer  to  this  is,  that  there  are  no  exceptional 
circumstances  to  stand  in  the  way  of  a  modification  of  the  law  in  conformity 
with  the  course  pursued  in  other  states.  We  are  simply,  as  I  believe,  behind 
the  times  in  the  matter  of  settlement  laws,  and  this  belief  is  based  upon  an  ex- 
perience of  twenty-three  yeilrs  in  dealing  with  the  pauper  class  under  the  law  as 
it  now  stands.

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SUPFOBT  OF  THE  POOR. 

Overseen  of  the  Poor  have  the  care  and  oversight  of  all  poor  and  indigent  per- 
sons who  may  have  a  settlement  in  their  respective  towns,  and  may  also  afford 
temporary  aid  to  other  poor  and  indigent  persons  at  the  expense  of  their  towns. 
This  is  left  entirely  to  the  discretion  of  the  overseers,  they  being  the  sole  judges 
of  what  should  be  done  in  any  case,  and  acting  in  the  matter  independently  of 
any  directing  authority.  When  a  person  falls  into  distress  in  a  town,  the  ques- 
tion at  once  arises,  upon  whom  shall  the  expense  of  assisting  him  fall.  If  be 
has  a  settlement  in  the  town,  of  course  upon  the  town;  but  if  he  has  nowhere 
acquired  a  settlement,  then  upon  whom  ?  Some  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
decide  that  under  all  circumstances  the  burden  of  aiding  a  pauper  without  settle- 
ment should  be  upon  the  State,  and  send  such  persons,  or  perhaps  whole  families, 
to  the  State  Almshouse,  under  the  authority  given  by  the  law.  The  effect  of  the 
is  that  homes  are  broken  up,  children  are  thrown  into  the  society  of  adoh 
paupers,  and  the  first  steps  are  taken  on  the  road  to  confirmed  pauperism.  And 
this  oftentimes  occurs  when  a  little  assistance  from  the  town  would  enable  the 
person  or  family  to  tide  over  a  period  of  sickness  or  lack  of  remunerative  em- 
ployment I  am  aware  that  this  is  a  difl^cult  subject  to  submit  to  legialaton, 
with  the  expectation  that  any  modification  of  the  law  will  compel  the  ezerdse  of 
humanity  on  the  part  of  those  who  act  under  it  The  remedy  lies  not  with  the  law- 
makers, but  with  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  who  in  the  use  of  the  discretionary 
power  so  freely  entrusted  to  them,  should  be  guided  by  the  largest  humanity, 
rather  than  by  that  narrow  policy  which  would  withhold  a  little  aid  because  the 
law  allows  it,  regardless  of  the  evil  results  to  follow. 

The  whole  subject  demands  the  most  careful  examination,  for  the  problem  of 
how  best  to  deal  with  pauperism,  having  in  view  not  only  the  relieving  of  dis- 
tress, but  also  the  lessening  of  the  number  of  dependents,  is  one  of  the  most 
important  questions  which  can  occupy  the  attention  of  the  philanthropist  or  tbe 
legislator.

CHAPTER  806. 

AN  ACT  CONCERNING  TRAMPS. 
(PUBsed  April  9, 1880.) 
It  U  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  as  foU^nos: 

Srction  1.  Every  tramp  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  state 
workhouse  and  house  of  correction  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  three  years. 

8bc.  2.  All  transient  persons  who  rove  about  from  place  to  place  begging, 
and  all  vagrants  living  without  labor  or  visible  means  of  support,  who  stroll 
over  the  country  without  lawful  occasion,  shall  be  held  to  be  tramps  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act. 

Sec.  8,  Any  tramp  who  shall  wilfully  and  maliciously  injure  any  person 
where  such  offence  is  not  now  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison, 
or  who  shall  be  found  carrying  any  firearm  or  other  dangerous  weapon,  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  not  more  than  three  years. 

Sec.  4.  Any  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  constable,  special  constable  or  policeman, 
upon  view  of  any  offence  described  in  this  act,  or  on  speedy  information  thereof, 
may  without  warrant  apprehend  the  offender  and  take  him  before  any  compe- 
tent authority  for  examination,  and  on  his  conviction  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
reward  of  five  dollars  therefor  to  be  paid  by  the  state. 

Sec.  5.  The  town  councils  are  empowered  and  required  to  appoint  special 
constables  for  their  respective  towns,  who  shall  arrest  and  prosecute  all  tramps 
in  their  respective  towns. 
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Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  female  or  to  any  minor  under  the  age 
of  sixteen  years,  nor  to  any  blind  person,  nor  to  any  beggar  roving  within  the 
limits  of  the  town  in  which  he  resides. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  caose  to  be 
printed  copies  of  this  act  to  be  sent  to  the  several  town  clerks,  who  shall  cuat 
the  same  to  be  posted  in  at  least  twelve  conspicuous  places  in  their  respectife 
towns,  six  of  which  shall  be  in  the  public  highways. 

Sec.  S.  The  jurisdiction  to  try  and  sentence  offenders  under  the  first  sectioB 
of  this  act  is  hereby  conferred  upon  justice  courts;  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  9.    This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  May  next 


CHAPTER  817. 

AK  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  CHAPTER  241   OF  THE  GENERAL  STATUTES  "OFTHS 

REFORM  SCHOOL  IN  THE  CITT  OF  PROVIDENCE.*'

It  u  eiuicted  by  the  General  A$$embly  tufoUavn: 

Section  1.  The  control,  management  and  direction  of  the  Providence  Re- 
form School  in  Providence  is  hereby  transferred  to  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
and  the  trustees  of  the  said  school  heretofore  elected  by  the  city  council  of 
Providence  shall  continue  in  office  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  general  asflem* 
biy,  and  in  the  government  and  management  of  the  said  school  for  the  said  State 
of  Rhode  Island,  they  shall  have  all  the  authority,  duties  and  powers  vested  in 
them  by  the  statutes  of  this  state  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Provideoce 
heretofore  in  force  for  that  purpose. 

Sec  2.  The  name  of  the  said  Providence  Reform  School  is  hereby  chaoged 
to  the  State  Reform  School. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  any  court  in  this  state  is  authorized  by  law  to  sentence 
any  person  to  the  Providence  Reform  School,  such  person  shall  hereafter  be 
sentenced  to  the  State  Reform  SchooL 

Sec.  4.  All  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  laws  not  inconsistent  herewitli, 
heretofore  in  force,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  in  force  in  reference  to  seoteocing 
persons  convicted,  or  in  reference  to  the  government,  management,  direction 
and  control  of  the  said  Reform  School,  and  the  employment  and  government  ot 
the  persons  sentenced  thereto,  and  all  sentences  heretofore  duly  pronounced, 
or  which  may  be  hereafter  duly  pronounced  upon  any  of  the  inmates  of  the  said 
Reform  School,  shall  be  continued  and  be  enforced  upon  the  persons  sentenced 
in  the  same  way  and  in  every  respect  with  the  same  effect  as  if  the  govcmmenl 
of  the  said  school  had  not  been  changed  from  the  control  of  the  city  of  Pron- 
dcnce  to  the  State  of  Rhode  Island. 

Sec  5.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  happening  in  the  board  of  trustees,  said 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  until  an  election  shall  be  made  by  tbe 
general  assembly. 

Sec  G.     This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1880.

CHAPTER  825. 

AN    ACT    PIXmG    THE    LOCATION    OF    THE  8TATB  BEFOBM  SCHOOL,   AKD  PROVID- 
ING FOB  ITS  HANAGBtfBNT  AND  CONTROL. 

(Passed  May,  98 1880.) 

It  u  enacted  by  the  OenercU  AeserMy  as  foUatM : 

Section  1.  The  State  Reform  School  shall  be  removed  to,  and  be  located  and 
established  on,  the  land  belonging  to  the  state  in  the  town  of  Cranston,  and  at 
such  place  on  said  land,  as  the  board  of  state  charities  and  corrections  shall 
determine. 

Sec.  2.  The  control,  management  and  direction  of  said  school  is  hereby 
conferred  upon  said  board  of  state  charities  and  corrections,  and  said  board  shall 
have  and  exercise  in  addition  to  the  powers  heretofore  vested  in  them  by  law, 
all  the  powers  and  authority  heretofore  conferred  by  statute  upon  the  trustees  of 
the  Providence  Reform  School,  in  so  far  as  said  powers  and  authority  are  appli- 
cable to  said  management  and  control.  Said  board  are  authorized  to  make  such 
arrangement  for  the  temporary  accommodation  of  said  State  Reform  School, 
until  the  proper  buildings  can  be  erected  on  said  land  belonging  to  the  state,  as 
they  may  deem  expedient;  and  for  this  purpose  they  are  authorized  to  use  the 
property  of  the  state  known  as  the  old  state  prison  in  Providence,  or  to  hire  the 
premises  now  occupied  by  said  school  in  said  Providence,  and  in  their  discretion 
to  purchase  or  lease  the  personal  property  therein. 

Sec.  8.  Said  board  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  construct  and  build  upon  said 
land  in  Cranston,  at  such  place  or  places  as  they  may  select,  all  necessary  build- 
ings and  appurtenances,  for  the  proper  accommodation  and  management  of  the 
inmates  of  said  State  Reform  School,  said  buildings  to  be  constructed  upon  what 
is  known  as  the  cottage  plan. 

Sec.  4.  The  appropriation  made  by  the  general  assembly  at  its  last  January 
session,  for  the  support  of  said  State  Reform  School,  is  hereby  made  subject  to 
the  orders  of  said  board  of  state  charities  and  corrections,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  not  be  already  expended. 

Sec  5.  The  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  the  necessary  build- 
ings for  the  permanent  accommodation  of  said  State  Reform  School,  and  the 
general  treasurer  is  directed  to  pay  said  sum  from  any  money  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  upon  the  orders  of  said  board,  and  charge  the  same 
to  account  of  State  Reform  School. 

Sec.  6.  The  present  board  of  trustees  of  the  Reform  School  shall  continue 
in  office  until  the  first  day  of  July,  1880,  with  all  the  powers  and  authority 
which  is  now  conferred  by  law  upon  them,  and  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
which  provide  for  the  removal,  location  and  control  of  the  said  school  after  such 
first  day  of  July  shall  then  take  effect,  and  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
authorizing  the  board  of  state  charities  and  corrections  to  make  any  contract 
under  the  provisions  hereof  shall  take  effect  immediately.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Oejieral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
January  Session,  1881. 

The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Fisheries  beg  leave  to  present  their 
report  for  the  year  1881. 

In  the  report  for  the  year  1880,  diagrams  were  given  of  the  traps 
set  at  Seaconnet  Point  and  at  the  soath  end  of  the  island  of  Rhode 
Island,  and  also  of  the  location  of  all  the  heart  nets  in  Narragansctt 
Bay.  It  has  been  thought  best  not  to  go  to  this  expense  this  year. 
The  sets  of  the  traps  are  about  the  same  from  one  year  to  another.  The 
heart  nets  or  pounds  vary  more  in  locality,  and  were  all  visited  and 
marked  on  the  chart  by  the  commissioners  in  July  and  August  last. 
They  found  forty-one  (41)  of  these  pounds  in  active  operation,  an 
increase  of  ten  (10)  over  the  year  previous. 

The  commissioners  appointed  the  same  deputies  as  in  1879,  as  they 
supposed  they  were  the  persons  who  were  best  adapted  by  their  former 
experience  for  the  oflBce. 

The  catch  of  scup  in  the  traps  this  Spring  was  not  so  large  as  usual, 
and  was  estimated  to  be  less  by  two-thirds  than  that  of  1879,  but 
prices  were  better,  and  it  is  to  be  supposed  most  of  the  fishermen  re- 
ceived a  fair  price  for  their  labor.  So  far  as  the  trap  fishing  is  con- 
cerned the  commissioners  have  seen  no  reason  to  change  their  views 
given  in  their  last  report  to  your  Honorable  Body,  and  respectfully 
refer  to  their  report  for  1880,  as  it  is  hardly  worth  while  to  go  over 
the  matter  a  second  time. 

In  that  report  they  recommend  the  line  established  by  Chapter  751, 


4  TNLAKD   FISHERIES  COMMISSIONERS*   REPORT. 

Section  1,  (being  a  line  drawn  from  Narragansett  lower  pier  to  Sea- 
connet  Point)  be  abolished,  and  the  whole  coast  line  of  the  State  be 
protected;  that  traps,  and  above  all,  heart  nets  or  pounds,  should  be 
licensed.  Up  to  the  present  date  no  move  has  been  made  in  the 
matter  by  the  Honorable  General  Assembly.  The  Commissioners  of 
Inland  Fisheries  are  willing  and  glad  to  devote  a  large  portion  of 
their  time  and  attention  to  the  bay  fisheries,  for  which  they  receive 
no  pay,  and  not  any  very  great  measure  of  thanks,  but  as  a  mechanic 
would  find  it  impossible  to  perform  a  piece  of  work  without  suitable 
tools,  so  they  cannot  be  expected  to  accomplish  much  without  suit- 
able  laws  to  guide  and  support  them.  In  this  connection  they  he^ 
to  call  your  most  earnest  attention  to  the  changes  they  desire  made 
in  Chapter  751,  (passed  March  26,  1879).  These  changes  have  been 
suggested  by  the  observance  of  the  workings  of  said  Chapter  751  for 
the  past  two  seasons,  and  unless  such  changes  are  made  the  commis- 
sioners in  the  future  will  hesitate  to  take  the  responsibility  of  ex- 
pending the  money  which  the  present  law^  admits  in  efforts  tci  enforce 
a  law  which  they  feel  is  inadequate. 
Chapter  751  reads  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  751. 

An  Act  in  amendment  of  Chapter  134  <f  ^   General  Statntes,    *' Of  Certaiu 

Fisheriei." 

(Passed  March  96,  1879.) 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  AMemUy  <u  foUown: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be,  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  first  day  of  Augu?t 
in  each  year,  a  weekly  close-time,  extending  from  Saturday  morning  at  sunrise  to 
Monday  morning  at  sunrise,  during  which  time  no  fish  of  any  description  shall 
be  taken  by  weirs,  traps  or  similar  contrivances,  from  the  waters  covered  by  a 
line  drawn  from  Seaconnet  Point  in  a  westerly  course  to  the  Narragansett  lower 
pier,  and  including  all  the  waters  above  said  line.  If  there  be  any  weir,  trap  or 
other  stationary  contrivances  used  for  the  purpose  of  catching  or  obstructing  the 
passage  of  fish  in  that  part  thereof  where  the  fish  are  usually  taken,  the  netting 
at  the  mouth  of  the  same  shall  be  floated  to  the  surface  of  the  water  so  as  to  effect- 
ually close  the  mouth  thereof  during  the  weekly  close-time,  so  that  during  said 
time  the  fish  may  have  a  free,  unobstructed  passage;  and  no  device  shall  be 
placed  in  any  part  of  said  limits  which  shall  tend  to~ hinder  such  fish  from 
running  up  the  waters  of  such  river.    In  case  the  enclosure  where  the  fisdi  are 
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taken  is  furnished  with  a  board  floor,  an  opening  three  feet  wide  shall  be  made, 
extending  from  the  floor  to  the  top  of  the  weir,  trap  or  other  contrivances: 
provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to  the 
shad  and  herring  fisheries  in  the  tributaries  of  Narragansett  Bay. 

Sbc.  2.  The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Fisheries  shall  have  a  general  super- 
vision of  all  matters  relating  to  the  subject  contained  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  and  may  make  all  needful  regulations  to  carry  out  the  provisions  described 
In  said  section,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  examine  all  the  w^irs,  traps  or 
other  contrivances,  with  a  view  of  carrying  out  such  regulations  as  are  most 
beneficial  to  the  people  of  the  State,  and  shall  prosecute  for  the  violation  of 
such  regulations.  They  may  cooperate  with  the  fish  commissioners  of  other 
states,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  their 
doings,  with  such  facts  and  suggestions  in  relation  to  the  object  for  which  they 
are  appointed  as  they  may  deem  proper.  Said  commissioners  shall  be  allowed 
their  actual  disbursements  made  in  the  execution  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  regulations  made  by  said 
Commissioners  under  the  authority  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  sections 
of  this  act,  or  who,  between  the  days  mentioned  in  said  first  section,  shall  set 
any  weir,  trap  or  contrivances,  contrary  to  such  provisions,  shall  upon  convic- 
tion be  fined  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding 
three  months,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  before  whom  the  offender 
shall  be  tried. 

Sec.  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  are  repealed. 

The  changes  we  desire  are  the  following,  and  in  this  connection  we 
wonld  say  that  they  have  been  most  carefully  drawn  up  by  our  coun- 
sel, Mr.  Francis  W.  Miner,  whose  ability  as  a  lawyer  is  unquestioned, 
and  whose  interest  in  the  cause  is  very  great. 

An  act  in  amendment  of  Chapter  751,  *'  Cf  Certain  Fisheries. 

Suction  1.  Of  said  chapter  in  the  fourth  line,  after  the  words  '*  similar  con- 
trivances," striking  out  the  words  *'from  the  waters  covered  by  a  line  drawn 
from  Seaconnet  Point  in  a  westerly  course  to  the  Narragansett  lower  pier,  and 
including  all  the  waters  above  said  line,"  and  inserting  in  their  place  the  follow- 
ing words;  "  the  whole  of  the  waters  of  the  coast  line  of  the  State  and  Narragan- 
seU  Bay." 

Sec  3.  No  person  shall  at  any  time  use  or  suffer  to  be  used  by  any  person, 
any  weirs,  traps,  heart  nets,  or  similar  fixed  contrivances  used  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  and  obstructing  the  passage  of  fish  within  the  waters  of  this  State  unless 
as  is  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  8.  The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Fisheries  may  grant,  or  refuse  to  grant, 
licenses  to  such  number  and  to  so  many  citizens  resident  within  this  state  to  use 
weirs,  traps,  heart  nets  and  similar  stationary  contrivances  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  fish  within  the  waters  of  this  State,  as  they  may  think  proper.  Each 
license  so  granted  shall  be  taken  out  in  the  name  of  the  owner  of  said  weir, 
trap,  or  heart  net,  or  other  stationary  contrivance,  and  shall  continue  in  full 
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force  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  license,  unless  revoked  as  herdnafter 
provided. 

Before  granting  license  to  any  person  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  said 
Commissioners  shall  give  notice,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  direct,  of  Uie  nsme 
of  the  applicant  for  said  license  and  the  particular  location  for  which  the  license 
is  requested.  And  before  any  license  shall  be  issued  under  the  provisioDS  of 
this  act,  the  person  applying  therefor  shall  give  bond  to  the  State  TVeoittrer  io 
the  penal  sum  of  $500,  with  at  least  two  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  said  Cominis- 
sioners  of  Inland  Fisheries,  conditioned  that  he  will  not  violate  any  of  the  pn^ 
visions  of  this  act,  and  he  shall  also  pay  to  the  said  Commissioners  of  InUnd 
Fisheries  the  sum  of  $25,  to  be  paid  to  the  General  Treasurer  for  the  use  of  tl>e 
State. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  person  shall  be  convicted  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  his  bond  shall  be  put  in  suit  by  the  State  Treasurer,  and  bj 
due  process  of  law  the  penal  sum  of  said  bond  be  recovered  for  the  use  of  tbe 
State. 

Skc.  5.  Every  person  licensed  under  this  act  shall,  on  or  before  the  1st  daj 
of  November  in  each  and  every  year,  make  a  sworn  return  to  the  Commissioiieis 
of  Inland  Fisheries  of  the  amount  of  catch  and  the  prices  realized  for  the  same, 
and  blank  forms  for  such  returns  shall  be  issued  by  said  Commissioners  and  sent 
to  each  and  every  licensed  person,  and  no  new  license  shall  be  issued  to  any  per- 
son neglecting  or  refusing  to  make  such  return. 

Skc.  6.  The  Commissioners  and  their  deputies  shall  have  free  access  to  tlie 
said  weirs,  traps,  heart  nets  and  other  fixed  contrivances,  at  any  and  all  times, 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  catch,  etc. 

Sec.  7.  Purse  seining  and  gill  netting  is  hereby  prohibited  in  Narragansett 
Bay  and  its  tributaries  north  of  a  line  drawn  from  Pojac  Point  to  Warnick 
Light,  from  Warwick  Light  to  North  Point  on  Prudence  Island,  from  North 
Point  to  Popasquash  Point,  from  Popasquash  Point  to  Bristol  Ferry  in  Bristol 
County. 

Sec.  8.  If  any  person  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  he 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  9.  Any  defects  of  form  in  any  active  complaint  and  warrant,  indict- 
ment, information  or  other  proceeding  may  be  amended  by  the  court  before 
whom  the  action,  complaint  and  warrant,  indictment,  information  or  other  pro- 
ceeding is  brought. 

Sec  10.  Whenever  any  complaint  or  other  proceeding  under  this  act  shaU  be 
made  by  any  Commissioner  of  Inland  Fisheries  against  any  person  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  Commissioner  shall  not  be  required  to  give 
surety  for  costs,  but  be  liable  in  his  individual  capacity  therefor.  And  the 
jurisdiction  of  Justice  courts  over  crimes  and  offences  committed  under  this  act 
may  be  exercised  by  the  justice  court  of  any  town  adjoining  the  public  waters 
of  this  State. 

Sec.  11.  Nothing  in  this  act  to  be  construed  as  applying  to  gill  nets  or  fytc 
nets  in  any  of  the  waters  controlled  by  this  State. 

Our  reasons  for  asking  for  these  changes  are  as  follows^  section  bj 
section : 
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Section  1. — The  line  drawn  from  Narragansett  lower  pier  to  Sea- 
connet  Point  is  unjust  and  arbitrary,  for  the  reason  that  it  curtails 
the  operations  of  trappers  at  the  south  end  of  the  island  of  Bhode 
Island  and  at  Seaconnet  Point,  and  permits  unlimited  fishing  from  said 
Narragansett  lower  pier  south  around  Point  Judith,  and  from  that 
point  westward  to  Watch  Hill,  a  distance  of  twenty-five  miles,  and  in 
our  opinion  that  portion  of  our  coast  requires  protection  as  much,  and 
perhaps  more,  than  any  other.     (See  our  report  for  last  year.) 

Section  2. — Requires  no  comment. 

Section  3. — We  desire  a  system  of  licenses  in  order  that  better 
supervision  may  be  had  of  our  coast  and  bay  fisheries;  that  proper 
statistics  may  be  obtained  as  to  their  value;  and  that  a  small  sum  be 
paid  by  such  parties  as  are  engaged  in  the  business  to  assist  in  paying 
the  expense  of  such  supervision  and  collection  of  such  statistics. 

Section  4. — This  to  render  licensed  persons  more  cautious  than 
they  would  otherwise  be,  as  their  bondsmen  wou4d  take  an  interest  in 
their  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

Section  5. — That  complete  and  thorough  statistics  may  be  had  of 
the  catch  of  fish  and  value  thereof  in  our  waters. 

Section  6. — To  save  expense  to  the  State,  and  labor  and  trouble  to 
the  Commissioners  and  their  deputies. 

Section  7. — This  is,  in  our  opinion,  a  very  necessary  addition  to 
our  fishery  laws.  In  the  summer  months  the  menhaden  come  into 
Narragansett  Bay  for  the  purpose  of  depositing  their  spawn,  and 
gradually  work  their  way  up  to  the  head  waters  thereof.  Seekonk 
River  was  a  famous  spawning  ground  for  them  in  past  years.  The 
bluefish  follow  them,  for  the  menhaden  is  their  chief  food.  Fleets  of 
sailing  vessels  and  steamers  follow  them,  and  hardly  any  are  left  to 
propagate.  If  the  head  of  our  bay,  from  these  points,  could  be  set 
apart  to  protect  them,  at  no  possible  expense,  an  abundant  supply  of 
these  very  important  fish  would  be  secured  to  us,  and  the  fishermen 
that  make  them  their  prey  would  reap  in  the  future  an  abundant  re- 
ward for  their  forbearance. 

Section  8. — That  violators  of  the  law  may  be  made  to  pay  a  severe 
penalty. 
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Section  9. — To  save  expense  to  the  State  in  event  of  prosecution. 

Section  -10. — Because  gill  netting  and  fyke  netting  do  lees  harm 
to  onr  bay  fisheries  than  any  other  ways  of  fishing  where  nets  are  em- 
ployed. The  gill  nets  only  take  fish  of  a  certain  size,  and  the  fykes 
are  used  almost  entirely  in  the  spring  for  the  catching  of  flounders  or 
flat  fish. 

The  abundance  of  fish  in  our  bay  the  past  season  has  been  a  cause 
of  remark  and  congratulation  on  all  sides.  Scup  of  large  size  hsye 
been  plentiful;  tautog  or  black  fish,  also,  and  the  quantity  of  young  blue 
fish  and  squitague  taken  at  the  head  of  the  bay,  and  even  at  the  head 
of  navigation  on  the  Seekonk  Biver,  at  Pawtucket,  has  been  entirely 
without  precedent,  affording  enjoyment  and  profit  to  a  very  large 
number  of  the  good  people  of  this  State.  This  may  be  attributed  to 
two  causes  or  a  combination  of  two  causes.  First,  the  weekly  dose- 
time  as  provided  by  chapter  751,  section  1 ;  and,  second,  an  exoeption- 
ally  abundant  season  lor  these  sorts  of  fish,  due  to  favorable  circum- 
stances at  the  spawning  season,  etc. 

The  advocates  of  the  close-time  law  have  every  reason  to  congratu- 
late themselves  on  its  success  the  past  season,  but  at  the  same  time 
they  should  be  prepared  not  to  be  discouraged  in  the  event  of  a  scarcity 
of  fish  in  years  yet  to  come. 

During  the  past  summer  Prof.  Spencer  F.  Baird,  United  States 
Commissioner  spent  the  whole  of  his  very  valuable  time  in  Newport, 
himself  and  his  force  of  trained  assistants  studying  the  fisheries  of  Nar- 
ragansett  Bay  and  vicinity.  The  people  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island 
are  to  be  congratulated  that  this,  the  foremost  man  in  the  world  in 
knowledge  of  fish  and  fisheries  both  practically  and  scientifically,  has 
been  among  us  to  tell  us  what  is  best  to  do.  When  he  speaks,  it  will 
be  well  for  us  to  listen.  He  proposes  to  return  again  next  season  and 
continue  his  observations. 

When  a  law  is  enacted  to  provide  for  the  general  public  good,  and 
encroaches,  as  in  all  cases  it  must,  on  the  interests  and  privileges  of  a 
small  class,  it  is  always  the  case  that  such  law,  beneficial  as  it  may  be 
for  the  general  public,  is  defied  by  some  individuals  of  the  class  who 
imagine  themselves  injured  by  it.     Mr.  King,  of  Jamestown,  having 
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disregarded  all  due  warnings  was  arrested  and  brought  before  Justice 
Tillinghast  at  East  Greenwich  for  violation  of  the  weekly  close- 
time  from  Saturday  morning  at  sunrise  to  Monday  morning  at  sun- 
rise from  May  1st  to  August  1st.  Two  heart  nets,  or  pounds  were 
maintained  by  him  in  Dutch  Island  harbor.  It  was  thought  best  to 
bring  an  action  against  him  in  East  Greenwich  before  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  and  that  necessitated  his  arrest  by  a  sheriff  of  that  county. 
To  accomplish  this  his  arrest  had  to  be  made  on  the  waters  of  the 
bay,  Mr.  Burlingame,  the  very  efficient  sheriff  of  that  county 
took  the  job  in  hand.  One  of  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Fish- 
eries was  obliged  to  go  to  Greenwich  and  give  bond.  This  was 
done.  The  case  was  tried  before  Mr.  Justice  Tillinghast,  and  held 
for  two  weeks  for  advisement.  He  was  then  bound  over  to  appear 
before  the  Supreme  Court  of  Kent  County  at  the  March  term.  The 
case  is  therefore  in  the  hands  of  tbfe  Attorney  General  of  the  State. 

In  prosecuting  this  case  to  the  end,  it  is  the  desire  of  the  commis- 
sioners to  test  the  working  of  the  law,  and  endeavor  to  enforce  the 
same  as  in  duty  bound.  We  find  the  amendments  suggested  to  be 
very  much  needed.     (See  Sections  9  and  10  in  amendment.) 

To  show  the  workings,  cost,  catch  and  profits  of  trap  fishing,  we 
submit  the  following  statistics  collected  by  our  deputy,  at  Newport  the 
past  summer,  and  his  remarks  thereon. 

(Many  barrels  of  valuable  fish  taken  in  the  heart  nets  set  in  the 
vicinity  of  Wickford,  and  owned  by  Mr.  Farnum,  were  used  as  manure 
the  past  season.)

You  will  observe  that  the  total  amount  of  catch  is  $l,3(>0.46. 
One-third  of  this  amount  goes  for  the  use  of  boats  and  trap.  There 
was  one  boat  twenty-two  feet  long  worth  about  $20;  two  small  boats 
fourteen  feet  long,  worth  about  $18  each;  $56  for  boats.  The  trap 
was  made  out  of  old  seines  purchased  from  mackerel  catchers,  and 
was  not  worth  and  did  not  cost  over  $100;  whole  cost  $156.  One- 
third  of  $1,300.46  is  equal  to  $433.48,  tlie  sum  the  owner  of  the  trap 
recovered.  There  were  six  men  in  gang  fishing.  The  remaining  two- 
thirds  were  divided  among  them,  each  man  receiving  $144.42  for  his 
labor. 

You  will  also  notice  that  there  were  9^  barrels  of  striped  bass  taken, 
picked  out  from  the  scup  and  sold  separate.  These  bass  were  all 
small,  running  from  i  pound  up  to  3  and  4  pounds  each.  The  small 
bass  are  mixed  in  and  taken  with  the  scup,  and  as  a  usual  thing  sold 
with  the  scup,  but  when  very  plenty  are  picked  out  and  sold  separate 
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on  acconnt  of  their  valae.  The  word  scup  is  used  in  this  account  be- 
cause they  will  exceed  in  quantities  any  other  kind  of  fish  taken  in 
traps,' there  being  as  a  usual  thing  a  general  assortment  of  all  kinds 
of  fish  known  in  our  waters.  No  one  need  ask  what  has  Become  of 
the  splendid  bass-fishing  for  which  the  rocks  at  Newport  were  noted 
in  years  past,  when  this  wholesale  destruction  of  the  small  fish  is  be- 
ing earned  on.  Taking  this  trap  as  an  average  trap  (it  was  the 
smallest  along  the  shore),  you  can  conceive  of  the  great  amount  of 
fish  destroyed — I  mean  small  fish.  During  the  season  the  trap  at 
Price's  Neck  must  have  taken  three  times  this  amount  of  fish,  being 
the  best  set  along  the  shore.  As  to  fish  in  the  bay  the  past  season  it  is 
the  general  remai'k  that  for  years  they  have  not  been  so  plenty.  Large 
scap  have  been  taken  at  Patience  and  Hope  Islands,  weighing  nearly 
a  pound  each,  and  fishermen  anchoring  anywhere  in  the  bay,  in  five 
feet  of  water,  have  found  all  the  small  scup  they  wanted.  Captain 
Place  can  give  you  the  names  of  fishermen  who  can  prove  this. 

In  September  we  sent  Captain  Place  with  Mr.  Ludwig  Rumlien, 
assistant  of  the  United  States  Fish  Commissioner,  and  special  agent 
10th  census,  to  collect  names  of  and  the  number  of  fishermen,  trap- 
pers, purse-seiners,  sweep-seiners,  owners  of  pound  or  heart  nets,  and 
hand-line  fishermen  in  Bhode  Island.

Remarks  on  Eiist  River  (Seaconnet  River) /r(»»  Stone  Bridge  to  Seaeonnet  BnnL" 
I  find  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  in  getting  at  the  number  of  men  that  fish  in  this 
river  by  other  methods  than  traps  and  seines.  Great  complaint  is  made  by  sum- 
mer visitors  at  the  scarcity  of  fish  as  compared  to  former  years.  They  attribaie 
it  to  spring  trapping  and  heart  seines  during  the  summer  season. 

East  Oreenioieh.^Fifieen  men  in  this  place  are  engaged  in  fishing  throughout 
the  year ;  ten  of  these  fish  by  all  methods,  in  February  they  set  fyke  nets  for 
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flat  fish,  in  April  and  May  by  hand  line  and  shore  seines,  in  July  and  the  rest  of 
the  season,  gill  nets;  two  of  them  maintained  a  pound  trap  or  heart  net  in  Pine 
Hill  Bay  (Prudence  Island)  the  past  season.  E.  Mitchell,  of  this  place,  says  that 
he  has  followed  fishing  for  a  living  for  twenty  years — his  father  was  a  fisherman 
before  him — and  that  for  several  years  past  the  fishing  has  fallen  off  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  has  not  been  profitable  in  Greenwich  Bay.  The  value  of  the  fish 
taken  would  not  amount,  he  thinks,  to  $2,000  a  year.  He  attributes  the  scarcity 
to  impurity  of  the  water.  Ho  thinks  y<mng  flsf^  are  more  numerous  this  year 
than  he  ever  saw  them  before. 

Appanaug.—Fitieen  boats  and  twenty-five  men  employed  in  this  place 
fishing.  Method,  shore  seines,  hand  line,  gill  nets  and  eel  pots.  The  value  of 
catch  they  estimate  at  $1,600  for  several  past  years.  I  am  told  that  fishing  has 
fallen  of  more  than  one-half  what  it  was  ten  years  ago.  They  attribute  the 
cause  to  trapping  and  heart  nets  in  the  main  bay.  They  also  report  that  the 
water  is  impure  at  this  place  and  has  killed  out  the  clams  for  more  than  a  mile 
from  the  bridge.  Shad  and  herring  formerly  came  up  there,  none  in  later 
years.  Seven  sail-boats,  owned  in  this  place  and  Coweset,  take  parties  fishing  in 
the  summer. 

Wartoiek  Caw.  —Six  boats  and  nine  men.  Method,  hand  line,  shore  seine  and 
gill-nets;  value  of  catch  the  past  year  $600.  They  say  the  fishing  has  fallen  off 
two-thirds  as  compared  to  ten  years  ago,  and  attribute  it  to  heart  nets  and 
trapping. 

Wartoiek  Neck. — Two  boats,  eight  men.    Method,  shore  seines. 

MiU  Cove,  Wartoiek. — Four  boats,  seven  men.  Method,  hand  line,  shore 
seines  and  gill-nets;  value  of  catch,  $800.  They  report  an  abundance  of  tmaU 
fish  of  this  year's  growth.  They  report  the  same  scarcity  as  the  others  in  re- 
gard to  former  years,  and  lay  it  to  heart  nets  and  trapping. 

WieJtford. — Ten  men  in  this  place  eke  out  a  living  by  hand  line  fishing,  lobster 
pots  and  eel  pots.  H.  Farnum,  pharmacist  of  Wickford,  has  two  heart  nets, 
worked  by  J.  O.  Lewis  on  shares.  Mr.  Farnum  says  he  invested  $800  in  put- 
ting out  two  heart  nets  this  Spring,  and  let  them  out  to  J.  O.  Lewis  on  shares, 
he  receiving  one-third  of  gross  amount  of  catch.  Up  to  date,  (Sept.  10th)  he 
had  received  $160.  Reliable  information  gives  thirty  men  in  the  fishing  busi- 
ness in  this  place. 

Dutch  Island  Harbor. — There  are  eleven  men,  all  of  them  named  King,  who 
follow  fishing  for  a  business.  Two  of  them  are  hand-liners  and  lobster  catchers, 
two  hand-liners  and  pilots,  and  the  other  seven,  trappers.  It  is  impossible  to  get 
a  correct  and  truthful  report  from  any  of  them.  We  interviewed  five  of  them, 
and  could  get  no  correct  value  of  fish  taken  by  them  yearly. 
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SauTiders*  Town,  (opposite  Dutch  IsLand.) — ^Three  men  and  three  heart  nets. 
Lobster  pots  and  cod-flshing  in  winter. 

J9riff(<>^— Twelve  men  follow  hand  line  fishing.  Two  men  have  four  heart 
nets  in  the  vicinity,  one  at  Mount  Cove,  one  at  Hog  Island,  one  at  the  ferry,  one 
in  the  harbor.  They  report  their  catch  at  about  75,000  pounds  for  the  year  187S. 
The  hand  line  fishermen  report  slim  fishing  the  past  few  years  at  this  place. 

Newport, — I  have  found  that  there  are  about  one  hundred  men  who  follow 
fishing  for  a  living  here;  twenty-five  trappers  and  about  seventy-five hand-liDcn, 
also  twenty  boatmen  who  take  parties  fishing.  I  have  interviewed  veiy  many 
of  them,  and  they  all  tell  the  same  story,  if  they  have  no  interest  in  traps  or 
heart  nets,  and  all  say  that  these  have  injured  and  almost  ruined  the  fishing  in 
the  bay.  I  have  the  names  of  seventy  men  who  fish  with  hand  lines  most  of 
the  year.  James  Holt  and  William  Holt  say  they  have  been  fishermen  for  more 
than  twenty  years.  The  value  of  fish  taken  by  them  each  year  would  not  ex- 
ceed $200.  They  have  to  rely  on  lobster  catchijig  for  a  living.  They  think 
that  their  catch  is  more  than  an  average  of  hand  line  fishermen,  and  includes 
cod  fishing  in  the  fall  and  winter  months. 

Twenty-five  men  are  interested  in  heart  nets  and  traps;  (the  Captain  gives  a 
list  of  their  names  and  location  of  the  heart  nets. — CommMon^.)  all  of  whom 
were  very  reluctant  to  give  any  information  about  their  business  and  also  re- 
fused Mr.  Rumlein,  who  had  to  adopt  other  methods.  The  hand  line  fishermen 
were  always  ready  to  give  any  information  in  their  power,  and  all  agreed  Uiat 
the  heart  nets  were  profitable  to  those  engaged  in  the  business.  The  boatmen 
also  were  very  ready.  Their  interest  is  involved  in  the  matter,  as  they  rely  for 
their  support  in  part  in  taking  parties  fishing  in  the  summer  months. 

Mr.  Alger,  boat  builder  on  Long  Wharf  for  the  past  thirty  years,  gave  a  great 
deal  of  information  as  to  the  fisheries,  past  and  present  He  personally  knows 
almost  all  the  fishermen,  hand-liners  and  trappers.  He  is  related  to  two  (trap- 
pers) who  only  fish  four  months  in  the  year,  and  he  estimates  their  profits  at 
$800,  and  they  make  more  than  he  does  working  all  the  time.  His  estimate  of 
the  value  of  the  catch  of  the  hand  line  fishermen,  with  lobster  pots  and  cod- 
flshing  in  the  fall  and  winter  months  is  at  about  |250  to  $300,  in  the  past  five 
years.  He  says  there  are  more  than  twice  the  number  of  boats  and  men  en- 
gaged in  the  fisheries  than  there  were  fifteen  years  since,  with  a  falling  off  of  at 
fifty  per  cent,  of  the  catch,  but  prices  in  the  meantime  have  doubled,  in  fish 
and  lobsters. 

I  suppose  Mr.  Rumlein  will  get  at  the  value  of  the  catch  of  fish  in  our  bay  with 
some  accuracy,  but  it  will  require  time  and  patience  to  accomplish  it  Some  of 
the  trappers  refused  to  give  him  any  information  fearing  the  State  would  take 
advantage  of  it  to  their  detriment 
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Warren.'-There  are  ten  or  twelve  men  that  fish  for  shad  and  herring  in  the 
spring.  Method  of  capture,  traps  and  heart  nets.  They  estimate  the  value  of 
shad  caught  the  past  season  at  |2,100.  Ten  men  follow  hand  line  fishing  ex- 
clusively. 

Nayait  Point. — Ten  men  follow  fishing  here  with  hand  lines  in  spring  and  fall. 
One  shore  seine,  not  used  however  for  several  years. 

Pauiiuxet,—Tyro  shore-seiners  and  two  hand-liners  who  make  it  their  business; 
several  others  who  fish  occasionally. 

JV<w»<i«ic6.— There  are  no  men  in  Providence,  or  but  a  very  few.  who  depend 
upon  fishing  for  a  living  the  year  round.  Large  numbers  come  down  from  the 
city  in  the  spring  and  fall  and  fish  with  hand  lines  in  the  vicinity  of  Nayatt 
Point,  Warwick  Neck  and  the  Islands. 

This  shows  that  there  is  invested  in  this  State  by  parties  residing 
in  the  State,  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  thousand  three  hundred 
dollars  in  works,  steamers,  boats,  etc.,  giving  employment  to  three 
hundred  and  thirty-four  men  in  the  menhaden  fishery;  two  hundred 
and  forty-six  men  who  depend  upon  fishing  for  their  support  the  year 
through,  of  whom  forty-three  are  interested  in  heart  nets.  Exactly 
why  this  small  number  of  individuals  should  be  allowed,  year  after 
year,  to  deplete  and  almqst  ruin  the  fisheries  in  our  splendid  bay,  we 
fail  to  see,  and  in  our  capacity  as  commissioners  and  faithful  servants 
to  our  trust,  and  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  who  have 
honored  us  with  our  office,  we  most  respectfully  and  earnestly  beg 
that  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  will  enact  such  additions  to  our 
fishery  laws  as  we  have  suggested. 

We  find  there  are  a  number  of  individuals,  non-residents  of  this 
State,  who  carry  on  the  manufacture  of  fish  oil  and  guano,  and  heart 
seining,  to  say  nothing  of  lobster  catchers.  All  this  may  be  remedied 
by  the  enactment  of  Section  3  of  our  proposed  amendment  to  Chap- 
ter 751,  save  as  regards  to  lobster-fisheries;  Section  8  of  Chapter  134 
will  do  that  very  thoroughly  if  properly  enforced. 

We  most  earnestly  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Honorable 
Body  to  the  very  important  question  of  the  lobster  fishery  in  our 
watei*s.  Maine,  Massachusetts  and  New  York  have  seen  fit  to  protect 
themselves,  and  it  is  more  than  time  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  fol- 
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lowed  their  example.     The  following  letter  was  reoeiyed  from  Prof. 
Baird  the  past  summer: 

"  I  enclose  you  herewith  a  letter  just  received  from  Mr.  Wilcoi, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Boston  Fish  Bureau.  Will  it  not  be  verv  de- 
sirable  to  have  Rhode  Island  enact  a  law  in  regard  to  the  limitations 
of  the  size,  of  lobsters,  simply  doing  what  Maine,  Massachusetts  and 
New  York  have  done.  Their  standard  is  11^  inches.  You  might  sug- 
gest the  same  for  Rhode  Island." 

The  letter  referred  to  from  Mr.  Wilcox  says: 

''After  leaving  you  this  noon,  I  took  a  ramble  around  the  fish 
stands  [at  Newport]  and  was  reminded  I  was  out  of  Massachusetts  b; 
seeing  the  fishermen  bring  in  lobsters  not  any  over  six  or  eight  inches 
long,  and  they  called  them  large.  I  presume  Rhode  Island  has  no 
law  as  to  size,  but  I  am  sure  they  need  one,  for  such  small  specimens 
of  lobsters  I  have  never  seen  in  any  market." 

The  lobster  law  of  Massachusetts  is  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whoever  sells,  or  offers  for  sale,  or  has  in  his  possession  with  in- 
tent to  sell,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  lobsters  less  than  ten  and  one-half 
inches  in  length,  measuring  from  one  extreme  of  the  body  to  the  other,  exclusiTe 
of  claws  or  feelers,  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  lobster  five  dollars. 

Sec  2.  All  forfeitures  accruing  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  one-half  to  the 
person  making  the  complaint,  and  one-half  to  the  city  or  town  where  the  offence 
is  committed. 

Sec.  8.    This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  Arst  day  of  May,  1874. 

This  act  is  very  well  as  far  as  it  goes,  but  does  not  cover  the  whole 
ground  by  any  means.  The  capture  of  small  lobsters  has  gone  on  in 
Rhode  Island  since  the  first  lobster  pot  was  put  in  Rhode  Island 
waters,  the  larger  ones  sent  to  market,  and  the  smaller  used  for  bait 
for  black  fish.  Let  us  see  what  the  Rhode  Island  law  amounts  to, 
Sec.  8  of  Chapter  134:  '•  If  any  person  not  at  the  time  an  inhabitant 
of  this  State  shall  set,  or  keep,  or  cause  to  be  set  or  kept,  within  any  of 
the  waters,  or  upon  or  within  three  miles  of  any  shore  of  this  State  more 
than  two  pots  or  nets  for  the  catching  of  lobsters  at  any  one  time,  he 
shall  forfeit  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence."  Sec.  9:  "  If  any  per- 
son shall  lift  or  raise  any  pot  or  net  set  for  the  catching  of  lobsters, 
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without  the  permission  of  the  owner  thereof^  he  shall  forfeit  ten  dol- 
lars." 

It  would  appear  from  this  that  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Bhode 
Island  attempt  to  protect  lobster  fishermen^  but  do  nothing  toward 
protecting  the  unfortunate  lobsters,  which  are  vastly  more  in  need  of 
encouragemen  t 

Complaints  have  been  made  in  past  years  to  the  Commissioners  (be- 
fore any  supervision  of  the  bay  fisheries  was  given  to  them)  that  many 
parties  from  Massachusetts  were  setting  hundreds  of  lobster  pots  in 
Rhode  Island  waters.  All  we  could  do  was  to  show  them  the  law^  and 
advise  them  to  protect  themselves.  This,  so  far  as  we  know,  has 
never  been  attempted.  Now  our  lobster  fishery  is  a  very  valuable  one. 
Very  many  men  eke  out  a  living  with  tlieir  lobster  pots,  and  all  know 
the  luxury  of  an  abundance  of  fresh  and  cheap  lobsters  in  our  cities. 
For  a  number  of  years  past  the  catch  of  lobsters  has  been  steadily  de- 
creasing, not  as  to  numbers,  but  as  to  size.  ''AH  is  fish  that  comes  to 
the  net "  is  the  rule  with  lobster  catchers.  Those  that  are  of  a  size 
fit  to  send  to  market,  from  half  a  pound  upwards^  are  sent,  the  bal- 
ance, from  five  to  six  or  seven  inches  in  length,  are  sold  for  bait  for 
tautog  fishing,  save  a  few  that  go  to  those  most  delicate  palates  that 
delight  in  "chicken  lobsters." 

We  most  respectfully  advise  and  request  your  Honorable  Body  to  at 
once  pass  a  law  for  the  protection  of  lobsters,  as  follows: 

An  act  entiUed  an  act  for  the  protection  of  Lobsters  and  Lobster  Fisheries  in  the  State 

of  Rhode  Mind. 

Suction  1.  Whoever  sells,  or  offers  for  sale,  or  has  in  his  or  her  possession 
with  intent  to  sell,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  lobsters  less  than  twelve 
inches  in  length,  measuring  from  one  extreme  of  the  body  to  the  other,  exclusive 
of  claws  and  feelers,  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  lobster  five  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  All  forfeitures  accruing  under  this  act  shall  be  paid,  one-half  to  the 
person  making  the  complaint  and  one-half  to  the  city  or  town  where  the  offence 
is  committed. 

It  would  be  admirable  if  a  provision  could  be  made  forbidding  the 
sale  of  female  lobsters  loaded  with  spawn.  August  seems  to  be  the 
month  in  which  the  bulk  of  lobsters  are  so  loaded,  although  they 
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seem  to  be  taken  at  all  times  of  the  year  with  spawn.  It  is  a  well 
known  fact,  of  course,  that  the  female  passes  her  spawn  and  retains 
it  under  her  tail  for  a  period,  probably  until  it  is  hatched.  Every 
female  destroyed  at  this  time  represents  the  destruction  of  tens  of 
thousands  of  young.  Could  the  catchers  of  lobsters,  who  are  com- 
paratively a  very  small  factor  of  the  general  public,  be  made  to  see 
what  an  increase  it  would  give  to  their  annual  profits  if  these  spawn- 
era  were  returned  to  their  element,  and  time  given  them  to  hatch 
their  young,  and  these  young  not  taken  until  they  are  of  a  size  to 
make  them  of  some  value  in  the  markets,  we  feel  sure  they  wonld 
be  the  first  of  all  to  endorse  such  a  law  as  we  suggest. 

Lobsters  are  always  in  great  demand.  If  not  sold  fresh  they  are 
canned  and  sent  to  the  interior  of  the  continent  where  the  fresh  lob- 
ster is  never  seen.  So  far  as  the  limit  of  size  is  concerned  we  are  well 
assured  the  law  will  be  most  popular.  All  persons  we  have  inter- 
viewed on  the  subject,  catchers,  sellers  and  consumers,  are  unanimoaa 
that  such  a  law  is  needed,  and  we  feel  safe  in  saying  that  it  will  m^t 
with  entire  acceptance. 

The  State  of  Bhode  Island  is  at  present  the  market  for  under-sized 
lobsters  from  Massachusetts.  They  are  sent  here  in  barrels,  the 
catchers  on  the  Massachusetts  coast  and  dealers  in  Boston,  knowing 
that  it  would  be  unsafe  to  offer  them  for  sale  in  Massachusetts,  send 
them  to  us  and  we  get  the  full  benefit  of  such  poor  and  illegal  supply. 
The  difference  in  length  of  lobsters  makes  a  vast  difference  as  to  their 
weight,  as  follows:

In  boiling  they  shrink  about  twenty  per  cent.,  on  an  average,  and 
the  better  their  condition,  the  less  the  shrinkage.  Poor  condition 
means,  probably  shedding,  which  is  supposed  to  occur  once  a  year.

These  weights  are  from 
boiled  lobsters,  and  not  in 
••  especially  good  order,  but 
selected    for   their  weight 
from  a  large  number. 
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This  is  "not  proven/'  It  may  be  oftener,  and  very  likely  is,  at  least 
among  the  younger  growth.  How  fast  they  grow,  and  what  a  very 
young  lobster  is  like  is  at  present  not  known  to  ub;  a  system  of  experi- 
ments, as  far  as  we  know,  has  never  been  attempted  in  America.  It 
must  be  elaborate  and  expensive,  and  well  worthy  the  attention  of  the 
United  States  Government.  To  show  the  extent  and  valae  of  the 
lobster  fishery  in  Rhode  Island,  we  submit  the  following  from  the 
principal  dealers  in  Providence:  One  firm  in  this  city  handled,  last 
year,  about  143,750  pounds,  the  bulk  of  which  came  in  the  summer 
months  from  Rhode  Island  waters.  Another  firm  received  from  E.  C. 
Smith,  of  Newport,  the  past  year,  40,672  pounds,  and  Mr.  Smith 
handled  58,764  pounds  the  past  season,  all  from  Rhode  Island  waters. 
This  represents  a  value  of  over  920,000.  It  would  seem  that  this  sub- 
ject is  well  worthy  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  and 
we  ask  your  immediate  action  in  the  matter. 


IN^LAND  FISHERIES. 

We  have  to  report  the  stocking  of  the  Georgiaville  Reservoir  with 
black  bass  the  past  summer,  making  twenty-seven  public  waters  so 
stocked  during  the  past  ten  years.  Black  bass  are  now  a  Rhode 
Island  fish,  and  afford  much  satisfaction  to  those  of  our  citizens  whose 
pleasure  it  is  to  ''go  a  fishing."  The  greatest  recorded  weight  as  yet 
taken  in  our  waters  is  5^  pounds. 

We  received  in  November  from  Prof.  Baird  a  consignment  of  two 
hundred  carp.  These  we  distributed  to  the  best  of  our  ability  to 
twelve  parties  who  had  made  application  for  them.  The  require- 
ments of  carp  are  still  water  of  moderate  depth,  muddy  bottom  and 
plenty  of  water  plants,  and  an  absence  of  other  fish  that  destroy  the 
spawn  and  young.  The  carp  is  as  a  general  thing  a  vegetable  feeder,  but 
does  at  times  eat  its  own  eggs.  To  make  carp  culture  profitable  a  series 
of  ponds  should  be  maintained.  We  are  promised  a  larger  number 
in  the  spring,  and  shall  take  pleasure  in  distributing  to  all  applicants 
who  may  have  suitable  accommodations  for  them. 
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A  very  large  consignment  of  shad  is  promised  us  from  the  govern- 
meut  hatching  the  coming  summer^  which  will  be  very  valaable  and 
suitably  disposed  of.  We  would  respectfully  request  that  an  appro- 
priation of  91,000  be  made  to  allow  us  to  meet  any  expenses  de- 
manded. No  appropriation  has  been  made  for  the  past  few  years,  and 
our  funds  are  reduced  to  a  very  low  ebb.  We  append  our  finandal 
statement  for  the  past  year,  showing  our  expenditures  for  the  Inland 
Fisheries,  and  for  the  supervision  of  the  coast  and  bay  department

THE  H0MARU8  AMERICANU8. 

A  few  nota  on  the  Bute,  HaHriU,  Spawning,  etc.,  of  the  American  Lobiter^  {Hamartu 

Amerieantu,)  prepared  for  Newton  Dexter,  Esq.,  FWi  Oommiseioner

States  National  Museum. 


We  have  at  present  very  little  reliable  data  concerning  the  spawning  and  other 
habits  of  the  American  lobster.  Only  two  or  three  reports  on  the  subject  have 
as  yet  been  published,  and  none  of  these  cover  the  ground  referred  to  in  your 
letter  of  inquiry.    They  are,  however,  quoted  at  the  end  of  this  paper. 

As  a  special  agent  of  the  United  States  Census,  detailed  to  work  up  the  edible 
marioe  invertebrates  of  our  coast,  I  sent  out  some  time  ago  a  quantity  of  cir- 
culars to  the  principal  lobster  dealers  and  catchers,  requesting  information  on 
many  matters  of  interest.  Some  of  the  replies  are  undoubtedly  trustworthy, 
and  from  these  I  have  hastily  put  together  the  following  notes  in  reply  to  the 
subjects  you  suggest.  They  do  not  cover  all  the  ground,  but  may  possibly  assist 
you  in  the  good  work  of  aiding  to  protect  our  lobster,  which  is  fast  becoming 
exhausted  along  a  large  part  of  our  coast. 

My  census  report,  which  must  be  ready  by  June,  will  be  as  complete  as  pos- 
sible, and  by  that  time  I  hope  to  have  more  data  that  will  be  of  service  to  you, 
and  if  so,  I  will  gladly  furnish  it. 
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SIZE. 

The  average  size  of  lobsters  brought  to  three  of  the  principal  maikets,  as  gi^ea 
by  reliable  dealers,  is  as  follows,  the  length  being  exclusive  of  the  big  claws: 

Length.  Wdghk 

Boston 11  to  Hi  inches.  H  to  1}  pounds. 

NewHaven lOi      ** 

New  York 1(H  to  15        **  2i  pounds. 

Mr.  Fuller,  of  New  Haven,  says  that  the  average  size  brought  there  now  is 
about  ten  and  one-half  inches  against  thirteen  inches  twenty  years  ago. 

The  information  received  from  catchers  on  the  same  subject  varies,  and  cannol 
be  as  reliable  as  the  above.  Along  the  southern  New  England  coast,  howeTcr. 
most  catchers  agree  in  giving  the  average  size  of  those  caught  and  disposed  of 
as  from  about  ten  and  one-half  to  twelve  inches.  But  one  or  two  said  as  low 
as  eight  inches.  On  the  coast  of  Maine,  the  average  is  rather  higher,  but  mA 
much. 

As  to  whether  the  lobster  had  decreased  in  size  or  not,  the  universal  answer 
was  "yes*';  but  very  few  gave  any  figures.  Some  said  the  decrease  in  avenge 
size  was  slight;  others,  one-half.  The  decrease  is  probably  greater  than  most 
lobster-men  are  aware  of,  and  in  this  connection  I  will  quote  Mr.  S.  M.  Jobn- 
son,  of  Boston:  '*They  decreased  rapidly  until  the  law  was  enacted  regulating 
the  size  of  those  brought  to  market,  the  enforcement  of  which  arrested  the 
apparent  decrease. 

"  I  would  say  here  that  the  effect  of  a  law  regulating  the  size  of  those  sared 
for  food  is,  after  a  time,  to  bring  a  very  large  majority  of  those  offered  for  sak 
to  about  the  legal  limit,  and  an  improvement  can  only  be  looked  for  by  incretB- 
ing  the  limit  from  time  to  time.** 

As  to  the  annual  rate  of  growth  the  replies  of  the  lobster-men  are  without 
value,  as  they  have  no  means  of  correct  observation  in  a  matter  of  this  kind; 
their  answers  differed  very  widely.  Neither  can  I  find  any  published  data  oa 
the  subject,  though  some  such  may  exist  which  I  have  overlooked.  I  am, 
therefore,  unable  to  give  the  length  of  time  required  by  a  lobster  to  attain  the 
adult  size.  I  will,  however,  again  quote  Mr.  Johnson,  and  can  say  that  wbst 
are,  perhaps,  the  most  trustworthy  observers  agree  more  or  less  closely  with  binit 
as  regards  rate  of  growth  between  periods  of  shedding: 

'•  The  rate  of  growth,  if  estimated  by  weight,  is  probably  about  double  at  each 
shedding.  If  taken  by  measurement,  my  own  observation  has  been  directed  to 
one  size  with  this  result:  A  lobster  measuring  just  ten  and  one-half  inches  after 
having  shed  metisured  eleven  and  one-half  and  as  high  as  twelve  inches  ia  some 
cases.  The  above  fact  I  consider  of  great  importance  in  seeking  for  the  best 
way  to  protect  the  lobster  fishery." 

SHEDDING. 

Now  the  question  naturally  arises,  how  often  does  the  lobster  shed?  One 
correspondent  says: 

'*  They  shed,  I  think,  during  the  greater  part  or  the  year,  but  principally  from 
July  to  October.    The  process  is  more  influenced  by  amount  of  food,  (good  pas- ' 
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tures,  so  to  speak),  than  by  the  season  or  temperature.  They  must  shod  in  order 
to  grow,  and  if  they  get  plenty  to  eat  they  will  grow.  In  the  early  stages  of 
their  growth,  the  process  of  shedding  goes  on  quite  rapidly  and  becomes  less 
frequent  year  by  year  as  they  attain  age,  and  having  become  fully  grown  the 
process  stops  altogether." 

They  probably  shed,  when  partially  grown,  only  once  a  year,  or,  at  any  rate, 
not  more  than  twice  a  year;  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  young  have  to 
undergo  many  changes  in  order  to  attain  the  length  of  even  a  few  inches.  The 
very  young,  however,  shed  very  rapidly,  going  through  many  changes  in  the 
course  of  the  first  season  or  summer.  A  lobster  eight  inches  long  will,  after 
shedding,  measure  about  ten  inches,  but  from  the  very  young  to  eight  inches  my 
data  is  deficient. 

I  have  written  to  Prof.  S.  I.  Smith,  of  Yale  College,  on  the  subject  of  growth, 
but  he  was  unable  to  give  me  any  satisfactory  answers.  Prof.  Smith  is  probably 
the  best  scientific  authority  on  the  subject  in  this  country. 

Just  before  shedding,  the  lobster  is  said  to  be  full  and  heavy,  but  immediately 
after  shedding  it  becomes  thin  and  watery  and  unfit  for  food.  Nevertheless  soft- 
sheU  lobsters  are  said  to  be  used  in  the  lobster  canneries  of  Maine. 

aPAWNING. 

The  question  was  put  to  the  correspondents,  Do  lobsters  spawn  all  through  the 
year?  One- third  answered,  *'No;"  the  remainder,  '*Yes.^'  Lobsters  with  spawn 
can,  most  likely,  be  found  at  all  seasons,  but  during  certain  parts  of  the  year, 
probably  only  in  small  numbers.  The  summer  seems  to  be  the  principal  spawn- 
ing season,  and  most  of  the  statements  I  have  indicate  that  the  eggs  begin  to 
appear  about  March,  and  hatch  from  June  to  September.  Still  this  statement 
must  be  tempered  with  the  above,  that  some  spawning  lobsters  are  to  be  found 
all  the  year  through. 

We  have  no  data  as  to  the  exact  length  of  time  any  single  lobster  carries  her 
spawn.  ( 

As  to  the  size  of  the  smallest  lobsters  seen  with  spawn,  the  correspondents  dif- 
fered in  their  answers,  from  eight  inches  to  twelve  inches.  There  seems  to  be  no 
definite  data  as  to  the  size  and  age  of  lobsters  at  maturity.  It  may  vary  at 
different  points  along  the  coast  (with  temperature),  but,  if  so,  we  have  no  knowl- 
edge of  it.  I  will  quote  the  answer  we  have  had  from  Mr.  S.  M.  Johnson  on  this 
point.  We  consider  him  one  of  the  very  best  authorities  we  have  regarding  the 
lobster: 

"Have  never  seen  caught  east  of  Cape  Cod  more  than  two  or  three  specimens 
that  were  under  ten  and  one-half  inches  long  (with  spawn),  and  these,  I  think, 
were  fully  mature,  but  dwarfs.  I  think  but  a  small  proportion  spawn  under  eleven 
inches  in  length,  and  I  have  always  been  of  the  opinion  that  this  is  the  proper 
limit  below  which  none  should  be  saved  for  food,  in  order  to  fully  protect  the 
species." 

The  spawning  lobster  is  probably  more  inactive,  or  torpid,  than  those  without 
spawn.

HARBOR  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


To  the  Honoi'ahU  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
etc.: 

The  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  respectfally  submit  their  fifth 
annual  report: 

APPOINTMENT  TO  THE    BOARD. 

At  the  May  Session  of  this  General  Assembly,  His  Excellency,  the 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  re-appointed 
Jedediah  Williams,  whose'  term  of  service  as  Harbor  Commissioner 
expired  in  June,  for  a  further  term  of  three  years. 

WORK   WITH    U.    S.    GOVERNMENT  APPROPRIATION. 

The  scheme  of  improvement  for  Providence  Eiver  and  Narragansett 
Bay,  projected  by  the  Harbor  Commissioners  in  1877,  and  being  exe- 
cuted by  the  United  States  Government,  under  direction  of  the  Engi- 
neer Department,  has  made  very  satisfactory  progress  during  the  past 
year. 

The  sum  of  $110,000,  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  the  re- 
moval of  Bulkhead  Rock,  which  had  been  made  by  Congress  for  the 
continuation  of  this  work,  was  increased  by  an  appropriation  of  $60,- 
000  by  an  act  of  Congress  approved  June  14, 1880.  The  estimated  cost 
of  the  special  work  proposed  by  the  Commissioners  was  $500,000,  of 
which  the  sums  now  appropriated  amount  to  $170,000. 

The  work  already  executed  under  these  appropriations  has  secured  a 
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ship  channel  across  the  long  bar  of  Providence  harbor  at  least  twenty 
feet  deep  at  low  water  and  300  to  400  feet  wide.  The  length  of  cut 
across  this  bar  is  about  7,600  feet,  or  nearly  one  and  oue-half  miles. 
The  least  depth  of  water  on  the  bar  before  the  improvement  was  about 
fourteen  feet,  but  even  this  depth  was  not  found  over  a  space  of  suffi- 
cient width  and  length  to  be  available  for  the  safe  passage  of  vessels. 

The  work  has  also  secured  a  channel  across  the  Pawtuxet  bar  about 
4,000  feet  long,  twenty-three  feet  deep  at  low  water,  and  200  feet  or 
more  in  width.     The  least  depth  here  was  about  eighteen  feet. 

The  work  yet  to  be  done  will  consist  mainly  in  widening  these  chan- 
nels and  in  deepening  that  across  the  Providence  Harbor  bar.  What 
has  now  been  accomplished  will  enable  ocean  sliips  to  come  to  Fox 
Point  wharf.  The  coal  carrying  traflBc  feels  an  impulse  from  the  im- 
proved channel  accommodations,  and  cargoes  of  2,500  tons  of  coal  now 
come  to  the  port,  where  the  maximum  cargoes  brought  previous  to  the 
dredging  are  said  to  have  been  about  1,000  tons. 

The  dangerous  Bulkhead  Rock  which  lifted  itself  into  the  channel 
between  Pomham  and  Fuller's  lights  has  been  blasted  away  during  the 
past  season,  and  the  buoy  which  marked  its  place  removed.  A  special 
appropriation  of  *5,000  made  by  Congress  for  this  was  insnflBcient 
and  the  additional  sum  required  was  made  up  out  of  the  appropriations 
for  the  main  channel. 

The  interesting  report  of  Gen.  G.  K.  Warren,  Lieutenat-Colonel  of 
Engineers,  in  charge  of  the  improvement  of  harbors  and  rivers  on  this 
coast,  to  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  A.,  is  largely  quoted  in  appen- 
dix A  to  this  report,  from  advance  sheets  kindly  sent  to  us,  and  we 
ask  especial  attention  to  the  valuable  information  there  given.  We  are 
further  indebted  to  Gen.  Warren  for  a  resume  of  operations  for  the 
improvement  of  Providence  River  after  the  date  of  his  report,  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year,  which  will  also  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

It  becomes  more  and  more  evident  to  us,  that  true  economy  in  ex- 
penditure for  dredging  requires  the  adoption,  in  part  at  least,  of  the 
practice  common  in  European  ports,  for  the  local  authorities  to  own 
dredging  and  towing  apparatus,  and  to  furnish  it,  at  moderate  rates, 
to  those  who  do  the  work. 
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DUMPING   GROUND. 

The  dumping  ground  for  material  dredged  under  theiUnited  States 
Government  is  in  deep  water  near  Half  Way  Rock,  east  of  Gonanicut 
Island.  Assent  was  given  to  dumping  a  small  amount  of  dredged 
material  on  the  east  side  of  Providence  Harbor,  under  certain  restric- 
tions, including  the  requirement  that  no  dumping  should][be~within 
seven  hundred  feet  of  the  harbor  line.  Assent  was  also  given  to 
dumping  on  the  west  side  of  Providence  Harbor  under  8imilar>estric- 
tions,  except  that  the  limit  of  distance  from  the  harbor  line  for  dump- 
ing was  reduced  to  six  hundred  feet.  It  is  not  thought  to  be  advisable 
to  allow  any  more  dumping  in  either  of  these  localities  until  suitable 
ret-aining  walls  are  built. 

General  Warren  called  the  attention  of  the  Board,  in  December,  to 
dumping  which  had  been  done  on  the  east  side  of  the  harbor  in  an 
objectionable  position.  This  dumping  was  wholly  unauthorized  and 
was  done  by  parties  dredging  near  the  Wilkesbarre  Pier.  Action  will 
probably  be  taken  to  cause  the  removal  of  as  much  material  as  was 
dumped  without  authority.  Assent  was  given  to  dumping  dredged 
material  at  two  points  in  Seekonk  River,  under  certain  restrictions. 
One  point  was  on  the  west  side  between  Red  Bridge  and  Washington 
Bridge,  not  nearer  the  channel  than  450  feet  west  of  the  harbor  line. 
The  other  point  was  on  the  east  side,  above  Walker's  Point,  not  more 
than  400  feet  from  shore  at  the  middle  of  the  dumping  ground.  Per- 
mits for  dumping  at  these  points  are  not  considered  to  be  now  in  force. 

SURVEYS  AND   PLANS. 

Surveys  have  been  made  during  the  year  for  the  establishment  of 
certain  harbor  lines,  and  copies  have  been  taken  of  several  valuable 
plans  made  by  the  Coast  Survey  Department  for  the  city  of  Providence. 
The  City  Engineer  has  made  copies  of  plans  owned  by  the  State  and 
in  charge  of  the  Harbor  Commissioners,  so  that  the  convenience  of 
both  offices  in  the  use  of  the  plans  is  increased  and  the  chauce  of  their 
destruction  by  accident  is  lessened. 
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HARBOR   LIKES. 

The  harbor  lines  proposed  to  be  established  in  Barrington  River  have 
not  been  determined  npon  because  of  a  request  for  delay  by  the  parties 
specially  interested^  and  who  bore  the  cost  of  the  surveys.  A  harbor 
line  from  above  Sassafras  Point  to  below  Field's  Point  was  established 
by  chapter  819  of  the  Public  Laws,  passed  April  16, 1880.  Notice  has 
been  given  of  the  proposed  establishment  of  harbor  lines  from  near 
Field's  Puint  to  Rock  Island  and  including  the  month  of  Pawtoxet 
River.  Informal  hearings  have  been  held  upon  this  matter  and  the 
lines  will  probably  be  submitted  to  the  Oovernor  and  Senate  during 
this  session. 

BRIDGES  IN  SEEKOKK   RIVER. 

Attention  has  been  repeatedly  called  to  the  serious  nature  of  the 
obstructions  to  navigation  in  the  Seekonk  River,  and  this  Boai-d, 
in  its  last  report,  urged  the  appointment  of  a  special  commission  to 
consider  and  report  to  the  General  Assembly  upon  the  matter.  Socfa 
a  commission  was  appointed  and  is  required  to  report  at  this  session. 
This  Board  is  convinced  that  prompt  relief  from  the  obstructions 
which  have  been  deliberately  placed  near  mouth  of  this  river,  is  im- 
peratively needed. 

LICENSES,    ETC. 

Licenses  have  been  issued  for  the  construction  of  wharves  as  follows: 

1.  April  14,  to  William  A.  Gush  man,  to  construct  a  wharf  on  the 
west  side  of  Seekonk  River  below  Red  Bridge. 

2.  April  28,  to  Hopkins,  Pomroy  &  Co.,  to  repair  their  wharves  on 
the  west  side  of  Providence  River,  above  Point  Street  Bridge. 

3.  May  24,  to  representatives  of  the  estate  of  E.  Simmons  to  repair 
Simmons'  Wharf,  on  Providence  River. 

4.  July  13,  to  the  Providence  Waterworks  for  extension  along  the 
Dorrance  Street  Wharf  in  Providence. 

5.  November  10,  to  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Corpora- 
tion for  rebuilding  a  portion  of  their  wharf  at  India  Point  in  Provi- 
dence. 
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Assent,  to  various  constractions,  has  beeu  given  as  follows: 

1.  March  3,  to  V.  V.  Ghace,  at  Sabin's  Point. 

2:  June  2,  to  J.  E.  Buckingham,  at  Drowuville. 

3.  June  2,  to  M.  B.  Sutton,  at  Kettle  Point. 

4.  June  23,  to  R.  B.  Higgins  &  Co.,  at  Drown ville. 

5.  June  23,  to  V.  V.  Chace,  at  Pawtuxet  Neck. 

6.  July  13,  to  W.  H.  Allin,  at  Bullock's  Cove. 

7.  September  15,  to  E.  C.  Potter,  at  Nayatt  Point. 

8-     December  1,  Jto  Warren  Manufacturing  Company,  at  Warren. 
9.     December  1,  to  0.  Chace,  in  Eickamuit  River. 

Action  has  been  taken  to  prevent  unauthorized  construction  in 
other  places. 

Attention  has  been  called  to  various  encroachments  upon  and  obstruc- 
tions in  the  public  tide  waters,  and  action  taken  to  prevent  injurious 
results.  Experience  has  shown  that  constant  care  and  attention  are 
required,  on  the  part  of  the  commissioners,  to  prevent  serious  injury 
in  the  harbora  and  channels  by  act  or  neglect  of  persons  who  might 
gain  some  advantage  or  be  saved  some  trouble  by  such  pubh'c  injury. 

DBAW-BBIDGBS. 

Complaint  has  more  than  once  been  made  to  this  Board  that  the 
interests  of  navigation  have  been  unnecessarily  interfered  with  by  the 
keeper  of  a  draw-bridge.  We  respectfully  suggest  that  inquiry  be  made 
by  a  suitable  committee  of  the  Geneml  Assembly  as  to  whether  further 
legislation  is  needed  to  regulate  the  times  for  opening  draw-bridges, 
and  as  to  the  blocking  of  the  approaches  to  draws. 

SPEED   OF  STEAM   VESSELS. 

A  communication  from  General  Warren  was  received  by  the  Board 
in  May,  stating  that  the  works  of  improvement  being  prosecuted 
by  the  general  government,  under  his  direction,  were  constantly  de- 
layed and  damaged  by  the  various  steamboats  and  steamships  run- 
ning by  the  work  at  high  rates  of  speed,  and  suggesting  the  desir- 
ability of  having  the  speed  of  all  steam  vessels  regulated,  when  pass- 
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ing  any  machinery  or  appliances  belonging  to  the  improyement,  by 
law.  General  Warren  asked  us  to  bring  this  matter,  in  proper  form, 
before  the  executive  and  legislature  of  Rhode  Island.  The  board  imme- 
diately communicated  with  the  managers  of  the  various  steam  vessels 
plying  in  the  river  and  bay,  and  so  far  as  we  know  each  and  all  of 
them  gave  prompt  orders  for  the  slowing  of  their  vessels  when  passing 
any  appliances  of  the  government  work.  We  have  had  no  further 
complaint  of  injury. 

In  compliance  with  General  Warren's  request  we  presented  the  mat- 
ter at  the  May  Session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  its  consideration 
was  undertaken  by  the  House  Committee  on  the  Judiciary.  No  action 
was  had  at  the  May  Session. 

WORK  OF  THE   UNITED  STATES  EKGIKEER. 

By  the  courtesy  of  General  G.  E.  Warren,  the  Board  has  received 
advance  sheets  of  his  report  to  the  Chief  of  Engineers  upon  the  works 
under  his  charge  in  Rhode  Island,  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1880, 
and  a  communication  giving  the  progress  of  the  Providence  River  im- 
provement since  June.  As  General  Warren's  report,  so  far  as  it  re- 
lates to  work  in  Rhode  Island  waters,  is  given  in  full  in  the  Appendix, 
we  refrain  from  making  a  summary  here,  in  the  hope  that  the  whole 
paper  will  be  carefully  read. 

UNITED   STATES  ADVISORY   COUNCIL. 

Our  work  during  the  past  year  has  not  seemed  to  require  us  to  call 
upon  the  services  of  the  Advisory  Council  appointed  by  the  President. 
The  Board  is  composed  of  Rear- Admiral  Daniel  Ammen,  U.  S.  X.; 
Brevet  Major-General  G.  K.  Warren,  U".  S.  A.,  and  Prof.  Henry 
Mitchell,  U.  S.  C.  and  G.  S.

Improvement  of  Pawiu6ket  {Seekonk)  Biver^  Rhode  Island. 

DESCRIPTION   OP   LOCALITY. 

This  is  an  estuary  forming  the  continuation  of  Providence  River  from  Provi- 
dence to  Pawtucket,  a  distance  of  5  miles,  and  forms  a  shoal  tidal  basin  of  about 
1^  8(|uare  miles.  The  navigation  is  seriously  obstructed  by  a  badly  arranged 
drawbridge  near  its  lower  end  at  East  Providence.  The  ruling  low-water 
channel  depth  before  it  was  improved  was  5  feet.  The  mean  rise  of  the  tide  is 
about  5  feet  at  Pawtucket.  It  was  dredged  till  the  ruling  depth  at  mean  low 
water  was  7  feet,  and  least  channel  width  of  75  feet. 

HISTORY. 

Dredging  was  begun  (by  an  appropriation  from  the  general  government)  in 
1868.  $17,000  being  allotted;  in  1870,  $8,000  was  appropriated;  in  1871,  $7,000; 
in  1872,  $10,000;  in  1873,  $10,000;  in  all,  $52,000.  For  details  see  Annual  Re- 
port, 1874,  pp.  227  to  237,  Part  II. 

WORK  DURING   LAST  FISCAL  YBAR. 

Tidal  observations  were  made  at  Red  Bridge,  Butler,  Hospital,  and  Dunnell's 
Wharf  in  connection  with  those  made  at  Providence.  These  places  were  care- 
fully leveled  between,  and  the  high  and  low-water  determinations  are  given  with 
confidence  of  being  very  good.  The  State  government  of  Rhode  Island  ap. 
pointed  a  commission  to  examine  and  report  on  the  obstructions  at  the  bridges. 
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It  is  hoped  that  the  work  of  this  commission  will  result  in  giving  to  the  DUTign- 
tion  interests  a  wide  passage  way  through  this  part  of  the  river. 

Accompanying,  this  report  is  that  of  Mr.  H.  A.  Bentley,  assistant  engineer, 
with  a  diagram  and  tide  tables,  giving  in  detail  the  results  of  the  tidal  invesUgi- 
tions  made,  to  which  I  invite  attention. 

WORK  DUiUNO  THE  ENBUIHO  FISCAL  TEAR. 

No  work  is  contemplated  during  the  year,  except  what  examinations  may  be 
necessitated  into  accidental  obstructions,  for  whose  removal  the  small  sum  of 
money  left  from  the  last  appropriation  is  kept.     No  appropriation  is  asked  for. 

IHPOKTAKCB  OF  THB  IMFROVBMENT. 

Pawtucket  is  a  town  of  about  80,000  inhabitants,  largely  engaged  in  manufac- 
tures. In  1878  Ihere  were  350  schooners  and  14  barges  towed  up  the  improrcd 
channel,  having  a  freight  of  about  100,000  tons. 

It  is  in  the  Providence  collection  district,  that  place  being  the  nearest  port  of 
entry.    The  revenue  collected  there  in  the  past  fiscal  year  in  $405,652.73.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  tides  of  the 
Pawtucket  or  Scekonk  River,  Rhode  Island.  This  report  should  be  taken  in 
connection  with,  and  as  supplementary  to  my  report  to  you  of  April  4,  1874. 
See  Annual  Report  Chief  Engineers  for  1874,  Part  II,  pages  229-237, 

The  tidal  observations  made  then  were  as  complete  as  the  limited  amount  of 
money  applicable  to  the  purpose  would  permit  of.  They  were  particularly 
directed  to  ascertaining  whether  the  bridges  across  the  river  were  an  obstruction 
to  the  tidal  propagation  or  not.  The  method  employed  was  that  of  simulta- 
neous observations  at  di£Fereot  points  along  the  river,  the  available  money  not  be- 
ing sufficient  to  permit  of  leveling  between  the  gauges.  The  mean  low  water 
used  was  taken  from  observations  made  for  a  lunar  month  (April-May,  1878)  at 
Butler  Hospital  Wharf,  and  this  was  transferred  to  other  parts  of  the  river  by 
simultaneously  observing  a  gauge  at  low-water,  and  assuming  that  it  bore  the 
same  relation  to  mean  low  water  that  it  did  at  Butler  Hospital  wharf. 
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In  1878  the  harbor  commissionors  of  Rhode  Island  had  some  levels  run  along 
the  river,  using  as  a  datum  the  reference  to  mean  low  water  on  the  west  abutment 
of  India  Point  Railroad  Bridge,  which  was  established  there  in  1874  by  the  United 
States  Coast  Survey,  while  making  a  survey  of  Providence  Harbor.  These 
levels  showed  a  difference  (»f  elevation  of  mean  low  water  between  India  Point 
Bridge  and  Butler  Hospital  Wharf  of  1.85  feet. 

This  difference  was  too  great  for  truth,  and  examinations  were  instituted  to 
dis<;over  the  error. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  the  results  obtained  in  this  connection,  to- 
gether with  some  observations  on  the  question  of  the  improvement  of  the  river 
Incident  to  it: 

GAUGES  BSTABLISHBD  AND  LEVELED  BETWEEN  IN   1879. 

At  OUy  Wkarfj  Providence. — This  gauge  (the  same  as  described  in  report  of 
this  date  on  Providence  River  tides)  is  located  near  Point  Street  Bridge,  but  for 
all  purposes  of  comparison  it  will  be  considered  as  being  located^lOO  feet  below 
India  Point  Railroad  Bridge,  observations  having  shown  that  there  is  no  differ- 
ence in  either  time  or  height  between  these  two  places.  It  is  at  India  Point 
Bridge  that  the  complications  in  the  tides  of  the  Pawtucket  River  arise.  The 
gauge  was  placed  at  City  Wharf  for  use  in  the  Providence  River  observations, 
and  was  observed  for  the  two  purposes  at  the  same  time.  Mean  rise  and  fall  of 
tide,  4.7  feet.  Mean  low  water  is  referred  to  a  bench-mark  on  top  of  west  abut- 
ment of  India  Point  Railroad  Bridge.  The  highest  point  of  the  letter  S,  of  the 
letters  G.  S.  cut  in  the  abutment,  is  11.900  feet  above  mean  low  water. 

At  Bed  Bridge. — The  gauge  here  is  located  about  fifty  feet  above  the  bridge. 
It  was  observed  for  a  lunar  month.  Mean  rise  and  fall,  4.57  feet.  Bench-mark 
northeast  corner  of  bridge  seat  of  west  abutment  of  bridge  is  17.182  feet  above 
mean  low  water.  The  mean  low-water  at  City  Wharf,  Providence  as  referred 
here  by  levels,  is  the  same  as  that  taken  from  the  month's  observations  just  re- 
ferred to. 

At  Butler  Hospital  Wharf. — This  gauge  is  on  the  wharf  at  the  same  place  it  was 
when  taken  in  1878.  Observations  were  made  for  a  lunar  month;  they  gave  a 
mean  rise  and  fall  of  4.84  feet,  or  0.38  foot  more  than  was  recorded  in  1873. 
The  mean  low  water  reference  differed  only  0.03  of  a  foot.  The  difference  of 
elevation  discovered  by  the  harbor  commissioners  in  their  surveys  in  1878  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  wrong  point  was  mistaken  for  the  bench-mark. 
The  bench-maf^  is  the  bottom  step  of  the  upper  river  face  of  the  wing  wall  of 
bridge  over  road- way  leading  from  the  wharf  to  the  hospital  buildings;  its  eleva- 
tion is  55.825 feet  above  mean  low  water  of  the  observations  of  November.  1879, 
and  55.794  feet  above  that  determined  in  1873.  Mean  low- water  at  City  Wharf, 
Providence,  is  0.07  foot  below  that  established  here  in  1879. 

At  DunneG.*8  Wharf, — This  gauge  is  located  on  the  wharf  about  1  mile  below 
the  dam,  which  is  just  above  the  sudden  rise  of  the  bed  of  the  river,  which 
makes  it  the  limiting  point  of  the  tidal  influence,  and  where  the  river  changes 
its  name  to  the  Blackstone.  The  observations  were  made  here  so  that  the 
volume  of  fresh  water  coming  in  from  the  Blackstone  would  not  affect  them  so 
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much  as  it  would  had  they  been  taken  nearer  the  bead  of  the  river.  The  mean 
rise  and  fall  of  tide  here  is  4.82  feet.  Mean  low  water  is  referred  to  a  bench- 
mark which  is  a  crow-foot  mark  on  top  of  most  southerly  pile  in  DunnelFs 
Wharf;  it  is  6.848  feet  above  mean  low  water;  also  to  a  bench-mark  which  is  a 
vertical  and  horizontal  crow-foot  mark  on  thin  flat  stone  of  wall  of  wharf, 
second  stone  from  top  and  11^  feet  from  southwest  corner  of  Dunnell's  Wharf 
It  is  6.821  feet  above  mean  low  water.  Mean  low  water  at  Providence  is  0.23 
foot  below  that  established  here  in  November,  1879. 

The  following  is  a  table  of  observations  made  at  high  and  low  water  at  each 
of  the  above-mentioned  places;  the  datum  line  is  the  line  of  mean  low  water, 
Providence. 
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A  study  of  this  table  shows  the  low  tide  to  be  generally  the  same  as  regards 
height  at  City  Wharf,  Providence,  and  Red  Bridge,  while  at  Butler  Hospitil 
Dock  it  is  a  little  above,  and  at  Dunnell's  Wharf  more  above. 

The  high  tides  at  Red  Bridge  are  below  those  of  City  Wharf,  Providence:  at 
Butler  Wharf  they  are  above  City  Wharf,  and  still  farther  above  at  Dunnell's 
Wharf.

DEDUCTIONS  MADE  FROM  THESE  OBSBRVATIONS. 


The  foregoing  tables  show  the  tide  falling  at  Providence  %1-^  minutes  (mean  of 
7  days)  before  it  is  affected  at  DunnelVs  Wharf. 
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They  also  show  the  low-water  to  have  commenced  to  rise  62.2  minutes  earlier  at 
Providence  than  at  DunnelFs  Wharf.  The  Coast  Survey  table  of  constants  gives 
as  the  difference  of  time  that  the  tidal-wave  reaches  Newport  and  Providence  as 
29  minutes,  a  distance  of  about  29  miles.  If  we  suppose  this  rate  to  be  the  natural 
one,  then  the  difference  between  Providence  and  DunnelPs  Wharf  would  be  but 
5  minutes,  or  23  minutes  less  than  is  actually  the  case  on  the  falling  tide,  and  47 
minutes  less  than  the  rising  tide,  but  this  is  supposing  the  Seekonk  River  to  be  an 
unobstructed  estuary  of  Narragansett  Bay  and  the  ocean.  Very  far  from  being 
unobstructed,  this  river  at  its  mouth  is  naturally  narrow  and  is  artificially  obstructed 
to  a  large  extent  by  the  foundations  of  the  bridges.  In  order  to  ascertain,  as  nearly 
as  it  is  practicable  to  do  so,  how  much  of  the  retardation  of  the  tide  is  due  to 
natural  and  how  much  to  artificial  causes,  I  have  taken  the  time  that  elapsed  at 
high- water,  between  the  time  it  commenced  to  fall  at  Dunnell's  Wharf  and  India 
Point,  as  indicating  approximately  the  rate  of  propagation  uninfluenced  by  the 
artificial  obstructions.  At  high- water  the  volume  of  water  in  this  basin  is  increased 
aliout  400  per  cent.,  while  the  obstructions  at  the  bridges  are  no  greater  than  at 
low-water;  their  influence,  therefore,  should  be  but  one-fourth  as  much  at  high- 
water,  and  consequently  the  retardation  of  the  first  of  the  falling  tide  should  be 
proportionately  less,  which  the  observations  show  to  be  the  case. 

The  duration  of  the  rise  at  Providence  (mean)  is  given  by  the  Coast  Survey  as  7 
hours  10  minutes,  and  of  the  fall  6  hours  and  15  minutes,  or  1  hour  65  minutes 
less  for  the  fall  than  the  rise.  If  the  full  ebb-tide  has  an  acceleration  over  the 
flood  of  1  hour  and  15  minutes,  the  difference  in  time  which  is  required  for  the 
tide  to  go  from  Providence  to  Pawtucket  in  the  same  proportion  would  be  10.1 
minutes,  so  that  if  the  observations  show  the  falling  tide  to  be  27.8  minutes  in 
getting  between  the  two  places,  27.8  plus  10.1  should  give  the  time  of  the  rising 
tide  in  making  the  same  distance.  The  observed  time  of  passage  of  flood-tide  is, 
however,  52.2  minutes,  or  14.8  minutes  in  excess  (88  per  cent.),  which  may  be 
taken  as  an  approximate  measure  of  the  effect  of  the  obstructions  at  the  bridges 
on  the  rate  of  tidal  propagation. 

The  following  map  shows  the  tidal  basin  of  the  river  with  the  location  of  the 
observed  gauges  indicated.  '  On  the  same  sheet  is  platted  a  diagram  of  tides  on 
which  is  shown  the  extreme  and  mean  high  and  low  waters  referred  to  the  datum 
of  mean  low-water,  Providence. 

The  effect  of  the  obstructions  at  the  bridges  may  be  readily  seen  from  this  dia- 
gram. In  the  obstructed  area  between  Red  Bridge  gauge  and  India  Point  the 
mean  low-water  line  is  level;  the  high- water  line  of  November  21  descends  from 
India  Point  to  Red  Bridge  3  inches,  and  then  rises  to  Dunnell's  Wharf  6  inches; 
the  mean  high-water  line  descends  3  inches  to  Red  Bridge,  and  then  rises  6  inches 
to  Butler  Hospital  and  2  inches  more  to  Dunneirs  Wharf;  the  extreme  high- water 
of  November  15  is  level  to  Red  Bridge,  and  then  rises  to  Dunneirs  Wharf  9  inches. 
We  thus  have  in  the  cases  of  mean  high-water  and  high-water  of  November  21  a 
slope  extending  up  river  in  the  obstructed  area,  while  it  is  reversed  and  extends 
the  other  way  or  down  river  in  that  part  above  Red  Bridge  where  it  is  open  and 
free.  In  the  case  of  extreme  high-water  the  effect  on  the  increased  mass  of  water 
is  not  so  apparent,  and  this  line  becomes  level  up  to  Red  Bridge,  and  probably 
with  a  still  greater  body  of  water  a  uniform  slope  would  exist  throughout. 
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The  previous  deductions  made  in  this  report  on  the  rate  of  propagaUon  is  coo- 
lirmatory  of  this. 

A  probable  mean  high-water  line  with  obstructions  removed  is  drawn  on  tbe 
diagram.  Assuming  the  slope  to  be  uniform  this  would  increase  the  height  d 
mean  high- water  at  Pawtucket  about  0.8  foot. 

EXAMIKATIONS  OF  BHODB  ISLAND  HABBOB  COMHI8SIONBBS  Ain>  OF   UNITED 

STATES  COAST  8UBVEY. 

The  Third  Annual  Report  of  the  Rhode  Island  Harbor  Commissioners  contains 
a  valuable  report  of  examinations  of  the  tides  at  Washington  Bridge.  Our  de- 
terminations of  the  tides  were  compared  with  theirs;  mean  low-waters  agree  within 
^^(^  of  a  foot.  There  are  two  mean  low-water  references  at  India  Point  RailrodI 
Bridge  established  by  the  United  States  Coast  Survey  in  connection  with  their 
survey  of  Providence  Harbor  in  1874.  Our  determination  of  mean  low-water  is 
0.091  foot  above  that  of  the  Coast  Survey  on  the  Pier  of  India  Point  Bridge,  and 
0.171  foot  above  the  reference  on  the  abutment  of  the  same  bridge.  The  heights 
of  these  two  bench-marks  are  given  as  10.04  and  12.08,  a  difference  of  elevation 
of  2.04  feet;  whereas  the  actual  difference  in  elevation  of  the  two  points  is  but 
1.06  foot. 

VALUE  OF  AN  IMPROVED  TIDAL  WAY. 

On  the  diagram  of  tides  there  is  drawn  a  probable  line  of  mean  high- water  with 
tidal  obstructions  removed,  which  gives  0.8  foot  additional  height  at  Pawtucket. 
To  secure  an  additional  depth  of  this  amount  by  the  ordinary  methods  of  dredg- 
ing would  cost,  at  30  cents  per  cubic  yard,  $15,000;  but  by  far  the  greatest  benefit 
to  be  derived  from  clearing  the  tidal  way  at  the  bridges  would  be  in  the  increased 
facilities  and  safety  of  navigating  this  part  of  the  river  with  a  slow  and  even  flow 
of  current. 

ACTION   OF    THE    STATE   OF   RHODE    ISLAND    REGARDING    THE    DESIRED 

IMPROYE&IENT. 

A  commission  has  lately  been  appointed  by  the  Stat«  government  to  consider 
and  report  on  the  question  of  the  improvement  of  the  Seekonk  River  in  the  vicinity 
of  Washington  Bridge.  This  commission  will  consider  the  advisability  of  mak- 
ing such  modifications  of  the  bridges  as  to  secure  wide  draw-spans  and  the  removal 
from  the  bottom  of  the  river  of  the  existing  obstructions  to  the  tide,  as  well  as 
to  provide  for  the  convenience  of  the  rail  and  highway  traffic. 

NEW  OBSTRUCTIONS. 

There  has  been  some  material  dumped  between  the  Twin  Islands,  which  will, 
if  continued,  eventuate  in  a  serious  obstruction  to  the  flow  of  tide.  The  harlwr 
line  on  the  west  side  of  this  part  of  the  river  has  already  been  established,  and 
while  it  embraces  a  large  area  of  the  tidal  basin,  it  would  not,  in  all  probability, 
cause  any  appreciable  di^ercnce  in  the  tide,  provided  the  east  side  is  not  ob- 
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siructed.  The  Twin  Islands  lie  near  the  middle  of  the  river,  in  the  direct  line 
between  Washington  and  Red  Bridges.  The  west  island  of  the  two  is  on  the  east 
aide  of  the  channel  at  the  point  where  it  makes  a  sharp  turn.  If  there  should  be 
a  barrier  created  between  this  island  and  the  east  shore,  it  would  undoubtedly 
create  a  bad  cross-current  in  the  channel.  The  harbor  line  on  the  east  side  of  the 
river  here  has  not,  to  my  knowledge,  yet  been  established.  It  is  certainly  of  much 
importance  to  the  commerce  of  this  river  above  that  this  line  be  not  extended  far 
from  the  shore.  With  wharves  thrust  out  into  the  stream  from  both  banks,  a 
reach  of  river  would  be  created  that  for  bad  currents  would  rival  those  existing 
at  Washington'Bridge.  The  improvement  of  the  bridges  will  make  pier  privileges 
here  valuable,  and  consequently  a  greater  desire  will  be  created  to  extend  wharves 
into  the  stream. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  recommend  that  the  tidal  determinations  given  in 
this  report  be  adopted  in  preference  to  others  previously  deduced.  The  leveling 
^was  carefully  done  and  checked.  I  have  been  assisted  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Lawton, 
civil  engineer,  and  have  been  kindly  aided  by  Mr.  J.  Herbert  Shedd,  civil  engi- 
neer, chairman  Harbor  Commission,  and  Mr.  Samuel  M.  Gray,  city  engineer  of 
the  city  of  Providence.    Respectfully  submitted,

Improvement  of  Providence  Biver  and  Narragansett  Bay^  Rliode  Island. 

'*'■       •  LOCALITY  OF  IMPBOVEMKNT. 

Providence  River  is  an  estuary  of  Narragansett  Bay,  extending  from  Nayatt 
Point  to  the  city  of  Providence.  Its  length  is  about  7  miles,  with  a  width  vary- 
ing from  1,000  feet  to  2  miles,  and  a  depth  in  the  channel  varying  from  12  feet  to 
50  feet  at  mean  low-water,  with  a  mean  rise  of  tide  of  4.7  feet.  Near  its  head 
this  estuary  is  Joined  by  another,  called  the  Seekonk  or  Pawtucket  River,  extend- 
ing 5  miles  fartiier,  to  the  town  of  Pawtucket.  The  Providence  River  also  con- 
tains Bulkhead  R6ck,  for  whose  partial  removal  there  is  an  unexpended  special 
appropriation  of  $5,000.  All  the  improvement  thus  far  included  under  the  title 
of  this  work  is  situated  in  the  limits  of  Providence  River,  except  a  possible  deep- 
ening upon  a  shoal  below  Nayat  Point  and  above  Rocky  Point,  to  facilitate  the 
navigation  by  means  of  the  west  entrance  to  the  bay;  it  is  not  in  the  way,  using 
the  middle  entrance  to  the  bay. 

HISTORY  OF  niFROVBMBNT  PREVIOUS  TO  1878. 

According  to  the  records  we  have,  a  survey  was  made  of  Providence  Harbor  bj' 
Lieut.  Wm.  8.  Rosecrans,  United  States  Engineers,  under  an  appropriation  made 
by  the  city,  which  was  completed  in  March,  1853.  In  1852,  an  appropriation  of 
$5,000  was  made,  and  this  was  expended  by  Capt  George  Dutton,  United  States 
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Engineers,  in  dredging,  in  1858,  at  the  *' Crook" — a  bad  shoal  then  existing  jnst 
below  Fox  Point,  and  having  a  depth  of  only  "  4.8  feet  at  low-tide."  The  dredg- 
ing was  carried  to  9  feet  depth  at  low-water,  over  an  area  of  60  yards  by  280  yuds. 

The  next  appropriation  was  $35,000,  made  in  1867,  based  on  an  estimate  made 
by  an  assistant  of  the  United  States  Coast  Survey  (Mr.  P.  P.  Webber).  This  wu 
expended  in  1867  by  Col.  D.  C.  Houston,  United  States  Engineers,  in  dredging  at 
the  locality  of  the  '*  Crook,**  with  the  exception  of  $2,000  employed  to  remove  a 
wreck  opposite  Sabin's  Point  With  this  dredging  a  depth  of  12  feet  at  low-water 
was  secured  up  to  Fox  Point. 

In  1870  another  appropriation  of  $5,000  was  made  by  Congress,  which  wu 
expended  under  my  direction  at  the  locality  of  the  "  Crook  '*  (which  itself  may  be 
said  to  have  been  removed),  and  a  depth  of  14  feet  at  mean  low-water  secured  up 
to  the  wharves  at  Fox  Point  (For  details  of  foregoing,  see  Annual  Report,  1871, 
pp.  727-730.) 

On  June  10,  1872,  another  appropriation  was  made.  It  was  $10,000,  and  ms 
all  expended  under  my  direction  in  widening  the  channel  just  below  Fox  Point 
A  survey  was  made  this  year,  as  authorized  by  Congress,  with  a  view  to  cuttiiig 
off  a  "point  of  long  bed,"  on  the  east  side  of  the  channel,  opposite  SassafrK 
Point    (See  Annual  Report  for  1872,  p.  820;  and  for  1873.  pp.  96&-870.) 

On  March  3, 1878.  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  was  made,  which  was  all  expended 
in  removing  the  point  of  long  bed.  (See  Annual  Report  for  1874,  pp.  237-339.^ 
This  practically  completed  the  improvement  by  dredging  as  far  as  it  was  needed 
for  the  use  of  coasting  vessels.  The  city  also  expended  largely  in  deepening  about 
the  wharves. 

HI8TORT  OF  RBMOVAL  OF  BULKHBAD  ROCK. 

An  estimate  for  removing  this  so  as  to  give  a  depth  of  14  feet  at  mean  low- water 
was  made  by  Capt  A.  H.  Holgate,  United  States  Engineers,  in  June,  1870,  at  a 
cost  of  $2,500.  Its  least  depth  then  was  8  feet  at  mean  low- water.  A  depth  about 
that  sought  was  secured  that  year  by  large  blasts  of  gun-powder  placed  upon  the 
rock. 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  1875,  p.  291,  an  estimate  was  submitted  to  increase 
the  depth  to  18  feet  at  mean  low-water,  requiring  an  appropriation  of  $5,000. 
This  was  renewed  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1876,  part  I.,  pp.  207,  208;  and 
again  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1877,  part  I.,  p.  199. 

On  June  18.  1878,  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  was  made  for  removing  this  rock, 
but  operations  upon  it  were  reserved  for  the  reason  that  the  new  plan  requires 
greater  depth.    (Annual  Report  for  1878,  part  I.,  p.  232,  par.  3.) 

HISTORY  OF  THE  IMPROVEMENT  FOR  LARGE  BEA-GOIKO  VESSELS. 

This  is  given  in  detail  in  the  Annual  Report,  1878  (Part  I.,  pp.  231-241)  up  to 
the  beginning  of  the  present  fiscal  year.  In  brief,  this  improvement  was  designed 
at  first  by  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  of  Rhode  Island,,  with  a  view  to 
obtaining  a  free  channel-way  from  Providence  to  the  ocean,  having  a  depth  of  23 
feet  at  mean  low-water  and  least  width  of  400  feet,  besides  an  enlarged  basin  for 
anchorage  of  a  somewhat  less  depth,  shoaling  up  to  10  feet  at  an  extreme  width 
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of  800  feet.  This  was  to  cost,  in  round  numbers,  $500,000.  The  plan  was  sub- 
mitted to  an  advisory  council,  appointed,  by  request,  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  of  which  Rear- Admiral  Daniel  Ammen  was  chairman.  This  council 
changed  the  plan  somewhat,  so  as  to  make  the  23-feet  mean  low- water  channel 
only  150  wide,  gradually  shoaling  to  12  feet  on  an  extreme  width  of  040  feet,  and 
to  6  feet  at  an  extreme  width  of  1,060  feet;  the  channel  way  to  be  symmetrical  in 
cross-section,  with  the  greatest  depth  in  the  middle.  This  was  also  estimated  to 
cost  about  $500,000.  After  being  memorialized  Congress  referred  the  matter  lo 
the  War  Department  for  a  report,  which  was  made  by  myself.  I  submitted  an 
estimate  for  work  during  the  next  fiscal  year  of  $100,000,  to  make  a  channel  28 
feet  deep  at  mean  low- water  200  feet  wide,  to  at  once  open  the  harbor  to  ocean 
steamers  to  the  greatest  depth  proposed,  leaving  the  widening  to  be  a  subsequent 
matter.  Congress,  however,  appropriated  only  $50,000  for  this  purpose.  The 
interests  of  Providence,  as  represented  by  some  of  the  most  prominent  public  and 
business  men,  it  was  thought,  in  view  of  the  amount  appropriated,  would  be  best 
served  by  commencing  the  center  line  of  the  new  channel  at  a  depth  of  20  feet  at 
mean  low-water,  and  carrying  it  through  between  Fox  Point  and  Field's  Point  to 
a  width  as  great  as  the  money  would  allow.  This  latter  course  was  adopted  by 
the  Engineer  Department. 

Advertisements  were  issued  August  5,  1878,  for  bids  for  dredging,  and  the 
work  was  awarded  to  Mr.  £.  R  Seward,  of  Albany,  New  York,  at  11^  cents 
per'cubic  yard.  The  work  was  commenced  October  5,  1878,  and  continued  up  to 
December  25,  1878,  when  the  contractor  abandoned  it.  Under  this  contract 
there  was  removed  78,314  cubic  yards  of  mud  from  the  part  of  the  river  between 
Sassafras  and  Fox  Points,  making  a  depth  of  20  feet  at  mean  low-water. 


WORK  EXECUTED  DUUINO  THE  FISCAL  TBA.R  ENDING  JUNE  80,  1880. 

By  act  of  Congress  approved  March  8,  1879,  an  appropriation  of  $60,000  was 
made  for  continuing  this  work.  This  money  was  made  available  July  30,  1879, 
and  proposals  for  dredging  under  it  and  the  money  left  from  the  appropriation 
of  June  18,  1878  (the  work  having  been  abandoned  by  the  contractor,)  were  re- 
ceived August  26,  1879.

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The  work  was  awarded  to  the  Atlantic  Dredging  Company,  the  low^  bid- 
ders, and  they  commenced  work  September  26,  1879,  and  are  prosecuting  it  st 
this  date,  June  80,  1880.  The  time  of  completion  is  December  1,  1880.  The 
greater  part  of  the  work  done  has  been  between  Field*s  Point  and  Pox  Point 
wliere  a  channel  has  been  made  having  a  least  width  of  200  feet  and  a  depth  of 
20  feet  at  mean  low-water.  In  addition  to  this,  two  cuts  have  been  made  througb 
Pawtuxet  Shoal,  making  a  width  of  70  feet  and  depth  of  23  feet  at  mean  lor- 
water.

BULKHEAD  BOCK. 

This  rock,  as  before  stated,  was  removed  to  about  14  feet  depth,  under  an  ap- 
propriation of  $2,500  made  in  1870.  The  line  of  the  east  side  of  the  proposed 
channel,  by  the  new  plan  of  improvement,  ea^tends  east  of  the  rock,  and  to 
make  the  required  width  and  depth  at  this  point  requires  a  depth  of  20  feet  at 
mean  low-water  on  Bulkhead  Rock.  Advertisements  were  issued  for  doing  this 
under  date  of  May  80,  1879,  and  the  following  bids  were  received:

The  lowest  bidder,  Mr.  D.  V.  Howell,  having  failed  to  furnish  bonds  or  enter 
into  contract,  the  work  was,  by  authority  from  the  Engineer  Department, 
awarded  to  the  next  lowest  bidder,  Mr.  Isaac  A.  Sylvester.  The  contract/>r  com- 
menced work  March  8, 1880,  and  is  still  engaged  on  it.  By  the  terms  of  contract 
no  payment  is  to  be  made  for  the  work  until  the  entire  rock  is  removed  to  a 
depthof  20  feet  at  mean  low-water. 


THB  PROBABLE  OPERATIONS  DURING  THE  NEXT  FISCAL  TEAR 

Will  be  the  continuation  of  the  work  of  dredging  to  a  depth  of  20  feet  at 
mean  low-water  above  Field's  Point,  and  the  completion  of  the  removal  of  Bulk- 
head Rock  to  20  feet  depth  at  mean  low-water. 

The  amount  of  money  estimated  necessary  to  complete  this  improvement  is 
$830,000,  of  which  (100,000  could  be  expended  judiciously  during  the  next  fis- 
cal year. 

IMPORTANCE  OF  THE  IMPROVBHENT. 

Providence  is  a  city  of  about  100.000  inhabitants  and  is  the  second  city  in  size 
and  importance  in  New  England.     It  is  a  manufacturing  city  of  importance. 
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Large  quantities  of  arms  of  war  are  made  here.  It  is  a  very  convenient  dis- 
tributing point,  and  its  fine  approaches  from  the  ocean  will  give  it  a  large  oppor- 
tunity for  foreign  trade  as  soon  as  the  contemplated  deep  channel  is  secured. 

The  total  number  of  vessels  that  arrived  at  the  port  of  Providence  during  the 
year  1878  was  5,580,  of  which  1,975  were  steamers  from  Baltimore,  Philadelphia, 
New  York,  Fall  River  and  Newport;  8,440  were  barks,  brigs,  schooners,  sloops 
and  barges,  from  various  American  ports,  and  113  foreign  barks,  brigs  and 
schooners.  Providence  is  in  the  Providence  collection  district,  and  that  place 
is  a  port  of  entry.  The  amount  of  revenue  collected  there  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  80,  1880,  was  1405,952.78. 

TIDAL  OBSEBYATIONB  HADB  IN  OCTOBBB  AND  NOYEICBBB,   1879. 

With  this  report  is  submitted  an  account  of  tidal  observations  made  by  Mr. 
H.  A.  Bentley,  assistant  engineer,  who  has  superintended  the  works  of  im- 
provement. 

The  mean  rise  and  fall  of  tides  here  is  given  on  the  Coast  Survey  charts 
as  5.1  feet.  A  mean  of  three  and  a  half  years'  observations  of  a  self -registering 
gauge  gave  it  as  4.53  feet.  The  former  is  known  to  be  excessive  and  the  latter 
was  thought  to  be  too  small.  Our  observations  of  1879  prove  this  to  be  so  and 
make  the  mean  rise  and  fall  4.7  feet«  the  determinations  agreeing  very  closely 
with  those  made  in  1853  by  Lieut.  W.  S.  Rosecrans,  United  States  Engineers. 
Mr.  Bentley's  report  is  a  valuable  contribution  to  this  subject,  and  shows  the 
caution  'that  is  required  in  accepting  local  data  about  tides.

Gbnbral:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  follow^ing  report  od  the 
tides  of  the  Providence  River,  Rhode  Island: 

The  first  tidal  observations  here  of  which  we  have  record  are  those  made  bj 
Lieut.  (General)  W.  S.  Rosecrans,  Corps  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  A.,  who,  in  Decem- 
ber, 1852,  established  a  gauge,  which  was  observed  from  December  11  to  17, 1832, 
and  from  April  12  to  May  81,  1858.  The  mean  of  these  readings,  94  of  high  and 
90  of  low- water,  would  make  the  rise  and  fall  4.66.  Extreme  range  between 
lowest  low- water  and  highest  high-water,  7.61  feet.  Mean  high- water  on  gauge 
read  5.85;  mean  low-water,  1.19;  highest  high  tide,  7.88;  lowest  low  tide,  0.27. 
Both  day  and  night  tides  were  taken.  A  note  on  the  record  states  that  the  zero 
of  this  guage  corresponds  with  the  low-water  reference  of  Gushings  chart  of 
Providence  Harbor.  A  better  mean  range  of  tide  can  be  obtained  by  taking  from 
these  observations  those  of  a  lunation  and  deducing  it  from  that  Using  the  lunar 
month  between  April  15  and  May  18,  inclusive,  the  mean  rise  and  fall  is  4.63. 

The  subjoined  is  a  table  of  the  observations  of  Lieutenant  Rosecrans  in  1853. 
Those  made  in  1852  were  for  seven  days  only,  and  were  interrupted  so  that  thej 
arc  of  little  or  no  value  and  they  are  not  given.

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The  mean  high- water  plane  of  these  observations  was  adopted  as  the  city  refer- 
ence by  Providence.  In  1872  a  survey  of  the  Providence  River  between  Fox 
Point  and  Field's  Point  was  ordered  by  Congress  and  was  made  under  yoar 
direction  by  me.  At  this  time  the  city  of  Providence  had  borrowed  from  the 
United  States  Coast  Survey  a  self -registering  tide-gauge;  this  was  running  veij 
well,  and  the  city  official  in  charge  permitted  us  to  take  the  record  of  this  gauge 
for  the  lunation  August  4-31,  1872,  for  the  purpose  of  getting  a  mean  low-water 
plane  to  refer  the  soundings  of  the  survey  to.  These  readings  gave  the  mean  riae 
and  fall  4.63  feet  In  1878,  while  making  a  survey  of  the  Pawtucket  River,  the 
readings  of  this  gauge  from  May  22  to  December  28  were  taken,  and  the  mesn 
rise  and  fall  for  this  period  was  computed  to  be  4.548  feet.  This  gauge  is  still 
at  Providence,  and  has  been  most  of  the  time  in  running  order.  A  mean  taken 
of  three  and  one-half  years  of  the  best  of  these  observations  gave  a  rise  and  faD 

of  4.58. 

The  mean  rise  and  fall  given  on  the  Coast  survey  charts  is  5.1  feet.  The  self- 
registering  gauge  was  at  first  located  on  the  gas  company's  wharf;  it  was  changed 
to  Hill's  Wharf,  and  then  to  its  present  location  on  the  city  wharf.  These 
changes  of  position,  and  the  varying  difference  between  the  registering  scale 
and  the  tide-staff  used  for  comparison  made  our  attempts  to  arrive  at  a  definite 
point  for  mean  low-water  very  unsatisfactory. 

To  settle  this  point,  and  to  be  enabled  to  decide  which  of  the  above  given 
ranges  of  tide  was  the  best,  the  observations  of  which  the  following  table  shows 
the  results  were  made:

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The  mean  rise  and  fall  of  these  two  months  is  4.73;  mean  low  water  on  the 
staff,  5.33;  mean  high- water,  10.06.  This  staff  gauge  is  a  plain  board,  graduated 
to  feet  aud  tenths;  it  is  located  at  the  city  wharf,  a  few  (eet  distant  from  the 
self -registering  gauge;  it  was  carefully  observed  each  day,  the  night  tides  being 
omitted.  The  self -registering  gauge  was  '  'running"  at  this  same  time,  and  through 
the  kindness  of  Mr.  8amuel  M.  Gray,  city  engineer  of  Providence,  we  have  been 
furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  record.  For  the  purpose  of  comparison,  the  fol- 
lowing diagram  of  the  tidal  zone  for  the  month  of  November,  1879,  was  made. 
On  this  diagram  is  shown  the  recorded  heights  of  both  gauges  at  high  and  low 
tide  for  each  day  of  a  lunation.  The  dotted  lines  indicate  the  lines  of  the  staff 
gauge,  and  the  full  lines  those  of  the  self -register.  They  were  platted  by  using 
as  a  common  line  the  line  of  mean  level. 

The  diagram  shows  the  line  representing  the  staff -readings  at  high  tide  to  be 
gcneraliy  above  the  line  representing  the  self -register;  and  in  the  case  of  low- tide, 
the  staff -line  to  be  generally  below  the  self -register.  This  difference,  at  high  tide 
varying  between  0.05  of  a  foot  and  0.35  foot,  and  at  low  tide  between  0.05  and 
0.5  foot,  indicates  that  this  self -registering  tide-gauge  does  not  record  the  full 
rise  and  fall.  The  difference  in  the  mean  rise  and  fall  for  this  lunation  was  0.11 
foot.  Whether  this  difference  is  a  constant  quantity  caused  by  frictional  or 
other  resistance  in  the  running  gear  of  the  self -registering  gauge,  our  observa- 
tions are  not  extended  enough  to  decide,  but  we  have  two  lunar-mouths  of  read- 
ings actually  observed  and  one  month's  observations  made  in  the  same  way  by 
Lieutenant  Rosecrans  in  1853,  both  of  which  give  a  greater  rise  and  fall  than 
the  mean  of  the  self -register.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  range  of  tide 
indicated  by  our  observations  in  October  and  November,  1879,  be  adopted,  and 
that  the  mean  rise  and  fall  be  taken  as  4.7.  Mean  low- water  is  referred  to  a  bench 
mark  which  is  the  top  of  the  southeast  corner  of  the  west  abutment  of  the  Point 
Street  bridge;  its  height  is  12.29  feet.  A  comparison  with  the  city  reference 
(Rosecrans'  high- water)  shows  a  difference  of  but  0.01  foot,  so  that  for  all  pur- 
poses this  reference  may  be  considered  correct  and  mean  low-water  taken  as  4-7 
feet  below  it.

ImprO'cement  of  Block  Island  Harbor,  Rliode  Island. 

The  improvement  of  this  harbor  as  projected  was  completed  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1879,  and  was  so  reported  in  the  annual  report  for  that 
year. 

A  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  February,  1880,  was  passed, 
calling  for  '*  Information  concerning  the  obstructions  at  the  entrance  to  the  inner 
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harbor  at  Block  Island,  Rhode  Island,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the  cos^  of 
removing  the  same,  and  of  otherwise  placing  the  harbor  in  proper  condition  to 
answer  the  requirements  of  commerce."  This  was  referred  to  me,  through  the 
Chief  of  Engineers,  for  report,  under  date  March  15,  1880.  My  report,  accom- 
panied by  one  in  greater  detail  by  Assistant  Engineer  J.  P.  Cotton,  is  appended 
Congress,  by  act  approved  June  14,  1880,  appropriated  $6,000  for  this  work- 
While  this  is  not  the  full  amount  estimated,  it  will  probably  accomplish  all  that 
is  at  present  needed.

General:— In  obedience  to  your  instruction  of  March  11,  1880,  transmitting 
a  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  in  regard  to 
the  obstructions  of  the  entrance  to  the  '*  inner  harbor '*  at  Block  Island,  Rhode 
Island,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  accompanying  report  prepared  by  Assist- 
ant enginer  J.  P.  Cotton. 

This  report  has  been  prepared  from  maps  and  records  in  this  office  and  upoo 
the  information  obtained  by  consultation  with  the  petitioners  for  the  improve- 
ments. 

The  report  gives  a  description  of  the  **  inner  harbor,"  with  a  sketch  of  inner 
and  outer  harbors.  This  work  has  increased  in  importance  until  the  depth  of 
7  feet  made  in  1873,  and  then  thought  sufficient,  has  become  too  small  to  accom- 
modate the  vessels  running  there. 

The  estimate  to  make  9  feet  depth  at  mean  low-water  in  the  *'  inner'*  harbor 
and  in  the  entrance  thereto,  and  to  remove  the  wreck,  is  $8,000. 

Block  Island  is  in  the  Newport  collection  district.  The  amount  of  revenue 
collected  there  in  the  year  ending  June  30,  1879,  was  $1,811.01.

General :~I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  nature  of 
"the  obstructions  to  the  entrance  to  the  '  inner  harbor'  at  Block  Island,  with  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  removing  the  same  and  of  otherwise  placing  said  harbor 
in  proper  condition  to  answer  the  requirements  of  commerce." 

The  harbor  at  Block  Island  is  wholly  an  artificial  one,  bemg  the  area  sheltered 
by  the  breakwater.  When  the  work  of  constructing  this  breakwater  was  com- 
menced in  1870,  it  was  found  that  with  no  landing  and  no  safe  harbor  within  25 
miles  there  would  be  much  delay  and  expense  in  building  it.  So  great  was  the 
dread  of  Block  Island  among  vessel  owners  and  officers  that  it  was  difficult  to 
find  one  that  would  freight  stone  there. 

In  view  of  this  and  the  necessity  for  shelter  for  a  crane-boat,  pile-driver,  and 
scows  to  be  used  on  the  work,  authority  was  obtained  by  Gen.  Warren  to  build  a 
small  inclosed  harbor  in  the  sheltered  angle  of  the  shore  and  breakwater.  This 
harbor,  which  is  referred  to  in  the  resolution  calling  for  this  report  as  the  "  inner 
harbor,"  is  inclosed  by  a  timber  crib  filled  with  stone.  It  is  about  250  feet  by 
250  feet,  with  an  opening  of  60  feet  in  width.  This  enclosed  area  was  dredged  to 
7  feet  depth  at  mean  low-water,  which  with  the  mean  rise  of  the  tide  of  3  feet 
gave  a  depth  of  10  feet  at  mean  high  water.  The  anchorage  sheltered  by  the 
breakwater  outside  of  this  is  called  the  **  outer  harbor." 

The  following  sketch  shows  the  relative  location  and  extent  of  the  outer  and 
inner  harbors  of  Block  Island,  Rhode  Island. 

Prior  to  the  construction  of  these  harbors  the  boats  used  here  were  small  open 
boats  that  could  be  hauled  up  on  the  shore  on  the  approach  of  storm.  Upon  the 
completion  of  the  "inner  harbor"  they  abandoned  their  old  landing  and  occu- 
pied it,  and  as  soon  as  its  stability  had  been  tested  by  one  winter's  storms  they 
began  to  use  larger  boats,  and  now  there  are  five  or  six  sloops  and  schooners 
owned  here. 

When  the  *'  inner  harbor"  was  built  7  feet  depth  was  sufficient  for  such  vessels 
as  were  used  at  the  island  or  that  were  thought  likely  to  seek  it,  but  since  there 
has  been  a  harbor  there,  secure  at  all  times,  so  that  regular  communication  can 
be  kept  up  with  the  main  land,  the  island  has  come  into  prominence  as  a  summer 
resort.  In  place  of  an  open  sailboat,  carrying  the  mail  and  passengers  once  a 
week  to  and  from  the  main  land,  they  have  a  tri-weekly  mail  by  a  schooner  of 
40  or  50  tons  burden,  and  in  the  summer  a  daily  mail  by  steamer. 

A  steamer  is  being  built  to  run  regularly  between  the  island  and  the  mainland. 
A  line  of  steamers,  forming  part  of  a  "fast  line"  from  New  York,  is  to 
touch  here  on  their  way  from  Greenport,  Long  Island,  to  Newport,  R.  I.  For 
these  steamers  and  others  seeking  the  harbor  a  greater  depth  than  7  feet  is  re- 
quired. 

The  obstructions  to  the  entrance  to  the  inner  harbor  are — 

First.  Tile  hull  of  a  schooner  of  about  thirty  or  forty  tons  that  lies  near 
the  northwest  comer  of  the  Fall  River  Iron  Works  Company's  wharf.     This 
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schoouer  dragged  her  anchor  and  came  ashore  here  in  August,  1879,  and  sank. 
8he  was  stripped  and  abandoned.  She  is  covered  at  high-water,  and,  being  in 
the  track  of  vessels  entering  and  leaving  ttie  '*  inner  harbor/'  is  a  dangenms 
obstruction. 

Second,  The  depth  of  7  feet  at  mean  low -water,  made  in  1873.  has  been  some- 
what diminished  by  silting  up  and  by  the  sand  blown  from  the  *'  sand  breach'' 
over  the  cribwork.  Tlie  depth  outside  the  opening  has  been  decreased  by  a  de- 
posit of  sand  that  extends  from  within  a  few  hundred  feet  of  the  breakwater  to 
the  oi>ening  of  the  "  inner  harbor."  Outside  to  the  northward  of  the  wharf  of 
the  Fall  River  Iron  Company  this  sand  is  near  the  breakwater.  As  you  ap- 
proach the  '*  inner  harbor"  it  is  spread  out  and  covers  the  liottom  over  a  great 
part  of  the  entrance  to  the  **  inner  harbor."  The  amount  of  shoaling  here  is 
not  great,  probably  not  more  than  half  a  foot  in  the  opening  and  2  feet  in  from 
of  the  Iron  Company's  wharf. 

In  the  petition  asking  the  removal  of  these  obstructions  they  ask  that  tbe 
"inner  harbor"  and  entrance  thereto  be  dredged  so  that  vessels  drawing 9  feet 
can  enter  at  ordinary  low-water,

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Improvement  of  LitUe  Narragansett  Bay,  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut. 

LOCALITY  OP  IMPROVEMENT. 

Little  Narragansett  Bay  is  at  the  mouth  of  Pawcatuck  River,  and  is  between 
Stoninj^on  and  Watch  Hill.  It  is  separated  from  the  ocean  by  a  narrow  sand 
beach  extending  from  Watch  Hill  toward  Stonington,  a  distance  of  about  8  miles, 
leaving  an  opening  between  its  end  and  Stonington  of  about  1  mile.  The 
water  in  this  bay  is  shoal;  4^  feet  at  mean  low -water  is  the  greatest  depth  that 
can  be  carried  across  it.  The  Pawcatuck  River,  navigable  to  Westerly,  a  distance 
about  5  miles  from  its  mouth,  can  only  be  approached  through  this  bay;  this  river 
has  been  improved  by  the  general  government  under  my  direction  so  that  there  is 
now  a  channel  75  feet  wide  and  5^  feet  deep  at  mean  low-water  up  to  Westerly. 
The  mean  rise  of  the  tide  is  about  2.6  feet. 

HISTORY  OP  PREVIOUS   IMPROVEMENT. 

The  river  and  harbor  act  of  March  3,  1875,  directed  a  survey  of  this  bay,  which 
was  made  during  the  summer  of  1875,  and  reported  on  November  80, 1875.  (See 
Annual  Report  for  1876,  part  I.,  pp.  217  etseq.)  The  improvement  recommended 
in  this  report  was  for  a  channel  200  feet  wide  and  7^  deep  at  mean  low-water, 
extending  across  the  north  shore  of  the  bay  from  Pawcatuck  Point  to  the  deep 
water  near  the  mouth  of  the  bay  opposite  Sandy  Point,  and  the  removal  of  dan- 
gerous rocks  in  the  channel  near  Rhodes'  Folly  and  Watch  Hill.  The  estimated 
cost  of  this  improvement  was  $51,000. 

Congress,  by  act  of  August  14,  1876,  appropriated  $5,000  for  the  work.  This 
money  was  expended  in  removing  the  rocks  near  Rhodes'  Folly,  and  to  dredging 
and  removing  rocks  from  the  east  end  of  the  proposed  channel  at  Pawcatuck  Point. 

By  act  of  Congress,  approved  June  18,  1878,  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  was 
made  for  the  continuation  of  the  work.  The  money  was  expended  at  Pawcatuck 
Point,  and  completed  a  channel  here  185  feet  wide  and  7^  feet  deep  at  m^n  low- 
water. 

WORK  EXECUTED  DURINO  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  80,    1880. 

An  appropriation  of  $5,000  was  made  by  act  of  Congress,  approved  March  8, 
1879 — available  July  30,  1879.  Proposals  for  dredging  were  invited  under  this 
appropriation,  and  the  following  is  an  abstract  of  those  received:

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The  work  was  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  the  dredging  commenced 
April  1  and  completed  May  20.  There  were  17,935  cubic  yards  of  sand,  mud  and 
shells  removed,  connecting  the  channel  at  Pawcatuck  Point,  previously  made,  by 
a  cut  40  feet  in  width  and  7^  feet  deep  at  mean  low-water,  with  the  deep  water  on 
the  west  side  of  the  bay.  This  cut  is  too  narrow  to  be  of  much  practical  use  to 
vessels,  but  it  demonstrates,  what  had  already  been  surmised,  that  the  only  diffi- 
cult part  of  this  improvement  was  at  the  shoal  at  Pawcatuck  Point. 

This  improvement  has  been  under  the  sui)erintendence  of  Mr.  H.  A.  Bentlej, 
assistant  engineer. 

PBOBABLB  OPBBATION8  DURING  THE  NEXT  FISCAL  TEAR. 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  June  14, 1880,  appropriates  $5,000  for  continuing 
the  work.  It  is  proposed  to  expend  this  in  widening  the  cuts  made  last  year. 
The  amount  of  money  estimated  as  being  necessary  to  complete  the  improvement 
is  $26,000,  and  this  amount  can  be  judiciously  expended  in  the  next  fiscal  year. 

IMPORTANCE  OF  THE  IMPBOVEMENT. 

The  places  that  will  be  benefited  by  this  improvement  are  Westerly  and  Watch 
Hill.  Westerly  is  a  manufacturing  village  on  the  Pawcatuck  River.  It  has  fine 
stone  quarries  and  is,  generally,  a  thriving  town.  The  full  value  of  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Pawcatuck  River  made  by  the  general  government  cannot  be  realized 
until  the  projected  improvement  in  the  bay  is  completed.  This  improvement 
will  also  be  of  the  greatest  value  to  Watch  Hill,  which  has  its  only  landing  in  the 
bay.  Watch  Hill  is  a  popular  summer  resort  where  45,000  passengers  were  landed 
from  the  steamboats  during  the  past  year. 

The  number  of  vessels  taken  through  Little  Narragansett  Bay  during  the  year 
1878  was  205.  There  were  31  vessels  drawing  too  much  water  to  cross  the  bay 
that  were  lightered  at  Stonington  and  their  cargoes  taken  to  Westerly. 

Little  Narragansett  Bay  is  in  the  collection-districts  of  Providence  and  Stoning- 
ton; the  latter  is  the  nearest  port  of  entry.  The  revenue  collected  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  80,  1879,  was:  Providence,  $405,652.73;  Stonington. 
$1,796.84.

Sir: 

Your  letter  of  the  Ist  inst.,  asking  for  a  resume  of  operations  on  Providence 
River  subsequent  to  June  80,  1880,  is  received.  At  the  date,  June  80,  1880,  the 
work  accomplished  had  made  a  channel  through  Pawtuxet  Shoal  70  feet  wide  and 
28  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water;  and  200  feet  wide  and  20  feet  deep  between  Field's 
Point  and  Fox  Point.  Between  that  time  and  January  1,  1881,  the  width  of  the 
channel  through  Pawtuxet  Shoal  had  been  increased  from  70  to  200  feet,  and  above 
Field's  Point  from  200  to  880  feet.  The  work  done  up  to  January  1,  1881,  was 
paid  for  from  the  appropriations  of  June  18,  1878,  of  $50,000,  and  March  8, 1879, 
$60,000.  The  contractors  were:  The  Atlantic  Dredging  Co. ;  and  the  price  paid 
was  16  cents  per  cubic  yard.  By  act  of  Congress,  approved  June  14,  1880,  a 
further  appropriation  of  $60,000  was  made  for  this  improvement.  The  follow- 
ing proposals  for  excavating  under  this  appropriation  were  received  and  opened 
August  14,  1880:

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The  contract  was  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidders:  The  Atlantic  Dredging  Co., 
of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  The  Atlantic  Dredging  Co.  completed  their  first  contract 
January  1st,  1881,  when  the  work  of  dredging  was  suspended  on  account  of  the  ice 
in  the  river.  It  is  expected  that  work  on  the  new  contract  will  be  commenced 
on  or  about  March  1st,  1881. 

Bulkhead  Bock. — June  80,  1880.  The  work  of  removing  this  rock  was  reported 
in  progress.  The  contractor  completed  the  removal  to  a  depth  of  20  feet  at  mean 
low- water  October  14,  1880;  794^  tons  of  rock  were  removed. 

The  copies  of  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  80,  1880,  with  the  ac- 
companying diagrams,  have  not  yet  been  received.

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REPORT. 


To  the  ffonorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island: 

The  andersigned,  Commissioners  appointed  by  His  Excellency  the 
Governory  under  the  authority  of  a  resolution  of  the  Oeneral  Assem- 
bly, passed  at  its  January  session,  1880,  to  consider  and  report  upon 
the  obstructions  which  exist  near  India  Point  and  in  Seekonk  river, 
herewith  submit  to  your  Honorable  Body,  our  final  report  upon  the 
subject,  with  accompanying  plans. 

At  your  May  session^  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  our  appoint- 
ment, we  presented  a  report  which  was  necessarily  inconclusive,  as 
the  time  allowed  us  proved  too  short  for  such  an  examination  and 
mature  consideration  of  the  subject  as  its  importance  and  the  com- 
plexity of  the  interests  involved  seemed  to  demand.  We  therefore 
asked  to  be  allowed  until  the  January  session,  1881,  to  make  our  full 
report,  and  the  request  was  granted. 

The  Commission  was  organized  March  27th,  1880,  Jonathan  Chace 
being  chosen  chairman,  and  Joseph  P.  Cotton  secretary. 

Charles  H.  Pierce  was  appointed  clerk  and  draughtsman,  at  a  salary 
of  five  dollars  per  day. 

An  office,  room  number  seven  (7)  in  the  Providence  County  Court 
House,  was  assigned  for  the  use  of  the  Commission  by  the  Sheriff  of 
the  County. 

Several  meetings  of  the  Commission  have  been  held.  Such  plans 
and  statistical  information  have  been  prepared  in  our  office,  or  other- 
wise obtained,  as  would  aid  us  to  an  understanding  of  the  case, 
and  in  devising  some  comprehensive  and  practicable  scheme  of  relief. 
We  also  addressed   communications  to  the  authorities  of  the  city  of 
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Providence,  the  towns  of  Pawtacket  and  East  ProTidence,  and  of  the 
several  railroads  which  enter  the  city  at  that  point;  hnt  no  responses 
have  been  received  except  from  His  Honor,  Mayor  Doyle,  of  the  city 
of  Providence,  who  expressed  his  willingness  to  famish  any  informa- 
tion in  the  possession  of  the  city,  that  might  be  of  service  to  as.  Sab- 
seqnently,  by  direction  of  the  mayor,  the  city  engineer  was  present  at 
one  of  onr  meetings  with  plans  and  explanatory  statements.  At  oar 
request,  copies  of  certain  plans  were  famished  as  from  his  office. 

One  daly  authorized  public  hearing  was  given  at  the  Court  House, 
on  the  22d  of  April,  1880,  at  which  all  the  parties  in  interest  were 
specially  invited  to  be  present  and  submit  their  views  and  suggestions. 
The  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Providence,  the  Presidents  of  the  Town 
Councils  of  Pawtucket  and  East  Providence,  the  Presidents  of  tbe 
Boston  and  Providence  and  Providence  and  Worcester  railroads,  and 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Providence,  Warren  and  Bristol  railroad, 
were  so  invited.  Mayor  Doyle  and  the  niilroad  authorities  were 
present,  the  former  speaking  at  considerable  length  in  favor  of  a  rad- 
ical change  in  the  condition  of  things  at  India  Point.  The  towns  of 
Pawtucket  and  East  Providence  were  not  officially  represented;  bat 
several  prominent  citizens  of  each  of  those  places  were  present  and 
addressed  the  Commission.  A  stenographic  report  of  the  hearing  is 
on  file. 

Having  informed  ourselves  as  to  the  present  condition  of  things  at 
India  Point,  and  fully  considered  the  various  public  and  corporate  in- 
terests thereby  affected,  we  prepared,  for  more  careful  study,  several 
alternate  plans  for  the  improvement  of  that  locality,  having  reference 
not  only  to  the  navigation  of  the  river,  but  to  the  highway  and  rail- 
road travel  across  it.  One  of  these  plans  is  herewith  submitted,  as 
are  also  other  plans  showing  to  a  certain  extent  the  difficulties  at  pres- 
ent existing  in  the  way  of  a  free  navigation  of  the  river. 

SEEKOXK    RIVER   AT  INDIA   POINT. 

The  mouth  of  Seekonk  river  is  naturally  contracted  at  India  Point 
to  a  narrow  channel,  which  is  still   farther  re<lucod  by  two  bridges 
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located  there:  the  old  Washington  bridge  connecting  Providence  and 
East  Providence^  and  the  more  modern  railroad  structure  just  below 
it.  This  narrow  and  obstructed  channel  is  the  gateway  of  a  consider- 
able commerce^  now  mainly  of  Pawtucket^  but  prospectively  and  con- 
ditionally of  a  part  of  that  of  Providence,  and  not  improbably,  though 
more  remotely  in  time,  of  East  Providence  also. 

On  the  city  side  of  the  river,  above  Washington  bridge,  there  are 
about  five  thousand  feet  of  available  wharf  front  along  the  established 
harbor  line,  and  a  small  portion  of  this  is  already  occupied  by  the 
lumber  business. 

OBSTRUCTIONS. 

It  becomes  our  duty  to  report,  as  the  result  of  our  investigations, 
that  the  free  and  safe  navigation  of  the  river  is  obstructed  to  a  serious 
extent  by  artificial  and  inexcusable  causes  at  India  Point.  Oenerally 
speaking  they  are  the  old  Washington  bridge,  with  its  long  accumu- 
lating results  of  faulty  construction  and  maintenance,  and  the  less  ob- 
jectionable railroad  bridge  below. 

WASHINGTON  BRIDGE. 

The  original  Washington  bridge  was  built  in  1793,  on  the  site  of 
the  present  one,  by  a  private  company,  under  a  charter  granted  by 
the  General  Assembly.  We  quote  from  the  Harbor  Commissioners* 
Third  Annual  Report:  "  It  had  six  piers,  entirely  of  piles,  and  a  draw 
on  the  east  bank,  where  the  present  draw  is.  In  1807  a  storm  carried 
it  away.  The  piers  were  repaired  and  a  new  superstructure  supplied. 
This  was  carried  away  in  1815.  In  repairing  this  damage,  the  three 
piers  just  west  of  the  draw  were  surrounded  with  rubble  stone  work. 
To  form  a  foundation,  (says  Col.  Monroe,)  'large  quantities  of  stone 
were  dumped  in  around  the  piles,  until  they  were  heaped  up  to  the 
water  line.  It  is  said  they  worked  some  time  in  getting  in  these  stones, 
and  that  after  everything  was  fixed  to  their  satisfaction,  the  masons 
went  out  one  morning  to  build  the  piers,  and  found  that  their  founda- 
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tion  had  disappeared.  It  had  sunk  down  through  the  soft  mad  form- 
ing the  river  bed.  More  stones  were  thrown  in  and  the  piers  built  up. 
Daring  the  spring  and  summer  of  1867,  a  portion  of  the  stone  form- 
ing one  of  the  piers  fell  down/  When  the  present  bridge  was  built 
the  three  piers,  unimproved  in  1815,  were  treated  with  stone  as  the 
others  had  been.  A  result  of  this  work  since  1793,  is  that  to-day, 
while  the  sectional  area  just  above  Washington  bridge  is  13,620  square 
feet  at  high  water,  and  11,020  square  feet  at  low  water,  the  corres- 
ponding water  areas  on  the  bridge  axis,  or  along  the  ridge  of  its  founda- 
tion, are  3,810  square  feet,  and  2,370  square  feet;  2,370  is  21^  per 
cent,  of  11,020.  Originally  the  bottom,  on  the  axis,  was  of  very  soft 
mud,  which  a  stream  running  at  a  velocity  of  one-half  mile  per  hour 
would,  it  is  believed,  serve  to  work  up  and  move,  so  that  it  is  to  be 
presumed  that  before  1793  the  stream  had  made  for  itself  a  channel  at 
this  point,  perhaps  equal  in  area  to  that  which  at  present  exists  above. 
On  this  basis  78^  per  cent,  of  the  original  area  has  therefore  been  lost 
The  stone  persistently  added,  aided  by  the  material  of  crumbling  piers, 
has  formed  an  obstruction  across  the  channel,  rising,  as  our  sketch  shows, 
twenty  feet  above  the  level  of  the  bottom  to  the  north,  and  having  on  its 
southerly  side  a  slope  of  two  to  one — a  slope  frequently  given  by  en- 
gineers to  dams.  In  fact  the  whole  effect  of  these  obstructions  across 
the  bed  of  the  stream  has  strikingly  the  appearance  of  dams  on  a  mill 
stream.  To  remove  so  much  of  the  obstruction  at  Washington  bridge 
as  to  give  a  depth  of  fifteen  feet  at  low  water  would  require  the  exca- 
vation of  7,080  cubic  yards  of  material  —  presumably  stones  of  vari- 
ous sizes.  Each  decaying  pier,  as  it  fell  away  into  the  channel,  by 
diminishing  the  area  of  flow,  increased  the  force  of  the  current,  which 
its  fellows  had  to  resist,  and  each  stone  added  to  the  foundation  had 
to  oppose  a  velocity  enhanced  by  itself,  till  at  the  present  time  the  em- 
bankment has  caused,  and  shows  itself  capable  of  withstanding,  a 
current  at  spring  tides  of  five  miles  per  hour." 

The  bridge  is  further  objectionable  on  account  of  the  location  of 
its  draw,  which  is  close  to  the  eastern  shore  and  not  over  the  main 
channel.  This  also  is  '^an  inheritance  from  the  unfortunate  manage- 
ment of  1793.     The  draw  of  the  earliest  bridge,  had  this  location,  its 
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saccessors  copied  it^   and  seemed  to  entail  some  oorrespondenoe  of 
position  in  the  railroad  bridge  below.  '^ 

DANGEROUS  TIDAL  CURRENTS. 

The  piers  of  the  bridge  and  the  accnmulated  debris  about  them 
have  caased  changes  in  the  orderly  flow  of  the  tides^  resulting  in  vio- 
lent currents  and  a  loss  of  scour.  The  first  of  these  is  apparent  to 
any  observer  standing  on  the  bridges.  These  currents  are  so  swift 
and  iiTegular  that  navigation  through  the  draws  is  difficult  and  dan- 
gerous. During  both  flood  and  ebb  they  sometimes  attain  a  velocity 
of  five  miles  per  hour.  "  When  it  is  remembered  that  in  a  clear  way 
a  current  of  pix  knots  an  hour  is  navigable  only  with  great  difficulty^ 
one  appreciates  that  to  pursue  a  sinuous  course  (necessary  to  reach  and 
enter  the  draw)  which  runs  athwart  the  line  of  a  five  mile  current, 
at  varying  angles,  and  which  is  thickly  studded  with  obstacles,  is  at- 
tended with  great  peril.'* 

Mr.  Bently,  in  a  report  to  Gen.  Warren,  in  1874,  said:  "To  facili- 
tate the  passage  of  vessels  through  this  and  Washington  bridges,  double 
lines  of  piling  have  been  put  in  between  the  draws  of  the  two  bridges. 
This  piling  has  been  extended  about  300  feet  above  Washington  bridge, 
and  one  line  has  been  extended  about  the  same  distance  below  the  rail- 
road bridge.  The  space  between  these  lines  of  piles  varies  from  38  to 
60  feet.  Vessels  going  up  the  river  enter  this  passage  at  an  angle 
with  the  current,  and  pass  the  railroad  bridge  at  an  angle  of  20° 
with  the  axes  of  the  piers.  When  they  reach  Washington  bridge  a 
turn  must  be  made  to  the  left  of  about  45°.  This  turn  has  to  be  in 
the  draw  of  the  bridge,  where  the  passage  is  only  38  feet  wide.  These 
vessels  pass  up  the  river  at  high  water  when  there  is  but  little  current. 
They  cannot  tow  through  safely,  because  of  the  sharp  turn  above 
alluded  to,  but  have  to  warp  through  and  make  up  the  tow  above. 
In  descending  they  generally  leave  Pawtucket  after  the  tide  com- 
mences to  run  out,  and  reach  these  bridges  when  the  current  is  very 
swift,  often  as  much  as  five  miles  per  hour.  To  break  up  a  tow  in 
a  current  like  this,  so  as  to  enable  the  vessels  to  warp  through,  would 
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be  attended  with  great  danger  of  being  carried  down  on  to  the  bridge 
to  the  west  of  the  draw.  The  only  conrse  is  to  be  taken  through  bj 
the  tug,  and  this  mnst  be  done  at  a  speed  greater  than  the  corrent, 
in  order  to  keep  steerage-way.  In  making  this  passage  they  are  Tery 
frequently  damaged  by  coming  in  contact  with  the  piling.  Once  in 
the  passage  there  is  no  escape,  except  with  the  current  at  the  lower 
end." 

LOSS  OF  SCOUB  IN  THE  CHANNEL. 

Second — As  to  loss  of  scour  of  the  ri?er  channel  resulting  from  the 
alteration  of  the  original  tidal  conditions.  In  1878  the  Harbor  Com- 
missioners conducted  a  series  of  experiments  to  determine  this  loss. 
Without  repeating  details  it  may  be  stated  that  there  was  found  to  be 
a  loss  of  about  16  per  cent  of.  the  full  scouring  efFect  upon  the  chan- 
nel>  due  to  the  free  flow  of  the  currents. 

So  serious  is  the  evil  resulting  from  the  obstructions  here  that  it  has 
been  for  sometime  felt  by  the  officers  of  the  engineering  department  of 
the  general  government  that  the  Seekonk  river  ought  to  be  abandoned 
as  a  navigable  water  of  the  United  States^  and  that  no  further  im- 
provements upon  it  should  be  made  unless  the  obstructions  at  India 
Point,  which  render  all  efforts  at  improvement  well  nigh  futile,  are 
removed. 

Gen.  G.  K.  Warren,  of  the  United  States  Engineer  Office,  says  in 
his  report  for  1874: 

'^  The  Washington  bridge  is  in  so  bad  a  condition  that  it  is  expected 
to  soon  rebuild  it;  but  it  is  a  very  serious  obstruction  to  navigation, 
and  it  is  not  at  all  likely  that,  when  rebuilt,  it  will  be  suited  to  the 
wants  of  navigation,  unless  some  control  is  exercised  over  it  by  the 
general  government.  The  present  railroad  bridge  might  have  been, 
and  should  have  been,  better  located.  I  deem  it,  therefore^  a  matter 
of  importance,  that  some  steps  should  be  taken — what  ones,  exactly, 
I  do  not  know — to  control  the  bridging  of  the  Pawtucket  river  in 
the  interests  of  navigation;  and  unless  such  control  is  acquired  by 
the  general  government,  it  seems  to  me  out  of  place  to  further  regard 
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the  improvement  of  the  PaWtucket  riyer  as  a  public  one,  or  that  that 
estuary  is  longer  a  navigable  water  of  the  United  States."     ♦     ♦     * 
^^No  further  appropriation  is  recommended." 
As  a  matter  of  fact  no  appropriation  has  since  been  made. 

RAILROAD  BRIDGE. 

The  railroad  bridge  just  below  is  also  an  objectionable  structure, 
which,  in  the  interests  of  navigation^  should  be  removed.  The  Har- 
bor Commissioners  say:  ''The  present  railroad  bridge  was  built  in 
1867-8.  Previous  to  the  construction  of  the  present  bridge,  a  bridge 
built  in  1835,  and  succeeding  repairs  on  it,  contributed  to  the  forma- 
tion of  an  obstruction  at  this  point.  The  bridge  of  1835  had  three 
pile  piers  as  at  first  built.  In  1857  three  more  were  added  at  the  cen- 
ter of  the  spans.  The  draw  of  1835  was  supported  on  piles  and  a 
platform,  the  piles  and  capping  of  which  still  remain.  In  1858  the 
old  draw  was  removed  and  a  new  one  substituted.  The  abutments, 
which  were  continued  as  a  bank  wall  above  the  bridge  on  the  west 
end,  and  above  and  below  on  the  east  end,  were  built  of  rough  stone. 
No  piles  were  driven,  but  a  thick  layer  of  good  brush  was  carefully 
strewn  on  top  of  the  mud,  and  the  foundation  stone  laid  directly  on 
this. 

Some  of  the  old  piles  were  removed  in  1866,  in  preparing  for  the 

present  bridge.     This  bridge  has  four  piera  between  the  abutments, 

one  of   stone,  three  of   piles  surrounded  with  iron  cylinders  under 

Cushing's  patents.     After  the  completion  of  the  piers  rubble  stone 

was  thrown  in  around  and  between  the  cylinders,  on  top  of  which  was 

placed  about  a  foot  of  slag  from  the  puddling  furnaces  of  the  iron 

works.     Cotton  bags  were  then  filled  with  oyster  shells  and  thrown  in, 

and  on  top  of  these  another  foot  of  slag.     The  bottom  of  the  river  at 

this  point  is  covered  with  a  crust  of  oyster  shells  four  feet  thick,  through 

which  the  cylinders  of  the  Cushing  piers  extend  six  inches  into  the 

soft  mud.     This  fact  limits  the  dredging,  which  may  be  safely  done 

on  the  axis  of  the  present  bridge,  unless  we  are  prepared  to  allow  the 

full  section  of  channel  which  the  current  would  scour  in  soft  mud. 

s 
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The  facfc  that  soundings  taken  previously  to  the  present  constrnctioD 
on  the  axis  of  the  bridge  agree  quite  nearly  with  those  made  since,  in- 
dicates that  the  work  of  1867-8  added  but  little  to  the  obstmction 
created  in  1835.  The  area  on  the  axis  of  the  railroad  bridge  at  lov 
water  is  thirty-eight  per  cent,  of  the  area  with  which  the  correspond- 
ing area  of  Washington  bridge  was  compared/' — an  obstruction  of 
62  per  cent,  of  the  normal  cross-section.  The  superstructure  of  this 
bridge  is  dilapidated,  and  must  soon  be  rejtlaced  at  the  sole  expense  of 
the  railroad  corporation,  if  the  location  is  retained. 

The  importance  of  good  bridge  facilities  at  or  near  this  point  will 
be  at  once  conceded.  It  is  quite  apparent,  also,  that  the  Washington 
bridge  fails  to  meet  the  requirements  of  such  a  structure.  It  is  in  a 
disgracefully  dilapidated  condition,  and  is  fast  becoming  unsafe  for 
use,  if  it  is  not  already  so.  East  Providence  is  in  urgent  need  of 
horse-car  communication  with  Providence;  but  it  seems  to  be  the  set- 
tled and  very  proper  policy  of  the  city,  which  owns  and  controls  the 
bridge,  to  forbid  the  use  of  such  a  structure  for  such  a  purpose. 

PROPOSED  NEW  BRIDGE. 

In  considering  the  question  of  remedy  for  the  grave  defects  now  ex- 
isting, we  conclude  that  the  obstructions  necessarily  following  the 
bridging  of  a  navigable  water  ought  in  this  place  to  be  reduced  to  a 
minimum,  and  that,  for  this  purpose,  a  single  bridge  for  both  high- 
way and  railway  travel  is  both  feasible  and  desirable.  To  a  person 
standing  on  either  side  of  the  river,  and  noting  the  location  of  Front 
street  in  Providence  and  Warren  avenue  in  East  Providence,  it  appears 
at  first  view,  natural  and  proper  to  locate  a  bridge  in  a  direct  line  join- 
ing the  main  line  of  travel  in  the  two  streets  named.  And  if  one  had 
only  the  highway  travel  to  consider  perhaps  this  would  be  the  best  lo- 
cation for  a  new  bridge,  though  the  travel  of  India  street  and  Man- 
ran  avenue  would  be  better  accommodated  by  a  bridge  near  or  below 
the  present  Washington  bridge.  But  if  both  kinds  of  travel  are  to 
take  one  bridge,  the  railroads  must  be  allowed  their  fair  accommoda- 
tion, in  the  location,  with  reference  to  their  present  property.    We 
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have  concladed  after  long  and  faithf al  study  of  the  subject,  and  the 
drawing  of  several  plans  to  aid  us  in  considering  it,  that  a  location 
between  the  present  bridges  is  most  desirable.  An  incidental  advan- 
tage, the  value  of  which  cannot  be  measured  in  money,  is  gained  by 
this  location,  in  the  complete  avoidance  of  grade  crossings.  This  ad- 
yantage  could  not  be  gained  in  any  other  location  except  at  great  cost, 
unwarranted  in  view  of  its  attainment  by  this  location. 

Having  determined  upon  the  location,  we  plan  for  an  iron,  double- 
deck  bridge,  with  a  draw  in  mid-channel  having  two  openings  of 
eighty  feet  span  each.  The  support  to  be  piers  of  the  least  practicable 
sectional  area  so  as  to  avoid  obstructions  to  tidal  flow.  The  lower 
deck  to  be  eight  feet  above  mean  high  tide  and  devoted  to  railroad 
travel, — the  southern  half  for  the  Boston  and  Providence  and  Bristol 
railroads,  and  the  northern  half  for  other  authorized  companies.  The 
upper  deck  to  be  twenty-eight  feet  above  mean  high  tide  and  devoted 
to  carriage  and  foot  travel.  The  width  of  carriage  way  on  the  main 
bridge  to  be  twenty-six  feet  in  the  clear,  with  a  sidewalk  on  each  side 
seven  feet  wide.  From  suitable  points,  in  the  present  highways,  on 
each  side  of  the  river,  approaches  to  the  upper  deck  will  rise  at  easy 
grades  for  highway  travel.  These  approaches  are  planned  to  be  fifty 
feet  wide  between  the  stone  parapets.  As  the  surface  of  each  approach 
rises  from  the  general  level  of  the  ground  it  will  be  supported  by  sub- 
stantial granite  retaining  walls  surmounted  by  stone  parapets  to  pro- 
tect the  travel  from  sight  and  sound  of  the  engines  and  cars.  These 
retaining  walls  will  approach  the  bridge  proper  as  far  as  practicable 
without  interfering  with  the  approach  of  the  railway  trains  to  the 
lower  deck  of  the  bridge.  The  intervening  spaces  from  the  abutments 
to  the  double  deck  bridge  will  be  spanned  by  iron  truss  bridges  over 
the  railways  for  highway  travel. 

Our  plans  and  estimates  provide  for  substantial  and  thorough  con- 
struction in  every  particular. 

OBJECTION  TO   DOUBLE-DECK   BRIDGES. 

Objection  is  made  to  the  proposed  bridge  that,  being  double-decked. 
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with  the  highway  travel  over  the  railway  tracks,  great  dan^r  would 
attend  such  travel  from  the  frightening  of  horaes  by  the  trains  below. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  and  experienoe  far  less  danger  results  from  this 
parallel  motion  of  two  kinds  of  travel,  where  the  train  is  out  of  sight 
of  the  horses,  than  from  the  usual  passage  transversely  of  one  over  or 
under  the  other,  with  the  sadden  dash,  noise,  steam  and  smoke  of  the 
approaching  train. 

At  India  Point  a  great  and  growing  danger  exists,  on  the  East  Prov- 
idence side,  in  the  form  of  grade  crossings.  Any  escape  from  this 
mast  be  either  by  bridges  carried  transversely  over  the  present  arrange- 
ment of  tracks,  or  by  the  plan  proposed,  which  calls  for  the  double- 
deck  bridge,  and  by  which  all  grade  crossings  are  avoided.  The 
transverse  bridge,  especially  at  Warren  Avenae,  would  be  dangerous 
as  it  woald  carry  all  highway  travel  over  a  very  frequent  moving  of 
trains  in  both  directions  at  certain  hours  of  the  day.  The  force  of 
thiQ  objection  will  be  realized  by  those  who  are  familiar  with  the 
movements  of  trains  in  this  locality,  where,  in  reality,  the  highway 
travel  is  through  the  switching  yard  of  the  railroad  companies. 

Transverse  bridges  are  unquestionably  safer  than  grade  crossiDgs, 
and  so,  too,  as  we  are  convinced,  are  properly  guarded  double-deck 
bridges  for  parallel  travel  safer  than  transverse  bridges,  especially  un- 
der such  conditions  for  the  latter  as  those  existing  near  India  Point 
in  East  Providence. 

It  is  evident  that  one  or  the  other  of  these  three  plans  for  the 
crossing  of  highway  and  railroad  travel  must  be  used  in  this  locality, 
and  the  plan  wo  propose  is,  we  believe,  the  safest  of  the  three. 

Tiie  St.  Louis  bridge,  a  double-deck  structure  across  the  Mississippi 
at  that  point,  is  a  notable  case  in  proof  of  our  claim  of  safety  for 
this  kind  of  a  bridge.  It  is  rather  more  than  half  a  mile  long,  or 
about  five  times  as  long  as  that  proposed  at  India  Point 

During  the  year  ending  March  Slst,  1880,  the  following  traflSc  passed 
over  it:

It  will  at  once  be  seen  that  this  immense  volume  of  travel  must 
keep  the  bridge  occupied  at  all  hours  of  the  day;  and  that  owing  to 
the  great  length  of  the  bridge  it  is  impracticable  for  vehicles  to  wait 
at  either  end  for  an  opportunity  to  cross  when  trains  are  not  approach- 
ing, (as  they  might  do  at  India  bridge);  and  the  chances  must  be  and 
ai'e  constantly  taken.  In  fact,  as  we  are  informed,  no  attention  is 
paid  to  the  passing  of  trains,  yet  trouble  from  frightened  horses  is 
very  rarely  experienced.  In  a  letter  dated  Peb'y  18,  ulfc.,  C.  Shaler 
Smith,  C.  E.,  engineer  of  the  bridge,  says: 

"Our  highway  traffic  now  varies  from  1,000  to  4,800  teams  per  day; 
railway  trains  204  per  day.  No  trouble  is  experienced.  Horses  will 
not  frighten  with  a  strong  looking  fence  between  them  and  a  train. 
For  this  purpose  wood  must  be  used;  iron  will  not  do,  as  the  appear- 
ance to  the  animal  is  too  frail." 

The  approaches  to  the  propo^jcd  bridge  at  India  Point  are  designed 
to  be  guarded  with  solid  stone  parapets,  which  of  course  will  form 
better  barriers  than  wood. 

The  Rock  Island  railway  and  highway  bridge,  1,600  feet  long,  is 
also  double-decked.  In  this  case,  however,  the  railway  is  on  the  up- 
per floor.  In  the  year  ending  June  30,  1880,  the  following  traffic 
passed  over  it:

It  is  evident  that  in  these  cases,  the  danger  anticipated  here  bj 
timid  people,  would,  if  existing,  be  immensely  increased,  bat  no  pntc- 
tical  trouble  is  experienced. 

There  are  several  other  double-deck  bridges,  of  less  length  and 
traffic,  in  this  country;  as  for  instance,  one  as  near  as  Fall  River, 
Mass. 

APPORTIONMEirr  OF  COST. 

So  far  as  known  these  bridges  are  all  as  free  from  the  troable 
which  some  anticipate  at  India  Point,  as  is  the  St.  Louis  bridge. 

The  execution  of  this  scheme  seems  to  call  for  a  heavy  expenditure 
of  money;  but  even  in  the  aggregate  the  cost,  as  compared  with  that 
of  similar  enterprises,  would  not  really  be  burdensome. 

TO  THE  STATE. 

The  State  of  Rhode  Island  as  such  is  not  specially  interested  in  the 
matter  except  as  it  would  enhance  the  general  prosperity  and  thereby 
increase  the  revenues.  But  it  vested  in  the  Washington  Bridge  Com- 
pany and  its  successors  the  right  to  construct  and. forever  maintain  the 
bridge  without  restrictions  as  to  what  are  now  the  most  objectionable 
features  of  that  structure.  The  railroad  bridge  was  also  authorized 
by  the  General  Assembly,  and  was  located  and  built  under  the  direc- 
tion and  subject  to  the  approval  of  a  Commissioner  specially  appointed 
for  that  purpose.  The  State  is  therefore  responsible,  if  not  actually 
liable,  for  the  present  state  of  things  at  India  Point,  and  should  in 
equity  bear  some  shai*e  of  the  outlay  necessary  to  right  the  wrong  thas 
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done  to  Pawtucket  and  the  northerly  part  of  the  State.  It  is  possible 
that  the  general  government  may  demand  of  the  State  the  removal  of 
obstructions  at  this  point,  in  which  case  the  burden  will  rest  upon  the 
State  alone. 

TO  THE   CITY   OF  PROVIDENCE. 

The  party  chiefly  interested  in  the  proposed  improvement  is  the  City 
of  Providence.  Had  its  &:reat  natural  advantages  of  location  and  mar- 
itime facilities  been  early  and  fully  improved,  Providence  would  years 
ago  have  become  a  great  radiating  centre  of  railway  traffic  for  all  New 
England.  It  would  now,  as  we  believe,  contain  a  population  of  250,- 
000,  with  a  valuation  approximating  1250,000,000. 

These  are  still  among  the  possibilities  of  the  future.  The  com- 
merce, wealth  and  population  of  the  city  might  in  a  comparatively 
short  time  be  largely  increased  by  the  same  broad  and  comprehensive 
policy  of  public  improvements  which  has  done  so  much  for  commer- 
cial centres  less  favorably  situated.  The  general  government  is  ex- 
pending liberal  sums  in  deepening  the  channels  of  the  bay  and  river, 
and  local  enterprise  should  promptly  supplement  this  with  other  pub- 
lic improvements.  Gen.  Warren,  in  his  report  to  the  Chief  of  XT.  S. 
Engineers,  for  1879,  says:  *^  Providence  is  a  city  of  about  100,000  in- 
habitants, and  is  the  second  city  in  size  and  importance  in  New  Eng- 
land. It  is  a  manufacturing  city  of  importance.  Large  quantities  of 
arms  of  war  are  made  here.  It  is  a  very  convenient  distributing  point, 
and  its  fine  approaches  from  the  ocean  will  give  it  a  large  opportunity 
for  foreign  trade  as  soon  as  the  contemplated  deep  channel  is  se- 
cured.'* 

As  this  work  of  deepening  the  channel  is  steadily  and  surely  ap- 
proaching completion  no  time  should  be  lost  in  taking  the  next  most 
important  step, — the  improvement  and  expansion  of  the  terminal  fa- 
cilities of  our  railroads,  largely  with  reference  to  the  receipt,  delivery 
and  transhipment  of  ocean  and  coastwise  freights.  The  probable 
needs  of  the  railroads  of  the  future,  which  would  be  attracted  to  this 
as  a  commercial  centre,  should  also  be  anticipated. 


IG  BBI>ORT  OF  THE  SEEKONK   RIVEB  OOMMISSIOK. 

The  qaestion  of  increased  freight  facilities  shonld  not  be  limited  in 
its  application  to  an  ordinary  increase  in  the  present  Tolame  and  ranp 
of  hnsiness*  A  few  words  will  indicate  the  broader  view  of  this  mat- 
ter.— The  dangers  of  the  sea  along  the  coast  of  Cape  God  are  fi^ 
great.  The  following  imperfect  estimate  of  the  cost  of  going 
aroand  Cape  Cod  will  serve  to  illustrate  the  need  of  a  better  plan  for 
transportation  at  this  point: 

Annual  number  of  vessels  passing,  10,000;  carrying  200  tons  each, 
or  2,000,000  tons. 

Insurance  to  Boston  over  that  to  Providence,  3-10  of  1  per  cent 

Value  of  vessels  and  cargoes,  $170,000,000. 

Saving  of  insurance,  $510,000. 

Time  required  for  passage,  extra,  4  days. 

Cost  of  vessel,  $5.00  per  day;  boarding  crew,  $2.50 — $7.50  per 
day,  or  $30  for  4  days. 

10,000  vessels  at  $30— $300,000. 

Loss  per  year,  (50  vejsels),  total,  $500.00(>;  (partial,  $82,000); 
$582,000. 

Thirty  men  lost  annually;  assume  a  man's  life  to  represent  $2,500, 
'their  loss  is  $75,000. 

Total  amount  of  loss,  $957,000.'' 

The  city  of  Providence,  situated  thirty  miles  inland  from  the  moath 
of  Narragansett  Bay,  is  therefore  the  most  northerly  terminus  of  safe 
coastwise  navigation  of  the  Atlantic  shore.  Naturally  it  is  the  chief 
point  of  distribution  to  New  England  for  the  products  of  the  middle 
and  southern  seaboard  States.  '^  Heretofore  our  channels  and  harbor 
accommodations  have  not  been  such  as  to  allow  large  vessels  to  come 
freely  to  our  docks;  but  we  have  now  such  a  depth  of  water,  resulting 
from  dredging  done  by  the  United  States  government  and  the  city  of 
Providence,  that  ocean  vessels  can  come  to  our  inner  harbor,  and  very 
little  needs  to  be  done  to  enable  such  vessels  to  discharge  alongside 
the  railroad  tracks." 

Supplementing  these  advantages  with  such  facilities  for  tranship- 
ment as  the  proposed  scheme  would  afford,  fi-eight  could  undoubtedly 
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be  laid  down  even  in  Boston,  via  this  port,  at  less  cost  than  by  direct 
shipment  there  by  vessels  around  Gape  Cod. 

The  importance  of  this  trafiSc,  direct  and  indirect,  to  the  city  and 
the  State,  as  ifell  as  to  the  railroads,  need  not  be  demonstrated  here. 

The  city  of  Providence  should  duly  consider  another  inducement  to 
assist  in  this  improvement  It  is  the  owner  of  a  large  area  of  real 
estate  in  that  neighborhood,  which,  if  the  improvement  is  made,  will 
come  more  promptly  into  the  market  and  command  a  much  higher 
price  than  under  the  present  conditions.  The  burden  known  as  the 
Brook  Street  District  debt,  which  now  rests  somewhat  heavily  upon 
the  city,  might  in  this  way  be  materially  lightened  if  not  wholly  re- 
moved. 

TO  BAST  PROVIDENCE. 

The  benefits  which  would  accrue  to  East  Providence,  should  the 
proposed  improvement  be  fully  carried  out,  are  self-evident  and  can 
hardly  be  overestimated.  They  may  be  briefly  stated,  in  part,  as  fol- 
lows: The  speedy  development  of  its  great  natural  advantages  of  loca- 
tion near  the  heart  of  the  second  city  in  New  England;  its  occupation 
for  suburban  residences  by  business  men  and  mechanics  of  Providence; 
and  as  a  result  of  these  the  rapid  enhancement  of  values  of  real  estate 
and  local  business.  An  essential  element  of  the  success  of  such  a  su- 
burban movement  is  safe  and  prompt  transit  to  and  from  the  city.  A 
line  of  horse-cars  between  Eiist  Providence  and  the  city  is  already 
urgently  demanded,  but  will  not  be  permitted  by  the  city  to  cross  the 
present  uncertain  structure.  With  the  new  bridge  such  a  line  would 
be  at  once  established,  and  eventually,  should  the  scheme  of  a  mar- 
ginal railway,  extending  through  South  Water  street  to  Crawford 
street  bridge,  be  realized,  more  rapid  communication  by  steam  would 
be  added. 

And  here  we  desire  to  call  special  attention  to  what  we  regard  as  a 
most  important  feature  of  this  plan, — the  absolute  immunity  from  dan- 
ger to  carriage,  horse-car  or  foot  travel,  from  grade  crossings,  of  which 
there  would  be  none,  while  now  there  are  two — that  at  Warren  ave- 
nne  being  an  extremely  objectionable  and  dangerous  one.

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It  is  believed  by  couservative  persons  of  good  judgment  and  famil- 
iar with  the  locality,  that  the  increase  in  the  taxable  valae  of  real  &• 
tate  in  East  Providence,  which  woald  follow  and  be  caased  by  this 
improvement,  wonld  exceed  its  entire  cost 

TO   PAWTUCKET. 

The  town  of  Pawtncket  has  no  other  direct  interest  in  the  proposed 
scheme  than  the  resulting  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  river; 
but  this,  to  Pawtucket  and  vicinity,  is  a  most  important  matter. 
With  a  proper  width  and  location  of  bridge-draw  and  depth  of  chan- 
nel, much  of  the  freight  bound  to  Pawtucket  might  be  taken  b; 
larger  vessels  than  now,  at  a  saving  of  from  10  to  25  cents  per  ton, 
—  in  the  aggregate  probably  double  the  sum  per  annum  that  woald 
be  required  of  Pawtucket  as  its  annual  share  of  the  cost  of  the  work. 
We  have  not  the  statistics  of  the  tonnage  of  Pawtucket;  but  the  city 
engineer  informs  us  that  during  the  year  1880,  2,974  crafts  passed 
through  the  draw  of  Washington  bridge,  of  which  733  were  sailing 
vessels,  215  were  steamboats  and  902  were  towboats.  The  remainder 
were  sailboats  and  miscellaneous  crafts.  Much  the  larger  proportion 
of  these  were  bound  to  or  from  Pawtucket. 

Reduction  in  the  present  cost  of  freight  is  not,  however,  the 
only  or  chief  point  to  be  considered.  It  is  becoming  a  necessity  to 
the  preservation  of  such  restricted  facilities  for  communication  by 
water  with  other  points  as  still  remain  to  Pawtucket,  that  some  such 
plan  as  that  now  under  consideration  be  at  once  effected.  The  city 
of  Providence  cannot,  as  we  suppose,  be  required  to  remove  the  ob- 
struction now  existing  as  the  old  Washington  bridge;  and  the  general 
government,  as  we  have  already  shown,  will  be  averse  to  doing  any 
further  dredging  in  the  river  unless  such  work  can  be  made  more 
effective  by  the  removal  of  these  obstructions,  which  are  the  initial 
cause  of  the  whole  trouble. 

The  clearing  of  the  tidal  way  at  Washington  bridge,  as  proposed, 
would  not  only  increase  the  facilities  and  safety  of  navigating  this 
part  of  the  river,  but  by  permitting  a  much  freer  inflow  at  the  rise  of 
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the  tide  wonld  increase  the  depth  at  mean  high  water  in  Pawtucket 
harbor  0.8  foot,  or  nearly  10  inches — equivalent,  of  coarse,  to  dredg- 
ing the  whole  length  of  the  channel  that  depth.  This  has  been  clearly 
demonstrated  by  a  series  of  observations  recently  made  upon  the  rate 
of  propagation  of  the  tides  in  the  river,  by  the  United  States  Engi- 
neers' department. 

TO  THE   RAILROADS. 

The  corporations  using  the  present  railroad  bridge  have,  perhaps,  no 
immediate  and  direct  interest  in  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of 
the  river;  but  leaving  this  out  of  the  account,  we  believe  that  a  care- 
ful consideration  of  the  scheme  proposed  will  convince  these  corpo- 
rations that  the  small  annual  outlay  which  is  estimated  to  be  the  just 
proportional  share  of  each  will  be  a  judicious  expenditure  for  other 
advantages  gained. 

There  can  be  no  question  that  the  Providenqe,  Warren  and  Bristol 
railroad  needs  much  better  facilities  at  this  terminus  that  it  now  has, 
and  that  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when  the  patrons  of  the  road  will 
demand  them. 

By  the  present  arrangement  of  tracks  and  the  location  of  the 
bridge  with  reference  to  them,  every  incoming  train  on  that  road  must 
first  run  past  the  bridge  and  over  Warren  avenue  crossing,  and  then 
reverse  motion  and  run  backward  across  the  bridge,  through  the  Bos- 
ton and  Providence  freight  yard  and  about  half  the  length  of  India 
street,  to  the  depot. 

The  entire  length  of  this  backward-running  trip  is  about  4,500  feet. 
Each  outward  bound  train  must  also  run  backward  out  of  the  city  and 
up  over  the  Warren  avenue  crossing,  before  it  can  commence  its  trip 
<'  head  on."  Besides  the  vexatious  delays  attending  these  movements, 
the  danger  to  life  and  limb  at  the  Warren  avenue  crossing  is  very  great. 
If  the  value  of  all  the  time  lost  by  those  who,  in  teams  or  on  foot, 
are  compelled  to  wait  at  the  railroad  crossings  while  trains  are  block- 
ing the  way,  and  by  passengers  delayed  on  the  Bristol  road  at  East 
Providence,  could  be  determined,  it  would  undoubtedly  be  found  to 
represent  at  a  fair  rate  of  interest,  a  large  fraction  of  the  sum  required 
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for  this  proposed  improvement.     The  money  value  of  lives  lost  at  these 
crossings  cannot,  of  course,  be  computed. 

CRAWFORD  STREET  BRIDGE  TEBMIKUS.  . 

In  this  connection  we  may  properly  refer  to  the  urgent  need  of  a  more 
centrally  located  passenger  depot  a£  the  city  terminus  of  the  Prori- 
dence,  Warren  and  Bristol  road.  Concessions  ought  to  be  secured 
from  the  city  on  reasonable  terms,  by  which,  as  a  feature  of  this  scheme, 
the  track  could  be  extended  up  South  Water  street  to  the  Crawford 
street  bridge.  With  the  point  of  arrival  and  departure  so  conven- 
iently near  to  the  centre  of  business,  and  the  movements  of  the  trains 
no  longer  delayed  by  the  backing  and  i*eversing  process  referred  to,  the 
improved  facilities  for  residence  and  business  along  the  line  of  this 
road  would  be  generally  and  speedily  availed  of,  to  the  mutual  advan- 
tage of  the  corporation  and  its  patrons.  A  passenger  traffic  between 
this  city  and  Watchemoket,  which  does  not  mow  exist,  would  become 
a  considerable  item  in  the  business  of  the  road. 

TIME   AND   MANKEB  OF   PAYMENT. 

As  the  benefits  of  this  improvement  will  be  enjoyed  in  the  future, 
it  should  be  paid  for  from  year  to  year,  extending  through  as  long  a 
period  of  time  as  is  practicable. 

With  this  idea  in  view  the  Commissioners  propose  tiiat  it  be  paid  for 
by  the  negotiation  of  bonds,  thirty  years  to  run,  with  a  provision  for 
a  sinking  fund  to  meet  the  debt  at  maturity,  the  burden  of  contrib- 
uting to  the  sinking  fund  and  the  annual  payments  of  interest,  to  be 
ap)K)rtioncd  according  to  the  obKgations  resting  upon^  or  the  estimated 
benefits  accruing  to,  the  different  corporations. 

PARTIES  TO  THE  PAYMENT. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  city  of  Providence  would  necessarily  spend 
in  building  a  new  bridge,  such  as  the  public  service  demands  for  high- 
way travel,  at  least  one-half  of  the  sum  proposed  to  be  expended  in

making  this  improvement^  and  that  the  cost  of  maintenance,  which 
in  that  case  must  fall  upon  the  city  alone,  would  be  fully  if  not  more 
than  half  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  work  we  propose.  The  town 
of  Pawtucket  has  a  good  claim  that  any  new  structure  which  might 
be  erected  should  be  so  built  as  to  offer  the  least  possible  obstruction 
to  navigation,  and  considerations  of  public  safety,  as  heretofore  set 
forth,  demand  that  such  a  structure  should  carry  the  highway  travel 
over  the  grade  of  the  railroads.  Such  a  bridge,  with  its  approaches, 
would  cost  the  city  not  less  than  1212,000,  with  a  chance  that  it  might 
be  more.  Add  to  the  above  consideration  the  fact  that  the  city,  in 
purchasing  the  Washington  bridge,  assumed  therewith  all  the  obliga- 
tions and  liabilities  connected  with  or  arising  therefrom,  and  we  feel 
convinced  that  one  half  of  this  burden  Should  fall  upon  the  city. 

•The  town  of  Pawtucket  will  be  directly  benefited  in  the  saving  of 
freights  to  a  very  large  amount,  very  much  more,  without  doubt, 
than  the  amount  we  have  fixed  upon  as  her  proportion  of  this  expense. 
But  the  right  of  navigation  is  a  natural  right  inhering  to  the  inhab- 
itants above  this  bridge,  and  neither  the  city  or  the  State  can  with 
.  justice  (even  if  they  could  legally)  encroach  upon  that  right. 

In  the  present  condition  of  the  case,  we  are  advised  that  the  town 
of  Pawtucket  is  without  remedy.  The  benefits  of  this  improvement 
will,  if  it  be  made,  apply  directly  to  almost  every  individual  living  in 
Pawtucket,  certainly  to  every  family,  for  it  will  cheapen  the  coal  con- 
sumed by  every  family.  We  have  therefore  apportioned  to  Pawtucket 
what  seemed  to  Us  a  fair  annual  quota  of  the  expense. 

In  the  case  of  the  town  of  East  Providence  and  of  the  three  rail- 
road companies,  the  Commissioners  have  also  endeavored  as  near  as 
possible  to  assign  to  each  their  fair  share. 

It  should  be  said  in  regard  to  the  railroad  companies,  that  they  can 
use  their  properties  to  fair  advantage  as  they  are  at  present  arranged; 
and  that  while  a  large  amount  of  this  expense  is  incurred  in  the  nec- 
essary rearrangement  of  the  railroad  property,  yet  that  is  done  not  at 
their  instigation  or  upon  their  motion,  and  the  public  will  be  very 
large  gainers  in  additional  safety  and  increased  accommodations. 

The  State  is  largely  responsible  for  the  existing  condition  of  things 
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in  having  chartered  and  permitted  the  bnilding  of  these  bridges,  and 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  State,  therefore,  to  assame  a  small  share  of  the 
temporary  harden. 

The  whole  cost  of  the  improvement,  it  is  estimated,  will  be 
•425,000. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  city  of  Providence  be  authorized  to  issue  iu 
bonds,  thirty  years  to  run,  bearing  4  per  cent  interest,  payable  semi- 
annually, for  the  amount  necessary — not  exceeding  $500,000. 

If  the  sinking  fund  were  invested  to  earn  an  average  of  three  per 
cent,  it  would  require  an  annual  appropriation  of  $8,650  to  extinguish 
the  debt  in  thirty  years.  This  is  ample,  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  suitable  investments  for  a  sinking  fund  cannot  always  be  found 
promptly.  The  interest  being  $17,000,  the  whole  annual  appropria- 
tion must  be  $25,650,  or  say  $26,000;.  this  amount  to  be  raised  an- 
nually. 
We  have  apportioned  as  follows:

The  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  to  be  as  follows,  viz.:  Upon 
the  city  of  Providence  five-sixths  of  the  cost  of  the  repairs  of  the 
travelled  way  of  the  upper  deck,  and  five-twelfths  of  the  cost  of  the 
general  repairs,  and  of  the  cost  of  operation. 

Upon  the  town  of  East  Providence  one-sixth  of  the  repairs  of  the 
travelled  way  of  the  upper  deck,  and  one-twelfth  of  general  repairs 
and  of  the  cost  of  operation. 

Upon  the  railroads  the  cost  of  repairs  to  their  respective  lines  of 
track  superstructure,  and  one-half  the  cost  of  general  repairs  and  of 
the  cost  of  operation. 
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And  provided  further^  that  the  city  shall  assnme  any  amount  which 
the  work  shall  cost  in  excess  of  the  estimates,  and  be  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  any  saving  in  the  cost  from  the  amount  estimated. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  Legislature  shall  pass  a  resolution  that  pro- 
vided the  work  is  properly  done  it  will  annually  raise  by  tax  and  ap- 
propriate to  this  purpose  the  above  sum.  The  other  corporations  each 
to  authorize  their  proper  officers  to  execute  instruments  binding  them- 
selves to  the  city  of  Providence  to  contribute  the  amount  as  set  forth 
above,  or  such  other  amounts  and  proportions  as  in  their  wisdom  the 
Honorable  General  Assembly  may  fix  and  provide.

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REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly: 

The  joint  special  committee^  appointed  to  visit  the  mechanical  de- 
partment of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology^  and  examine 
the  system  of  instruction  there  in  operation^  with  special  reference  to 
the  feasibility  of  adopting  a  similar  one  in  the  Beform  School  of  this 
State,  beg  to  report  that  they  have  performed  the  duty  assigned 
to  them  and  present  herewith  their  conclasions  based  upon  observa- 
tion. Your  committee,  accompanied  by  most  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  were  courteously  received 
by  President  Rogers  and  other  members  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  who  gave  us  every  facility  to  examine,  and  offered 
such  explanations  as  were  necessary  to  enable  us  to  comprehend  the 
peculiarities  of  their  system  of  mechanical  instruction. 

This  system  of  instruction  in  the  mechanic  arts  is  called  the  Rus- 
sian system,  from  the  fact  that  it  was  inaugurated  at  the  Imperial 
Technical  School  at  Moscow,  and  was  first  made  known  to  this  coun- 
try by  an  exhibit  of  its  method  and  results,  which  formed  a  portion 
of  the  Russian  department  at  the  Centennial  exhibition  at  Philadel- 
phia. Its  novel  and  excellent  features  were  discerned  by  President 
Runkle,  who  interested  citizens  of  Boston  sufficiently  to  induce  them 
to  advance  the  means  to  establish  a  similar  system  at  the  School  of 
Technology.  This  was  done  in  1876,  and  the  result  has  been  highly 
satisfactory. 

The  fundamental  idea  of  the  system  is,  that  the  hand  must  be  in- 
telligently trained  to  the  use  of  tools,  and  that  the  mechanic  arts 
which  underlie  specific  trades,  should  be  taught  in  accordance  with 
well-known  educational  methods,  before  attempting  to  apply  those 
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arts  to  any  trade.  Hence  to  prepane  a  boy  to  enter  upon  a  particular 
industry,  it  is  necessary  to  formulate  into  an  educational  method 
those  arts  which  apply  to  that  industry,  and  instruct  him  in  a  succes- 
sion of  graded  lessons.  In  all  constructions,  certain  typical  forms 
are  found  and  these  can  be  classified  into  groups,  each  to  be  worked 
out  in  a  particular  way  and  with  special  tools. 

The  instruction  given  to  a  boy,  enabling  him  to  work  out  these 
forms,  each  in  the  best  way,  and  with  the  tools  best  adapted  to  the 
work,  advances  him  remarkably  in  that  skill  which  will  render  him 
both  available  and  useful  in  actual  construction.  It  will  be  seen  th&t 
this  system  entirely  separates  the  art  fi'om  the  trade^  and  requires 
tTi^truction  shops  rather  than  constmotiori  shops.  Each  shop  or  room 
is  limited  to  a  certain  kind  of  work,  and  is  equipped  with  a  number 
of  places  and  sets  of  tools,  so  that  a  class  of  boys  can  be  taught 
simultaneously  each  lesson  by  one  instructor. 

At  Boston  we  found  classes  of  boys  under  instruction  in  different 
rooms  or  shops,  devoted  to  carpentry  and  joinery,  wood  turning  and 
pattern-making,  foundry,  pattern  weaving,  forging,  chipping  and 
filing,  all  in  one  building,  one  story  high.  While  there  were  varied 
degrees  of  proficiency  noticeable,  all  appeared  interested  in  the  work, 
and  specimens  were  shown  us  in  number  large  enough  to  satisfy  us  of 
the  efficiency  of  the  method  and  its  successful  result. 

In  1879,  at  the  request  of  the  Committee  on  Prisons  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts legislature,  Mr.  Edward  Atkinson,  a  gentleman  well  known 
throughout  this  country,  prepared  a  memorandum  in  regard  to  this 
method  of  instruction  in  the  mechanic  arts,  in  which  he  presents 
reasons  why  it  should  be  adopted  in  reform  schools,  orphan  asylums, 
and  houses  of  detention  for  youthful  criminals. 

Appended  to  Mr.  Atkinson's  report  is  an  endorsement  of  the  presi- 
dent and  members  of  the  government  of  the  Institute  of  Technology, 
saying  that  this  method  of  mechanical  instruction  ''deserves  the  con- 
sideration of  all  who  have  authority  in  moulding  and  directing  tbc 
reformatory  institutions  of  the  State."  Among  the  twenty-five  names 
appended  are  those  of  many  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  represent- 
ing fully  the  public  sentiment  of  Massachusetts. 
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This  endorsement  is  supplemented  by  another  over  the  si^natares  of 
the  instructors  in  the  Institute  of  Technology,  saying  that  the  method 
''might  be  advantageously  introduced  into  reformatory  and  other 
public  institutions  in  which  there  are  large  numbers  who  should  be 
fitted  to  earn  their  living  by  honest  and  creditable  means." 

Such  evidence^  both  from  gentlemen  deeply  interested  in  questions 
of  social  and  political  science,  and  from  those  who  have  practically 
tried  this  system  for  three  years,  has  had  great  weight  in  bringing  the 
minds  of  your  committee  to  the  conclusions  formed  upon  this  subject 

The  Industrial  School  Association  of  Boston,  has  within  two  or 
three  years  given  this  system  of  manual  education  a  trial  with  boys  of 
varied  tastes  and  characteristics^  confining  the  instruction,  however, 
to  a  course  in  the  use  of  the  common  wood-working  hand  tools,  which 
would  include  the  primary  arts  of  the  carpenter,  the  joiner,  the  ship- 
builder, the  cabinet-maker,  and  of  all  other  craftsmen  who  use  these 
tools.  So  well  satisfied  were  the  managers  of  the  association,  many  of 
whom  were  practical  mechanics,  with  the  success  which  resulted  from 
their  trial,  that  they  recommended  it  urgently  to  the  school  committee 
as  a  most  desirable  addition  to  the  regular  course  of  public  education. 

Having  thus  briefly  given  an  account  of  this  new  method  of  sys- 
tematic instruction  in  the  mechanic  arts,  we  come  to  a  consideration 
of  the  institution,  in  which  it  is  sn^ested  that  it  shall  be  adopted  if 
found  feasible  and  expedient. 

The  Providence  Reform  School  was  eptablishcd  by  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence in  1850^  and  was  for  twenty-nine  years  under  the  management 
of  a  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  by  the  city,  and  composed  of  gen- 
tlemen of  high  standing  in  the  community,  most  of  whom  gave  their 
time  and  talents  to  the  duties  devolved  upon  them  with  a  degree  of 
public  spirit,  philanthropy  and  devotion  that  elicited  the  highest 
praise  from  every  intelligent  citizen.  In  looking  over  the  list  of  names 
of  those  who  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  we  find  representa- 
tives of  the  best  elements  of  society,  and  recognize  individuals  who 
have  stood  preeminent  in  the  city  in  character,  zeal,  judgment,  effi- 
ciency and  public  services  of  every  kind.  Every  one  who  is  well  in- 
formed as  to  the  self-denying  efforts  made  by  those  gentlemen  during 
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the  period  of  their  management  must  admit  that  whatever  measure  of 
benefit  has  accrued  to  the  inmates  of  the  institution  and  to  the  pab- 
liCy  should  redound  to  their  credit  and  be  borne  in  grateful  remem- 
brance by  their  fellow  citizens.  They,  certainly,  did  the  best  thej 
could  with  the  means,  methods  and  appliances  at  their  command, 
and  the  subsequent  career  of  many  a  boy  consigned  to  their  caure 
has  furnished  an  illustration  of  the  advantage  of  the  influences  ex- 
erted by  the  trustees.  Notwithstanding  the  care,  advantages  of  good 
discipline  and  influences  surrounding  the  boys  at  the  Reform  School, 
the  statistics — obtained  from  official  sources  —  furnish  material  fall 
of  suggestions  most  significant  in  their  import  to  the  thoughtful 
mind.  The  attention  of  your  committee,  in  looking  over  these  sta- 
tistics, was  especially  called  to  the  fact  that  the  number  of  prisoners 
in  our  Slate  prison,  at  the  present  time,  who  have  previously  leeh 
inmates  of  the  Reform  School,  is  about  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
number  now  in  the  Reform  School,  and  furthermore,  that  this  is 
about  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years.  Admitting  the  fact  that 
large  numbers  of  those  originally  sent  to  the  Reform  School  have  been 
committed  for  petty  crimes  and  have  been  taken  from  evil  surround- 
ings, but  still  bearing  in  mind  the  immaturity  of  the  inmates  and 
their  susceptibility  to  good  influences^  and  discipline,  as  well  as  the 
proportion  of  those  who  are  not  committed  for  criminal  oflFences,  one 
cannot  escape  the  suggestive  inquiry: 

DOES  THE   REFORM  SCHOOL  REFORM  ? 

If  the  result  of  the  last  ten  years  in  the  direction  of  reform  is  en- 
tirely satisfactory,  no  change  in  previous  methods  is  needed,  but  \i 
on  the  contrary,  there  is  a  desire  that  a  larger  percentage  should 
graduate  from  the  school  into  the  law  abiding  class  of  the  commanitj, 
some  radical  change  is  imperative.  From  what  has  been  said  in  re- 
gard to  the  character  of  the  trustees,  and  their  faithful  discharge  of 
duty,  and  from  what  we  know  of  the  moral,  religious  and  mental  in- 
struction they  have  so  carefully  provided,  we  are  confident  that  no 
improvement  can  be  anticipated  in  those  respects  that  will  lead  as  to 
hope  for  any  change  for  the  better.     A  careful  consideration  of  the 
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matter  has  broaght  the  conviction  to  the  minds  of  your  committee 
that  an  amelioration  can  only  be  sought  in  the  direction  of  an 

IMPROVED  INDUSTRIAL  TRAINING. 

We  find  from  the  report  of  the  past  year  that  the  manual  labor  per- 
formed by  the  boys  has  been  for  the  most  part  confined  to  making 
cane  seats  and  backs  for  chairs,  and  that  the  proceeds  of  the  labor 
have  netted  about  $5000.  In  previous  years,  we  believe,  there  have 
at  times  been  introduced  some  other  forms  of  labor,  but  as  we  find 
this  the  principal  one  at  the  present  time,  and  the  financial  showing 
is  80  good,  we  assume  that  labor  in  other  directions  has  not  proved 
available  and  has  been  superseded  by  this  as  the  best  adapted,  to  the 
circumstances.  It  certainly  has  been  difiicult  to  find  suitable  employ- 
ment for  boys  situated  as  those  in  the  Beform  School  have  been,  and 
the  managers  have  done  well  to  secure  some  occupation  that  had  the 
double  advantage  of  affording  labor  and  remuneration  as  well.  The 
result,  however,  has  been  the  maximum  of  advantage  to  the  manage- 
ment, and  the  minimum  of  advantage  to  the  boys  and  to  the  com- 
munity, for  the  reason  that  after  a  training  simply  in  this  employ- 
ment the  boys,  upon  emerging  into  freedom,  were  only  fitted  to  cane 
seats,  and  could  find  no  demand  for  such  labor.  Hence,  debarred  by 
inadequate  mental  training  from  many  pursuits,  and  by  inadequate 
manual  training  from  still  greater  opportunities,  the  graduate  of  the 
Reform  School  has,  from  the  necessity  of  the  case,  been  exposed  to 
temptation  to  get  his  living  by  improper  methods,  and  in  too  many 
instances  has  drifted  into  crime  and  ultimately  found  his  place  in  the 
State  prison. 

On  the  Ist  of  July,  1880,  the  Reform  School  was  transferred  by  the 
City  to  the  State  authorities  and  the  management  was  placed  in  the 
bands  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections.  Occupying 
the  same  building  and  subject  to  the  same  disadvantages  as  had  at- 
tended the  former  trustees,  the  present  board,  conscious  of  the  fact 
that  the  institution,  pending  its  removal  to  the  new  location  chosen 
by  the  General  Assembly,  was  in  a  transition  state,  naturally  have 
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attempted  no  change  in  the  methods  already  employed.  Anticipating, 
however,  the  completion  of  the  baildings  now  in  process  of  erection 
for  the  use  of  the  school  and  its  complete  severance  from  the  past,  by 
a  removal  thither,  it  is  time  for  the  present  board  and  for  the  Greneral 
Assembly,  under  whose  authority  they  act,  to  adopt  some  plan  that 
shal],  if  possible,  produce  better  results  than  heretofore. 

In  this  connection  it  is  well  to  consider,  briefly,  the  position  which 
the  State  holds  in  relation  to  the  inmates  of  the  Reform  School. 
These  children,  from  various  parts  of  the  State  are  taken,  against 
their  own  desire,  from  homes  good,  bad  or  indifferent,  and  placed 
under  State  authority  for  periods  varying  from  two  years  to  the  attain- 
ment of  their  majority.  Many  of  them  have  committed  no  crime, 
others  are  guilty  of  very  petty  offences,  while  most  all  have  been  simply 
unfortunate  in  their  environments.  By  the  obligation  thus  assumed 
the  State  must  stand  in  loco  parentis  to  these  children  and  meet  fully 
all  the  responsibility  attached  to  such  a  relation.  It  must  feed,  clothe 
and  educate  in  such  a  manner  as  may  enable  the  child  to  leave  the 
condition  of  tutelage  at  the  appointed  time,  and  enter  upon  a  career 
of  usefulness  under  favorable  auspices.  It  must,  if  possible,  give  him 
such  a  preparation  as  will  com}»ensate  for  the  stigma  which  inevitably 
will  handicap  any  graduate  of  a  correctional  institution;  and  to  ac- 
complish this  no  amount  of  moral  and  mental  training  will  succeed 
unless  supplemented  by  a  training  in  and  for  honest  industry.  The 
education  it  should  give,  whether  moral,  mental  or  manual,  should  be 
estimated  not  by  quantity,  but  by  quality;  and  hence,  in  order  that  it 
may  be  thorough,  it  should  be  strictly  elementary  and  systematic. 

Well-established  educational  principles  have  heretofore  been  adopted 
in  the  moral  and  mental  department,  and  these  same  principles  must 
be  applied  in  the  manual  or  industrial  element  of  the  course.  What- 
ever is  attempted  in  this  direction  should  have  in  view  its  educational 
value,  and  by  laying  a  broad  and  thorough  foundation  upon  a  practical 
knowledge  of  the  first  principles  of  the  mechanic  arts  open  an  easy 
way  to  usefulness  as  artisans. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee  no  system  yet  devised  is  as  well 
calculated   to  accomplish   this  as  the  Bussian, — whose  theory  and 
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operation  we  have  examined  at  Boston,  and  for  this  reason  we  recom- 
mend its  adoption  by  the  management  of  the  Reform  School  after  its 
removal  to  its  new  quarters. 

As  one  of  the  primary  objects  in  locating  the  institution  in  the 
country  was  to  secure  an  opportunity  for  out-door  labor  of  an  agricul- 
tural character,  it  will  be  conceded  by  all  that  during  the  proper  sea- 
son of  the  year  that  kind  of  employment^  so  conducive  to  the  proper 
development  of  good  physical  qualities,  should  receive  the  greatest  at- 
tention, and  perhaps  supersede  all  others.  But  in  this  department  of 
industry,  as  in  all  others,  systematic  instruction  should  be  given  by  a 
skilled  and  intelligent  agriculturist,  who  should  make  the  paramount 
aim  educational,  and  teach  those  things,  and  so  many  of  them,  that  a 
good  farm  hand  ought  to  know  as  would  best  enable  the  boys  to  secure 
lucrative  employment  upon  leaving  the  school.  Educational  advan- 
tage to  the  boys  should  be  considered  before  the  pecuniaiy  advantage 
of  their  labor  to  the  management.  In  addition  to  this  there  can  be 
no  objection  to  a  portion  of  the  time  being  devoted  to  that  kind  of 
labor  which  has,  in  the  past,  proved  a  source  of  income,  and  henee  in 
the  proper  division  and  classification  of  employment  cane-seating 
should  not  be  omitted. 

During  about  half  of  the  year,  however,  the  climate  precludes  any 
great  degree  of  attention  from  being  given  to  out-door  labor,  and  at 
this  time  we  earnestly  recommend  an  experiment  in  teaching  the  me- 
chanic arts  in  accordance  with  the  plan  heretofore  mentioned.  At 
first  its  scope  might  be  limited  to  instruction  in  those  arts  and  the  use 
of  tools  which  are  applied  in  the  working  of  wood.  An  expenditure 
of  not  more  than  >600  would  equip  a  shop  with  all  the  necessary  ap- 
pliances, and  a  suitable  expert  mechanic  could  be  employed  as  an  in- 
structor for  a  few  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  Should  the  plan  work 
successfully,  as  we  think  it  would  in  time,  an  older  boy,  who  should 
have  acquired  skill  and  experience,  might  serve  as  an  instructor. 
Subsequently,  if  a  satisfactory  result  in  the  working  of  wood  was 
achieved,  the  experiment  could  include  the  arts  and  tools  employed  in 
working  iron  and  such  further  development  of  the  system  as  might 
seem  desirable.     With  such  training  we  feel  confident  that  the  great 
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obstacle  which  now  meets  the  boy  who  leaves  the  Reform  School,  m: 
inability  to  find  employment,  wonid  be  obviated,  for  in  addition  to  the 
opportunities  offering  to  skilled  farmers  and  horticaltnrists,  he  would 
easily  find  an  opening  in  the  varions  mechanical  trades  for  which  tha 
previous  instruction  had  given  him  such  an  admirable  preparatioiL 
Employers  will  surely  give  a  chance  to  those  who  know  something  of 
the  business  in  preference  to  those  who  are  entirely  without  ex- 
perience. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  beg  to  say  that  they  consider  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Russian  system  of  industrial  education  at  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology,  a  great  advance  in  that  most  diffi- 
cult subject ;  we  deem  the  principles  upon  which  it  is  based  thorongUj 
sound  ;  we  believe  them  adapted  to  use  in  the  Reform  School,  and  we 
recommend  the  General  Assembly  to  take  such  action  as  they  may 
deem  proper  to  enable  the  Board  of  State  Charities  to  introduce  that 
system  in  its  application  to  the  working  of  wood,  when  the  Reform 
School  shall  have  been  moved  to  its  new  location.

OF  THE 


JUDGES   OF   THE   SUPREME   COURT, 

RELA.TIVE  TO  THE  RIGHT  TO  VOTE  OF  A  REAL  ESTATE  OWNER 
WHOSE  NAME  IS  NOT  ON  THE  VOTING  LIST. 

(GIVEN  APRIL  13,  18S1.) 


To   the    Honorable   the    Senate  of  the   State  of  Rhode   Island  ami 
Providence  Plantations : 

We  have  received  from  your  Honorable  Body  a  resolution  request- 
ing our  written  opinion  on  the  two  following  questions,  to  wit : 

*'  Has  a  person  having  the  qualifications  described  in  Section  1,  Article  2,  of 
the  Constitution,  the  right  to  have  his  vote  received  by  the  Moderator  and 
counted,  if  his  name  be  not  found  on  the  list  of  voters  as  prescribed  by  Section 
1,  Chapter  9  of  the  General  Statutes?  If  the  Court  shall  answer  the  question  in 
the  affirmative,  what  evidence  shall  the  Moderator  require  of  the  right  of  such 
person  to  vote." 


Section  1  of    Chapter  9  is   nnambignoaB  aad  clearly  directs  the 
Moderator  to  reject  the  votes  of  all  persoDs  claiming  to  Tote,  whott 
names  are  not  on  the  list,  sabject  to  certain  plain  exceptions  in  faTor 
of  the  cities  of  Providence  and  Newport     No  one  can   doabt  the 
meaning.     We  sappose,  therefore,  that  the  object  of  the  first  qn^ 
tion  is  to  ascertain  whether,  in  oar  opinion,  the  direction  to  rejeet 
the  unlisted  votes  is  constitutional.     We  have  carefully  considered  the 
question  in  that  light,  and  are  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  direction 
is  constitutional,  being  fully  authorized  by  Section  6,  of  Article  2  of 
the  Constitution,  which  gives  the  General  Assembly  full  power  "  to 
prescribe  the  manner  of  conducting  the  elections,"  and  **  the  nature 
of  the  evidence  to  be  required  in  case  of  a  dispute  as  to  the  right  of 
any  person  to  vote,  and  generally  to  enact  all  laws  necessary  to  carry 
this  Article "  (u  e.,  the  Article  in  relation  to  the  qualifications  of 
voters  and  their  rights  to  vote)  '^  into  effect  and  to  prevent  abuse,  cor- 
ruption and  fraud  in  voting."    In  pursuance  of  the  power  so  given, 
various  laws  have  been  enacted,  and  among  them  the  laws  under 
which  the  lists  of  voters,  mentioned  in  Section  1  of  Chapter  9,  are 
prepared  and  authenticated  by  the  Boards  of  Canvassers  of  the  several 
towns.     In  making  up  these  lists  the  canvassers  are  in  our  opinion  re- 
quired to  proceed  in  a  manner  which  is  well  calculated  to  insure  the 
listing  of  all  qualified  voters,  and  which  affords  to  every  person  claim- 
ing a  right  to  vote  a  fair  opportunity  to  establish  his  right,  if  he  can, 
and  have  his  name  duly  enrolled.     It  follows  that,  in  the  absence  of 
fraud  which  may  be  practised,  or  of  accident  which  may  happen, 
under  the  wisest  laws,  no  name  of  any  qualified  voter  is  likely  to  be 
omitted  from  the  proper  list,  except  through  his  own  negligence  or  in 
consequence  of  some  error  of  adjudication  on  the  part  of  the  can- 
vassers.    Now  if  the  name  be  omitted  through  the  negligence  of  the 
voter,  there  is  no  good  reason  why  he  should  not  suffer  the  loss  of  his 
vote  for  it     If  it  be  omitted  in  consequence  of  an  erroneous  adjudi- 
cation by  the  canvassers,  then,  though  the  voter  may  have  some  rea- 
son to  complain  of  the  want  of  any  ulterior  remedy,  yet  it  is  perfectly 
evident  that  a  moderator,  while  holding  an  election,  is  not  a  fit  tri- 


banal  to  afford  him  such  a  remedy.  And  even  if  the  name  be  acci- 
dentally omitted^  still  it  is  manifest  that  it  cannot  be  wisely  left  to  a 
moderator  to  supply  the  omission  on  election  day ;  for  he  cannot 
properly  supply  it  without  an  inyestigation,  and  he  cannot  investigate 
without  a  hearing,  nor,  if  several  accidental  omissions  be  alleged, 
without  several  hearings,  probably  involving  controversies,  which  will 
inevitably  endanger  the  orderly  conduct  of  the  election,  and  which 
may  altogether  defeat  it. 

We  therefore  answer  the  first  question  in  the  negative.  The  first 
question  being  answered  in  the  negative,  the  second  requires  no 
answer.

To   the   Honorable   the    General   Assembly  at  its  Jamiary  Session, 
A.  D.1881: 

The  Joint  Special  Committee  who  were  instructed  to  ascertain 
whether  a  suitable  location  could  be  obtained  without  expense  to  the 
State,  near  Kingston  Depot,  whereon  to  locate  a  court  house  for 
Washington  county,  and  to  consider  the  advisability  of  holding  alter- 
nate terms  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  Court  of  Common  Pleas  at 
Westerly,  in  said  county,  beg  leave  to  report: 

That  they  have  held  a  number  of  meetings  and  conferred  with  the 
land  owners  near  Kingston  Junction^  and  have  been  offered  a  deed  of 


wbaterer  land  the  State  might  need  for  court  honse  pnrpoees,  bjtkree 
different  parties,  one  of  whom  offers  to  give  a  deed  to  the  State,  md 
if  not  used  for  those  purposes,  that  it  be  sold  and  the  proceeda  used 
in  the  erection  of  a  new  building  or  the  removal  of  the  present  edifice. 
Your  committee  met  at  Kingston  April  ISth,  and  carefully  examined 
the  building  now  used  as  a  court  house,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that 
it  would  not  be  advisable  (o  attempt  its  removal.  They  are  unani- 
mous in  the  opinion  that  the  present  location  is  exceedingly  inconven- 
ient,  and  that  a  change  to  Kingston  Junction  would  save  much  time 
and  labor  of  the  courts,  and  materially  lessen  the  expenses  of  holding 
the  courts  in  Washington  county,  and  be  a  great  convenience  and  a 
great  saving  of  time,  labor  4nd  expense  to  the  parties  having  cansea 
in  said  county. 

Your  committee  next  gave  attention  to  the  matter  of  alternate  terms 
of  the  courts  at  Westerly,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  such  an  arrange- 
ment would  not  work  satisfactorily.  It  is,  however,  agreed  that  on 
account  of  the  rapidly  increasing  population  of  Westerly,  the  activity 
and  enterprise  of  its  inhabitants  and  the  large  number  of  causes  com- 
ing before  the  courts  from  that  town  and  vicinity,  that  better  facili- 
ties should  be  provided  in  the  way  of  court  accommodations,  for  the 
people  in  that  section  of  the  State.  Your  committee,  therefore,  as 
an  equitable  solution  of  the  question,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  resolution,  appointing  a  committee  to  accept  a  deed  of 
one  or  more  of  the  lots  of  land  offered  to  the  State,  free,  at  West 
Kingston,  the  deed  to  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Attorney- 
General  before  being  accepted,  and  that  no  more  appropriations  be 
made  or  money  expended  on  the  present  building,  but  that  its  use  be 
continued  until  a  new  court  house  shall  be  provided  at  West  Kings- 
ton, and  then  that  it  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  applied  towards  the 
payment  of  the  expense  of  a  new  building. 

They  also  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  substitute 
act  in  regard  to  adjournments  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  to  Westerly  for  the  trial  of  causes  where  all  the  parties 
are  residents  of  that  town,  or  where  all  the  parties  to  a  suit  request 


that  it  be  tried  at  Westerly;  and  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
adoption  of  these  measures  will  set  at  rest  the  agitation  of  this  ques- 
tion which  for  a  number  of  years  has  occupied  much  of  the  time  of 
the  General  Assembly  and  been  a  source  of  much  trouble  and  anxiety 
to  the  people  of  Washington  County. 

Your  Committee  have  not  deemed  it  necessary  to  give  public  hear- 
ings^  as  the  situation  is  well  known  to  all,  and  the  facts  were  fully 
ascertained  by  a  Joint  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly  two  years 
ago,  who  gave  public  hearings  in  all  parts  of  the  County  of  Washington.

ISSIONERS  OF  SHELL  FISHERIES. 


To  the  Honorable  Oeyieral  Assembly,  at  its  January  Session,  A,  D, 
1881. 

The  undersigned  Commissioners  of  Shell  Fisheries  respectfully  pre- 
sent their  annual  report: 

Tlie  amount  of  money  collected  for  oyster  bed  rents  and  paid  over  to 
the  General  Treasurer  during  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1880,  is  eight 
thousand  two  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars.  There  has  been  paid  dur- 
ing said  year  for  boat  hire  to  inspect  boats,  printing,  stationery,  and 
other  necessary  expenses,  the  sum  of  twenty-six  dollars  and  twenty 
cents,  leaving  a  net  income  to  the  State  of  eight  thousand  one  hundred 
and  eighty-eight  and  eighty  one-hundred ths  dollars. 

The  above  sum  is  in  excess  of  the  net  income  to  the  State  for  the 
preceding  year  three  hundred  and  sixty-four  and  fifteen  one-hun- 
dredths  dollars. 

Since  the  first  day  of  January,  1881,  oyster  rents  have  been  collected 
and  paid  over  to  the  General  Treasurer  to  the  amount  of  nine  thous- 
and and  eighteen  dollars,  and  there  still  remains  due  and  collectable, 
for  the  present  year,  the  further  sum  of  between  five  and  six  hundred 
dollars. 
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At  the  January  Session  of  the  Oeneral  Assembly,  1880,  a  resolotion 
was  adopted  authorizing  the  Shell  Fish  Commissiuners  to  cause  a  re- 
survey  of  the  private  oyster  beds  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  om 
thousand  dollars. 

The  work  which  had  been  previously  entered  upon  at  a  stipalated 
per  diem  price  has  been  continued  and  completed  in  the  most  satisfac- 
tory manner  to  the  Commissioners,  by  Messrs.  Shedd  &  Sawyer,  of 
the  city  of  Providence. 

At  the  stipulated  per  diem  rate  the  cost  of  the  work  exceeded  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation.  The  contractors,  however,  agreed  to 
and  have  accepted  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  in  fall  discharge 
of  all  claims  against  the  State  for  the  same.  When  this  work  was 
completed  new  plats  were  madfe  and  properly  bound  in  a  book  of  all 
the  private  oyster  beds,  under  the  authority  given  the  Commissioners 
by  an  appropriation  of  two  hundred  dollars  by  resolution  of  the  General 
Assembly,  passed  at  the  January  Session,  1879,  kt  a  cost  of  one  ban- 
dred  and  sixty  dollars.  Forty  dollars  of  the  latter  appropriation  re- 
mains unexpended. 

The  work  as  now  completed  is  uniform  and  comprehensive  and  msj 
be  said  to  consist  of  four  sections. 

1st  A  small  index  map  of  all  the  waters  of  Narragansett  Bay  and 
its  tributaries  suitable  for  planting  oysters. 

2d.  A  large  map  of  all  the  waters  in  which  beds  are  now  leased 
north  of  Rocky  Point,  with  the  beds  represented  and  other  valuable 
information  thereon. 

3d.  A  books  of  sectional  sheets,  on  a  large  scale,  representing  in 
detail  all  the  leased  beds  and  their  localities  with  reference  to  each 
other  and  to  prominent  objects  on  shore,  and  the  contours  of  depth 
of  water,  showing  low  water  mark  and  the  depths  at  mean  low  water 
of  six,  twelve  and  eighteen  feet,  as  determined  by  the  U.  S.  Coast 
Survey.  This  section  is  in  reality  the  official  record  of  the  Commis- 
sion, and  in  describing  lots  in  leases  reference  is  had  to  its  sections 
and  lot  numbers. 
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4th.  A  record  book  of  angles,  containiDg  a  record  of  a  suiBcieofc 
number  of  angles  required  to  locate  accurately  every  boundary  stake 
of  every  lot  leased  so  that  the  same  can  be  accurately  restored  if  at 
any  time  any  of  them  should  be  carried  away  by  the  ice  or  otherwise 
destroyed. 

These  records  are  of  great  and  permanent  value  to  the  State  as  well 
as  the  lessees.  The  State  has  made  no  provision  whatever  for  their 
preservation,  it  furnishes  no  office,  office  furniture  or  desk  even.  To 
protect  so  valuable  records  from  injury  and  premature  decay,  the  Com- 
missioners have  taken  the  responsibility  to  provide  a  suitable  desk  for 
their  reception.  It  is  portable,  contains  all  the  property  of  the  Com- 
mission and  is  arranged  conveniently  for  exhibiting  and  examining  the 
plats. 

The  cost  of  the  same  is  fifty-eight  dollars,  and  we  most  respectfully 
and  humbly  request  your  Honorable  Body  to  order  the  payment  of  the 
bill  for  the  same  which  accompanies  this  report. 

The  Commissioners  feel  it  their  duty  beyond  to  remind  your  Honor- 
able Body  that  these  valuable  records  are  still  unprotected  from  dam- 
age or  destruction  by  fire.  Should  they  be  destroyed  it  would  cost  a 
large  sum  to  restore  them,  to  say  nothing  of  the  interminable  confu- 
sion that  would  necessarily  follow  during  the  period  of  the  many 
months  that  would  be  required  to  restore  them,  especially  in  the  mat- 
ter of  determining  rents  and  collecting  the  same.  To  purchase  a 
fire-proof  safe,  of  suitable  size,  would  be  at  a  great  cost  If  a  tracing 
copy  of  the  *' official  plats"  and  the  ^'record  book  of  angles"  be  made 
and  in  compact  form  placed  in  some  fire-proof  vault  belonging  to  the 
State,  the  chief  expense  and  embarrassment  that  would  follow  the  de- 
struction of  the  originals  by  fire  would  be  practically  avoided. 

We  have  made  inquiries  as  to  the  probable  cost  of  such  copies  as  we 
have  suggested,  and  have  learned  that  they  can  be  procured  at  an  ex- 
pense not  exceeding  seventy-five  dollars.  We  leave,  however,  this  mat- 
ter to  your  Honorable  Body  to  take  such  action  as  your  superior  wis- 
dom dictates. 

The  Commissioners^  at  this  time,  will  call  your  attention  to  but  one 
other  matter. 
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YoQ  will  observe  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  report  that  a  large  excess 
of  money  has  been  paid  and  is  dae  for  the  present  year  over  that  of 
last  year,  viz: — more  than  one  thousand  three  hundred  dollars. 

This  proceeds  only  in  part  from  new  ooenpation  of  ground  not  pre^ 
viously  leased. 

As  we  stated  in  oar  last  report,  the  re-survey  disclosed  the  fact  that 
in  some  localities  the  lessees  were  occupying  more  ground  than  was 
granted  to  them  in  their  leases.  In  all  such  cases  we  required  of  the 
lessees  to  either  surrender  the  *'  excessive  occupation/'  or  take  new 
leases  of  the  whole  occupied.  In  nearly  every  instance  new  leases 
have  been  applied  for  and  granted,  and  the  State  has  already  received 
during  the  present  year  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  in  excess  of 
last  year  for  the  same  occupation,  and  will  continue  to  do  so  from 
year  to  year.

To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly: 

The  undersigned,  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  "  On  Public 
Health/'  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  American  Public  Health  Association  to  His  Excellency,  the 
Governor,  accompanied  with  the  address  of  Hon.  Erastus  Brooks,  of 
New  York  City,  respectfully  present  the  following  report: 

The  communication  referred  to  this  committee  was  as  follows: 

Officb  of  American  Public  Health  Association, 

Wakefield,  Dec.  29,  1880. 
To  His  ExceUeticy,  the  Governor  of  Rhode  Island : 

Qovernor:  In  compliance  with  the  resolution  of  the  American  Public  Health 
Association,  passed  at  its  Eight  Annual  Session,  at  New  Orieans,  La.,  Dec.  7th 
and  10th,  1880,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  the  address  of 
the  Hon.  Erastus  Brooks,  of  New  York,  respectfully  asking  that  you  will  con- 
sider the  propriety  of  calling  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  of  your  State  to 
the  importance  of  action  in  the  directions  indicated  in  the  address.

The  resolution  of  the  American  Public  Health  Association  alluded 
to,  was  as  follows: 

Besotted^  '*  That  500  copies  of  the  address  before  this  Association,  by  Hon. 
Erastus  Brooks,  of  New  York,  on  *  What  the  States  owe  the  People,'  be  printed 
in  pamphlet  form,  and  copies  be  sent  to  the  Governors  of  the  States,  together 
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with  a  communication,  respectfully  asking  them  to  consider  the  propriety  of  ciD- 
ing  the  attention  of  the  legislative  bodies  in  their  states  to  the  importance  of  ac- 
tion in  the  direction  indicated  in  the  paper." 

A  perusal  of  the  address  shows  the  following  propositions  and 
points,  having  special  reference  to  legislative  action,  and  to  which  the 
Governors  of  the  several  States  were  desired  to  call  the  attontion  of 
their  several  legislative  bodies. 

That  the  great  object  of  government  should  be  the  enactment  and 
enforcement  of  laws  to  regulate  communities  and  persons;  and  t^e 
first  provisions  of  law  should  be  to  secure  protection  to  person  and 
property;  and  in  protection  of  the  person,  secure  to  them  life,  liberty 
and  the  pursuit  of  happiness,  and  in  the  direction  of  security  to  life, 
and  pursuit  of  happiness,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  provide  for  the 
best  maintenance  of  the  public  health.  The  consideration  of  the  sub- 
ject of  health  is  among  the  firsts  if  not  the  very  first,  in  the  science 
of  political  economy. 

Disease,  among  a  large  class,  is  often  but  another  name  for  poverty, 
pauperism,  orphanage  and  bankruptcy.  The  State  and  the  people, 
personally,  have  the  deepest  interest  (not  always  realized)  in  measures 
that  may  be  taken  to  prevent  and  restrict  diseases. 

It  is  one  of  the  first  duties  of  the  State  to  remove  or  abate,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  causes  of  all  pestilences,  epidemics  and  endemics. 

If  Massacliusctts,  and  other  States  have  accomplished  a  great  work 
in  preventing  the  lung  plague  in  cattle,  what  ought  not  all  the  States 
to  do  in  preventing  even  worse  diseases  in  men,  women  and  children. 
The  results  will  enure  to  the  States  in  the  three-fold  form  of  economy, 
thrift  and  morals. 

It  is  demonstrated  in  the  City  of  New  York,  by  the  President  of 
the  city  Board  of  Health,  that  thousands  of  young  lives  have  been 
saved  yearly,  for  ten  years  and  more,  by  the  enforcement  of  health 
laws  passed  by  the  State. 

It  has  been  alleged,  by  way  of  criticism,  that  the  health  service  is 
costly,  but  it  can  be  proved  to  be  the  best  possible  investment. 

It  was  shown  by  the  British  Scientific  Association,  three  jears  ago. 
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that  both  the  sick  and  the  death  rate  had  been  reduced  one-third  by 
the  enforcement  of  sanitary  laws  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  that 
they  might  be  reduced  more  than  one-half,  with  less  crowding  in  ten- 
ements^ and  proper  supply  of  pure  water^  surface  cleansing  and  drain- 
age. 

The  Ship-Fever,  so  called,  has,  by  the  enforcement  of  proper  sani- 
tary law,  according  to  the  Health  Physician  of  New  York,  become  al- 
most totally  extinct. 

"Asiatic  Cholera,  always  an  imported  disease,  can  be  confined  to 
narrow  limits,  and  so  also  Yellow  Fever,  as  has  been  demonstrated 
during  the  year,  by  judicious  Federal  and  State  laws." 

In  closing  the  address,  of  which  the  extracts  above  are  but  a  meagre 
part  of  the  points  presented  and  maintained,  the  speaker  presents  the 
following  conclusions  as  to  the  duties  of  the  Federal  government  and 
the  States: 

I.  "  Supervision  over  the  health  of  the  entire  people;  peaceably  if 
it  can  be  done,  forcibly  if  necessary. 

"  Where  the  Federal  government  has  authority  as  upon  the  seas, 
lakes  and  large  rivers,  over  forts  and  arsenals,  the  army  and  navy,  in 
legislation  for  comnnerce,  especially  in  relation  to  infected  vessels, 
and  over  animals  exported  and  imported,  this  authority  belongs  to 
Congress. 

II.  '*  State  governments  are  clothed  with  power  over  the  health  of 
the  people  within  their  respective  commonwealths,  w:here  the  Federal 
government  relinquishes  jurisdiction. 

**  The  colleges  and  schools,  institutions  of  charity,  prisons  and  re- 
formatories, thoroughfares  of  all  kinds,  public  and  even  private  dwell- 
ings, if  obviously  dangerous  to  health,  belong  to  the  parental  care  and 
should  have  the  sanitary  supervision  of  the  State. 

"  Epidemics  are  to  be  treated  as  public  enemies.  They  come  or  are 
fostered  by  foul  sewerage,  polluted  streams  and  corrupted  wells  of 
water.  To  abate  these  nuisances;  to  prevent  adulterations  in  food;  to 
clothe  boards  of  health,  trustees  or  supervisors  in  towns  and  villages; 
mayors,  common  councils  or  health  boards  in  cities,  not  only  with 
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ample  power  in  regard  to  health,  but  to  require  them  to  pass  and 
enforce  ordinances^  is  a  positiye  duty  of  the  State." 

In  regard  to  measures  by  legislative  enactment  in  the  direction  is^ 
cated  in  the  address,  already  in  force  in  this  State,  we  present  the  fol- 
lowing statement  from  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

"  Provision  has  already  been  made  in  Rhode  Island  by  General  Stat- 
utes, which  cover  a  large  part  of  the  field  of  legislative  work  suggested 
by  the  Hon.  Erastus  Brooks.     These  statutes  relate  to 

"  The  suppression  of  nuisances. 

"The  prevention  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  {a)  By 
quarantine  and  (b)  by  specified  local  action  throughout  the  towns. 

"  The  prevention  of  contagious  diseases  among  domestic  animals. 

"  The  inspection  and  sale  of  articles  of  food;  of  illuminating  and 
explosive  fluids;  and  regulations  concerning  the  sale  of  medicines. 

"  The  authority  lor  the  abatement  of  nuisances  is  vested  in  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  cities,  and  the  Town  Councils  of  the  sev- 
eral towns.     They  are  by  statute  constituted  local  boards  of  health. 

**  It  is  one  of  the  duties  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  make  inves- 
tigations into  the  effects  of  localities  upon  the  public  health,  but 
no  authority  has  been  allowed  the  Board  to  suppress  any  nuisance, 
or  ascertained  source  of  sickness. 

"A  considerable  number  of  nuisances  that  have  come  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  Board,  have,  however,  been  abated  by  notice  given  the 
town  council,  and  a  much  larger  number  have  been  wholly  removed, 
or  the  objectionable  features  greatly  lessened,  by  courteous  private  re- 
monstrance, by  letter  or  personal  interview,  with  parties  having  prop- 
erty value  invested  in  the  suspected  premises. 

**  It  has  seemed  better  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  to  secure  sup- 
pression of  private  nuisances,  suspected  of  endangering  the  public 
health,  by  personal  suggestion  and  appeal  when  possible,  rather  than  bj 
notice  given  the  authorities,  and  resort  to  arbitrary  legal  measures. 
These  persons  do  not  wish  to  have  their  names,  in  connection  with  the 
circumstances,  brought  beforo  the  public.  In  many  cases  their  con- 
tinuance was  the  result  of  -thoughtlessness  and  incredulity  in  regard 
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to  danger  therefrom,  and  were  promptly  removed  upon  information 
given. 

^'  Investigations  to  some  extent  have  been  made,  and  are  now  being 
made  as  time  and  circumstances  will  permit,  in  regard  to  the  pollution 
of  the  waters  of  some  of  the  larger  rivers  of  the  State. 

*'  In  Massachusetts,  several  thousands  of  dollars  have  been  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  by  experts 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  in  the  investigation  of  pollution  of 
rivers;  and  it  may  be  added,  also,  that  investigations  into  other  pre- 
sumed sources,  or  known  causes  of  sickness,  have  been  annually  made 
by  persons  having  special  qualifications  for  each  particular  kind  of 
work,  under  direction  of  the  Board,  and  at  an  expense  for  these 
investigations,  several  times  larger  than  the  whole  appropriation  for 
the  whole  amount  of  work  of  the  State  Board  of  this  State,  in  all  of 
its  departments.  These  investigations  have  made  the  reports  of  the 
Massachusetts  Board  very  valuable,  and  cannot  be  equalled  by  the 
Boards  of  any  State  except  by  the  expenditure  of  large  sums  of 
money. 

"  The  Secretary  finds  the  clerical  work  of  the  ofiSce  consumes  a 
great  deal  of  time,  and  the  duties  of  the  Board  run  in  so  many  direc- 
tions that  the  hours  of  each  day  are  broken  up  by  different  pursuits, 
and  continuous  application  to  any  investigation  rendered  impossible. 

"  Investigations  will  however  be  continued  as  time  will  allow,  and 
reported  when  completed. 

"  In  regard  to  specific  investigations  by  experts,  there  has  been,  and 
is,  a  feeling  among  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  that  in  the 
present  financial  condition  of  the  State,  it  would  be  an  inopportune 
time  to  make  appr9priations  for  such  purposes." 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  State  has  provided  ways  and  means  for  con- 
siderable sanitary  work,  so  far  as  the  official  or  ministerial  agencies  are 
needed,  but  instruments  and  machinery  will  not  work  without  some 
force  applied.  The  town  councils  in  some  towns  are  indisposed  to  act 
in  the  way  of  abatement  of  nuisances  having  evident  unsanitary 
conditions,  for  fear  of  incurring  individual  enmity,  or  expense  that 
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may  be  considered  needless  by  some  tax-payers.  It  mast  be  admit- 
ted also,  that  there  are  nuisances  which  would  require  very  large  ex- 
pense in  removal,  of  which  it  is  very  diflScult  to  determine  what  would 
be  the  best  mode  of  removal,  and  which  should  not  be  attempted  with- 
out mature  deliberation. 

It  will  perhaps  be  extending  the  report  too  much,  to  give  in  detail 
how  the  existing  laws  of  Rhode  Island  cover  nearly  all  the  points 
raised  in  the  address,  and  how,  if  thoroughly  enforced  in  spirit  and 
letter,  would  leave  no  large  number  of  requisites  unattended  to.

REPORT 


To  the   Honorable   the    General   Assembly  of   the  State  of   Rhode 
Island  at  its  Ja^iuary  Session,  A.  D.  1881 : 

The  State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  in  compliance  with  the  act  regulat- 
ing the  sale  of  medicines  and  poisons,  respectfully  present  this  their 
eleventh  annual  report  "on  the  condition  of  pharmacy,  together  with 
a  list  of  all  persons  registered  as  pharmacists  and  assistant  pharmacists." 

The  past  has  been  an  uneventful  year  in  all  matters  touching  phar- 
macy and  the  pharmacists  of  the  State.  There  have  been  but  few 
changes  in  the  number  or  location  of  stores,  and  but  four  persons  have 
applied  for  registration  as  registered  pharmacists,  and  these,  with  but 
one  exception,  to  fill  vacancies  in  already  established  stores. 

The  Rhode  Island  Pharmaceutical  Association  has  beneficently  con- 
tinued its  provision  for  a  winter  class  in  pharmaceutical  chemistry. 
The  class  was,  as  last  year,  in  charge  of  Assistant  Professor  Calder,  of 
Brown  TJniverwty,  and  included  quite  a  large  proportion  of  the  junior 
assistants  in  Providence  and  vicinity.  This  association  deserves  great 
credit  for  taxing.its  limited  resources  with  the  expense  of  these  lectures, 
and  the  students  attendant  thereon  c^lnnot  fail  of  being  greatly  bene- 
fitted and  improved  in  a  branch  of  knowledge  which  goes  to  make  up 
the  educated  pharmacist. 

The  board  have  held  their  regular  monthly  meetings  at  their  rooms 
in  Providence  for  the  transaction  of  business  and  the  examination  of 
applications  for  registration.  They  have  also  held  two  special  meet- 
ings for  the  examination  of  applicants  desirous  of  making  immediate 
arrangements  for  entering  business. 
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FoDr  persons  made  application  for  registration  as  registered  phar- 
macists; three  of  whom  gave  satisfactory  evidence  of  qnalificatioD  and 
were  registered;  one  on  examination  was  deemed  incompetent  and 
registration  refused.  There  were  also  ten  persons  presented  them- 
selves for  examination  as  registered  assistant  pharmacists,  six  of  whom 
were  found  competent  and  registration  granted;  the  remaining  foor 
were  remanded  to  their  studies. 

The  provisions  of  the  liquor  law  granting  to  the  registered  phar- 
macists of  the  State  the  privilege  of  selling  the  officinal  and  other 
wines  and  liquors  in  small  quantities,  as  wanted  for  strictly  medicinal 
purposes,  still  continues  to  give  great  satisfaction,  not  only  to  the 
pharmacists  but  those  persons  who  use  such  articles  only  as  medicine 
and  desire  to  purchase  them  where  they  obtain  their  other  medicinal 
supplies,  and  the  board  earnestly  desire  that  in  any  changes  which 
may  be  made  in  the  li([nor  law  this  section  may  be  retained  intact
